Admiral 
Schley  took  the  stand  and  i-fter  being 
rendrred   by    Admiral    Dewev    li-at    lie 
v.as    still    under   oatri,    continued       his 
testimony.

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Auburn.  N.  T.,  Oct.  28.— The  officials  i 
of    Auburn    prison    today    began    final  | 

preparations  for  the  execution  of  Leon 
F.  Czolgosz.  W^arden  J.  Warren  Mead, 
who  has  recovered  from  his  jecent  in- 
disposition today,  conferred  with 
Electrician  Davis  and  the  keeper.^  and 
guards  who  will  assist  in  the  execu- 
tion, and  the  program  was  carefully 
gone  over.  Warden  Mead  has  selected 
his  assistants  from  among  the  prison 
employes  who  have  had  the  widest  ex- 
perience in  executions. 

It  is  understood  that  the  prkson  offi- 
cials will  use  every  precaution  to  pre- 
vent Czolgosz  from  talking  in  the  death 
chamber,  it  being  their  desire  that  any- 
thing he  may  wish  to  say  be  said  in 
the  condemned  cell. 

The  prisoners  attitude  is  reported  as 
unchanged.  Apparently  he  does  not 
dcf-irc  to  see  anyone,  and  declines  to 
talk  except  in  monosyllables.  For  two 
days  a  brother-in-law  of  the  con- 
demned man  has  been  seeking  permis- 
sion to  see  him.  In  order  to  have  him 
Identified,  the  warden  went  to  the  pri- 
soner and  asked  him  if  he  could  de- 
scribe his  brother-in-law.  He  replied: 
"I  did  not  see  my  sister  married  and  I 
don't  know  the  man."

Treaties. 

Budapest,  Oct.  28. — "A  close  under- 
standing w'th  the  allies  of  the  empire 
and  oo:itlnutd  friendly  relations  with 
all  the  powers  termit  us  to  hope  that 
Providence  will  not  deprive  us  of  the 
ble'.sing   of   peace." 

With  the  exception  of  remarks  re- 
garding commercial  treaties,  llie  aiiove 
constituted  Emperor  Francis  Joseph's 
sole  reference  to  international  affairs, 
wh  n  he  opened  the  newly  elected 
Hungarian  diet  today.  The  speech 
from  the  throne  dwelt  upon  the  neces- 
s-it^  for  comprehensive  legislation  in 
al!  fields  in  order  to  raise  the  stand- 
ard of  intellectual  and  material  de- 
velopment and  for  a  permanent  settle- 
ment on  a  reciprocal  basis  of  the  eco- 
nomic r.ueslions  pending  in  different 
parts  of  the  monarchy.

Smh  a  body  of  fighters  as 
the  Ninth  infantry  are  never  would 
have  been  caught  in  i,uch  a  trap  by 
the  Indians.  The  Indians  never  have 
learned  to  play  the  friend  like  the  Fili- 
'plno.  A  soldier  in  the  Western  plains 
would  be  on  his  guard  alawys  against 
the  redskins,  but  they  cannot  dis- 
semble. They  may  ambush  you  and

"That  the  Filir'ino  Is  a  past  master 
in  tieachery  I  soon  learned  after  get- 
ting into  the  field  over  there.  Conse- 
quently I  directed  to  be  as  severe  as 
possible.  I  was  provost  marshal  in  sev- 
eral towns  and  apparently  was  un- 
duly harsh,  but  [  find  that  the  only 
way  to  meet  the  natives.  As  an  illus- 
tration, I  will  say  that  in  one  of  the 
towns  fcouth  of  Manila  there  was  a 
barioer  named  Lorenzo  Maba'iio,  who 
did  a  nourishing  business,  the  soldiers 
patronizing  his  place  generously.  He 
ftpeared  to  be  thcrugh'.y  honorable  and 
we  did  not  Susy  ect  him.  He  spoke 
Slj:<n)sh  and  use*.!  to  tell  us  how  much 
good  Ameiican  rale  would  do  the  peo- 
ple. One  night  a  raid  was  made  on 
a  hot  bed  of  insurgents.  Among  the 
prisoners  taken  ^vith  rifle  in  hand  was 
our  barber.  Tfen  it  came  out  that 
after  working  in  his  shop  all  day  he 
would  go  to  rebel  camps  at  night  and 
disclose  whateve-  inf<irmation  he  had 
gleaned  from  his  soldier  cu.stomers 
during  the  day." 


Washington,  Oct.  2S.— Lieut.  Gen, 
Miles,  in  his  annual  report,  gives  th« 
total  strength  of  the  army  at  the  pres- 
ent time  as  84,513,  of  which  nun>lier 
33,874  are  in  United  States;  43,239  in  tha 
Philippines,  4914  in  Cuba,  the  remain- 
der. In  small  detachments,  b^ing  in 
Porto  Rico,  Hawaii,  China  and  Alaska. 
He  says  it  is  expected  that  the  force  in 
Cuba  will  be  very  much  reduced  and 
hopes  that  the  force  in  the  Philippine* 
also  can  be  reduced. 

Gen.  Miles  does  not  approve  of  th« 
present  organization  of  the  artillery 
coriv^,  saying  that  it  establishes  a 
bureau  in  Washington.  He  believes  in 
the  former  regimental  organization. 
Speaking  of  the  army  canteen,  whicli 
is  abolished  by  the  army  reorganiza- 
tion law,  he  says  that  no  injury  has 
r.  suited,  and  in  the  main  the  law  haa 
been  beneficial. 

Oen.  Miles  states  his  objections  to 
the  management  of  military  affairs  in 
the  war  department  in  the  following 
language: 

••While  congress  has  made  ample  pro- 
vision for  the  management  of  military 
aJTalrs  In  the  organization  of  the  army 
wht-reby  the  companies,  reglmt-nts.  bri- 
gades, divisions  and  departments  are 
made  the  units  of  administration,  and  by 
statute  ha*  clothed  the  officiHls  not  only 
with  executive  authority,  but  with  Judi- 
cial powers  and  responsibility,  yet  the 
tendency  has  been  to  absorb  and  usurp 
the  entire  conduct  of  the  military  estab- 
lishment in  Washington,  and  eBi»eti.vilir 
In  the  staff  departments.  This  has  be^-n 
found  most  injurious  in  other  armies, 
and  Is  one  of  the  priucipaJ  «lefectB  In  our 
own  system.  The  evil  has  been  Increased 
during  the  interval  of  the  wars  during 
the  last  three  years  to  the  extent  that,  in 
my  judgment,  require*  serious  considera- 
tion, and  1  recommend  that  decentralisa- 
tion t>e  effftted.  that  all  proper  and  law- 
ful sovereignty  be  restoretl  to  sul)ordinate 
comma nder.s  who  are  provided  with  an 
efficit-nt  orgariration  and  who  ran  be 
safely  intrusted  with  responsibility  lor 
the  efficient  and  faithful  administration 
of  military  affairs  oommensuraie  with 
their  Impurlant  commands." 

As  a  large  portion  of  the  army  is  sta- 
tioned In  the  western  part  of  the  l.'nit'. d 
States,  and  o\  er  one-half  West  of  t.'ie 
Pacific  ocean.  Gen.  Miles  recommi-nds  the 
establishment  of  a  military  school  in 
Southern  California.  He  also  recommends 
the  establishment  of  a  war  colK-ge  In  the 
city  <if  Washington.  Oen.  Miles  refers  to 
a  number  of  recommendations  that  he 
made  in  former  reports,  looking  to  im- 
provement of  the  condition  of  the  army; 
also  to  orders  he  has  issued  during  the 
year  to  accomplish  this  purp";>8e.  He 
speaks  especlallv  of  the  experience.  Intel- 
ligence and  efficiency  of  the  troops  of  the 
Unitd  States  and  the  success  they  hHve 
had  In  China  and  the  Phlllppin<-p.  and 
says  they  have  borne  the  rig'ii-s  of  the 
Arctic  climate  In  Alaska,  and  the  heat  of 
the  tropics  and  imder  all  clrcumstanc-s 
maintained  thf  hlKb  character  of  the  Am- 
erican  army.  He  recommends  that  the 
mllltar>'  posts  throughout  the  countr.v  Im 
put  in  excellent  shape  for  troops  that  are 
returned  from  service  beyond  the  sea.

Adopted      By      Chinese 

Board  of  National 

Administration. 

"V^'ashlngton.  Oct.  28.— The  state  de- 
Iiartment  has  received  from  Minister 
Conger  at  Pekin,  a  translation  of  a 
series  of  preliminary  regulations  adopt- 
ed by  the  recently  organized  Chinese 
board  of  national  administration  with 
the  organization  of  that  government  on 
modern  and  efficient  lines.  The  senti- 
ments expressed  are  conservative,  says 
Mr.  Conger,  and  it  is  made  plain  that 
there  is  no  intention  to  imitate  the  too 
brisk  pace  set  by  the  reformers  of  189S, 
but  Instead  to  study  western  methods, 
and,  without  adopting  western  civiliza- 
tion as  a  whole,  to  adapt  to  Chinese 
conditions  such  instituions  as  seem 
likely  to  add  strength  to  the  state.

To  Religion  Prevails   Exten- 
sively In  Russian  Cities. 

St.  lVtiTsl)urg,  Oct.  15.— (Correspon- 
dence of  the  Associated  Press.)— ^V•ell-in- 
formed  Russlnns  assert  that  in  matters  of 
religion,  a  remarkable  change  is  now  tak- 
ing place.  The  greatest  complaint  is  no 
longer  fanaticism,  though  that  is  preval- 
ent enough  among  sects  new  and  old,  but 
indifference.  Millions  of  peasants  now 
calmly  confess  Atheism  or  the  most  non- 
chalant agnosticism.  This  is  naturally 
true  of  many  factory  hands,  but  they 
are  few  compared  to  the  agricultural  ia- 
l)orers.  It  is  the  religious  indifference 
among  the  latter  which  is  regarded  as 
especially  significant  in  respect  to  tne  fu- 
ture political  development  of  the  coun- 
try.

Companies   Are   Much  More'' 
Libei^l  Than  Formerly. 

There  la  a  saying:  currcat  in  life  insur- 
ance clrcleis  to'  the  effect  tha.t  nothing 
but  an  autopsy  makes  a  man  inoligiible 
for  life  insurance  today,  says  th«  New 
York  Sun.  Only  a  few  years  a<fo  the  list 
of  th«  ineJlglblH  was  a  long  one  and  a 
host  of  occupations  shut  men  out  from 
inisuranoe,  while  hereditary  disease  <jr 
symptorhs  of  serious  chronic  aliment  were 
Insumtoun table  bars.  Now,  therts  Is  just 
one  j>r(.>ft>aKlon  to  whose  followers  an  in- 
surance policy  is  inevitably  denied,  e%'en 
by  the  m'ost  liberal  companies.  The  sub- 
marine divers  must  go  uninsure<l.  He 
enjoys  the  rather  dei)ressing  distinction 
of  belonging:  to  the  only  profession  which 
is  Ouinsldered  too  hazardous  for  even  the 
most  elastic  "sub-standard  risk." 

Before  1896  he  had  plenty  (yt  company. 
Now  firemen,  harbor  pilots,  policemen,  en- 
gineers, glasablowers,  men  In  the  life- 
saving  service,  bartenders — all  those  who 
lead  the  strenuous  life  and  court  an  un- 
timely end.  are  taken  figuratively  speak- 
ing, to  the  bosom  of  "the  Insurance  com- 
pani««.  Naturally,  the  terms  of  their 
policies  differ  as  the  problenaatlcal  ihinger 
of  their  occui>ation.s  varit^.  In  several 
of  the  larger  companies  the  electrical 
linemen  Is  considered  the  biggest  risk 
for  whom  a  policy  is  written,  but  if  he 
Is  willing  to  agree  to  the  company's 
terms  he  can  get  his  Inaurance. 

The  scale  upon  which  these  terrms  are 
adjusited  differs  In  the  various  ct>mpaiii«3. 
The  company  which  was  the  first  to  adopt 
the  sub-standard  policy,  and  is  now  the 
most  far-reaching  In  the  carrying  out  of 
that  )>olicy  atljuats  the  exlra  risk  penalty 
by  means  of  a  lien  on  the  policy.  Tlie  man 
insured  pays  no  larger  premium  than  he 
would  under  ordinary  circumstances,  but 
the  agreement  inlo  which  he  enters  pro- 
vides that,  if  he  dle:^  within  a  year,  the 
anil  lint  of  his  policy  is  cut  down  by  the 
am<iimt  which  represents  the  extra  risk 
in  his  case.  If  he  lives  two  years,  less 
is  subtracted.  When  he  has.  so  to  speak. 
ouitUve.d  the  amount  of  the  li^^n,  his  dis- 
ability is  wiped  out  and  he  has  his  full 
l>olicv  at  regular  rates.  Other  companies 
arrange  the  matter  by  writing  the  p^'licy 
at  the  risk  rate  of  a  certain  considerable 
advance  in  years. 

In  the  matter  of  physical  disability 
things  have  changed  as  radically  as  in 
the  matter  of  professional  disability.  The 
medical  examination  ia  as  severe  as  ever, 
and  to  obtain  a  regular  pi^llcy  a  man  must 
pass  this  examination,  but  a  physical  con- 
dition which  five  years  ago  wo^uld  have 
made  it  impossible  for  a  man  to  obtain 
insurance  now  merely  mean.s  that  he 
must  secure  a  sub-standard  policy.  He 
can  get  his  Insurance  if  he  Is  willing  to 
pay  lilierallv  for  the  extra  risk  the  com- 
pany is  taking.  Of  course,  there  is  a 
limit  to  this  iK)ssibillty.  Men  over  W  years 
cif  ,age  are  seldom  insured  unless  comll- 
tions  are  exceptional  and  the  thing  is 
cv^msidered  a  "gilt-edged  risk."  Men  in 
the  most  advanct^il  stages  of  chronic  dis- 
ea,«ie.  whose  lease  of  life  can  be  reflnite- 
ly  determined  as  short,  are,  of  course, 
debarred  from  insurance.  But  serious 
chronic  dlsea/ses  in  its  earlier  stages  does 
not    mean    rejection. 

The  Insurance  companies  studied  sta- 
tistitrs  in  regard  'to  diswase  and  mortali- 
ty until  they  satisfied  themselves  that 
they  were  turninc:  away  ^ood  m'oney  on 
an  Illogical  assumption.  Tiiey  found  that 
a  man  may  have  weak  lungs  or  kidney 
trouble  or  a  trouliK-some  heart  at  2.i  and 
die  of  mumps  or  measles  at  9<).  Statistics 
for  a  certain  number  of  years  showed  that 
the  number  of  deaths  among  the  rejected 
was  not  as  large  in  projiortion  as  the  num- 
ber among  the  accepted. 

"It  isn't  the  sick  men  who  die."  said  a 
prominent  oflfiiial  of  one  of  the  Now 
York  insuraTice  companies  to  a  Sun  re- 
reporter.  "There  never  was  anything 
truer  than  fhe  o-lrl  saying  that  a  creaking 
door  Is  Ir-ns:  on  Us  liinges.  The  man  who 
has  90imeth|ng  wrong  with  him  usually 
takes  better  care  of  himself  than  the  man 
with  a  fine  constitution  rloes.  He  isn't 
taking  chances,  and  unless  his  disease 
is  one  bound  to  progress  rapidly  he's  like- 
ly to  live  forever.'  We  have  to  make  out 
a  spe<-ial  policy  for  him  adjusted  to  the 
extra  risk  we  are  runninK  in  his  case, 
but  it  would  be  sheer  folly  not  to  in- 
sure him.  I  reaJIv  can't  understand  why 
we   are   blind   s^  lung. 

"Now  you  take  the  problem  of  the  li- 
quor men.  It  has  always  been  cimsldered 
that  the  whole.'fale  liquor  man  was  little 
affected  by  his  businc.ss  and  was  usually 
a  lair  risk.  The  retail  ilealer  was  in  a 
majority  of  cases  a  bail  physical  and 
moral  hazard,  and  the  barkeeper  couldn't 
Ix^  written  at  all.  That  was  .absurd.  We 
have  a  scale  of  liqucwr  business  risks. 
Even  if  a  liquor  man  T)as-:os  medical  ex- 
amination he  may  perhai^  be  refused  a 
regular  policy,  hut  according  to  the  ver- 
dict of  that  medical  examination  and  his 
l>ersonal  character  a  sub-standard  polity 
may  be  written  for  him.  A  Hn  mun  may 
be  considere<l  a  bad  risk,  yet  the  mortali- 
ty aanong  firemen  isn't  pheiiomenally 
high.  A  pilot  takes  big  chances,  but  a 
large  mapority  of  pilots  die  in  th.-ir  beds. 
"Then  look  at  this  question  of  so-called 
hereditary  disease.  A  child  may  inherit 
a  tendency  toward  lung  trouble,  we'll  say. 
It  doesn't  by  any  means  follow  that  be- 
cause there  has  been  consumption  in  his 
family  a  man  will  have  weak  lungs,  or. 
If  he  does  have  weak  lungs,  he  isn't  nec"- 
essarlly  going  to  have  consumption.  We 
take  into  consideration  all  the  circum- 
stances, whether  one  of  the  parents  had 
the  disease,  whether  the  child  is  like 
that  parent  or  the  other,  the  condition  of 
lungs  and  general  health  at  the  ttme  of 
examination,  the  environment  and  chances 
for  healthful  living.  And  unless  there  is 
a  positive  evidence  that  the  applicant  al- 
ready has  the  disea.s*'  we  give  him  a  sub- 
standard policy.  We  have  even  insured 
on  a  regular  policy  persons  who.se  parents 
died  of  eC'nsiimption.  In  one  case  two 
sisters  applied.  The  mother  had  been 
con.sumptive.  One  girl  got  a  regular  poli- 
cy; the  other  one  we  couldn't  Insure  at 
al. 

"Almost  everybody  will  He  to  an  in- 
surance companj'.  It's  like  lying  to  a 
custom's  insi>ector.  They  think  it  doesn't 
count.  The  funny  part  of  it  is,  they 
might  as  well  .save  their  ^reath.  for  it 
isn't  once  in  a  thousand  times  that  the  lie 
succeeds.  The  mediral  examination  tells 
everything,  and  we  sift  everything  else 
to  the  bottom.  We  ,3'0ii't  merely  relv  on 
the  apitlicant's  word,  Kvery  time  any  one 
Is  rejected  he  goes  on  the  Insurance  black 
list,  which  .all  of  the  best  companies  in- 
terchange and  consult,  I  can  tell  bv  con- 
sulting the  list  whether  an  applicant  has 
been  rejected  by  ,i!)other  companj-  and 
why.  In  the  old  days  men  went  from,  com- 
pany to  company  tr.ving  desperately  to 
sei  insurance.  They  make  the  rounds 
now  trying  to  get  regular  policies.  Then 
they  settle  down  and  take  out  a  sub-stan- 
dard policy  wherever  they  can  make  the 
best  terms.  No  two  companies  have  just 
the  same  ideas  on  risks.  We  may  c-on- 
sider  a  man  a  fair  proposition  whom  an- 
other company  thinks  a  bad  risk,  and  we 
give  him  better  terms  than  they  would, 
but  It  is  perfectly  useless  for  him  to  teV 
us  he  hasn't  aplled  elsewhere.  We  know 
perfectly  whether  he  has,  and,  if  he 
has.   what  the  verdict  was. 

"Our  examinations  bring  out  results 
that  give  the  ai>plicants  unpleasant  sur- 
prises sometimes.  In  some  cases  we 
merely  refuse  to  write  the  policy  and 
prefer  not  tn  explain  our  reasons  unless 
the  man  insists.  I've  known  \\\  iii.surance 
examination  to  disclose  serious  things 
In  regard  to  a  mans  health  tliat  he  had 
never  auspexted.  Oftentimes  that's  a 
good  thing.  It  makes  a  man  to  his  dan- 
ger and  makes  hiVn  take  care  of  him.self 
in  lime.  But  sometimes  it  scares  a  fel- 
low half  to  death.  So  many  men  say: 
'Well,  I  woul.in't  for  anything  in  the  world 
have  my  wife  know  this.  She  wanted 
me  to  insure,  but  J'll  never  tell  her  I  was 
rejected.  I'll  pretend  I  don't  believe  in 
insurance.'  Then  there  are  men  wh,>  will 
not  apply  for  insurance  because  they 
are  afraid  of  beii<Se:  rejected.  They  have 
an  idea  that  sonjethiixg  is  wrong  with 
them  and  tht^v  haven't  the  moral  courage 
to  find  out  the  truth.  I've  run  across 
any  nirmbef  of  rfien  like  that.  Moral 
cowardice  prevents  their  ever  applying 
for  insurance.

He  replied  that  he  could 
not  give  the  names,  that  they  were 
(^ubans  who  had  come  to  him  as  com- 
mander of  the  flyin.g  squadron  to  give 
him  that  information. 

He  was  then  closely  questioned  as  to 
who  was  present  in  the  cabin  of  the 
New  Y'ork  at  Key  West  when  he  talked 
over  the  campaign  with  Admiral  Samp- 
son. Admiral  Schley  replied  that  Capt. 
Chadwick  had  been  present  part  of  the 
time. 
"When  was  this?" 
"On  May  18" 

"Did  Admiral  Sampson  exhibit  to  you 
any  or  all  the  instructions  he  had  frora 
the  navy   department?" 

"No.  He  simply  spoke  of  his  condi- 
tional instructions  from  the  secretary 
of   the   navy." 

Witness  said  he  and  Sampson  talked 
of  many  things.  It  was  a  rather  long 
conference  and  he  reiterated  that  he 
could  not  recall  whether  Capt.  Chad- 
wick was  present  all  the  time.  The 
judge  advocate  then  jumped  to  the  com- 
munication from  the  Marblehead  to 
Schley  through  the  Eagle  while  the 
flying  squadron  was  on  Its  way  to  CI  -n- 
fuegos.  The  admiral  said  that  the  mes- 
sage he  received  was  that  there  was  no 
news  of  the  Spanish  fleet.  The  judge 
advocate  then  asked  Admiral  Schley  if 
he  regarded  as  exceptions  the  journey 
of  the  squadron  from  Key  West  to  Cien- 
fupgos  in  view  of  the  instructions  to 
establish  the  blockade  with  as  little 
delay  as  possible. 

Cruising  as  he  was  In  squadron 
against  a  country.  Admiral  Schley  re- 
plied   that    he    did. 

The  judge  advocate  the  asked  about 
the  speed  from  Charlston  to  Key  West 
to  show  that  the  speed  from  Key 
West  southward  was  not  so  great.  He 
asked  why  at  one  stage  the  admiral 
had  signaled  to  the  Massachusetts  that 
if  she  could  make  ten  knots  it  would 
be  sufficient.  The  admiral  heplied 
that  after  three  years  it  was  pretty 
hard  to  tell  just  why  a  particular  sig- 
nal had  been  made  when  there  was 
nothing  startling   to   fix    it. 

"Your  sp.'ed  was  two  knots  less  from 
Key    West    to    Cienfuegos    than    from 
Charleston  to  Key  West?" 
'  j\l)p.r.  ent'v" 

"Why.  at  2:4.5  p.  m.  May  21.  accord- 
ing to  log.  dil  you  slow  to  fotir  and  a 
half  knots?" 

"I  think  it  was  on  account  of  a  fire 
aboard    the    Scorpion." 

"Why  did  you  stop  on  May  21  be  .fore 
you  arrived  :'t  Cienfuegos?" 

"We  were  ten  or  twelve  miles  from 
the  mouth  of  the  harbor  of  Cienfuegos 
and  we  stopped  until  daylight.  I  did 
not  care  to  arrive  in  the  dark." 

Admiral  Schley  was  asked  why  he 
did  not  personally  communicate  with 
Capt.  McCalla  when  he  met  the 
Marblehead  on  the  way  down.  He  re- 
plied that  he  saw  the  auxiliary  comln.g 
down  from  the  Marblehead  to  com- 
municate with  him.  It  was  Capt.  Mc- 
Calla's  duty.  If  he  posjsessed  important 
information,  to  communicate  it. 
"Was  the  duty  of  the  senior  officer 


to  call  for  report  or  the  junior's  duty  to 
volunteer  it?" 

"The  junior  ofTicar  invariably  volun- 
teers such  information." 

"Did  Capt.  Chester  inform  you  that 
Capt.  McCalla,  who  came  aboard  the 
Cincinnati,  had  lately  been  at  Cien- 
fuegos in  communication  with  the  in- 
surgents. 
"No." 

Witness  said  he  had  no  conversation 
with  Capt  Chesto;-  about  the  methods 
of  blockade.  The  conversation'  dealt 
rather  with  the  habits  and  usages  of 
the  blockade. 

"Did  you  learn  from  Capt.  Chester 
or  Capt.  McCalla  that  several  gunboats 
were  reported  at  Cienfuegos?" 

"I  heard  that  in  Key  West.  It  was 
the  general  report  there,"  renlied  wit- 
ness. 

"What  ofllicial  information  and  in- 
structions did  you  get  at  Key  West 
from  the  commander-in-chief?"  asked 
Capt.  Lemly. 

"His  orders,  of  course,  to  proceed  and 
the  conversation  1  have  detailed  with 
him." 

Witness  said  he  bought  he  could  tell 
why  the  departmi'nl  issued  its  order 
regarding  the  protection  of  ships  from 
land  batteries,  when  Capt.  Lemly  ob- 
jected. The  courl  directed  that  they 
did  not  care  for  this.  The  witness  said 
he  was  on  board  the  New  York,  as  well 
as  he  could  remember,  at  that  time 
from  half  to  three  quarters  of  an  hour. 
Mr.  Hanna  then  read  two  dispatche.-? 
fi-om  the  departm'»nt.  dated  Washing- 
ton. May  76,  rogirding  the  reported 
presence  of  the  Spanish  fleet,  near  Cur- 
acoa.  Capt.  Lemly  asked  witness  if  he 
was  familiar  with  these  dispatches 
when  he  had  his  ctmversation  with  Ad- 
miral Sampson. 

"Admiral  Sampsin  merely  mentioned 
them  to  me."  replied  witness.  "I  had 
not  seen  them." 

Cai>t.  Lemly  then  took  up  the  ques- 
tion of  naval  regulations,  and  asked 
witness  if  he  was  familiar  with  them. 
"Yes."  replied  Admiral  Schley. 
Capt.  Lemly  thei  read  a  number  of 
articles  of  the  regulations,  in  each  case 
asking  witness  if  he  had  complied  with 
the  terms  of  the  paragraph.  The  first 
paragraph  was  No.  267,  and  requires 
the  commander-in-chief,  when  prepar- 
ing his  fleet  or  s<|uadron  to  meet  the 
enemy,  to  communicate  his  general  or- 
ders, instructions,  private  signals  and 
such  other  information  as  will  enable 
each  so  far  as  possible  to  understand 
his  duty  when  in  action  and  at  all 
other  times. 

"I  think  I  complied  with  that."  re- 
plied witness. 

"How  and  in  what  manner?" 
"By    issuing   general    orders    for      the 
organizing   of    the   .squadron,    their    in- 
structions and  their  private  signals." 
The  next     article     was     as     follows: 
"Article  269— He  shall,  if  pc.s.=ible.  be- 
for   going   into    aciion    communicate    to 
the   juniors   in    command,    his   chief   of 
staff   and    the   cartains   his    secret    or- 
ders,   private   signals   and   other   infor- 
mation that  will  materially  assist  thf::n 
If  called  upon  to  exercise  command." 

"That  I  do  not  remember  to  ha\  e 
complied  with,"  s?  id  witness. 

(^apt.  Lemly  then  read  article  271, 
which  is  that  the  commander-in-chief 
shall,  if  possible  before  going  into  ac- 
tion, supply  every  captain  with  a  plan 
of  battle,  showing  thereon  the  position 
each  shall  o<cupy. 

"Yes."  replied  -vitness.  in  reply  to 
Capt.  Lemly's  question  if  he  had  com- 
plied with  that  article.  "I  do  not  un- 
derstand that  is  necessarily  written.  I 
think  that  order  is  sufllciently  carried 
out  when  a  commander-in-chief  de- 
cides to  place  his  ships  in  battle  and 
inform  each  what  he  propo«es  to  do." 

"Do  you  think  that  you  can  sui'ply 
every  captain  with  a  plan  of  battle  and 
do  that  at  an  oral  conference?"  asked 
Capt.  Lemly. 

"I  do  not  think  that  is  absolutely 
necessary,"  repli*  d  witness.  "There 
are  instances  where  bat'les  have  been 
fought  without  doing  that.  Any  plan 
of  battle  that  miirht  be  originated  is 
subject  to  a  change.  I  have  never 
known  a  battle  flat  was  ever  fought 
on  the  plan  originally  cho.seii." 

Mr.  Rayner:  "Do  any  of  the  regula- 
tions use  the  word  'written?"' 

Capt.  Lemly:  "Do  you  think  you 
could  supply  the  aptains  with  a  plan 
of  battle  without  w'riting  them?" 

Mr.  Rayner:  "I  could  not,  but  I  know 
the  admiral  did." 

Continuing  his  examination,  Capt. 
Lemly  asked:  "''Vhen.  at  9:4.5  a.  m.. 
May  20.  you  sighted  a  man-of-war,  as 
shown  by  the  Brooklyn's  log,  and 
cleared  for  action,  what  orders  had 
been  issued  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  regulations?" 

"I  should  not  think  any  instructions 
would  be  necessaiy  for  a  fleet  meeting 
a  single  vessel  except  to  smash  her 
up." 

Capt.  Lemly:  '  Oruld  you  tell  ab.so- 
lutely  there  was  only  a  single  vessel 
although  you  sighted  but  one?" 

"As  I  saw  one  ssmoke  I  presumed,  of 
course,  there  was  but  on^  vessel.  Sub- 
sequently we  discovered  the  Vesuvius, 
which  was  very  much  lower  in  the 
water." 

Capt.  Lemly:  "As  a  matter  of  fact 
there  were  mon»  than  one  vessel. 
There  were  two." 

"Others  might  h  ^ve  been  developed  In 
the  .same  way?  ' 

"If  they  had  1  .«!hou'd  l:&ve  pitied 
them.  If  they  had  been  sepai'ated  they 
would  have  jiermitted  themselves  to  be 
knocked  to  nieces." 

The  judge  advo-^ate  then  asktd  wit- 
ness    whether     bf  tween     the     date.-*  to 
whif'h  the  court  1"  ad  restricted  the  e.<- 
aminatlon  he  had  complied  with  article 
211   of  the   regnteiioiH!,    furnished  each 
captain  with  a  plan  of  battle," 
"Verbally,  yes." 
"But  no*  in  wrlnlnpr?" 
'I  did  not  think  the  regulations  re- 
quired it." 

"Did  you  communicate  to  yij*  cap- 

tr-lns   your   instructions   from    Admiral 

,  Sampson  not  to  expose  your  ships  to 


land  batteries  before  the  destruction  of 
the  Spanish  fleet?" 

"I  did  not,  because  I  regarded  thetn 
confldenlial." 

"In  your  report  you  .say  that  the 
Iowa  arrived  off  Cienfuegos.  May  22. 
although  she  started  a  day  later,  did 
she  not  arrive  only  about  five  hours 
after  the  .s(iuadronV" 

"Althougii  we  did  not  go  in  during 
the  night,  I  considered  that  we  arrived 
off   Cienfuegos   May   21." 

"When  did  you  first  see  the  entrance 
to  Cienfuegos?" 

"A  little  after  daylight  May  22." 

The  judge  advocate  called  the  ad- 
miral's attention  to  his  statement  to 
the  senate  that  while  on  the  bridge  of 
the  Brooklyn,  on  the  afternoon  of  May 
21,  being  then  about  thirty  miles  from 
Cienfuegos,  he  heard  big  guns  fired 
with  the  regularity  of  a  salute.  The 
admiral  stated  that  he  reiiiembered  the 
incident  distinctly.  He  did  not  know 
the  exact  distance.  He  did  not  consult 
the  log. 

"Does  not  the  log  show  that  you 
were  forty-five  miles  from  the  har- 
bor?" 

"I  do  not  know."  The  admiral  then 
proceded  to  explain  that  the  explana- 
tion sent  to  the  senate  was  gotten  up 
hurriedly  and  largely  from  memory  in 
the  closing  days  of  the  session,  and  he 
may  have  made  some  slight  mistakes. 

Capt.  Lemly  asked  witness  to  look  at 
the  signal  book  of  the  Bi-ooklyn  for 
May  2-'  and  to  read  a  signal  which 
had  been  made  at  5:35  a.  m.  by  the 
Texas  u»  the  flagship.  This  he  did. 
reading:  "Please  tell  me  what  we  have 
to  do  today.  5:40."  Flagship  t<i  Texas: 
"When  we  get  close  to  the  port  we  will 
blockade  it  and  unite,  but  will  keep 
underway  ready  for  anything."  In  re- 
ply to  a  question  from  Capt.  Lemly  re- 
garding the  orders,  "Clear  ships  for  a<;- 
tion,"  Admii-al  Schley  explained  that 
the  ships  were  practically  cleared  for 
action  all  the  time,  but  that  theer  was 
always  a  certain  amount  of  paraphei- 
nalia  aboard  ships  to  prevent  persons 
falling  overboard,  or  awnings,  which 
had  to  be  removed,  and  that  that  was 
what  he  had  in  mind  when  he  sig- 
nalled to  "Clear  .ships  for  action." 

"Which  was  the  closer  blockade,  at 
Cienfuegos  or  Santiago?" 

"I  think  at  Cienfuego.s.  There  we 
were  fr^>m  thr^e  to  four  miles  off;  at 
Santiago  we  were  from  three  to  five 
ami  a  half;  closer  at  both  places  at 
night." 

"I  do  not  mean  distance,  I  mean 
closeness." 

"At  Santiago  it  was  closer  on  acv»ount 
of  the  method  used." 

"At  Cienfuegos  did  you  issue  .any 
plan  of  battle  in  case  the  .Spanish  fl^et 
should  attempt  to  enter  <u'  come  c)ut?" 

"No,  I  should  have  relied  upon  the 
signal." 

"You  stated"'  in  one  of  your  reports 
that  while  lying  off  (Menfuegos  you 
feigned  disorder  in  the  squadron  in 
the  hope  that  the  Spanish  fleet  would 
come  out.  Did  you  inform  the  cap- 
tains of  the  s(iuadron  of  this  ruse?" 

"No.  I  think  not.  I  talked  with  some 
of  those  aboard  the  Brooklyn  about 
It." 

"Did  you  mention  it  to  Capt.  Cook?" 

"I  do  not  remember.  I  talked  with 
him  so  frequently  on  every  subject 
that  I  cannot  recall  now  whether  I  did 
or  not." 

"You  w'ould  have  arrived  at  Cien- 
fuegos May  21  if  you  had  not  been  de- 
layed several  times  on  the  way?" 

"The  delays  only  made  a  difference 
of  a  few  hours." 

•  When  did  it  f  rst  occur  to  you  that 
there  had  been  firing:  at      Ciefuegoes?** 

"When    it    occurred." 

"When  did  yoi  mention  it  to  othei-s?" 

"At  the  time." 

"Did  you  make  a  signal  to  the  fleet 
about   it?" 

"I   think  so." 

"When?" 

"The  next  day,  I  think." 

"Does  not  the  log  show  It  was  oa 
the  23rd?" 

"Perhaps  It  might  have  been  on  that 
day." 

After  consulting  th?  log  Admiral 
Schley  said  it  was  on  the  23rd  and  he 
made  it  in  conne<  tion  with  a  notifica- 
tion to  the  fleet  that  the  Adula  would 
be  allowed  to  t  nter.  At  1  o'clock  the 
court  took  a  recess  until  2  o'clock.

shady  puriiose. 

The  icd  and  white  may  enter  formal 
protest  against  the  Minneapolis  vic- 
tory, and  if  the  InterscholuKtic  asso.i- 
ation  takes  the  proper  stand,  it  should 
throw  the  game  out  and  compel  the 
two  teams  to  play  again  for  the  cham- 
pionship. 

MoCall  decisions  against  Duluth  were 
«o  palpable  during  the  game  that  there 
was  talk  along  the  side  lines  of  •soing 
after"  him,  but  the  Duluth  players,  in 
a  veiy  gentlemanly  way,  gave  tli^- 
*!peotators  to  understand  that  McO.U 
and  the  Minneapolis  team  were  their 
guests  and  they  would  not  tolerat-?  It. 

Mr.  McCall  tirst  came  to  this  city  a 
few  days  before  the  game  with  Minne- 
apolis South  Side  high  sehoo!  a  week 
ago.  He  was  here,  he  said  To  collect 
for  Polks'  directory.  He  mot  Coich 
Park  of  the  high  school  team  and  they 
got  familiar  talking  over  foothall  mat- 
tei .-!  in  general.  Mct'all  called  on  Dr. 
Perk  later  and  asked  if  he  wou'd  give 
him  a  tirket  to  the  South  Side  game 
saying  he  would  like  to  !<ee  it.  but  could 
not  afford  to.  being  a  little  shy  of 
money.  He  got  the  ticket,  and  occu- 
pied a  position  on  the  sde  lines  during 
that  game. 

Last  week  McCall  watched  every 
practice  of  the  Duluth  team.  He  as- 
sured Coach  Park  that,  although  he 
was  an  old  "Minneapolis  Central  man," 
he  would  not  be  going  back  to  Minne- 
apc'lis  V)f'fiirf»  the  game,  and  that  he 
thought  the  Duluth  team  was  the  fast- 
est In  the  Xfirthwest. 

At  Welntsday's  practice  McCall  told 
Coach  Park  that  he  was  going  to  Ash- 
land to  collect  for  thf  directory.  The 
following  fmm  the  Minneai>olis  Journal 
of  Saturday,  wired  from  Duluth.  shows 
how  he  went  to  Ashland: 


"The  Minneapolis  Central 
high  school  team  reached  Du- 
luth last  night  (Friday)  in 
the  best  of  spirits  and  went 
immediately  to  the  hotel. 
After  a  good  night's  rest  they 
spent  the  morning  In  short 
walks.  Ed  McCall.  who  ac- 
companied the  team  in  the 
place  of  Coach  Loomis,  gave 
the  boys  a  quiet  talk  relative 
to  the  game." 


As  a  matter  of  fa<t  Mr.  McCall.  In- 
stead of  going  to  Ashland,  went  to 
Minneapolis  and  gave  away  Duluth's 
style  of  {ilay,  which  he  had  been  able 
to  {.ee  through  the  courtesy  of  Coach 
P;.rk. 

Saturday  morning  McCall  went  to 
Cosch  T'lrk  and  said: 

"Say.  Doc.  I  just  got  In  from  A.shland 
and  I  would  like  to  see  your  men  clean 
up  Central  this  afternoon,  but  I'm  a 
married  inan  and  have  to  go  a  little 
slow  with  my  money.  Could  you  fix  me 
out?" 

He  was  given  another  complimentary 
ticket.  The  next  -•'een  of  McCall  was 
when  Cajit.  McCarthy  approached 
Coach  Park  with  him  out  at  the  grounds 
on  Saturday  afternoon. 


McCarthy  said:  "We  are  in 
a  1-iail  way  as  to  an  official. 
We  ilidn't  bring  any  man  with 
us.  Would  it  be  all  right  if 
McCall  here  acted  as  official 
for  us.  I  know  he's  a  friend  of 
yours  and  all  that,  but  we  are 
willing   to   trust   him." 


Dr.  Park  finally  cons*»nted  on  condi- 
tion that  the  umpire  and  referee  should 
change  in  the  fiist  and  second  halves. 
When  the  second  half  came.  McCall  re- 
fused to  change  and  engineered  the 
entire    game. 

Throughout  the  game  he  stood  close 
to  his  brother-in-law,  Ruffington,  right 
end  for  Minneapolis,  and  on  two  occa- 
sions, purely  on  Huffington's  say-so,  he 
penalized  Duluth  for  off-side  playing, 
when  no  person  elso  saw  any  thine  off- 
side about  the  line-up. 

At  Friday's  secret  practice  McCall 
was  not  present,  but  a  man  named 
Blmonson  was  caught  taking  notes  on 
the  practice.  He  graduated  from  the 
Fonth  Side  high  school  three  years  ago. 
He  returned  to  Minneapolis  with  the 
team  on   Saturday  night. 

This  condition  of  affairs  Is  deplor- 
able, not  only  In  the  interest  ol  honest 
sport.  l>ut  in  view  of  the  friendly  re- 
lations that  have  existed  between  the 
Iwti  schools. 

Another  bad  feature  of  It  Is  the  bet- 
ting that  Minneapolis  did  after  getting 
McCall's  inside  Information.  After  Du- 
luth's big  score  over  South  Side  it  was 
Impossible  to  get  any  Minneapolis 
money  on  the  Central  game  until  the 
team  arrived  here  on  Friday  night.  It 
Is  estimated  that  $1200  was  taken  away 
on  these  bets. 


Zenith   Telephone   Com- 
pany's Men  Join  the 
Original  Strikers. 

The  non-union  linemen  of  the  Zenith 
Telephone  company  have  joined  the 
ranks  of  tike  original  strikers.  They  will 
join  the  union  and  tight  for  an  S-hoiir 
working  day. 

'lluii-  reasons  for  so  doing  were  given 
out   today  in   the  following  statement: 

The  linemen  of  the  Zenith  City  Tele- 
phone company  desire  the  public  to  know 
that  they  take  action  with  the  origliuil 
strikers  for  an  8-hour  day,  hecause  the 
Zenith  company  has  been  treating  us 
unfairly,   as   wo  consider  it. 

"We  also  l.<ke  this  step  for  self-protec- 
tion. Our  lives  of  late  have  been  con- 
stantly endangered.  On  three  different 
occasions  the  lines  were  connected  with 
the  Molly  lines  of  the  street  railway  com- 
l<any.  (>n  one  of  these  occasions  some  of 
our  men  were  severel.v  burned. 

"A  committee  of  electrical  workers  met 
us  on  Oct.  lT)  and  informed,  il*  that  strike 
was  tar  from  being  settkd  and  that  it 
was  going  ahead  with  more  vigor  than 
ever. 

"We  had  a  meeting  among  ourselves  and 
decided  that  iti  order  to  bring  things  to  a 
crisis  it  was  our  duty  to  throw  our  lot 
with   the  electrical   workers. 

"We  have  worked  hard  for  the  company 
trylntr  to  fix  up  the  system  which  was 
badl>  crippled  and  further  than  this  we 
stood  the  abuse  of  the  original  strikers. 

"Somv^-  of  us  have  families  depending  on 
us,  which  we  would  not  like  to  see  left 
without  support  on  account  of  the  Zenith 
co«ip.my"8  not  wanting  to  give  its  linemen 
an  8-hour  day. 

"At  present  we  are  wi-rking  nine  hours 
each  da.v,  coming  and  going  on  the  com- 
pany's time.

Tract  From  Mitchell 

^  McClure. 

A  large  timber  deal  went  on  record  this 
morning  between  the  Mitchell  &  McClure 
interests  and  Cook  &  Turrish  interests. 
The  paijer  that  was  filed  in  the  ofBce 
of  the  register  of  deeds  was  an  agree- 
ment for  the  sale  of  a  large  amount  of 
pine  and  pine  lands  in  this  county  by  the 
Mitchell  &  McClure  interests  to  Cook  & 
Turrish  and  their  associates  for  $a*0,ij(.)(i. 
Of  this  sum  $yO,6t)6.0»J  is  to  be  paid  down, 
the  same  amount  in  one  year,  and  a  simi- 
lar amount  in  another  year,  the  deferred 
piyni<ents  to   draw  5  per  cent   Interest. 

The  agreement  runs  from  Mitchell  & 
McClure  to  Wirt  H.  Cook.  Henry  Turrish, 
Ernest  B.  Putnam  and  William  O'Brien, 
and  it  includes  lands  ig  53-13  and  uJ-lo, 
and  the  timber  on  lands  in  52-13,  all  locat- 
ed northeast  of  Duluth  and  within  a  short 
distance  of  the  city   limits. 

This  timber  sale  is  one,  rumor  of  which 
has  recurred  frequently  during  the  past 
two  months,  but  which  was  not  consum- 
mated until  last  Saturday.  The  purchase 
Includes  all  the  Mitchell  &  McClure  hold- 
ings in  the  sections  mentioned.  There 
have  been  variou.s  estimates  as  to  the 
amount  of  timber  in  the  tract,  but  It  Is 
known  to  be  a  large  amount.  The  tlmk>er 
is  located  very  advantageously  for  log- 
gin.e:  and  it  Is  understood  that  the  parties 
making  the  i)urcha.se  will  log  the  pin». 
The  new  Brooks-Scanlon  logging  road 
and  the  Cloouei  river  run  through  the 
tract. 

There  has  been  more  or  less  comment  in 
lumber  circles  over  a  feature  about  fhe 
sale  that  is  somewhat  unusual  in  this 
part  of  the  white  pine  north,  and  that  Is 
the  sale  of  a  timber  tract  by  a  milling 
comi)any  to  Interests  that  are  dealing  In 
pine  lands.  Scarce  as  available  pine 
stumpage  is  getting  in  some  parts  of 
Northern  Minnesota,  some  cannot  under- 
stand why  a  lumber  comi>any  would  dis- 
pose of  its  timber. 

It  Is  rumored  that  the  sale  Is  an  ad- 
vantageous one  to  both  uaxties.  for  the 
comtKany  selllne:  beennse.  The  cost  of  log- 
ging the  timber  and  getting-  It  to  the 
mill  leave  a  sm.aller  protU  than  to  sell 
the  stumpage  outright  at  a  good  fi.gure. 
The  purchasing  Interests  are  said  to  be 
In  a  position  to  log  the  timber  at  a  cost 
that  win  uermlt  the  paying  of  a  good  fig- 
ure for  the  stumnape  and  still  leave  them 
a  R-ood  profit.  Nothing  has  yet  been  in- 
timated by  the  imrchasers  as  to  their 
intention,  but  It  Is  pretty  certain  that 
If  they  log  the  timber  In  the  new  pur- 
chase fhe  s.Twlner  will  be  dr)ne  at  the 
new  mill  of  the  Brooks-Scanlon  company 
near  Cloquet.

Edwin  Ward,  of  3903  West  Sixth 
street,  reached  "home  yesterday  after- 
noon after  an  absence  of  three  and  a 
half  years  spent  in  exploring  the  gold 
regions  of  Alaska.  During  the  time 
that  he  has  been  away,  Mr.  Ward  has 
traveled  thousands  of  miles  over  the 
American  terrUory,  a  greater  part  of 
the  time  being  alone.  He  says  he  has 
found  some  excellent  Indications  of 
gold  in  districts  that  have  not  been 
re&ched  as  yet  by  gold  hunters.  He 
believes  that  the  best  gold  fields  in 
Alaska  have  not  yet  been  worked. 

•Transportation  facilities  from  the 
states  to  Alaska,"  said  Mr.  Ward  to- 
day, "are  excellent  at  the  present 
time.  A  person  can  go  by  boat  from 
Nome  to  Seattle  in  from  eight  to 
twelve  days. 

"The  rush  of  gold  hunters  to  Alaska 
hap  ceased.  There  are  still  people  going 
Into  the  northern  gold  country,  but  not 
in  so  large  numbers  as  formerly.  The 
Klondike  country  has  witnessed  Its 
heaviest  gold  output.  There  will  be 
gold  taken  out  steadily  for  years  to 
come,  but  many  of  the  claims  are 
worked  out.  The  cities  that  sprang  up 
after  the  first  rush  for  gold  are  not 
the  cities  that  they  were  at  first. 
Wages  are  lower  and  the  people  are 
more  saving  of  their  money.  A  year 
ago  wages  at  Circle  CMty  were  $10  and 
$12.  but  now  are  from  $'>  to  $6  per  day. 
I  do  not  look  for  the  privations  and 
hardships  in  the  Klondike  country 
this  winter  that  existed  last  winter. 
There  will  be  provisions  enough.  Still 
there  will  be  a  lot  of  people  that  will 
not  have  the  money  to  buy  all  the  nec- 
essaries  that   they    need. 

"I  believe  there  are  excellent  oppor- 
tunities in  Alaska  for  a  young  un- 
married man  of  good  character,  good 
habits,  who  has  a  little  money  with 
which  to  make  a  start  and  is  not  afraid 
of  hard  work.  The  cost  of  living  is  not 
so  high  but  that  he  can  save  a  little 
money  from  the  wages  he  can  earn 
until  he  gets  a  stake  to  start  with. 
There  have  been  hundreds  of  men  that 
have  made  a  few  hundred  dollars  this 
past  summer  and  returned  to  th^ 
states.  They  will  go  back  and  next 
summer  clean  up  $2000  or  $3000. 
There  is  plenty  of  gold  in  Alaska  and 
if  the  country  had  the  climate  of  Oall- 
fornla.  or  the  western  coast  of  the 
United  States,  gold  would  be  almost 
as  cheap  a  metal  in  this  country  as 
silver.  There  are  thousands  of  acres 
that  would  yield  from  50  cents  to  $1 
a  square  yard,  but  they  are  in  regions 
of  perpetual  frosts 
getting  the  gold 
value. 

"Priispectlng  in  the  Alaskan  gold  coun- 
try is  attended  bv  more  or  less  hardship 
either  summer  or  winter,  the  greater 
part  is  done  In  winter  when  provisions  and 
supplies  can  be  hauled  about  on  sleds. 
Tliero  is  a  short  sum.mer  season  during 
Julv  and  .\ugust.  when  It  Is  very  warm. 

•Much  has  been  written  of  the  agricul- 
tural possibilities  of  the  Klondike  rc- 
;?Ion.  The  fact  is  a  person  can  raise  gar- 
den truck  alone  the  Yukon,  but  the  big 
produce  companies  on  the  Western  coast 
of  the  I'nlted  States  have  transportation 
and  other  facilities  down  so  fine  now  that 
they  can  put  fruit  nnd  vejretahles  into  the 
Klondike  regions  cheaper  than  they  can 
be  raised  there.  There  Is  some  gardening 
done,  but  not  a  great  deal,  not  enough 
so  that  the  produce  companies  pay  any 
attention  to  it.  Provisions  are  much 
cheaper  there   now   than   in   time   past. 

•'As  to  railro.id  po.-^sibilities  In  Alask.a, 
there  are  natur.d  features  about  the 
country  that  will  prove  a  serious  handi- 
cap, "l-he  principal  abstacle  to  railroad 
building  Is  the  rivers  that  are  too  wide 
to  span  by  a  swingine  bridge.  The  hreak- 
uo  in  the  spring  in  most  of  the  rivers  of 
Alaska,  is  something  terrific  and  no  rail- 
road bridge  could  be  constructed  to  with- 
stand the  strain.  This  1.-  not  true  of  all 
the  rivers,  but  with  those  that  have  their 
head  waters  in  the  warmer  climate.  I 
do  not  take  much  stock  in  the  proposed 
railroad  from  Valdes  to  the  Yukon,  be- 
cause there  Is  this  obstacle  of  river  break- 
ups to  contend  with.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  for  the  survey  In  the 
siiring  of  a  rond  from  Cook  inlet  to  the 
Yukon,  which  T  believe  Is  more  feasible 
for  the  road  would  cross  only  such 
streams  as  thaw  from  the  mouth  toward 
the   source. 

•Strange  as  it  ma.v  seem,  there  Is  not 
the  law  and  order  in  some  of  the  Alas- 
kan communities  since  the  government 
has  sent  In  soldiers  that  there  was  tmder 
the  miners'  law.  Before  the  sol.iiers 
came  a  person  conld  lay  down  his  effects 
one  day  and  find  them  there  the  next  day. 
Now  one  cannot  leave  a  thine  unprotect- 
ed for  a  few  hours  or  it  will  be  stolen. 
••I  recall  one  incident  that  happened  in 
Dawson  City  not  long  ago.  A  man  b  ft 
Ms  cabin  for  about  four  hours  and  went 
back  to  find  remaining  In  it  but  the  stove 
and  that  was  too  hot  to  carry.  Even  the 
stove  pipe  had  been  taken.  There  are 
numerous  other  incidents  similar  to  this 
happening  every  little  while  in  Alaskan 
cities. 

■•None  of  the  towns  are  as  lively  as  they 
Were    a    few    years    ago    when    everybody 
had  money  to  spend.     Nome  never  should 
have  had  a  population  of  over  2500  people, 
yet  lust  year  it  sheltered  40.W0.     I  do  not 
consider  that  the  gold  districts  or  Alaska 
have    been    overcrowded,    jt    has    been    In  ' 
some  of  the  fields.     Oiip  of  the  difficulties  | 
has    been    that    one    rim    or    corporation  ■ 
has    heW    too    many    (.•Itiims.     There    was  I 
one  compiiny  that   alone  controled  about 
4o.tVX)    acres    in    the    gold    region.      Nome 
will    remain   a   gold-producing   region   for 
some  time.     Thun.   too,   there  is  the  Cop- 
per creek  region  that  is  considered  a  good 
Held  at  the  present  time. 

It  is  really  piltiful  to  hear  the  hundreds 
of  Iniiuirles  that  are  made  to  returning 
Klondikers  about  friends  and  relatives 
that  have  .gone  into  Alaska  and  from 
whom  no  word  has  ever  come  back. 
There  have  been  hundreds  of  men  starve 
in  the  mountains,  die  of  exposure  and 
drown,  whose  fate  will  never  be  known  to 
those  in  this  country.  That  is  one  of  the 
forttmes  of  a  gold  hunter's  life." 

Mr.  Ward  says  that  he  Is  glad  to  get 
back  to  his  f;imily  and  has  not  fully  de- 
cided as  to  future  plans  of  returning  to 
Alaska.

Washington,  Oct.  28.— After  the  re- 
cess of  the  court  of  inquiry,  the  judge 
advocate  continued  his  cross-exam- 
ination of  Witness  Schley.  He  called 
his  attention  to  the  Brooklyn's  log, 
where  2  p.  m.,  May  21,  mentioning  the 
hearing  of  the  reports  of  two  guns  in 
the  direction  of  Clenfuegos.  "The  log 
mentions  only  two  guns,  "  said  the  ad- 
miral.       "I    heard    more." 

The  judg3  advocate  theii  reverted  to 
the  confid  mtlal  orders  rcctived  from 
Admiral  Sampson  and  called  the  w'it- 
ness'    attention    to    article    269    of    the 

regulations  requiring"  the  commander 
of  a  squadron  to  communicate  his 
secret  instructions  to  the  captains  un- 
der  him. 

'•I  regarded  the  instructions  as  con- 
fidential, '   said  the  admiral. 

Witness  was  then  closely  questioned 
about  the  time  of  the  receipt  of  the 
"Dear  Schley"  letter  which  the  ad- 
miral declared  was  received  May  22, 
according  to  his  best   recollection. 

■"But  in  your  letter  to  the  senate,  you 
.said    that    this    letter   came    to    you    on 
the  23rd   and   confused   the  situation?" 
•'That  is  a  fact." 
"But  it  did  come  on  the  22nd?" 
"As  I  have  stated  before.  I  wrote  the 
communication    to    the    senate        from 
memory.       The  point  was  that  at  that 
time,  I  had  not  received  order  No.  8." 

The  judge  advocate  then  call-^d  the 
attention  of  the  witness  to  his  state- 
ment that  when  he  saw  the  signals  at 
Clenfuegos  he  did  not  understand  them 
and  asked  why  he  made  the  statement. 
•"Because  Admiral  Sampson  had 
stated  to  me  unqualifiedly  that  as 
soon  as  he  got  the  situation  better  in 
hand    he   would   advise   me." 

"When  did  the  Iowa  arrive  at  Clen- 
fuegos?" 
'•The  Iowa  arrived  at  Clenfuegos      on 
the    22nd,    some    time    in    the    after- 
noon. I  think." 

Capt.  Lemly  then  stated  that  the 
Iowa  left  Key  West  at  11  o'clock  a.  m. 
on  May  20  and  gained  In  her  trip  about 
thirty-one  hours  on  the  squadron.  He 
:.sked  wiltiess  how  he  accounted  for 
this,  p-irtUularly  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  Iowa  had  ojfders  to  show 
herself  off  Havana  en  route. 

Before  Admiral  Schley  could  answer, 
Mr.  Rayner  asked  Capt.  Lemly  vvheire 
he  got  his  figures  of  thirty-one  hours? 
A  short  discussion  then  ensued  as  to 
the  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  flying 
squadron  off  Clenfuegos,  and  both 
sides  finally  settled  on  fourteen  hours 
instead   of  thirty-one. 

Mr.  Lemly  then  repeated  his  question 
on  a  basis  of  fourteen  hours. 

"The  only  explanation  I  can  give," 
said  witness,  "is  that  she  stood  di- 
rectly across  from  Key  West  to  Ha- 
vana, also  that  in  shore  the  cunent 
would  not  be  as  strong  as  it  was  off 
shore.  Then  probably  she  may  have 
steamed  out  of  the  current  after  she 
got  aniund." 

Mr.  rtayner  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  pre<'ept  does  not  raise 
any  question  concerning  the  movement 
of  the  squadron  from  Key  West  to 
Clenfuegos.  but  Capt.  Lemly  and  "Mr. 
Hanna  contended  that  Inquiry  in  this 
line  is  Included  in  the  precepts'  in- 
struction to  Investigate  Admiral 
Schley's  conduct  generally.  In  pre- 
senting his  objection.  Mr.  Rayner  spoke 
of  the  "charges  against  Admiral 
Schley."  But  Capt.  Lemly  replied  that 
there  were  no  "charges  " 

The  court  retired  to  consider  Mr. 
Rayner's  suggestion,  and  when  its 
members  had  returned  Admiral  Dewey 
announced  Its  decision  as  follows: 

"The  court  is  of  opinion  that  this 
question  is  In  compliance  with  its  de- 
cision of  this  morning,  coming  betwe^^n 
the  dates  of  the  19th  of  May  and  the 
1st  of  June.  The  court  Is  also  of  the 
opinion  that  this  witness  occtiples  a 
different  position  from  any  other  wt- 
ness  on  the  stand,  and  he  is  better 
qualified  to  give  reasons  than  nny 
other  witness.  If  it  is  true  that  there 
was  a  delay  in  that  trip  from  Key  West 
to  Clenfuegos,  witness  on  the  stand  is 
better  qualified  to  give  reasons  than 
any  one  else." 

Capt.  Lemly  then  began  a  line  of  in- 
quiry concerning  the  alleged  delays  en 
route  to  Clenfuegos.  beginning  with  the 
interview  between  Admiral  Schley  and 
Capt.  Chester,  of  the  Cincinnati.  In 
this  connection.  Admiral  Schley  repeat- 
ed that  he  had  declined  to  take  the  Cin- 
cinnati along,  because  he  did  not  feel 
that  he  had  a  right  to  take  a  ship  from 
a  station  where  she  had  been  placed  by 
the  commander-in-chief. 

"When  did  you  first  acquire  the  be- 
lief that  the  Spanish  fleet  was  at  Clen- 
fuegos ?"  asked  the  Judge  advocate. 

"That  question  is."  witness  said  In 
reply,  "difficult  to  answer,  '•but  I  think 
I  became  reasonably  certain  that  the 
fleet  was  there  after  hearing  the  gun 
firing  on  the  afternoon  preceding  my 
arrival  and  after  receivng  the  news 
brought  by  the  Adula  from  Kingston." 
"Was  there  anything  in  dispatches 
Nos.  5  or  7  to  indicate  that  the  Span- 
lards  were  at  Clenfuegos?" 
"There  was  not." 

"Why  did  you  make  an  effort  to  as- 
certain whether  the  Spanish  fleet  was 
in  Clenfuegos?" 

"I  made  a  distinct  effort  on  May  23 
by  allowing  the  Adula  to  go  In." 

"Did  you  regard  that  a.s  the  best  ef- 
fort that  could  have  been   made?" 

"I  do,  inasmuch  as  she  was  to  come 
out   the  day   following." 

Witness  was  then  questioned  as      to 

the  orders  received   by   the   Hawk.    He 

remembered   dispatch   No.   8  distinctly. 

"When  you  received  that  order,  why 

did   you   not  proceed  to   Santiago?" 

"Simply  becau.se  the  order  was  condi- 
tional. When  I  became  satisfied  that 
the  fleet  was  not  at  Clenfuegos  T  -was 
directed   to   proceed   to   Santiago." 

Capt.  Lemly  called  Admiral  Schley's 
attention  to  his  "Schley"  letter  to 
Admiral  Sampson,  dated  off  Clenfue- 
gos May  23  and  reading:  "Sir — In  reply 
to  your  letter  No.  S,  I  would  state  I 
am  by  no  means  satisfied  the  Spanish 
squadron  is  not  in  Clenfuegos.  The 
large  amount  of  smoke  seen  in  the 
harbor  would  indicate  the  presence  of 
a  number  of  vessels  and  under  such 
circumstances  It  would  seem  to  be  ex- 
tremely  unwise   to   chase   up   a   prob- 


ability at  Santiagro  reported  by  way  of 
Havana  and  no  doubt  as  a  nue." 

"Does  that  contain  all  your  reasons 
for  not  proceeding  when  you  received 
this  la«t  dispatch  from  Sompson?" 

"Yes.  1  may  have  had  other  rea- 
sons, but  I  do  not  now  recall  them." 

"Did  you  say  anything  in  regard  to 
the  Adula  Incident  in  that  letter, 
M  43?" 

"No,  but  I  sent  one  at  the  same  time 
M  44,  in  which  I  did  speak  of  it." 

Capt.  Lemly  asked  a  number  of  ques- 
tions concerning  the  two  dispatches 
sent  by  him  to  Admiral  Sampson  from 
Clenfuegos  on  May  24. 

"It  is  very  hard  to  remember  the  ex- 
act date  of  these  dispatches  or  motives 
which  governed  at  the  time,"  said  the 
admiral. 

The  judge  advocate  asked  the  wit- 
ness as  to  why  he  questioned  the  cred- 
ibility of  some  of  the  reports  concern- 
ing the  location  of  the  Spanish  fleet 
which  came  from  Admiral  Sampson.  He 
read  Admiral  Schley's  statement,  say- 
ing: "We  ought  to  be  careful  how  we 
receive  Information  from  Havana."  He 
wanted  to  know  why  the  admiral  was 
shy  about  taking  information  from 
Havana,  when  he  would  accept  infoi- 
matlon  brought  by  the  Adula  from 
Kingston. 

"'On  account  of  the  implied  doubt  In 
the  mind  of  the  commander-in-chief  as 
shown  by  the  language  of  his  dis- 
patch." 

"You  said  In  your  answer  that  you 
thou.ght  it  was  easier  to  remain  off 
Clenfuegos  than  to  chase  up  a  prob- 
ability at  Santiago." 

"1  thought  very  naturally  that  the 
enemy  would  employ  a  ruse  and  put  out 
false  reports  just  as  they  did  in  having 
the  report  cabled  here  that  the  Cape 
Verde  fleet  had  returned  to  Spain." 

"How  long  did  you  intend  to  remain   t 
at  Cienfue.gos?" 

"My  intention  was  to  remain  until  we 
got  something  definite." 

"How   did   you  expect   to     get     more 

definite  news?" 

•"From  the  Adula  when  she  came  out." 

"What   other  steps   had   you   then   in 

mind   to   ascertain   the   presence  of  the 

enemy's  ships?" 

"In  the  meantime  McCalla  cam.:-  up 
If  he  had  not  come,  and  tha  Andula 
had  not  come  out,  I  should  jirobably 
have  sent  one  of  the  small  vessels  lo 
the  wet5iward  on  account  of  the  Mc- 
Calla memorandum." 

"The  memorandum     had     arrived  on 
the  23rd,  had  it  not?" 
"Yes." 

"Had  you  sent  out  a  boat?" 
"I    had    not,    largely    becausa   of    the 
surf,  which  made  It  hazardous." 

In  reply  to  questions  from  Capt. 
Lemly,  Admiral  Schley  said,  on  May 
22  he  had  gone  in  near  enough  to  the 
shore  at  Clenfuegos  to  see  things  dis- 
tinctly on  the  shore,  but  whether  the 
distance  was  2000  or  4000  yards  he-could 
not  say.  Whatever  figure  he  had  given 
was,  he  said,  guess  work." 

"Was  there  anything  to  prevent  your 
goiixg  nearer  shore?" 

"Nothing,  except  that  the  land  was 
very  low  and  did  not  give  room  to 
maneuver." 

Referring  to  Lieut.  Hood's  memoran- 
dum, witness  said  that  for  one  thing 
he  should  have  been  glad  to  know  that 
Santiago  and  Clenfuegos  were  mined. 
He  did  not  think  Hood  had  boarded  the 
Audla— at  any  rate,  if  he  had.  he  had 
not  given  him  (the  admiral)  any  mem- 
orandum on  that  subject.  The  almiral 
said  that  when  the  Dupont  coaled,  off 
Clenfuegos,  May  23,  there  was  a  Ion?; 
and  rolling  sea  and  that,  while  it  was 
smooth  for  large  ships,  as  reported  in 
the  Brooklyn  log,  it  was  rough  for  the 
small   vessels. 

Here  Capt.  Lemly,  again  r«ferrmg  to 
the  .\dula  incident  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  Capt.  Cook  of  the  Brooklyn 
had  In  his  testimony  referred  to  the 
Adula   as    "a  suspicious   craft." 

"Did  you."  he  asked,  "regard  that  ves- 
sel  as  s"us!r)Iclous?' 

"I  dont  know  that  T  did."  was  the  re- 
spon.se.  "I  had  her  examined  to  see  that 
there  was  nothlne  contraband  aboard 
her."  .^  ^ 

'Did  vou  reallv  believe  that  If  Cervera 
was  in"  the  harbor  he  would  allow  the 
Adula    to  come   out?" 

"I  thought  that  would  depend  upon  ex- 
ertion that  might  be  put  forth  in  her  be- 
half bv   the  captain's  consul." 

"Did  •  ou  make  any  effort  to  com- 
municate with  the  insurgents  on  May  23 
or  Mav  24  before  the  arrival  of  the  Mar- 
blehead?  " 

"No.     I    sent    the    Marblehead    Into    the 
harbor.      I    rtgarded      that    as    the    best 
method  for  ascertaining  whether  the  fleet 
was  Inside." 
••When   did    the  Marblehead  arrive?" 
".\bout  S  a.  m.  May  24." 
The  judge  advocate  then  asked  a  series 
of  (ijuestions   to  develop   the   slate  of   the 
weather    Mav    23.      Various    officers    had 
testified   that    they    hoarded   the    Brooklyn 
In     small    boats.      Witness     testified    that 
there   was    a   heavy   swell   on. 

"When  Capt  McCalla  gave  you  the 
information  with  regard  to  the  Spanish 
fleet  not  being  in  Clenfuegos.  did  you 
determine  to  leave  for  Santiago  that 
day?" 

'■I  think  I  did.  That  is  my  impression. 
I  remember  to  have  sent  a  dispatch  in 
which  I  said  that  I  might  leave  in  the 
morning.  I  had  in  view  at  that  time  the 
return  of  the  Scorpion,  which  I  had  sent 
east,  feeling  that  she  might  bring  me 
some  necessarv  information." 

"Here  is  your  letter  of  May  24  in  which 
you  sav:  'I  have  ascertained  from  the 
insurgents  that  the  Spanish  fleet  is  not 
In  this  port.  As  it  is  not  found  practicable 
to  coal  the  Texas  here  I  shall  proceed  to- 
morrow for  Santiago,  being  embarrassed 
by  the  Texas'  short  coal  supi)ly  and  our 
inability  to  coal  in  the  open  sea,'  That 
is  correct,  Is  It  not" 
"Yes.    I  said   that." 

'•It  adds  that  you  sent  a  telegram  to 
Commoiore  Remey.  dated  24.  You  say: 
"I  shall  move  eastward  tomorrow  as  is 
Indlcaied  hi  a  telegram  lo  Commodore 
Romev.  for  the  secretary  of  the  navy  so 
yuu  will  know  my  whereabouts  during 
the  next  week.'  " 
"Thais  right,  I  recollect  that." 
Cosing  his  testimony  for  the  liay.  Ad- 
miral Sohlev  said  he  had  antlcioated  dif- 
ficulties in  coaling  at  Sant:*»i,  and 
while  Jhese  difficulties  had  been  encoun- 
tered, they  also  ha<i  been  overcome.  He 
said  he  had  detached  the  Eagle  from  the 
squadron  be<'ause  she  was  an  impedi- 
ment and  could  not  be  carried  along.  He 
said  likewise  that  he  did  not  think  it 
would  be  wise  to  detach  the  Vixen  and 
the  Merrlmac  from  the  fieet,  en  route  lo 
Santlaco. 

He  also  defended  his  line  of  formation 
on  the  cruise  from  Clenfuegos  as  the 
wisest  possible  one.  Admiral  Schley  said 
that  he  had  asked  to  have  colliers  sent  to 
Gonalves  bay,  because  he  did  not  believe 
they  would  be  able  to  coal  in  the  open 
sea.  He  said  he  had  never  contemplated 
taking  more  than  one  vessel  at  a  time 
awav  from  the  blockading  line. 
The  court  then  adjourned  for  the  day.

HONEY  AND  BEESWAX. 


Keeping  bees  is  a  pleasant  and  classic 
occupation,  sanctioned  by  poets  in  all 
ages;  moreover,  and  to  the  practical 
modern,  this  is  fa-  more  important,  it  is 
a  paying  business  when  scientifically 
conducted,  says  the  New  York  Tribune. 
The  number  of  beekeepers  In  this  coun- 
try is  estimated  at  about  three  hun- 
dred thousand,  and  they  sell  annually 
some  3,000.000  or  4  000,000  pounds  of  the'r 
sweet  produce.  In  every  state  of  the 
Union  today  they'  may  be  found,  buc 
Florida,  Texas,  California,  Colorado, 
New  Mexico,  Arizona.  Michigan,  Wis- 
consin and  Central  and  Northern  New 
York  are  the  great  bee-keeping  sections. 
Wherever  great  quantities  of  basswood, 
buckwheat  and,  of  course,  clover,  are 
found,  their  keeping  means  a  pretty 
good  Income.  Some  bee  farmers  have 
1500  to  3000  colonies  under  their  care, 
and  have  reduced  the  business  to  a 
pretty  exact  science. 

In  Colorado.  Arizona  and  states  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  Great  Desert,  the 
honey  "crop"  is  as  sure  as  anything 
can  well  be — ever  the  proverbial  "death 
and  taxes."  Elsewhere  the  clover  crop 
may  be  ruined  by  rain  or  drouth,  but 
there  the  sun  is  sure  to  snine  and  the 
canals  are  sure  t3  Irrigate,  so  that  lack 
of  clover  is  practically  Impossible.  And 
it  is  alfalfa  clover,  too.  of  which  four 
crops  are  certain  every  year.  Under 
these  conditions  It  is  not  surprising  to 
find  In  Arizona  and  similar  states  whole 
counties  keeping  bees  as  in  other  parts 
of  the  country  j>eople  cultivate  farms. 
It  Is,  In  fact,  the  only  certain  thing  In 
that   ill-favored   land,   as     the     alfalfa 


clover  Is  the  one  green  thing  that  cart 
coax  a  livelihood  out  of  the  inhospitable 
soil. 

Maeterlinck  has  written  a  bo-»k  about 
the  bee;  perhaps  some  philosopher  w,ll 
some  day  arise  to  sing  the  praise  of  the 
clover,  living  where  nothing  else  can 
grow,  and,  alone  of  all  "weeds,"  en- 
riching the  .soil  which  gives  it  life. 
Arizona  folks  may  not  be  philosophers, 
but  they  are  properly  grateful  to  the 
kindly   blossom. 

If  the  story  of  the  clover  is  some- 
what romantic,  that  of  the  beeswax  is 
hardly  less  so.  Several  hundred  thou- 
sand pounds  of  beeswax  are  produced 
every  year,  and  prices  are  steady  anfl 
con.servatlve.  Much  of  It  goes  into 
commonplace  uses.  Shoemakers,  dent- 
ists, thread  manufacturers  and  the  like 
use  much  of  it.  and  cannot  use  anything 
in  its  place;  glassworkers.  too.  require 
it  for  moulding  purposes;  but  the  inter- 
esting part  of  the  beeswax  business 
comes  when  It  Is  exported  to  Russia. 
The  Greek  church  uses  nothing  hut  pure 
beeswax  for  its  candles;  this.  appar'='nt- 
ly,  is  an  ecclesiastical  law.  So  beeswax 
is  exported  in  enormous  quantities  to 
burn  in  Russian  churches.  When  the 
price  is  now — 26  or  27  cent.s — all  that  can 
be  procured  is  bought  up  for  exporta- 
tion. It  is  distinctly  an  interesting 
career,  this  of  the  beeswax,  beginning 
with  the  irrigation  of  a  desert  and  end- 
ing as  the  candles  flicker  before  aa 
Eastern    shrine.

Weak  at  llrst, 
Within  a  century  it  has  become  strong, 
irnlty    prevails    until    human    wisdom    be- 

fins  to  seek  to  supersede  divine  wisdom, 
'nder  the  direction  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
the  over.sitfht  of  <>ach  congregation  was 
Kivon  t  )  a  plurality  of  elders,  or  bishops. 
Tb'se  eldei*s  were  responsible,  not  to  an- 
other man.  but  to  Christ  the  head  of  the 
church  for  their  char«e.  But  thirst  lor 
power  and  prostlRp  soon  made  the  stron- 
ifst  minded  man  tho  ruler  of  the  congre- 
pati<m.  It  was  only  another  step  for  liim 
fco  become  the  ruler  of  the  churches  of  a 
!«vhole  city,  then  a  province,  then  the 
patriarch  of  one  of  th^  three  patriarch- 
»tes. 

•Three  hundred  years  have  passed  away. 
IV'e  now  take  our  stand  on  the  I'alatine, 
In  the  seven  hilled  city,  the  'mistress  of 
Iho  world,'  Rome.  Looking  to  the  east 
jtN'e  see  Constantine's  victory.  He  is  now 
|-niifror.  PaRanism  hits  become  Chris- 
tianized and  Christuinity  has  become  i>ag- 
Itnlzed.  Constantino  makes  himself  the 
head  of  the  church.  He  calls  the  council 
to  .settle  by  ma.lorlty  vote,  questions  of 
ptertial  truth;  but  we  look  again.  Be- 
fore another  century  has  passed  another 
council  by  majority  sets  at  naught  the 
decisions  of  the  first,  as  well  try  to  di- 
rect the  sun  In  his  course  by  the  decision 
of  a   council   of  astronomers  as   to   try   to 

fegulate  <livine  truth.  Tt  can  not  be 
pgulated,  but  is  a  regulator. 
"We  hold  our  position  and  watch  the 
toiithuiatlon  among  men  for  place  and 
power.  We  witness  the  centralization  of 
|K>wer.  the  eclipse  of  him  whom.  God  had 
Constituted    the    head    of    the   church. 

".Another  30  years  has  rolle<l  by,  once 
rricne  look  to  the  oast,  yonder  cf)mes 
bellsarus  home  from  his  Afri<'an  cnm- 
rvalun.  crownfd  with  military  slory.  Jus- 
llnian  elated  over  the  surcp.<?s  of  his 
erms.  makes  ikhe  patriarch  of  Constanti- 
tiople  and  of  the  Rast.  the  patriarch  of 
the  world.  Tho  contention  or  supremacy 
between  the  East  and  the  West  is  be- 
coming sharp,  Rome  has  been  mistress 
pf  the  world  politically,  why  not  splrlt- 
lially. 

"Look  asaln.  CIO  A.  D.,  Phoca-s  has 
usurped  the  throne.  To  him  Victor  Bishop 
pr  Rome  aptdles  for  the  position  and  title 
pt  /universal  rector  of  the  church  of  the 


world.'  It  ^duld  oeem  now  that  humaJi 
ainbttlQn  la  gaiisded.  tJut,  elili  stauumg 
lu  old  Ropie,  We  look  agam.  -WU  years  morti 
have  rolled  ftWay.  The  soene  is  iargvly 
the  same.  But  a  hlerarohy  lorm  tlie 
background  rather  thau  monarchy.  Hil- 
debrand  is  the  principal  actor.  He  an- 
nounces himself  as  tho  vicar  of  Jesus 
Christ,  the  head  of  the  church,  and  ihat 
which  he  do«s,  would  Jesus  do  were  He 
on  earth. 

"Still  holdlnsr  our  position,  wo  look 
again;  iw  inoro  years  have  rolled  away; 
12iM  has  come;  Boniface  Vlll  has  taken 
the  throne.  Cpon  his  head  is  the  triple 
crown  aud  on  his  person  are  the  »ignirt- 
caiit  keys.  His  crown  annouces  him  rulor 
ol  the  triune  universe  heaven,  earth  and 
hell.  His  kevs  toll  us  that  he  can  open 
and  no  man  can  shut,  and  shut  and  no 
man  can  open.  He  gives  forth  from 
his  throne,  that  when  he  spealis  ex-cathe- 
dra tiiat  it  is  as  God  himself  spoko  to  the 
world.  Human  ambition  could  reach  no 
further  For  man  to  assume  the  prerog- 
atives of  the  Almighty  was  the  llm.lt  of 
his  possibilities. 

"As  the  pendulum  swings  from  one  ex- 
treme to  another  so  does  public  senti- 
ment. It  has  reached  the  extreme,  the 
reclaim   must    come. 

"Now  shall  we  take  our  position  on 
the  cliffs  of  the  Rhine.  The  north  has 
become  the  scene  of  action,  Wiclyffe  the 
morninjr  star  of  the  reformation  rises  the 
cry  'of  back  to  Christ."  Then  follow  John 
Huss,  Jerome  of  Prague,  William  Far- 
rel. 

"But  look  again.  There  comes  Martin 
laither,  the  product  of  the  age.  He  nails 
Ills  thesis  to  the  door  of  Wittenberg  and 
defers  the  world.  The  clergy  quails,  and 
thrones  tremble.  The  fury  of  the  storm 
is  on.  As  we  watch  the  wreckage  we 
tremblingly  ask  what  shall  be  Ihe  re- 
sult. 

"Wo  wait  in  patience;  300  years  more 
have  gone.  The  clouds  have  lifted,  the 
BUn  is  dazzling  in  its  brightness.  Calvin, 
Knox,  Wesley  and  Whillields  all  have 
done  a  mighty  work.  But  the  church  m 
broken  and  divided. 

And  now  we  stand  in  the  new  world, 
in  our  own  beloved  land,  the  summit  of 
all  civilization,  A.  D.  1800  is  the  time. 
The  church  is  divided.  Her  energy  is 
siH-ni  In  excommunications  rather  than  In 
conversions.  We  hear  the  cry  for  "unity 
for  the  kingdom's  sake,'  go  up  from  the 
earth. 

"Will  G-od  give  us  a  mas  as  He  did 
in  Luther's  time.  Here  comes  Campbell, 
Scott  and  Stone.  And  once  more  the  earth 
is  shaken  by  the  power  of  Godly  men. 
'Back  to  Christ  is  still  the  cry.  With 
Xhese  men  began  a  mighty  movement.  A 
million  and  a  half  of  people  since  then 
enlisted  in  the  battle  for  the  absojjate 
freedom  of  the  human  conscience,  and 
have  gained  the  crusade  for  Christ  that 
He  be  king-  in  the  absolute  in  all  the 
hearts  of  men. 

"Thus  we  have  the  reason  for  the 
'Christian  church's'  existence.  'The  unixy 
of  God's  people  on  a  Bible  basis  is  tiie 
lilea." 

"Very  briefly  shall  T  mention  five  pecu- 
liarities of  these  people.  Many  points  we 
have  in  harmony  with  all  Christendom. 
Time   forbids   the   mention   of  these. 

"1.  The  tirst  peculiarity  which  was, 
but  no  longer  is  a  peculiarity,  for  it  is 
common  property  of  all  people,  is.  The 
division  of  the  word.  When  Mr.  Campbell 
first  announced  lo  the  world  that  the 
same  rules  of  Interpretation  must  be  ap- 
idletl  to  the  Bible  as  were  to  any  other 
book  he  was  called  a  blasphemer.  But 
today  the  world  accepts  his  position,  not 
simply  because  he  preached  it,  but  be- 
cause it  is  a  part  of  the  elernal  truth, 
and  Mr.  Campbell  was  Goil's  chosen  mes- 
senger to  prepare  the  world  for  Its  recep- 
tion. 

'2.  We  reject  all  human  creed's.  Christ 
is  our  creed.  We  believe  In  the  living  per- 
sonality of  the  Christ  and  accept  onlv 
one  state  of  this  creed,  the  Bible.  Human 
statemenis  are  division.  The  divine  state- 
ment  is  unifying. 

":{.  We  reject  all  human  names;  not 
because  we  are  ashamed  of  them.  We 
honor  the  names  of  Luther,  Calvin.  Knox, 
u'esley,  Campbell,  et  al.  They  are  all 
younrs  and  ours,  but  they  were  not  cru- 
cified for  us.  neither  were  baptized  into 
them.  Therefore  we  are  Christians  be- 
cause we  believe  in  Christ,  and  because 
he  is  our  king.  By  this  name  we  do  not 
intimate  that  we  are  the  only  Christians. 
But  that  we.  In  humility,  are  Christians 
only.  Satisfied  with  the  appellation  of  our 
klne. 

"3.  Baptism— Not  In  the  method  but 
the  design.  Over  one-half  the  Christiiui 
world  preaches  immersion.  The  scholar- 
ship of  the  world  is  agreed  as  to  the 
translation  of  the  word,  and  the  preach- 
er of  the  apostolic  church.  According  to 
Mark  xvl,  16,  we  demand  faith  as  an  an- 
tecedent to  baptl.<5m.  According  to  Acts 
ii-,J8,  we  demand  repentance  as  an  ante- 
cedent to  baptism.  According  to  acts 
vlii-3»;,  we  demand  confession  as  an  an- 
tcedent  to  baptism.  Therefore,  becau.se 
of  these  plain  scripture  statements  we 
refuse  to  baptize  infants  which  can 
neither    believe,    repent    or    confess. 

"We  do  not  enter  into  discussion  as  to 
technicalities  or  baptism.  But  let  it  stand 
where  the  scriptures  put  It.  as  the  door 
into  the  kingdom.  Into  which  once  having 
entered,  you  have  all  the  privileges  of  the 
citizen. 

'•:..  The  plea  for  unity.  We  plead  for 
unity  not  on  a  human  basis  but  on  the 
divine  basis.  In  accordance  with  John 
xvIi-21  we  plead  for  unity  for  the  sake 
of  the  worlds  redemption.  We  cannot 
unite  on  your  opinion  or  mine.  Hence  we 
ask  that  human  opinion  be  i)laced  in  the 
background,  and  the  "thus  .saith  the 
Lord"  become  our  standard  of  faith. 
Uhen  the  King  ahs  spoken  It  is  no  long- 
er the  subjects  to  question,  but  to  obey. 
"In  conclu.sion,  we  cry  loyalty  lo  Jesus 
the  Christ  the  son  of  the  living  God  as 
the  Lord   of  all."

He  was  just 
"hanging  about  there,"  as  he  himself 
put  it,  until  his  wedding  to  Miss  Ohle- 
macher,  daughter  of  Fred  Olemacher, 
once  member  of  the  Ohio  legislature, 
and  a  rich  woman  in  her  own  right. 

The  baron  is  an  elegant-Iookin.g  fel- 
low, tall,  of  miliary  bearing,  with  a 
magnificent  mustache,  and  as  he  walks 


he  twirls  a  dainty  cane  in  a  very  fetch- 
ing manner.  While  the  "baron"  was 
here  he  talked  much  about  his  sym- 
pathy for  the  Boers,  and  at  one  time 
said  he  was  going  to  Sooth  Africa  to 
fight  in  their  cause.  He  has  not  gone, 
however.  He  claims  to  be  an  artist  of 
distinction,  and  has  a  superb  collection 
of  pictures;  that  is,  some  of  them  are 
superb,  while  others  are  medium  and 
some  bad.  He  claims  to  have  Ilalnt^'d 
them.  His  card,  liesides  Ijearing  his 
Holland  name,  also  carries  the  follow- 
ing legend:  "Ex-ofCIcer  Royal  Guards, 
H.   M.,   William   III." 

He  was  introduced  first  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Tillinghast  by  some  friends  of 
their  family,  for  whose  reliability 
many  Toledoans  could  well  vouch. 
Any  one  who  knows  the  Tillinghast 
families  of  Toledo  knows  that  they  do 
nothing  by  halves.  They  represent 
the  best  elements  of  the  city,  both  so- 
cially and  financially,  and  when  they 
entertain  they  do  so  lavishly.  The 
baron  was  taken  into  the  gentleman's 
house  and  treated  royally.  The  Tilling- 
hasts  are  great  lovers  of  art,  and  few 
homes  in  the  country  contain  a  better 
art  collection  than  theirs.  The  baron 
had  reallv  some  good  pictures,  and  Mr. 
Tillinghast  and  his  wife  were  kind- 
ness itself  to  the  baron,  not  on  account 
of  his  suppo.sed  wealth  or  title,  but  in 
d^'ference  to  the  friend  who  had  intro- 
duced him,  and  also  because  of  the 
baron's    polished    manner. 

The  baron  was  profuse  in  his  invi- 
tations to  the  family  to  visit  his  es- 
tates in  Holland  should  they  ever  go 
abroad.  Now,  it  chanced  that  Mrs. 
Tillinghast  was  desiring  to  study  the 
types  of  Duluth  people,  and  also 
anxious  to  visit  Holland  for  healtli  and 
recreation.  When  the  baron  learned 
of  this,  it  is  said,  his  enthusiasm  to 
have  her  as  a  guest  at  his  own  es- 
tates cooled.  But  the  iady  was  deter- 
mined,  and   the  visit  was  made. 

Instead  of  a  stately  baronial  castle, 
the  lady  says  she  found  a  humble  farm 
liouse,  not  even  in  the  shadow  of  a 
castle  or  in  the  refulgent  glow  of  a 
title.  She  was  to  have  sjient  two  weeks 
there  in  studying  the  types  about  the 
country,  and  had  the  place  been  even 
what  it  at  first  seemed,  an  humble, 
frugal  country  home,  she  would  have 
enjoyed  the  visit  fully.

It  is 
said,  had  accepted  his  attentions  very 
favorably. 

A  short  time  ago  a  well  known  Tol- 
edo gentleman  chanced  to  visit  Detroit 
and  saw  Spanje  at  the  Museum  of  Art. 
He  drew  Director  Griffith  aside  and  told 
him  tbe  whole  story  as  given  by  Mrs. 
Tillinghast. 

Toledo  and  Detroit  are  through  with 
Snanje.  but  he  cut  the  biggest  swath 
here  of  any  "nobleman"  in  many 
yeai-s.

Cost  of  Logging  This  Sea^ 
son  Will  Be  Consider- 
ably Increased. 


Men  Are  Scarce,  Wages 

Higher  and  Supplies 

More  Expensive. 


Output  Is  Certain   to   Be 

Smaller  Than  Last 

Year's. 


Aside  from  the  sales  of  the  sea.son*s 
cut  of  the  Duluth  Log  Salvage  associa- 
tion, by  G.  A.  Potter,  there  was  little 
doing  in  local  lumber  circles  la-st  week. 
The  freight  rates  continue  unchanged 
and  firm  and  a  great  deal  of  lumber  is 
being  moved.  There  has  been  a  num- 
ber of  buyers  here  during  the  past 
week,  but  it  is  said  that  few  sales  are 
being  made  for  fall  delivery.  None  of 
the  local  lumber  companies  care  to 
make  contracts  on  that  basis.  At  pres- 
ent there  is  much  lumber  coming  by 
rail  from  points  on  the  Iron  Range  road 
to  be  inspected  here  and  shipped  East. 

Interest  is  now  in  the  different  log- 
ging concerns  and  what  they  are  goiiig 
to  accomplish  this  winter.  The  move- 
ment into  the  woods  is  underway,  but 
there  is  no  rush  of  work.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  loggers  In  the  northern  part  of 
Minnesota  will  work  at  a  great  disad- 
vantage this  winter.  For  the  last  two 
seasons  logging  operations  have  been 
conducted  at  a  greater  expense  than 
before,  but  this  fall  ail  previous  records 
in  the  way  of  wages,  cost  of  supplies, 
etc.,  have  been  broken. 

In  the  Minneapolis  district  it  is  fig- 
ured that  the  cost  of  putting  in  logs 
will  be  50  per  cent  higher  than  during 
the  past  three  years.  Thi.s  is  largely 
due  to  the  increase  of  laor,  which  is 
very  scarce.  Machinery,  horses  and  all 
sorts  of  supplies  are  high,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  conditions  will  make  a 
serious  hole  in  the  north  country  log 
crop  this  year. 

The  heavy  loggers  and  the  mill  men 
that  do  their  own  logging  will  be  hand- 
icapped by  the  lack  of  labor,  but  manv 
of  the  small  Jobbers  will  be  forced  out 
of  the  business  this  winter  unless  there 
is  a  decided  change  at  an  ea.rl.v  date. 

One  of  the  Northern  Minne.sota  log- 
gers says  that  he  will  put  in  2.^.000,000 
feet  of  logs  less  this  year  than  last,  or 
than  he  would  have  put  in  under  nor- 
circumstances.     The     Minneapolis

mills  are  figuring  that  their  supply  will 
be  diminished  next  year  by  at  least 
]00,00*),000  feet.  It  is  expected  that  thi 
decreased  cut  at  the  head  of  the  lakes 
next  season  will  be  very  close  to  these 
figures. 

.\  large  number  of  the  woodsmen  in 
Northern  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin 
come  from  the  farms  to  the  southward, 
and  there  are  many  evidences  that  the 
farmers  of  Minnesota  and  Wlsconsii 
have  been  fairly  prosperous  this  year, 
and  will  not  undertake  the  hard  labor 
of  the  woods  unless  really  driven  to  it. 
Some  seasons  it  has  been  necessary  for 
them  to  add  a  winter's  wages  in  th.i 
woods  to  their  income,  hut  there  is  no 
such   general    nece.ssity   this   year. 

Some  of  the  loggers  are  complaining 
of  a  lack  in  the  supply  of  horses  this 
fall.  Horses,  particularly  the  hardened 
kind  that  are  needed  in  the  woods,  are 
scarce,  and  are  held  at  quite  good 
prices  now.  The  price  might  not  act 
as  a  handicap  to  logging  operations, 
however,  but  the  horses  are  simply  not 
in  the  market. 

While  the  logging  outfit  is  almost 
certain  to  be  lessened,  the  cost  of  it 
will  be  increased.  The  comonest  .sort 
of  lal)or  is  now  getting  $2  a  day,  and 
woodsmen  are  contracting  at  $35  and 
$40  a  month,  with  board.  Taking  this 
in  connection  with  horses,  sea  ice  and 
costly,  the  white  pine  lumberman  is 
not  very  much  pleased  with  the  out- 
look.

THE  VESPER  SERVICE. 

Rev.  Harry  White  Speaks   on 
Dante's  Third  Cantd. 

The, music  at  the  ve.>;uer  services  yester- 
day aff^noon  wa«  •Almost  «l*cHi^e!y 
Wagnerian.  Mr.  Flanten's  quartet,  as- 
sisted by  Miss  Smith,  played  two  selec- 
tions from  the  opera  of  "Tannhauser," 
the  "Pilgrims'  Chorus  "  and  "Tlie  Song 
to  the  Kvening  Star,"  and  the  "Introduc- 
tion and   Prayer  from   'Rienzi.'  " 

-Mr.  White  spoke  on  the  "Third  Canto 
of  Dante's  'Inferno.'  "  He  said  in  sub- 
stance: 

"In  the  Third  Canto.  Dante,  guided  by 
the  spirit  of  \'irgil,  begins  his  descent  into 
hell.  .\s  he  passed  through  the  gales  he 
heard  sighs,  laments  and  deep  waillngs 
resounding  through  the  starless  air. 
'Wlierefore,'  he  says,  'at  first  I  wept 
tliereai.  Strange  tongues,  horrible  cries, 
wails  of  woe,  accents  of  anger,  voices 
hlifii  and  hoarse,  and  sounds  of  hands 
with  them,  were  making  a  tumult  which 
whirls  forever  in  that  air  dark  without 
change,  like  the  sand  when  the  whirl- 
wind lircalhes. 

"  "And  1,  who  had  my  head  girt  with 
horror,  saiJ,  "Master,  what  is  this  1  hear? 
and  what  folks  are  they  who  seem  in 
woe  so  vanquished'.'"  And  he  said  to  me, 
"Tliis  miseraltle  measure  the  wretched 
souls  maintain  of  those  who  lived  without 
Infamy  and  without  praise.  Mingled  are 
they  with  that  caitiff  choir  of  the  angels 
who  were  not  reljels,  nor  were  fnithful  to 
God,  but  were  for  themselves.  The 
heavens  chased  tliem  out  in  order  to  be 
not  less  beautiful,  nor  doth  the  deep  of 
hell  receive  them,  because  the  ^b^nined 
would  have  some  gl<iry  from  them."  ' 

"Then,  as  Dante  gazes  on  the  multitude, 
he  sees  one  "who  through  cowardice  made 
the  great  refusal,  il  gran  rifiuto.  and  at 
once,'  he  says,  'I  understood  and  was  cer- 
tain that  this  was  the  sect  of  the  caitiffs, 
displeasing  unto  God  and  unto  his  en- 
emies. These  wretches  who  never  wi-re 
alive,  were  naked  and  much  stung  liy 
gad-flies  and  by  wasps  that  were  there.' 

"This  description  of  the  souls  at  the  en- 
trance of  hell  is  deeply  suggestive,  and, 
in  the  allegorical  sense  in  which  he 
meant  it,  profoundly  true. 

"Ijt  Kipling's  poem  called  'Tom!ini?on' 
We  have  the  same  truth  expressed  as  we 
have  in  this  Third  Canto,  with.  If  possible, 
e\en  greater  force.  Tomllnson  in  the 
poem  "gives  up  the  ghost  in  his  house  in 
Berkeley  square,'  and  is  taken  to  heaven 
where  Peter  stands  at  the  gate  and  bids 
him: 

"  'Stand    up.    stand    tip,    now,    Tomllnson, 

and  answer  loud  and  high 
The  good  that  ye  did  for  the  sake  of  men 

or  even  you  came  to  die.' 
And  Tom'inson  took  up  his  tale  and  spoke 

of  his  good  In  life. 
'This    I    have    read    in    a    book,'    he    said, 

"and    this  was   told   to  me. 
And  this  I  have  thought  that  another  man 

thought  of  a  prince  In  ilfiuscovy.' 
The  .good  souls  flocked  like  homing  doves 

and  bade  him  clear  the  path. 
And    Peter   twirled    the  jangling    keys    In 

weariness  and  wrath. 
'Ye   have   read,    ye    haAe   heard,    ve    have 

thought,'   he  said,    'and  the  tale  is  yet 

to  run; 
By   the   worth  of  the  body  that   once  ye 

had,  give  answer— what  ha'  ye  done?' 

"But  Tomllnson  had  never  really  done 
anything,  so  Peter  sent  him  to  the  Lord 
of  Wrong.  But  when  he  came  to  him, 
even  the  devil  would  not  let  him  In. 

".According  to  botii  Dante  and  Kipling, 
there  is  one  class  of  people  who  mav  not 
enter  either  heaven  or  hell.  Dante"  savs 
that  it  is  because  the  damned  would  set 
some  glory  from  them.  KiiilinR.  with 
here  a  deeper  insight,  says  that  thev  are 
not  worthy  even  of  the  abode  of  the 
damned. 

"Now.  who  are  these  people  fhat  both 
these  poets  scourse  with  their  strong 
style?  Doubtless  you  would  have  thought 
that  they  were  the  extremely  wicked, 
the  most  abandoned  wretches  on  the  face 
of  the  earth.  But  no.  They  are  not  evil 
men:  they  are  the  good,  the  good-for- 
nothing  people,  who  do  neither  good  nor 
evil.  These  people  whom  Dante  saw  at 
the  mouth  of  hell  were  not  the  choir  of 
angels  who  had  rebelled  against  God.  nor 
were  they  the  ones  who  had  been  faithful. 
They  were  the  ones  who  had  sided  neither 
with  the  good  nor  the  evil:  thev  were  the 
neutrals.  They  were  for  themselves. 
They  wer  the  Tomlinsons.  who  had  done 
no  good  to  the  nons  of  men  and  no  harm. 

"The  older  theology  used  to  preach  of 
heaven  as  a  very  desirable  place  to  go 
to.  The  new  theology  preaches  of  heaven 
as  a  very  desirable  state  or  condition  to 
get  one's  soul  in.  And  Kipling  shows 
why  these  people  can  get  neither  into 
heaven  nor  into  hell,  .\fter  Tomllnson 
came   to    hell,   the  devil   gave   his   soul   to

Or, 
as  Dante  said,  they  are  those  who  "never 
wore  alive.'  In  speaking  of  these  men, 
Dante  says  that  he  recognized  one  'who 
through  cowardice  had  made  the  grand 
refusal."  'The  grand  refu.sar  is  the  re- 
fusal to  do  the  thing  which  we  think 
that  we  ought  to  do.  If.  therefore  we 
would  be  truly  alive.  If  we  would  really 
win  souls  of  our  own,  we  must  never 
make  'the  great  refu.sa.1,'  but  must  Ixj 
faithful  to  the  command  of  duty  at  what- 
ever cost   to  ourselves."

Mrs.  Kel  y  closed  her  sum- 
mer cottage  at  I'romiu.n  Point  and  re- 
turned to  New  i'ork.  It  had  been  her

TME  CLIQUE  IN  S  PANIC. 

A  \Vashin.gtt>n  dispatch  says  that  the 
anti-Schley  crowd  are  on  the  run,  an<l 
Secretary  Long  is  trying  to  co\-er  their 
retreat.  Admiral  Crowninshield.  who  Is 
one  of  the  navy  department  cliciue  that 
has  been  pursuing  Admiral  Schley,  is 
to  be  removed  from  the  head  of  the 
bureau  of  navigation,  where  he  has 
been  for  a  long  time,  and  be  succeeded 
by  Rear  Admiral  H.  C.  Taylor. 
Crowninshield  was  recently  reap- 
pointed for  another  term  of  four  year^, 
but  he  is  not  to  serve  out  this  term. 

Secretary  Long,  it  i.s  sai-i.  wants  to 
send  Crowninshield  to  sea  and  give  him 
command  of  the  European  station, 
succeeding  Admiral  Ciomwell.  who  re- 
tires by  reason  of  age  next  February. 
This  would  be  a  very  plea.sanl  berth 
for  Crowninshield,  particularly  as  the 
commander  of  the  European  squadron 
will  be  one  of  the  representatives  of  the 
I'nited  States  at  the  coronation  of  King 
Edward  at  London  next  summer.  But 
Secretary  Long  may  not  have  his  way 
in  this  respcet.  The  friends  of  ScliK?y 
are  vigorously  opposing  the  scheme, 
and  it  is  not  improbable  that  President 
Roosevelt  may  Ir^lerfere  and  prevent 
this  honor  being  conferred  upon  one 
of  the  chief  conspirators  against 
Schley. 

But  the  removal  of  Crowninshield 
from  the  head  of  the  bureau  of  naviga- 
tion Is  evidence  of  the  panic-stricken 
condition  of  the  anti-Schley  clique.

SIfOULD  BE    STOPPED. 

Mrs.  Anna  Edson  Taylor,  who  so  far 
as  known,  is  the  only  person  who  ever 
went  over  Niagara  Falls  and  lived, 
gives  as  the  reason  for  her  rash  act  the 
desire  to  obtain  money  to  pay  off  the 
mortgage  on  a  Texas  ranch  left  her  by 
a  relative.  While  her  object  in  it.self 
is  without  doubt  a  worthy  one,  the  fact 
that  she  took  such  desperate  chances, 
possibly  not  one  In  ten  thousand  in 
her  favor,  would  place  her  in  the  class 
of  unbalanced  mortals  whose  desire  for 
notoriety,  for  whatever  purpose,  over- 
comes their  reasoning  powers.  The  ex- 
ample she  has  set  is  a  bad  one  and  in 
all  probability  lives  will  be  lost  by 
those  who  will  attempt  to  follow  her 
course. 

Unless  a  summary  check  is  put  on 
this  class  of  enterpripes,  there  are 
enough  foolhardy  people  in  the  world 
to  make  a  large  company  of  those  eager 
to  emulate  the  rash  venture.  The 
rapids  have  been  paf^^.sed  safely  with 
barrels  and  without  them  before.  In 
1SS6  a  man  named  Graham  weathered 
them  in  an  oak  barrel,  and  later  an- 
other named  Percy  did  the  same  thing. 
Walter  S.  Campbell  swam  the  whirl- 
pool rapids  in  a  cork  jacket  In  1889,  and 
Capt.  Webb,  the  noted  swimmer,  lost 
his  life  while  attempting  to  navigate 
them  in  1883.  Then  there  13  a  recent  dis- 
mal story  of  a  woman  who  lost  her  life 
in  tlie  barrel  act  in  the  .same  waters.  In 
none  of  these  cases  was  any  liero'sm 
displayed.  They  were  all  for  gain  and 
purely  for  personal  bnefit. 


WORK    FOR   WOMEN. 

The  number  of  occupations  open  to 
women  is  increasing  steadily,  not  only 
in  the  United  States  but  throughout 
the  civilized  world,  and  women  are 
taking  advantage  of  the  opportunities, 
thus  presented. 

For  instance,  employment  for  a  very 
large  number  of  women  has  recently 
been  afforded  by  the  Eiilish  govern- 
ment. Telephone  service  in  Great  Bri- 
tain is  mainly  carried  on  by  the  ptist- 
ofRce  department.  Thousands  of  per- 
sons are  required  for  the  woik  of  the 
government  telephone  exchanges,  and 
up  to  a  very  recent  date  no  women 
have  I4een  employed  in  the  ex- 
changes. The  postofRce  department, 
however,  has  decided  to  follow  the  ex- 
ample of  all  the  telephone  exchanges 
in  this  country  and  turn  over  the 
"hello"  department  of  its  telephone 
business    to    women. 

Of  course  this  is  highly  gratifying 
to  the  women  and  also  to  the  men 
who  believe  they  should  have  a  wider 
scope  in  affairs.  It  is  a  cause  of  re- 
gret, however,  that  the  British  govern- 
ment, like  many  corporations  and  in- 
dividuals, discriminates  against  the 
women  in  the  matter  of  wages.  In 
London  a  telephone  girl  is  to  begin 
work  at  11  shillings  a  week,  which  is  4 
shillings  a  week  less  than  was  paid 
men  when  tbey  began  the  same  work. 
After  she  has  worked  four  years  and 
given  perfect  .satisfaction  the  British 
telephone  girl  will  get  20  shillings  a 
week,   whicn  is  less  tlian  $5. 

A  protest  is  being  registered  by  some 
of  the  London  newspapers  against  the 
scale  of  pay  adopted  by  the  govern- 
ment for  women  in  telephone  ex- 
changes. Tiiey  show  that  it  is  lower 
than  the  scale  in  any  of  the  countries 
of  continental  Europe,  though  the  gen- 
eral average  of  wages  in  Great  Britain 
is  higher.  The  principle  of  giving  wo- 
men a  fair  chance  to  obtain  employ- 
ment is  growing  stronger  all  the  time, 
but  the  justice  of  paying  them  as 
much  as  men  would  receive  for  the 
same  work  has  not  yet  been  recognized. 
Much  of  the  .n>position  to  women  being 
given  employment  in  certain  lines  of 
business  is  due  to  the  fact  that  they 
are  paid  less  than  the  men  they  dis- 
place. Equal  wages  for  equal  work 
should   be   the   rule   everywhere. 

Admiral  Dewey  has  created  a  s-nsation 
by  resigning  the  presidency  of  the  Met- 
ropolitan club  at  Wa.shington.  Its  mem- 
bership Is  largely  composed  of  naval  offi- 
cers and  other  office-holders,  ami  they 
weTo  severely  criticizing  the  court  of  m- 
quiry  for  rulings  favora.ble  to  Schley. 
This  was  more  than  Dewey  could  stand, 
and  his  resignation  has  given  them  an- 
other  shock. 

The  United  States  supremo  court  is  to 
dt<:'ide  whether  a  soldier  returning  from 
the  Philippine.s  has  a  right  to  bring  four- 
teen diamon<1  rings  into  this  country 
without  paying  duty.  This  looks  to  us 
more  like  a  case  for  the  police  court,  says 
the  Atlanta  Journal.

RECLSilVIING    DRUNKARDS. 

The  scheme  for  reclaiming  the  wo- 
men drunkards  of  London,  originated 
and  carried  out  by  I.,ady  Henry  3o:ner- 
set,  has  proved  so  successful  after  a 
year's  tost  that,  according  to  the  Out- 
look, an  enlargement  of  the  home  and 
the  committal  of  a  larger  clas.s  of  in- 
temperate women  will  be  recommend- 
e.1.  An  estate  of  400  acres,  near  the 
city,  was  purchased,  and  its  buildings 
altered  and  improved  so  as  to  carry  on 
the  proposed  work.  The  year's  work 
has  been  ccmfined  to  the  class  known 
as  habitual  drunkards,  though  the  most 
hopeful  cases  have  been  selected.  The 
work  is  carried  on  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  London  county  coun- 
cil, but  Lady  Henry  holds  an  advisory 
relation  to  the  home  and  is  deeply  in- 
tere-ited  in  thi?  plan  for  the  redemption 
of  some  of  these  outcasts  of  London's 
population. 

The  methods  employed  and  the  treat- 
ment given  are  of  her  planning.    Each 
patient    is    assigned    to    some    kind    of 
work — laundry,  sewing  or  housework — 
for  which  she  is  paid  a  small  sum  per 
week.    While  the  wages  are  not  large, 
they  are  sufficient  to  incite  to  faithful 
effort.     As  a  rule,   the   patients  know 
nothing   about    laundry    work,    sewing, 
or  the  simplest  kind  of  housework;  but 
they    readily    yield    to    persua.sion    and 
soon  become  interested  In  the  acquisi- 
tion of  these  smple  arts.    These  women 
never    had    a    "best    dress;"    in    fact, 
when     committed   to     the     home   their 
wardrobe   invariably   consisted    of    the 
apparel    they   had   on.     They   were   all 
furnished     with     the     materials     long 
enough  before  the  holidays  so  that,  by 
working     during     their     spare   hours — 
from  6  to  8  p.  m.— they  were  enabled  to 
finish   a  "best  dress"   in   time   to   wear 
it  at  Christmas-time.    Of  the  thirty-one 
who   were  given   this  opportunity  only 
four  failed  to  have  their  dresses  com- 
pleted by  the  appointed  time. 

The  ages  of  the  women  committed  to 
the  institution  during  the  past  year 
range  from  20  to  45  years,  more  than 
two-third.s  of  them  being  between  30 
and  40  years  of  age.  They  have  been 
consigned  to  the  home  for  periods 
ranging  from  six  months  to  three 
years.  Being  obliged  to  conform  to 
regular  habits  of  eating  and  .sleeping, 
as  well  as  regular  hours  for  light  labor 
and  the  discontinuance  of  intemperate 
habits,  the  health  of  the  patient  has 
invariably  improved.  The  promoters  of 
the   plan,   and   the   "patients"   as   well.

Yale  will  refuse  Columbia  a  date  here- 
after. 


New  York,  Oct.  28. — Columbia's  foot- 
ball players  and  the  undergraduates 
generally  are  indignant  over  the  in- 
sinuation by  Yale  that  Columbia  had 
"ringers"  on  her  team,  even  though  an 
hour  after  the  insinuations  were  made 
they  were  retracted. 

Professor  Kirscher  of  the  Columbia 
committee  on  athletics,  in  regard  to  the 
eligibility   of  Columbia's    team,    said: 

••The  rules  of  football  are  that  no 
one  shall  be  allowed  to  rperesent  the 
university  in  any  public  contest  unless 
he  can  satisfy  the  committee  that  he  is 
and  intends  to  be  throughout  the 
at-ademic  jear  a  bona  fide  member  of 
the  university,  taking  a  full  year's 
worjt. 

"So  far  as  the  committee  has  been 
able  to  determine  evei"y  meml>er  of  the 
Columbia's  'varsity  football  team  has 
fulfilled  these  re'iuirements.  The  com- 
mittee has  no  means  of  determining  in 
advance  the  good  faith  of  studeflis  who 
take  part  in  athletics  who  are  regularly 
entered  as  students  in  the  university. 

"So  far  as  the  football  team  is  con- 
cerned the  committee  has  no  reason  to 
believe  that  any  of  the  men  who  played 
against  Yale  are  not  bona  fide  members 
of  the  university."

Preparations  at  Nome  For 

a     Long      Cold 

Season. 


Hundreds  of  People  Are 
Leaving   on  Every 
•  Steamer. 


Many     Must    Stay    Who 

Would  Desire  to 

Return. 


Port  Townsend,  Wash.,  Oct.  28.— Two 
steamers  hi.ve  arrived  from  Nome 
bringing  over  1200  passengers,  the  Sena- 
tor 525  and  the  Garonne  700.  The  Sena- 
tor sailed  from  Nome  Oct.  la,  with 
1500,000  in  gold.  For  several  days  be- 
fore sailing  snow  was  falling,  ice  had 
formed  and  preparations  were  being 
made  for  a  long,  cold  winter.  When  the 
Senator  sailed  the  steamship  Queen  was 
at  Nome  and  the  Roanoke  was  at  St. 
Michael,  and  a  furious  northern  gale 
was  blowing.  The  gueen,  Valencia  and 
Itoanoke  will  be  the  last  steamer.s  from 
Nome.  They  will  bring  about  2000  peo- 
l>le  and  there  are  many  more  who  would 
return  if  transportation  could  be  se- 
cured, besides  a  large  number  of  desti- 
tute, who  will  be  compelled  to  remain 
at  Nome  and  lace  an  Arctic  winter,  de- 
pending upon  charity.  Two  more  mur- 
ders are  added  to  the  list  of  crimes  in 
the  north.  A  man  named  Johnson,  who 
had  been  engaged  in  freighting  at  Chi- 
nlk.  was  found  dead  with  a  hole  in  his 
head  and  everything  points  to  murder 
and  robbery,  as  Johnson  was  known  to 
have  a  large  amount  of  inoney,  but 
nothing  was  found  on  his  person  or 
among  his  effects.  The  tragedy  occur- 
red at  Chinik  Oct.  1. 

W.  C.  lieal.  a  colored  man,  attempted 
to  stab  a  woman.  Her  screams  brought 
to  her  assistance  A.  J.  Beecher,  who 
saved  the  woman's  life.  He  shot  and 
killed  Beal.  The  telegraph  line  be- 
tween St.  Michael  and  Fort  Gibbon,  on 
the  Tanana,  has  been  comjdeted  and  is 
in  working  order.  The  grand  jury, 
which  was  in  session  for  the  past  month 
at  Nome,  has  concluded  its  labors,  re- 
turning fifteen  true  bills.  Judge  Wick- 
ersham  has  rendered  an  opinion  which 
gi\es  general  satisfaction  among  the 
miners.  In  the  decision  he  sustains  the 
original  locaters  and  declares  in  sub- 
stance the  miners'  rules  and  regula- 
tions are  inoperative  when  they  assume 
to  override  or  are  in  conflict  with  the 
mining  laws  of  the  United  States. 


Seattle,  Oct.  28.— The  steamer  City  of 
Topeka  has  arrived  from  Skagway  with 
$100,000  in  bullion  from  Treadwell  and 
SIOO.OO  in  dust  from  the  Klondike. 


Vancouver,  B.  C,  Oct.  28.— The  sev- 
erest storm  of  the  season  broke  over  the 
northern  coast  last  week  and  for  three 
days  shipping  was  nearly  at  a  stand- 
still. Skagway  steamers  were  forced  to 
sef-k  shelter  and  the  steamers  New 
Kngland  and  Capitano.  which  have  ar- 
rived here,  report  that  the  sea  was  tha 
rourrhest  seen  on  the  north  coast  lor  a 
year. 

The  greatest  damage  was  done  at 
Port  Essington.  just  above  the  Indian 
village  of  Inverness.  There  the  build- 
ing of  the  Church  of  England  had  been 
levelled  by  the  storm  and  half  a  dozen 
other  buildings  were  blown  over  and 
pieces  of  their  roofs  scattered  for  a 
mile  up  the   river.

New  York,  Oct.  28.— The  movement  to 
erect  a  monument  for  former  Governor 
William  A.  Newell,  developer  of  the 
life  saving  service,  is  taking  definite 
shape  in  New  Jersey.  ^Vhen  the  New 
Jersey   legislature   convenes   there   will 

be  created  a  joint  commission,  consist- 
ing of  a  member  of  congress,  an  officer 
of  the  life  saving  service,  an  official  of 
of  New  Jer-sey  and  one  of  Monmouth 
county,  of  which  the  dead  governor 
was  a  native.  Monmouth  county  will 
furnish  the  site,  and  the  state  legisla- 
ture and  congress  will  be  asked  to 
make  appropriations.  The  memorial 
will  be  built  on  the  coast,  probably  on 
the  site  of  some  of  the  early  wrecks.

Disgraced  Generals 

Is  Reopened. 


London,  Oct.  28.— Wh.atever  history 
may  say  about  Bulier's  nianj-  attemi  is 
to  cross  the  Tugela  and  relieve  Lady- 
smith,  it  looks  as  if  his  name  was 
likely  to  be  remembered  in  connec- 
tion with  a  still  greater  feat  than  even 
that  of  relieving  the  beleaguerd  gar- 
rison. 

His  dismissal  from  the  command  of 
the  First  army  corps  has  shaken  pub- 
lic opinion  here  as  nothing  has  since 
ivrugers  famous  ultimatum. 

The  llhodeslan  inlluence,  which  has 
dictated  public  opinion  since  the  out- 
breaK  of  the  war  and  which  nine  out  of 
ten  people  hold  responsible  for  this 
drastic  act,  was  shattered  to  its  cen- 
ter by  the  latest  example  of  its  vin- 
dctive   intolerance. 

For  weeks  the  people  iiave  been  dis- 
contented at  the  supine  neglect  of  this 
Bovernment  to  do  au>thing  to  clear  up 
tne  muddle  in  South  Africa. 

This    discontent    i.s    likely    to    burst 
aflame  with  indignation  if  the  already 
formidable    agitation    and    protest    in 
favor  of  Buller  continues  as  it  has  be- 
gun. (     i4 

Ivlen  who  months  ago  declared  them- 
selves sick  of  talking  about  the  war 
find  it  impossible  to  refrain  from  join- 
ing in  th'.'  general  chorus  of  indigna- 
tion. "Good  old  Buller"  promises  to 
become  ?  national  cry,  as  it  already 
forms  a  topic  of  music  hall  songs. 

Party  lines  cut  no  figure  in  tliis  popu- 
lar upheaval.  The  ultra-radical  Morn- 
ing Leader  vies  with  the  staunch  Con- 
servative Express  in  vociferous  denun- 
ciation of  the  Roberts-Broderick  coup, 
and  from  scores  of  provincial  cente.s 
the  intimation  comes  of  public  meet- 
ings of  protestation. 

A  monster  demonstration  at  Hyde 
Park  is  already  on  the  cards,  whi'.e 
suggestions  by  the  dozen  for  a  million 
penny  subscriptions  for  a  swoid  of 
honor  or  similar  public  testimonial 
deluge  the  columns  of  all  but  the  hide- 
bound Khodesian  organs. 

If  parliament  was  sitting  it  is  more 
than  doubtful  if  the  government  cou'd 
withstand  the  wave  of  indignation. 

Hardly  anybody  will  now  assert  that 
his  unfortunate  Westminster  speech  is 
solely  responsil)le  for  his  downfall.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  is  held  that  his  dis- 
ciplinary treatment  of  the  Jameson 
raiders  as  well  as  his  refusal  to  allow 
Rhodes  to  dictate  the  plan  of  campaign 
is  the  real  cause  of  this  act  of  re- 
venge. 

Gossip,  meantime,  is  busy  anticipat- 
ing Buller's  next  move.  Relieved  of 
military  discipline,  he  ijs  free  to  hit 
back,  and  it  is  a  foregone  conclusion 
that  he  will  do  so. 

^Vhen  he  does  decide  to  speak  out  it 
will  be  no  mincing  of  words.  His 
challenge  to  the  Times  to  produce  the 
garbled  Colenso  dispatch  is  likely  to  be 
mild  compared  with  his  broadside  when 
he  replies  to  the  war  office  critics. 
Many  garbled  dispatches  are  likely  to 
see  daylight  if  the  statements  of  his 
friends  are  correct.  Both  Roberts  and 
Broderick  will  have  tlielr  hands  full  in 
explaining  their  share  of  the  mutila- 
tion. 

Incidentally,  Buller's  dismlsal  re- 
opens the  sympathy  with  other  gener- 
als who  fought  hard  but  survived  to  be 
disgraced— Gatacre  and         Colville, 

further  back,  Butler — besides  hosts  of 
officers  of  lower  rank,  who  may  yet 
find  exoneration  before  the  public  mind 
has  settled.

NORTH  DAKOTA. 
L/arimore— Tolef  Halverson  and  Christ 
Sandland  were  held  up  Sunday  night  by 
two  masked  men,  about  two  miles  west 
of  town,  while  on  their  way  from  Park 
River  to  Larimore.

Lake  Camplain,  which  was 
sent  out  from  Bennington,  Vt.,  and 
published  in  newspapers  all  over  the 
American  continent  on  Monday,  orig- 
inated in  the  mind  of  a  dreamer,  says 
the  New  York  Journal. 

There    Is   not   a    particle    of   truth    In 
it,    and    the    people    of    Carver's    Falls, 
where  the  gold  was  said  to  have  been 
^  discovered,    and    the   officials     of     the 

1251030  i  Allen    National    bank,    of    Fair    Haven, 
'      '  Vt.,  where  the  story  said  the  sovereigns 

were  deposited,  are  seeking  to  discover 
the  identity  of  the  person  who  sent  tha 
creation  to  the  newspapers. 

He  is  supposed  to  be  a  young  man 
who  a  few  months  ago  furnished  the 
newsTiapers  with  a  wlerd  tale  of  the 
finding  of  a  skeleton  of  a  murdered 
French-Canadian  girl  under  the  walls 
of  an  ancient  building  at  Carver's  Falls, 
where,  it  was  related,  it  had  remained 
bound  In  chains  for  almost  a  century. 

There  Is  a  tradition  among  the  older 
inhabitants  of  Carver's  Falls,  a  smaU 
\illage  four  miles  from  Fair  Haver, 
that  In  '777  a  vessel  laden  with  gold  for 
the  English  i.rt.iy  was  lost  somewhere 
in  Lake  Camplain.  But  no  one  about 
Carver's  Falls  has  ever  lost  any  sleep 
looking  for  the   treasure. 

"Ten  thousand  English  sovereigns, 
after  lying  for  nearly  a  century  and  a 
quarter  in  an  old  hulk  at  the  bottom  of 
East  bay.  Lake  Champlain,"  wrote  the 
Bennington  man  with  the  Imaginative 
brain,  "have  been  recovered  and  are 
now  deposited  in  the  Allen  National 
bank  at  Fair  Haven." 

The  gold,  he  .says,  was  shipped  from 
Quebec  ina  small  sloop  with  a  crew  and 
a  guard  of  ten  men,  the  expedition  be- 
ing under  command  of  Capt.  Johnsoti, 
and  was  to  have  been  delivered  to  Gtn. 
Burgoyne  at  TIconderoga,  to  pay  the 
.soldiers  of  the  English  army.  At  Tic- 
onderoga.  the  story  goes  on.  Capt,  John- 
son found  that  the  American  forces  had 
been  defeated  at  Hutabardton.  and  he 
went  to  Carver's  Falls,  where  he 
thought  he  would  meet  Gen.  Bur.govne 
and  his  men  on  their  way  to  Skeenes- 
boro.  American  soldiers  fired  on  tlic 
sloop  at  Carver's  Falls.  Cant.  Johnson 
saw  there  was  no  chanr.?  to  escape,  the 
story  said,  and  rather  than  let  the  sov- 
ereigns fall  Into  the  hands  of  the 
enemy,  he  scuttled  the  craft  and  he  and 
hiv  men  were  shot  to  death  as  they 
swam  toward  shore.  During  all  these 
124  years  the  treasure  has  lain  at  tho 
bottom  of  the  bay,  the  Bennington  tale 
went  on,  until  it  was  found  a  f - w  days 
before  Sunday  by  George  B.  West,  a 
,  civil  engineer,  and  deposited  in  the  Al- 
1  len  National  bank. 

I  George  B.  West,  or  George  B.  Weest, 
as  lie  really  signs  his  name,  is  an  on- 
gineer  at  the  Carver's  Fa!l^ 
power  plant,  and  a  short  time  bef-v.-^  tlie 
alleged  sovereign  discovery  went  to 
New  Jersey,  where  his  wife  was  passing 
a  vacation.  He  had  never  even  thought 
seriously  of  the  traditions  about  the 
gold  at  the  bottom  of  East  bay,  and  he 
had  never  seen  the  portions  of  th'»  gold 
laden  hulk,  "which  the  rapid  currents 
of  a  freshet  of  last  spring  had  oxpo.^ed 
to  view."

ness in  Amalgamated  Copper,  speculative 
sentiment  continues  to  Improve.  As  re- 
gards the  bank  statement  the  decrease  in 
surplus  reserve  is  considered  unimport- 
ant, and  this,  together  with  the  Increase 
In  cash,  is  acepted  as  an  offset  to  the  un- 
favorable feature  of  the  exhibit,  namely, 
the  further  Increase  of  the  loan  item. 
The  latter,  while  mostlv  due  to  the  bor- 
rowing of  capital  here  to  pay  off  foreign 
loans,  is  also  to  a  considerable  extent  oc- 
casioned b.v  an  increasing  demand  for 
money    from   commercial   sources. 

Those  operators  who  have  been  care- 
fulU.v  watching  the  business  situation  for 
signs  of  reaction,  and  who  have  based 
their  operations  in  the  market  on  the  as- 
sumption that  fall  trade  would  show  ma- 
terial contraction,  confess  dis;ijjpolntment 
over  the  actual  course  of  events  as  re- 
flectfd  by  railroad  earnings  and  bank 
clearings  and  are  rv>w-  disposed  to  admit 
that  their  calculations  were  at  fault. 
Representative  commission  houses  re- 
cently inclined  to  ptssimism  are  also 
modif>ing  their  bearish  views,  many  of 
tlum  taking  the  position  tnat  on  sharp 
iloclines  good  railroad  stocks  are  a  pur- 
chase. There  is  no  question  that  the  sur- 
prising traiffic  returns  made  by  the  big 
systems  in  the  corn  belt  which  continue 
tf)  rei>ort  increased  earnings  have  had 
much  to  do  with  the  current  favorable 
change  in  speculative  feeling. 

As  regards  the  character  of  present 
dealings  in  the  stock  market  it  is  good 
opinion  that  in  one  or  two  stocks,  for  ex- 
ample, St.  Paul  and  l"nion  l^acific,  sub- 
str.ntial  Interests  are  at  work,  but  that 
In  the  main  the  operations  for  the  rise  are 
for  the  account  of  the  rilg  bull  pool  of 
professional  speculators,  headed  by  John 
W.  Gates,  who  have  made  a  turn  on  the 
short  Interest.  More  powerful  factors  ip 
speculation  seem  to  be  ap.'ithtic.  Follow'- 
crs  of  Keene  say  that  that  operator  is 
doing  little  at  present.  Rogers,  represent- 
ing the  Standard  Oil  crowd,  is  believed  to 
be  on  top  of  Amalgamated  Copper  stock, 
and  despite  the  heav.v  decline  that  has 
already  taken  place  in  this  specialty  -t  is 
rumored  that  impending  developments 
will  carry  it  into  the  lOs  very  soon.  There 
is  also  continued  talk  of  a  cut  in  the 
price   of    the    metal. 

On  the  surface  traction  stocks  senti- 
ment is  excepti()nally  bearish.  Current 
earnings  arc  disap]ioi"nting.  and  it  is  es- 
timated from  well-informed  quarters  that 
the  September  quarterly  statement  of  the 
Metropolitan  Street  Railway,  soon  to  be 
issued,  will  be  very  poor.  Expert  opinion 
is  that  this  company  has  yet  to  face  very 
trying  problems  in  the  operation  of  the 
system  by  the  new  electdic  power  which 
hits  never  been  tested  bv  a  severe  winter. 
It  remains  to  be  seen  how  havy  snows 
will  effect  the  running  of  cars.  1  ..e  pos- 
sible election  of  Ix>w  is  also  a  cloud  on 
Metropolitan,  which  Is  closely  affiliated 
with    Tammany.

Oct.  2S— Formal  charges  have 
bevn  preferred  against  the  local  United 
States  steajnboat  Inspectors,  C.  H.  Rich- 
ardson and  Stewart  H.  Moore,  before 
Supervising  Inspector  General  Jajnes  A. 
Dumont  in  Washington,  by  the  Barry 
brol^.-rs.  operating  passenger  steamer 
lines  to  Muskegon  and  Milwaukee.  It  is 
not  charged  that  Richardson  and  Moore 
have  neglected  their  duties,  as  laid  down 
in  the  laws  for  the  steamboat  inspection 
service,  but  rather  that  they  have  been 
too  severe  in  their  decisions  against  the 
passenger  boats  of  the  Barr>  rtect.  While 
is  has  been  kn<jwn  for  some  time  among 
marine  men  that  there  was  illwill  felt 
by  the  Barrys  against  the  local  steam- 
bout  inspectors,  the  ne'vs  of  the  actu.u 
filing  of  charges  against  them  was  a  sur- 
prise. Tiie  whole  matter  has  t»een  sur- 
rounded with  considerab  e  se<;recy,  for  the 
charges  were  filed  some  time  ago.  It  is 
said  that  the  trouble  aiose  over  the  ac- 
tion taken  against  the  steamers  Robert  L.

The  Christopher  is  be  ween  20(»0  and  3000 
tons  larger  than  anv  other  vessel  ever 
owned  i  nthis  city  and  will  make  regular 
trips  between  Miiwauk<e  and  other  ports 
on   the  lake. 

Caot.  Wright  was  enthusiastic  in  his 
praise  of  Ihe  Christopher  yesterday  and 
said  that  it  is  undoi;btedly  the  finest 
freiirhter  of  its  size  on  the  lakes.  "She 
Is  very  easily  handled,  "  said  he,  "and  we 
made  the  trip  from  Superior  without  any 
hitches  at  all.  The  vessel  is  absolutely 
fire  proof  and  everything  needed  to  maKo 
it   compleie  is  here." 

W.  H  Meyer  was  present  wheal  the 
Christopher  tied  up  at  'he  wharf  with  the 
assistance  of  one  of  th  ?  tugs  of  his  com- 
p:Hnv,  and  warmly  congratulated  Capt. 
Wright  on  the  success  of  the  first  trip. 
Menibers  of  the  Starke  Drt-dging  company 
Were  there  also  and  inspected  the  boat 
from  stem  10  stern.  The  Christopher  w.is 
lauiK-hed  last  June  by  the  American  Ship- 
building company  at  Superior,  and  is  one 
of  the  largest  vessels  ever  turned  out  in 
that  regioh.

Oklaiioma's  Louisiana  Purchase  Ex- 
position ( ommission.  after  a  personal 
investigation  of  the  Pan-American  ex- 
hibts  and  state  buldings,  has  reached 
the  conclusion  that  it  Is  best  to  dis- 
tribute the  exhibits  among  the  depart- 
ment buildings  designed  for  the  several 
particular  lines  and  to  reserve  its  ter- 
ritorial building  as  a  museum  of  Okla- 
homa's historical  and  peculiar  feaiurrs, 
and  a  headquarters  In  which  Okla- 
homa visitors  can  meet  and  entertain 
their  friends. 


The  railroad  and  other  transportation 
compajiies  are  keeping  tab  on  the  pro- 
gress of  World's  fair  matters.  A  belt 
line  will  be  built  connecting  all  tracks 
with  the  grand  entrance  to  the  exposi- 
tion grounds,  near  which  will  be  erect- 
ed a  great  station  with  abundant  track- 
age. Union  station  will  be  relieved  of 
congestion  during  the  World's  fair  by 
providing  other  stations  for  local  trains. 
One  of  those  relieving  stations  will  be 
at  the  east  end  of  Eads  bridge,  pro- 
vided with  elevators  to  transfer  pas- 
sengers between  cars  on  th  -  surface 
tracks,  on  the  bridge  tracks  and  on  the 
elevated  road  on  the  levee. 


On  his  arrival  in  New  York,  Oct.  23, 
after  spending  the  summer  in  Europe, 
Chairman  Adolphus  Busch,  of  the 
World's  fair  foieign  relations  com- 
mittee, gave  the  jiress  a  very  interest- 
ing interview  about  the  World's  fair 
outlook  iu  Germany.  He  said  that  the 
ministers  in  Berlin  had  assured  him 
of  their  favorable  disposition  towaj'd  a 
government  exhibit  at  St.  Louis;  that 
the  invitation  from  our  government 
had  ani\  ed  while  they  were  away  on 
a  vacation;  that  they  would  take  up 
the  matter  of  an  appropriation  at  the 
fall  meeting  of  the  reichstag;  that  this 
aijproprialion  might  not  quite  reach 
10,000.000  marks,  the  amount  appropri- 
ated for  the  Paris  fair,  but  would  be 
propoi-tionate  with  the  conditions  now 
existing  in  the  entire,  and  that  com- 
missioners would  then  be  appointed 
to  take  charge  of  the  exhibit  pro- 
vided for  by  the  lawmakers. 

A  meeting  of  the  history  committee 
of  the  World's  fair  was  held  Oct.  22, 
to  consider  the  demand  of  the  his- 
torical societies  for  the  erection  of  a 
permanent  fireproof  building  costing 
about  $.o00,000  for  the  preservation  of 
rare  documents  and  other  relics  on 
the  World's  fair  site.  Chairman  Chou- 
teau presided,  and  President  Francis 
and  Frederick  J,  V.  Skiff,  director  of 
exhibits,  were  present.  Chairman 
Chouteau  said  the  correspondence  of 
the  committee  had  shown  that  thff 
owners  of  such  things  would  not  lend 
them  for  exposition  use,  unless  assured 
of  fireproof  storage.  To  obtain  the  use 
of  an  old  wooden  shovel  unearthed  at  a 
Flat  River  mine,  where  it  had  been 
used  more  than  a  century  ago.  he  had 
to  agree  to  keep  it  stored  in  a  fireproof 
vault  when  not  on  exhibit ioru  The 
committee  agreed  to  definitely  recom- 
mend such  a  building,  the  various  his- 
torical societies  and  the  Missouri  com- 
missioners seeming  disj>osed  to  assist. 
The  shovel  will  be  used  in  the  cere- 
mony of  formally  commencing  work 
on    the    exposition    buildings. 

Chief  Sculptor  Ruckstuhl.  of  the 
Worlds'  fair,  left  for  the  East  on  Thurs- 
day, to  be  absent  until  about  Dec.  1, 
when  he  will  return  with  a  large  force 
of  sculptors  and  professional  models, 
ready  to  begin  work  on  the  bas-reliefs, 
fountains,  groups  of  statuary  and 
other  ornamental  features  of  the 
World's  fair  buildngs.  As  much  of 
this  work  will  require  a  long  time  for 
its  completion,  it  will  be  begun  about 
the  first  of  next  year  in  a  large  work- 
shop to  be  erected  on  the  grounds.  He 
expects  to  engage  many  assistants 
eminent  in  the  profession  and  he  thinks 
that  much  of  the  best  work  done  will 
be  entered  in  the  competitive  ex- 
hibits. 

It  has  b^en  announced  that  ground 
will  be  broken  for  the  grading  in 
Forest  ParK  within  two  weeks.  The 
committee  on  ceremonies  is  at  work 
on  a  program  which,  it  is  said,  will 
include  a  grand  parade  of  state  and 
United  States  troops,  governors  and 
other  officials  of  the  state  and  high 
United  States  officials,  orations,  etc. 
^he  famous  old  wooden  shovel  dug  up 
at  Mine  LaMotte.  and  other  historic 
implements,    will   be   used. 

Dr.  Howard  J.  Rogers,  chief  of  the 
department  of  education,  has  gone 
East  In  the  interest  of  his  depart- 
ment, expecting  to  return  by  Nov.  2. 
in  the  meantime  delivering  an  address 
to  the  teachers'  convention  at  Albany. 
X.  Y.,  on  "Education  at  International 
Expositions." 

Dr.  David  T.  Day,  chief  of  the  de- 
partment of  min<^s  and  mealhirgy.  ar- 
rived in  St.  Louis  from  the  Pacific 
cost  on  Wednesday,  and  attended  a 
meeting  of  the  cor.iinittee  in  chaige  of 
th"  department,  the  same  day.

THE  STATE 
CONTESTS 


President  Roosevelt  and 

Other    Officials   Are 

Much  Interested. 


Four  States  to  Elect  Legis- 
latures    That     Will 
Choose  Senators. 


Chances     In     Favor    of 

Democrats  In  Kentucky 

and  Maryland.

Washington.  Oct.  28.— (Spocial  to  The 
Herald.) — President  Roosevelt  and  the 
lesser  official  lights  in  Washington  ure 
watching  with  interest  the  manner  In 
which  the  campaigns  are  being  conduct- 
ed in  states  where  elections  occur  this 
fall. 

The  states  of  most  interest  to  these 
officials  and  politicians  of  all  parties 
where  elections  will  be  held  are  Vir- 
ginia, Maryland,  Ohio,  New  Jersey, 
Massachusetts,  Kentucky  and  Neb- 
raska. Possibly  the  most  interest  is 
centered  in  the  outcome  at  the  polls 
next  November  in  Virginia.  Ohio,  Mary- 
land. New  Jersey  and  Kentucky.  There 
are  four  states  which  will  elect  legis- 
latures to  choose  I'nited  States  senators 
this  fall.  These  states  are  Maryland, 
Ohio.  Kentucky  and  Iowa.  According 
to  information  which  has  come  to 
Washington  regarding  the  probable  out- 
come of  these  state  elections.  New  Jer- 
sey and  Ohio  are  of  the  greatest  inter- 
est. In  Virginia  it  is  anticipated  that 
A.  J.  Montague  will  defeat  J.  Hampton 
Hoge  for  the  governorship. 

In  New  Jersey  James  M.  Seymour 
heads  the  state  ticket  for  the  Demo- 
crats and  Franklin  Murphy  as  the  can- 
didate of  the  Republicans  for  the  same 
office.  In  that  state,  according  to  New 
Jersey  politicians,  the  campaign  is  con- 
ducted strictly  on  local  issues.  The 
chances,  according  to  advices  received 
here,  are  tjiat  that  state  will  go  Demo- 
cratic by  from  uOOO  to  10,000  majority. 

In  Ohio  the  Republican  politicians 
here  and  in  that  state  seem  to  be  satis- 
fied that  the  present  Republican  gov- 
ernor. Mr.  Nash,  will  be  able  to  defeat 
his  Democratic  competitor.  Mr.  Kil- 
bourne.  What  adds  interest  to  the  Ohio 
campaign,  however,  is  the  fact  that  the 
legislature  is  to  be  chosen  to  select  a 
United  States  senator  to  succeed  J. 
Benson  Foraker.  The  campaign  in  Ohio 
has  already  become  interesting  for  the 
reason  that  the  two  gubernatorial  can- 
didates and  the  United  States  senators, 
Me.ssrs.  Foraker  and  Hanna,  have  al- 
ready taken  the  stump.  It  Is  asserted 
by  those  who  seem  to  know  something 
about  the  situation  in  the  Buckeye 
state,  that  a  good  deal  of  money  is  be- 
ing used  on  both  sides  In  the  present 
canvass  in  order  that  the  Republican 
majority  can  be  held  down  to  a  mini- 
mum, or  entirely  wiped  out.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  Senator  Foraker  is  re- 
garded in  certain  quarters  as  a  presi- 
dential possibility  in  1904,  the  Repub- 
licans everywhere,  except  perhaps  in 
Ohio,  desire  that  he  succeed  himself  as 
United  States  senator.  This  lends  inter- 
est to  the  Ohio  campaign  and  the  two 
parties  will  push  the  campaign  to  a  hot 
finish,  without  doubt.  In  this  state  Re- 
publicans forecast  the  re-election  of 
Governor  Nash,  and  the  selection  of  a 
legislature  strongly  enough  Republican 
to  return  Mr.  Foraker  to  the  United 
States  senate. 

The  contest  in  Maryland  is  simply  for 
the  election  of  a  legislature  favorable 
or  unfavorable  to  the  candidacy  of 
Former  Senator  Gorman.  It  will  be  re- 
called that  one-half  of  the  state  senate 
chosen  this  fall  will  hold  over  to  vote 
upon  the  next  senatorship.  The  full 
legislature  elected  next  year  will  choose 
a  successor  to  United  States  Senator 
Wellington.  If  this  legislature  is  Demo- 
cratic by  a  fair  majority,  the  indica- 
tions point  to  the  return  of  Arthur  Poe 
Gorman.  Mr.  Gorman  is  personally 
conducting  the  fight  in  behalf  of  the 
Democratic  party,  and.  of  course.  In 
the  Interest  of  his  own  candidacy  for 
the  senatorship.  According  to  all  in- 
formation which  can  be  gathered  n 
Washington  regarding  the  outconr»e  in 
Maryland,  the  chances  are  altogether 
favorable  to  the  Democrats. 

A  close  contest  is  on  in  Kentucky.  A 
legislature  will  be  chosen  this  fall  which 
will  elect  a  successor  to  Senator  Deboe, 
the  present  Republican  incumbent. 
Kentucky  Democrats  seem  to  be  per- 
fectly satisfied  that  the  legislature 
elected  this  fall  will  select  a  Democratic 
senator  to  fill  Senator  Deboe's  seat 
for  the  six  years  beginning  March  4, 
1903. 

A  good  deal  of  Interest  is  being  dis- 
played by  Republicans  everywhere 
fiver  the  result  of  the  election  in  Iowa 
this  fall.  A.  B.  Cummins,  the  Repub- 
lican candidate  for  the  governorship, 
has.  upon  two  or  three  occasions  at- 
tempted to  come  to  the  United  States 
senate.  In  this  direction  his  desire 
has  been  defeated,  and  he  is  making 
the  race  for  the  chief  ex^cutiveship  of 
the  state  in  order  to  pave  the  way  to 
come  to  the  senate.  Iowa,  being  Re- 
publican by  an  overwhelming  major- 
ity, in  presidential  campaigns,  it  is 
mor<^  than  probable  that  the  state  will 
go  Republican  this  fall  by  a  majority 
of  from  15,000  to  2r..000.  A  legislature 
is  also  elected  in  that  state  this  year, 
and  at  Des  Moines  this  winter  a  suc- 
cessor will  be  elected  to  Senator  Jona- 
than P.  Dolliver.  ho  Is  now  filling 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Senator  Gear,  upon  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Shaw,  the  present  governor.  If 
lowii  elects  a  Republican  legislature 
this  fall.  Mr.  Dolliver  will  probably 
be  elected  to  succeed  himself.  It  might 
be  of  itnerest  to  state  in  passing,  that 
if  Iowa  goes  Republican  by  a  big  ma- 
jority. Governor  Shaw  may  loom  up 
as  a  strong  candidate  for  the  presi- ' 
dency  in  1904.  provided  Col.  Roosevelt 
is  strongly  opposed  in  sections  where 
he  is  said  to  have  made  enemies,  prin- 
cipally as  the  result  of  receiving  as  hia 
guest  at  the  White  House  Booker  T. 
Washington,  the  conceded  leader  of 
the  colored   race  In   the  United   States. 

There  will  be  an  election  held  in 
Massachusetts  this  fall.  Very  little  In- 
terest has  been  aroused  over  this  elec- 
tion for  the  reason  that  Massachusetts 
Is  i-egarded  as  one  of  the  strongest  Re- 
publican states  in  the  Union.  The 
only  interest  centered  in  this  state 
lies  In  the  fact  that  Josiah  Quincy,  as- 
sistant secretary  of  state  under  the 
last  Cleveland  administration,  and 
later  mayor  of  Boston,  opposes  the  Re- 
publican governor.  Mr.  Crane,  at  the 
head    of    the    Democratic    state    ticket.

DESPERATE 


Mr.  Quincy,  as  the  Democratic  candi- 
date for  governor  will  make  an  ear- 
nest fight  to  defeat  his  competitor,  but 
Democrats  in  Washington  from  Massa-- 
chusetts  and  elsewhere  do  not  anti- 
cipate   that    he    can    win. 

Last,  but  not  least,  is  Nebraska. 
The  interest  in  the  campaign  in  this 
state  is  due  to  the  fact  that  William 
Jennings  Bryan  Is  on  the  stump 
there,  and  is  making  the  effort  of  his 
life  to  bring  Nebraska  back  into  the 
Democratic  column.  As  is  well  known, 
he  was  much  chagrined  over  the  fact 
that  in  the  last  national  campaign 
Nebraska  rolled  up  a  plurality  of  over 
15,000  for  William  McKinley,  opposed 
to  him  for  the  presidency.  Col.  Bryan 
win  make  speeches  all  over  the  state, 
believing  that  Nebraska  is  now  na- 
turally a  Democratic  state  and, 
through  his  efforts,  will  go  Demo- 
cratic this  fall.  There  is  very  little  at 
stake.  So  far  as  state  offices  are  con- 
cerned, only  minor  oflUcials  are  elected 
this  year.  What  Col.  Bryan  desires  to 
do,  as  before  stated,  is  to  swing  the 
state  in  which  he  resides  into  the 
Democratic    column    this    fall. 

The  mayoralty  campaign  in  Ne^' 
York  city  and  Philadelphia  this  fall 
creates  fully  as  much  interest  among 
prominent  politic^ns  of  all  parties 
here  as  do  the  probable  results  of  the 
elections  in  the  various  states  men- 
tioned above.  In  New  York.  Tam- 
many is  being  fought  tooth  and  nail  by 
the  Republicans,  ae  well  as  Democrats 
who  do  not  care  to  have  the  city  run 
any  longer  under  Tammany  rule.  The 
Democrats  outside  of  Tammany  are 
said  to  have  many  votes  to  cast  against 
Mr.  Shepar<}.  the  Tajnmany  can<iidti.te 
for  mayor.'  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Mr. 
Low,  the  so-called  Republican  candi- 
date for  mayor,  was  nominated  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Democrats  who 
are  unfavorable  to  the  pivsent  Tam- 
many regime.  He  is  therefore  desig- 
nated as  a  fusion  candidate  for  mayor 
instead  of  a  straight-out  Republican. 
The  contest  between  Tammany  and 
those  who  oppose  the  organization  will 
be  as  lively  a  mayoralty  fight  as  has 
ever  been  witnessed  on  Manhattan 
island.  The  prospects  are.  however, 
that  Mr.  Shepard.  the  Tammany  can- 
didate, will  score  a  victory  at  the  polls. 
As  far  as  the  outcome  in  Philadelphia 
Is  concerned,  little  can  be  said.  As  Is 
well  known.

Officers  believe  the  man  Is  one  of  the 
gang  that  held  up  the  CJreat  Northern 
express  near  Wagner,  Mont.,  last  June, 
his  attemi't  t^^  i  i  change  for  a  J30  bill 
of  the  series  secured  in  that  rob'bery  at- 
tracting the  attention  of  Ihe  polte*  to 
him. 

At  10:30  yesterday  morning,  a  raw-boned 
ni  iL  about  5  feet  1^  inches  hieh,  WJth 
florid  complexion,  offered  the  bill  In 
:  ay:iitiii  of  a  small  purchase  made  at 
a  store  on  the  public  square.  Difflculty 
In  making  the  charnje  caused  the  daJea- 
nian  to  closely  jiotloe  the  bll,  which 
proved  to  be  on  the  Montana  b:u'k  to 
which  the  stolen  oills  were  consigned. 
The  police  were  quietly  nDtIfli*d,  the 
clerk  meenwhile  Jelxjing  the  batter 
of  change. 

Detectives  Dwyer  and  Dickens  were 
soun  on  hand  and  approaching  the  man 
demanded    his  name. 

•"Ferguson."  was  ; he  r.'ply,  and  after 
anoth«'r  qiiestion  to  two  I>etectlve 
Dwyer  informed  the  man  he  was  under 
arrest.

TEGIC  MOVE 


Admiral  Schley  Tells  Lemly  Why  the 
Retrograde  Movement  Was  Made. 

The    Cross  =  Examination 
Seems  Farcical. 


HEAD  END 
COLLISION 


Many  Questions  of  an  Un= 
important  Nature. 


WaBhinjfton.  Oct.  29.— Judge  Advo- 
catf  [.fiiily  lost  no  time  in  beginning 
his  int<i  loKHtiims  of  Admiral  Sc-hley, 
utitii  the  Schley  court  of  inquiry  con- 
ven.U  at  11  o'clock  today.  When  the 
court  adjourned  yesterday,  he  was 
still  <iue.«tluning  the  witness  with  ref- 
tretue  to  thf  cruise  from  Clenfuegos  to 
Santiago,  and  he  resumed  today  where 
he  had  left  off  yesterday,  asking  a 
number  of  questions  relating  to  the 
condition  of  the  weather  May  25  and 
26,  the  dates  o  fthe  voyage.  He  al-so 
reverted  to  the  detaching  of  the  Eagle 
from  the  dying  squadron  and  brought 
witness  to  the  lonsidi-ratlon  of  several 
other  minor  details  of  that  movement 
before  coming  to  the  meeting  with  the 
Bcout  boats  twenty-tive  miles  south  of 
Buntiago  im  the  evening  of  May  26, 
when  the  retrograde  movement  toward 
Key  West  in  search  of  coal  was  be- 
gun. The  intention  was  to  go  into  this 
letrograde  movement  later  in  the  day, 
and  also  to  consider  in  minute  detail 
the  reconnoissance  of  May  31,  the  coal- 
ing question  and  the  famous  loop  of  the 
Brooklyn  on  July  3.  Capt.  Lemly  was 
hopeful  of  completing  his  questioning 
today,  but  admitted  that  the  outlook 
In  that  direction  was  not  altogether 
j'romi.sing.  As  on  yesterday.  Admiral 
Schley  was  calm  in  his  demeanor  and 
deliberate  in  his  replies,  apparently 
weighing  all  questions  carefully  before 
replyinjf.  On  cross-examination  he  dots 
not  raise  his  voice  as  high  as  he  did 
in  his  original  statement,  and  as  a 
consequence  what  he  says  is  not  heard 
throughout  the  court  room.  The 
knowledge  of  this  fart  has  had  the  ef- 
fect   of  diminishing   the   attendance. 

The  largest  attendance  has  been  in 
the  past  few  c'a ys.  and  eager  as  was 
the  interest  manifested,  the  utmost 
discipline  and  good  order  has  .pre- 
vailed about  the  court  room.  Indeed, 
there  nevir  has  been  a  time  during  the 
proceedings  of  tiio  inquiry  where  there 
has  been  manifested  the  smallest  de- 
Srree  of  disorder.  This  agreeable  con- 
dition of  affairs  has  been  due  in  large 
measure  to  the  presence  of  a  detach- 
ment from  the  marine  corps  under  the 
command  of  Capt.  Henry  W.  Carpen- 
ter,   and    those    whose    duties    have    re- 

(juired  their  presence  at  the  court 
unite  in  testifying  to  his  excellent  ca- 
pacity ns  an  executive  officer  and  to 
his  untiring  courtesy  as  well. 

Before  re.sunung  the  cross  examin- 
ation of  Admiral  Schley  Judge  Advo- 
cate l..emly  .mnounced  that  with  the 
assent  of  counsel  for  the  other  side 
the  signal  books  of  the  New  York  for 
May   IS   and   19   and   July  2  and   3  and 


the  Brooklvn's  for  May  19  to  June  2. 
inclusive  and  July  2  and  3  would  he- 
included  in  the  record.  He  explained 
that  May  1»  and  19  were  the  days  be- 
fore and  the  days  on  which  the  New 
York  left  Key  West.  The  first  quest- 
ion the  judge  advocate  asked  was  in 
cannection  with  Admiral  Schley's  ex- 
amination in  chief  regarding  the  meet- 
ing with  the  Eagle  after  the  flying 
squadron  left  Key  West.  b 

"You  said  you  had  a  distinct  recol- 
lection that  the  Eagle  passed  within 
hail  in  the  Yucatan  channel  and  that 
she  reported  no  news." 

"Not  in  the  Yucatan  channel.  We 
passed  the  Eagle  soon  after  leaving 
Key   West." 

"She  passed  within  hail?" 

"That   is   my  recollection." 

"And  reported  no  news?" 

"Yes." 

"As  you  sent  the  Scorpion  to  com- 
municate with  her,  do  you  not  think 
you  were  in  eri'or?"

The  judge  advf>cate  then  jumped  to 
Clenfuegos,  examining  him  upOn  his 
statement  that  upon  arrival  of  the 
squadron  there  the  Scorpion  was  sent 
in  as  a  picket  boat,  and  asked  him  to 
reconcile  that  statement  with  the  en- 
try in  t)he  log  of  the  Scorpion  to  the 
effect  that  from  midnight  to  4  a.  m. 
"Drifted  in  company  with  the  fleet  for 
the  remainder  of  the  watch?" 

The  admiral  explained  that  that  en- 
try did  not  necessarily  mean  that  the 
Scorpion  was  absolutely  in  touch  with 
the  fleet.  As  he  recalled  it  all  the  ships 
were  drifting. 

"Did  you  regard  her  under  these  cir- 
cumstances as  a  picket  boat?" 

"I  did.    She  was  drifting  in  shore." 

"How  far  inside?" 

"That  would  be  a  guess;  perhaps  a 
mile." 

Going  back  to  the  Adula's  appear- 
ance at  Clenfuegos.  Capt.  Lemly  ask.-d 
about  the  war  bulletin  brought  by  that 
vessel,  and  asked  if  it  had  not  s'.ated 
that  the  Spanish  fleet  had  left  there 
on  May  20.  This  the  witness  admit-.ed 
was  true,  as  he  did  also  that  he  had 
said  that  the  distance  from  Clenfuegos 
to  Santiago  was  from  thirty-six  to 
forty-eight  hours.  Then  Capt.  Lemly 
asked: 

"Would  not  the  fact  that  thirty-six 
to  forty-eight  hours  was  necessary  in 
covering  this  distance  have  brought 
the  Spaniards  to  Clenfuegos  after  your 
arrival  there?" 

"I  did  not  wish  to  be  understood  that 
that   time    would   have   been    necessary 


for  the  Spaniards  to  make  the  voyage. 
I  meant  simply  to  give  the  time  con- 
sumed by  the  Hying  squadron  in  mak- 
ing the  voyage. 

Reverting  to  the  blockade  of  Clen- 
fuegos, Capt.  Lemly  asked  witness  how 
he  estimated  the  distance  of  the  block- 
ading fl«et  to  be  between  three  and 
four  miles  from  shore. 

"In  the  day  time  I  took  a  bow  and 
beam  bearing.  This,  together  with  the 
surf  and  the  land,  seemed  to  confirm 
that   that  distance  was  correct." 

The  admiral,  in  reply  to  another 
question  by  Capt.  Lemly.  said  he  had 
plotted  the  distance  on  a  chart  for  his 
own  information.  He  did  not  know 
this  would  ever  become  a  matter  of 
such  importance,  otherwise  he  should 
have  kept  the  memoranduiir  as  he 
would  have  kept  a  great  many  other 
things. 

Adndral  Scthley  said  he  kept  a  close 
watch  at  day  and  at  night  while  awake 
while  off  Clenfuegos.  He  said  he  had 
seen  no  auxiliary  cruiser  or  gunboat 
near  the  entrance  to  the  harbor,  as 
testified  to  by  Lieut.  Griffin.  Witness 
had  an  indistinct  recollection  of  having 
seen  the  mast  or  perhaps  the  top  of  a 
pipe  over  the  hills.  He  saw  nothing 
larger  coming  near  the  mouth  of  the 
harbor  than  an  o>-(linary  steam  launch. 
In  lesponse  to  a  request  from  Capt. 
Lemly  Admiral  Schley  read  extracts 
from  the  Brooklyn's  log  with  the  view 
of  showing  that  the  admiral's  memory 
had  been  at  fault  when  he  stated  that 
the  fleet  was  closer  in  at  night  than 
during  the  day.  The  admiral  had  also 
testified  that  the  set  of  the  current  was 
toward  the  shore.  The  log  showed  that 
at  various  times  the  squadron  had 
steamed  in  as  well  as  out. 

Capt.  Lemly  called  his  attention  to 
the  log  on  the  following  day.  May  24, 
and  then  asked  him  whether  these  en- 
tries in  the  logs  did  not  show  that  the 
ships  steamed  both  in  and  out. 

"Yes,"  replied  witness,  "but  as  theen- 
tries  do  not  show  the  speed  it  is  Impos- 
-sible  to  tell  the  distance.  We  usually 
steamed  as  slowly  as  possible;  simply 
kept   steerage   way." 

"Had  Cervera's  fleet  appeared  during 
the  nights  you  ivere  at  Clenfuegos, 
either  coming  out  or  coming  in  from 
seaward,  what,  under  your  instruc- 
tions, would  your  fleet  have  done?" 

"Knocked     them     out,"     (a     stir     in 
court). 
"What  were  your  instructions?" 
"To     follow      the      flag — instructions 
given  at  Hampton  Roads." 

"What  were  your  instructions?" 
"There  were  none.   I  do  not  consider 
that    the    regulations    or    the    customs 
required  written  instructions. 

"tsn't  the  unwritten  law  at  sea  in 
the  navy  that  the  vessels  in  squadron 
shall  follow  the  flag?" 

"Yes,  except  under  certain  circum- 
stances." 

"What  circumstances?" 
"Well,  a  vessel  might  see  one  of  the 
enemy's   ships   drop   out    and    follow    to 
attack  her.     That  might  be  one  of  the 
circumstances." 
"But  the  rule  is  to  follow  the  flag?" 
"It  is." 

In  response  to  other  questions.  Ad- 
miral Schley  said  there  were  three  or 
four  boats  stretched  across  the  har- 
bor at  Cienfuego.s. 

Capt.  Lemly  called  the  attention  of 
witness  to  the  fact  that,  in  his  former 
testinmony,  he  had  said  that  Lieut. 
Wood  had  reported  him  as  speaking 
disrespectfully  of  Admiral  Sampson, 
calling  him  captain. 
The    admiral    replied    that    he    might

Mc- 
Garrv  was  forme'riv  a  saloonkeeper  well 
known  locally  for  his  wit  and  the  whim- 
sical philosophy  he  brought'  to  bear  on 
passing    events. 

DRACHMANN  IS  ILL.

Auburn,  N.  T.,  Oct.  29.— At  7:12:30 
o'clock  this  morning  Leon  Czolgosz, 
murderer  of  President  William  Mc- 
Kinley, paid  the  extreme  penalty  ex- 
acted by  the  law  for  his  crime.  He 
was  shocked  to  deatli  by  1700  volts  of 
electricity.  He  went  to  the  chair  in  ex- 
actly the  same  manner  as  have  the 
majority  of  murderers  in  this  state, 
showing  n  particular  sign  of  fear,  but, 
in  fact,  doing  what  few  of  them  have 
done — talking  to  the  witnesses  while 
he  was  being  strapped  in  the  chair. 

"I  killed  the  president  because^  he 
was  an  enemy  of  the  good  people — of 
the  working  people.  1  am  not  sorry 
for  my  crime." 

These  were  his  last  words  as  the 
guards   hurried   him   into  the  chair. 

A   moment    later,    mumbling   through 
the  half  adjusted  face  straps,  he  said: 
"I  am  awfully  sorry  I  could  not  see 
my  father." 

Czolgosz  retired  last  night  at  10 
o'clock  and  slept  so  soundly  that 
when  Warden  Mead  went  to  the  cell 
shortly  before  5  o'clock  this  morning, 
the  guard  inside  had  to  shake  Czol- 
gosz to  awaken  him.  He  sat  up  on 
the  edge  of  his  cot  and  made  no  reply 
to  the  warden's  greeting  of  "Good 
morning." 
The  prison  official  took  from  his  pocket 
the  death  warrant  and  read  it  slowly 
and  distinctly  to  the  assassin,  who 
hardly  raised  his  eyes  during  the  per- 
functory  ceremony. 

Just  as  the  warden  stepped  away 
from  the  cell  door,  Czolgosz  called  to 
him  and  said: 

"I  would  like  to  talk  with  the  super- 
intendent." 
The    warden    responded: 
"He  will  be  down  presently." 
Then    the    condemned    man       rolled 
over  on  his  cot,  apparently  anxious  to 
sleep  again. 

At  5:15,  however,  the  guard  brought 
to  him  a  pair  of  dark  trousers  with  the 
left  leg  slit  so  as  to  allow  the  free  ap- 
plication of  the  electrode  and  a  light 
gray   outing   shirt. 

He  was  told  to  get  up  and  put  these 
on,  which  he  did. 

Contrary  to  the  usual  custom,  he 
was  given  a  new  pair  of  shoes.  When 
he  dressed  he  laid  down  on  the  cot 
again  and  In  this  attitude  Superin- 
tendent Collins  found  him  at  5:30 
when  he  went  down  to  visit  him. 

The  superintendent  stood  in  front  of 
the  steel  bars  and  when  the  guard  had 
called   Czolgopzs  attention,   he   said: 

"I  want  to  make  a  statement  before 
you  kill  me." 

"What  do  you  wish  to  say,  Czolgosz?" 
asked   the  .«?uperintendent. 

"I  want  to  make  it  when  there  are 
a  lot  of  people  present.  I  want  them 
to  hear  me."  said  the  prisoner. 

"Well  you  cannot,"  said  the  super- 
intendent. 

"Then  i  won't  talk  at  all,"  said  the 
piisoner  sullenly. 

After  the  superintendent  had  left 
the  guards  brought  Czolgosz's  break- 
fast, consisting  of  coffee,  toast,  eggs 
and  bacon  and  he  ate  with  quite  a  good 
deal  of  relish.  While  he  was  partak- 
ing of  this,  the  witnesses  were  gather- 
ing in  the  offices  of  Warden  Mead  and 
at  7:08  the  procession  passed  to  the 
death  chamber,  going  through  the 
long  south  corridor. 

In  the  chamber  Electrician  Davis  and 
former  Warden  Thayer,  of  Danne- 
mora,  had  arranged  the  chair  test, 
placing  a  bank  of  twenty-two  incan- 
descent lights  across  the  arms  and 
c<mnecting  the  electrode  wires  at 
either  end.  The  witnesses  were  or- 
•Jtved  seated  and  then  Warden  Mead 
brieflv   addressed   them,   saying: 

"You  are  here  to  witness  the  legal 
death  of  Leon  F.  Czolgosz.  I  desire 
that  you  keep  your  seats  and  preserve 
absolute  silence  in  the  death  chain- 
ber  no  matter  what  may  transpire. 
There  are  plenty  of  guards  and  prison 
o.Ti rials  to  preserve  order  and  attend 
to  the  i-rope-  details."      ^      ^     .  , 

The  ijrison  phvslcians.  Dr.  Germ  and 
Dr.  Carlos  F.  MacDonald,  of  New 
York  took  a  p  isition  to  the  left  of  the 
chair  Warden  Mead  stood  directly  in 
front'  and  Electrician  Davis  retired  to 
the  little  room  containing  the  electrical 
sv,itchboard. 

Thayer  gave  the  signal  and  the  cur- 
rent was  turned  through  the  electric 
lights,  flooding  the  chamber  with  bril- 
liant light  and  dramatically  showing 
the  power  that  was  used  to  kill  the 
prisoner.  Warden  Mead  gave  the  sig- 
nal to  have  the  prisoner  brought  in, 
and  at  7:10i^  o'clock  Chief  Keeper 
Tuper  swung  open  the  big  steel  door 
leading  to  the  condemned  cells,  and  as 
the  steel  bars,  behind  which  Cz')lgosz 
had  been  kept,  were  swung  aside,  two 
guards  marched  the  prisoner  out  into 
the  corridor,  two  others  following  and 
the  chief  walking  in  front. 

The  guards  on  either  side  of  Czolgosz 
had  hold  of  his  arms,  as  if  either  to 
support  him  or  to  keep  him  from  mak- 
ing a  demonstration.  As  he  stepped 
over  the  threshold  he  stumbled,  but 
they  held  him  up.  and  as  they  urged 
him  forward  toward  the  chair  he 
<;tumbled  again  on  the  little  rubber 
covered  platform  upon  which  the  chair 
res»«  His  head  was  erect,  and  with 
his  grav  flannel  shirt  turned  back  at 
the  neck  he  looked  quite  boyish.  He 
was  intensely  pale,  and  as  he  tried  to 
throw  his  head  back  and  carry  him- 
self erect,  his  chin  quivered  very  per- 
ceptibly. As  he  was  being  ser.ted  he 
looked  about  at  the  assembled  wit- 
nesses with  quite  a  steady  stare,     and 

said:  ^  . 

"I  killed  the  president  because  ne 
was  an  enemy  of  the  good  people - 
working  people."  ,..,_„         ^    _     ^ 

His  voice  trembled  slightly  at  nrst, 
but  gained  strength  with  each  word, 
and  he  spoke  perfect  English. 

"I  am  not  sorry  for  my  criine,"  he 
<=aid  loudlv.  just  as  the  guard  pushed 
his' head  back  on  the  ruber  head  rest 
and  drew  the  strap  across  his  forehead 
and  chin.  As  the  pressure  on  t'ne 
strpps  tightened  and  bound  the  jaw 
slightlv,  he  mumbled:  "I  am  awfully 
«orry  I  could  not  see  my  father." 

It  was  just  exactly  7:11  o'clock  when 
he  crossed  the  thre.shold.  but  a  minute 
had  elapsed  and  he  had  .iust  finlshe'l 
the  last  statement  when  the  strapping 
was  completed  and  the  guards  stepped 
back.  Warden  Mead  raised  his  hand, 
and  at  7:12:30  Electrician  Davis  turned 
tiie  switch  that  threv.-  1700  volts  of 
electricity  into  th"  living  body. 

The  rush  of  the  ciujf-nt  threw  the 
body  so  hard  against  the  straps  that 
they  creaked  perceptibly.  The  hands 
flinched  suddenly,  nn.d  the  whole  atti- 
tude was  one  of  extreme  tensene.-^s. 
For  forty-five  seconds  thf  full  current 
was  kept  on.  and  then  s;ov.ly  the  elec- 
trician  threw   the  switch   back,   reduc- 


ing the  current  volt  by  volt  until  it 
was  cut  off  entirely.  Then  ju^t  as  it 
had  reached  that  point  he  threw  the 
lever  back  again  for  two  or  three  sec- 
onds. The  body,  which  had  coU:ipsed 
as  the  current  was  reduced,  stiffened 
up  against  the  straps.  When  It  was 
turned  off  again  Dr.  MacDonald  step- 
ped to  the  chair  ind  put  his  hand  over 
the  heart.  He  sa  d  he  felt  no  pul.^^ation, 
but  suggested  the  current  be  turned  on 
for  a  few  seconds  again.  Once  more 
the  body  became  rigid.  At  7:15  the 
current  was  turned  off  for  good. 

From  the  time  Czolgosz  had  left  his 
cell  until  the  full  penalty  was  pair,  le^s 
than  four  minutes  had  elapsed.  The 
physicians  present  used  the  stethos- 
cope and  other  tests  te  determine  if 
any  life  remained,  and  at  7:17  the  war- 
den, raising  his  Jiand.  announced: 
"Gentlemen,  the  prisoner  is  dead." 
The  witnesses  filed  from  the  chamber, 
many  of  them  visibly  affected,  and  the 
body  was  taken  from  the  chair  and  laid 
on  the  operating  table. 

When  the  body  of  Czolgosz  had  been 
removed  from  the  room  where  he  was 
killed  to  the  a  ttopsy  table.  Auburn 
prison  returned  to  tlie  routine  of  its 
ordinary  life.  The  prisoners,  who  had 
been  kept  locked  in  their  cells,  were 
released  at  7:45  o'clock  and  prison 
work  was  resumed  at  once.  There 
was  no  excitement  among  the  con- 
victs. Scarcelj  a  hundred  people 
gathered  outsldf  the  prison  gate  to 
watch  the  witnesses  enter  and  wait- 
until  they  reappeared.  The  witnesses 
dispersed  qulckl;,',  some  of  them  leav- 
ing for  their  homes  as  early  at  9 
o'clock. 

Prison  Superintendent  Collins  made 
the  following  statement  to  the  Asso- 
ciated Press: 

"Just  consider  that  within  about 
six   weeks   from   the  death   of  his   dis- 


tinguished victim.  Czolgosz  was  regu- 
larly tried,  convicted,  sentenced  and 
executed,  and  this  despite  the  fact 
that  the  law  compelled  us  to  give  him 
four  weeks  to  prepare  for  death.  All 
has  been  done  in  a  dignified  way.  and 
the  greatest  credit  is  due  to  Warden 
Mead  for  the  care  he  has  taken  to 
strip  th-  case  of  sensationalism.  The 
execution  was  one  of  the  most  suc- 
cessful ever  conducted  in  the  state. 
Extraordinary  care  had  to  be  taken  in 
the  case,  because  both  the  warden  and 
I  received  hundreds  of  threatening 
letters,  many  of  them  asserting  in 
violent  and  Intenipeiatt  language  that 
the  prison'M-  would  never  'je  pu*  in  the 
chair.  I  have  decided  for  the  pres- 
ent that  we  will  not  destroy  any  of 
the  hundreds  of  letters  written  to 
Czolgosz,  the  warden  and  my.self  as  to 
the  case.  Eventually  they  will  be 
destroyed,  but  It  lias  struck  me  that 
we  should  make  a  list  of  them,  es;  e- 
cially  of  those  letters  signed  with  full 
and  proper  names.  In  which  condol- 
ence was  offered  to  the  prisoner  or 
the  threats  against  us  were  made.  My 
plan  Is  to  get  the  addresses  of  these 
people  and  keep  the  list  for  police 
reference.  I  believe  that  there  may 
come  a  time  when  such  a  list  would 
be  valuable  In  running  down  anar- 
chists. I  have  directed  the  burial  of 
the  body  of  Czolgosz  In  the  regular 
prison  plot  in  the  local  cemetery.  The 
funeral  will  take  place  some  time 
within  the  next  forty-eight  hours.  We 
will  keep  the  grave  guarded  dey  and 
night  until  such  time  as  the  quick- 
lime, which  will  be  placed  aiound  the 
body,  shall  have  entirely  destroyed  it." 

Electrician    Davis    made    this    state- 
ment as   to   the   execution: 

"I  used  1700  volts  of  electricity,  turn-

HE  SHOT  HIS  MISTRESS 

Brother  o!  President  Castro  of  Venezuela  Emptied 

Mis  Revolver  Into  Woman  Riding 

With  His  Rival. 


New  York,  Oct.  29.— Carmello  Castro, 
a  brother  of  the  president  of  Venezuela, 
has  just  shot  his  mistress,  cables  the 
Caracas  correspandent  of  the  Tribune. 
The  latter  was  in  a  carriage  with  a 
rival.  Castro  followed  the  carriage, 
and  in  a  dark  street  stopped  the  vehi- 
cle,   mounted   ttie   box   and   fired    until 


the  revolver  was  emptied.  His  rival 
returned  the  fire,  wounding  Castro 
slightly.  The  woman  was  shot  in  the 
neck  and  breast.  She  will  probably 
die  The  man  who  accomp-in-ed  tiie 
woman  received  a  bullet  in  one  of  his 
legs.  Castro  was  arrested.  To  his 
jailer  he  threatened  to  commit  suicide. 


TWO  WERE  SUFFOCATED 

Fire  In  Flat  Building  In  Chicago  Causes   Death   of 

Two    and  Serious    Injury    to 

Three  Others. 


Chicago,  Oct.  29.— Two  persons  lost 
their  lives,  thn»e  were  injured  and  a 
score  were  overcome  by  smoke  in  a  fire 
in  the  Eagle  flat  building,  Lyttle  and 
Taylor  streets,    today. 

The  dead: 

MRS.  D.  RYAN,  50  years  old,  suffo- 
cated. 

MRS.  ANNA  KING,  daughter  of  Mrs, 
Ryan,   suffocated. 

The  injured:  Elsie  King,  12  years 
old,     rescued     while    unconscious  from 


inhaling  smoke;  slightly  burned.  M. 
Otis,  jumped  forty  feet  from  roof; 
bruised.  E.  Hegg,  jumped  from  roof; 
bruised. 

Other  occupants  who  were  overcome 
by  the  smoke  were  rescued  bv  firemen 
or  members  of  their  own  families,  and 
all  recovered  in  the  open  air.  Frank 
Thompson,  the  janitor,  was  among  the 
first  rescued,  and  when  he  revived  he 
rushed  back  into  the  building  and  as- 
sisted in  the  rescue  work.  The  blaze 
originated  In  the  basement,  and  was 
extinguished  after  $1o<jO  damages  had 
been  done. 


TOUR  NOT  A  SUCCESS 


Lack  of  Interest  In  Trip  of  Duke  and   Duchess   of 
York  to  Be  Made   Up  By   Recep- 
tion In  London. 


London,  Oct.  'J9 — Most  elaborate  plans  ,  companied  by  a  flotilla  of  smaller  royal 


have  been  made  for  the  reception  of  the 
duke  and  duchess  of  Cornwall  and 
York  at  Portsmouth  and  London.  It  is 
not  generally  felt  that  the  tour  of  the 
duke  and  duchess  has  been  a  success, 
as,  on  the  whole,  comparatively  little 
Interest  has  been  taken  in  it.  the  war 
and  other  events  having  completely 
overshadowed  ihe  royal  journey.  The 
officials,  however,  are  determined  that 
it  shall  end  in  a  blaze  of  glory.  At 
Portsmouth  an  effective  naval  display 
has  been  arranged.  Fifteen  battle.ships 
and  cruisers  will  sail  tomorrow  to  meet 
the  royal  yaclt  Ophir  and  escort  her 
to  Portsmouth.  Other  ships  there  v.ill 
join  in  the  reception,  and  Friday  even- 
ing the  whole  i  ect  in  the  harboi-  will  be 
illuminated.  King  Edward  and  Queen 
Alexandria,  w  ih  the  children  of  the 
duke  and  duche.ss  of  <'ornwall  and  York 
and  other  menbers  of  the  royal  family, 
on  board   the    victoria  and  Albert,  ac- 


yachts,  will  meet  the  Ophir  in  the 
channel  Friday  and  e.^cort  her  into  the 
harbor.  The  royal  party  wlil  take  the 
train  Saturday  and  reji-h  London  at  1

Oct.  29.— Almost  the 
entire  attention  of  the  physicians  as- 
Blgnfd  to  the  autopsy  of  Czolgosii  was 
directed  towards  discovering,  if  possi- 
ble, whether  the  assassin  was  in  any 
■way  mentally  Irresponsible.  The  au- 
topsy was  conducted  by  Dr.  Carlos  F. 
MacDonald.  E.  A.  Spitzka  and  Prison 
Physician  Gerin.  The  top  of  the  head 
was  sawed  off  through  the  thickest  part 

of  the  skull,  which  was  found  to  be  of 
normal  thltknt-ss.  and  't  was  the  un- 
itntmous  agrticnunts  of  the  mlcrostop-

leal  examination  that  the  brain  was 
normal  or  slightly  above  normal.  This 
demonstrated  to  the  physicians  that  in 
no  way  was  Czolgosz's  mental  condition 
,  except  as  it  might  have  been  pervert- 
ed, responsible  for  the  crime. 

The  authopsy  was  finished  shortly  be- 
fore noon,  when  the  surgeons  'ssued 
the  following  statement: 

The  autopsy  w.is  made  by  Edward  A. 
Spitzka,  of  New  York,  under  the  im- 
mediate supervision  and  direction  of 
Dr.  Cariv>s  F.  M.Dcnald,  of  New  York, 
and  Dr.  John  Gerin,  prison  physician. 
The  autopsy  occupleu  over  three  hours 
and  embraced  a  careful  examination  of 
all  the  bodily  organs,  including  the 
brain.  The  examination  revealed  a 
perfectly  healthy  state  of  all  the  organs, 
including  the  brain. 

"All  of  tho  i-hysicians  who  attended 
the  execution  were  present  at  the  au- 
topsy and  all  concurred  in  the  findings 
of  the  examiners 

"JOHN  GERIN.  M.  D„ 
"CARLOS  M.  MCDONALD. 
"E.  A.  SPITZKA." 
A  lengthy  technical  statement  is 
being  prepareil  and  will  be  issued  later 
in  the  day.  The  body  was  placed  in  a 
black  stained  pine  cotfin.  every  portion 
of  the  anatomy  being  replaced  undei- 
the  supervision  of  Dr.  Gerin  and 
Warden  Mead.  Shortly  afterward  it 
was  taken  to  the  prison  cemetery  and 
an  extraordinary  precaution  taken  to 
completely  destroy  it.  A  few  days  ago, 
under  the  warden's  order,  an  experi- 
ment was  made  to  determine  the 
power  of  Qulck  lime  in  the  destruc- 
tion of  flesh  and  bone,  which  was  not 
satisfactory.  Warden  Mead,  who 
conferred  with  some  of  the  physicians 
present,  determined,  in  conjunction 
with  Superintendent  Collins,  that  the 
purpose  of  the  law  was  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  body  that  it  was  necessary 
to  use  quick  lime  for  that  end.  Ac- 
cordingly a  carV)oy  of  acid  was  ob- 
tained and  poured  upon  the  body  in 
the  coflin  after  it  had  been  lowered 
into  the  grave.  Straw  was  used  in  the 
four  corners  of  the  grave  and  the  earth 
was  put  in  to  give  vent  to  such  gases 
a.s  might  form. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  physicians  that 
the  body  will  be  entirely  disintegrated 
within  twelve  hours.  During  that 
time,  and  as  long  as  deemed  necessary, 
a  guard  will  be  kept  over  the  un- 
marked grave.

have  gotten  'Wood  confused  with  Hood 
and,  upon  refen-lng  to  the  court  rec- 
ord, he  said  it  was  true  that  Wood 
had    not    so    testified. 

The  admiral  was  again  questioned 
concerning  the  return  of  his  papers  to 
the  navy  department. 

"All  my  papers,"  he  replied,  "were 
packed  in  a  box  and  so  far  as  I  know 
not  a  single  one  was  left,  except  some 
blue  prints  and  the  second  copy  of  the 
•Dear  Schley'  letter,  which  was  put  in 
an  envelope  and   retained." 

"You  were  aware  of  the  department's 
reguiati(m  requiring  that  all  papers 
should  be  returned  upon  surrendering 
a  flagship?" 

"I  was  aware  of  that  regulation,  yes, 
but  my  papers  after  being  boxed  up 
were  inadvertently  sent  after  me  to 
Porto  Rico  after  the  close  of  the  cam- 
paign. I  did  not  return  to  the  United 
States  until  November.  I  then  delivered 
them  as  required." 

Capt.  Lemly  then  questioned  witness 
regarding  the  wind  off  Cienfuegos 
while  the  flying  squadron  was  there. 
Admiral  Schley  had  stated.  In  his  tes- 
timony in  chief,  that  the  wind  was 
fresh.  Capt.  Lemly  called  the  admiral's 
attention  to  the  Brooklyn's  log  for 
May  23  and  24.  The  log  showed  the 
state  of  the  wind  at  different  periods 
on  those  days,  varying  from  one  to 
four. 

"Why  did  you.  on  the  day  the  Iowa 
coaled  from  the  Merrimac,  May  23.  in- 
form Admiral  Sampson  that  coaling 
off  Cienfuegos  was  very  uncertain T' 

"Simply  on  account  of  the  weather." 

"You  coaled  one  of  the  battleships?" 

"Yes." 

"Did  you,  in  the  same  dispatch,  in- 
form Admiral  Sampson  that  one  of 
the  battle.<vhips  had  been  coaled  on 
that    date?" 

"I  reported  the  fact  to  him  on 
May  30." 

Referring  to  the  blockade  of  Santi- 
ago. Capt.  Lemly  asked  witness  why 
he  had  sent  a  dispatch  to  Admiral 
Sampson  that  "on  accounf  of  short 
coal  supply  cannot  blockade  them  (the 
Spaniards)    in    Santiago." 

"I  meant  that  if  we  could  not  have 
coaled  off  Santiago  we  could  not  have 
stayed  there." 

"Did   you  state  that  condition?" 

"No,  I  did  not  state  that  condition. 
That  was  the  Impression  In  my  mind." 

"What  do  you  mean  by  the  report 
'I  shall  not  be  able  to  remain  off  that 
port  (Santiago  )on  account  of  general 
shortage  of  coal  ."upply?"  " 

'I  think  all  the  vessels  were  more  or 
less  short  of  their  complement,  and 
considering  the  fact  that  they  ought 
to  be  fit  for  any  service  and  for  every 
service  and  that  in  arriving  off  th/^ 
port  we  ought  to  hf>  more  than  half  or 
three-quarters    full." 

"How  about  the  Brooklym  She  had 
plenty  of  coal?" 

"I  do  not  think  there  was  ever  any 
question  about  the  Brooklyn." 

"How  about   the   Massachusetts?" 

"She  and  the  Texas  were  constantly 
solicitous  about  coal." 

Capt.  Lemly  asked  the  admiral  to 
point  out  the  signals  of  the  Massachu- 
setts and  Texa|S.  .showing  the  solici- 
tude about  coal  and  also  to  Include  the 
Iowa. 

In  response.  Admiral  Schley  said  that 
when  the  Iowa  arrived  at  Cienfuegos 
she  only  had  about  half  her  coal  sup- 
ply aboard  and  almost  her  first  re- 
quest was  for  coal  from  the  coliier. 
"Did  she  get  coal?" 
"Yea.  She  took  on  about  2.^0  tons." 
The  admiral  was  then  proceeding  to 
read  the  signals  from  the  Iowa,  Massa- 
chusetts and  Texas,  to  the  flagship  re- 
lative to  coal,  when  Capt.  Lemly  inter- 
rupted to  say  that  the  admiral  had  tes- 
tified to  these  signals  in  his  testimony 
in  chief,  whereupon  Capt.  Parker  pro- 
tested that  it  was  unfair  to  ask  for  sig- 
nals and  then  stop  him  as  soon  as  he 
had  begun  to  comply.  (?apt.  Lemly  dis- 
claimed any  desire  to  be  unfair.  What 
he  wanted  was  signals  imlicating  .soli- 
citude for  coal.  Thereupon  Admiral 
Schley  proceeded  with  the  reading  of 
the  signals.  After  he  had  read  about 
twenty  he  looked  up.  "Do  you  want 
any  more?"   he  inquired. 

"I  am  satisfied  if  the  admiral  is,"  ob- 
served  Capt.   Parker. 

Capt.  Lemly  then  continued  the  cross- 
examination. 

"Which  of  these  signals  indicates  soli- 
citude?" 

"I  should  say  all.  or  most  of  them." 
(^apt.  Lemly  at  this  point  again  went 
back  to  the  state  of  the  sea. 

"The  Brooklyn's  log  says  that  on  May 
24  the  sea  was  smooth.  W'hy  then  on 
that  day  did  you  report  to  Admiral 
Sampson,  expressing  apprehension  of 
difficulty  in  coaling  off  Santiago?" 

"As  I  have  stated  before  a  sea  that 
would  be  smooth  for  the  Brooklvn 
would  be  rough  for  smaller  vessels." 

"Did  you  on  May  24,  before  McCalla 
reported  that  the  fleet  was  not  in  Cien- 
fuegos, contemplate  sending  one  or 
two  of  your  larger  boats  back  to  Key 
■West  for  coal?" 

"I  think  I  contemplated  .sending  some 
of  the  ships  back  if  we  should  be  un- 
able to  coal  within  a  week." 

"At  what  time  did  you  learn  definite- 
ly that  the  Spaniards  were  not  in  Cien- 
fuegos?" 

"I'pon  Capt.  McCalla's  return,  about 
4  p.  m..  May  24." 

"What  time  did  you  sail  for  Santia- 
go?" 

"My  impres.sion  is  that  we  formed 
column  between  5  and  6  p.  m.,  and  stood 
off  on  a  course  south  by  east  and  then 
stopped,  leaving  the  Castine  in  front 
of  the  harbor.  By  7  or  8  o'clock  we  got 
under  way.  laying  our  course  southwest 
by  south." 

When  his  attention  was  called  to 
tho  fact  that  he  had  in  a  report  said 
the  departure  was  timed  at  5:15.  he 
said  that  not  having  the  data  before 
him  when  he  made  the  statement,  he 
had  taken  the  information  from  Capt. 
McCalla's  report.  "That  statement," 
he  said,  "referred  to  the  time  of  for- 
mation of  column,  as  I  regarded  that 
as  a  preliminary  step  to  getting  off." 
"Were  there  any  signals?" 
"There    were." 

"Was  it  dark  when  you  got  under 
-way?" 
"I  don't  remember  entirely,  but  it 
must  be  borne  In  mind  that  dark 
comes  early  in  that  vicinity.  It  was, 
however,  dark  enough  to  read  the  Ar- 
dois  signals.  I  can't  say  just  what  the 
hour  was,  but  the  signals  were  used 
up    to   9:25    p.    m." 

"You  were  ordered  to  mask  your 
movements,    were    you    not?" 

"Yes;  that  is.  we  were  so  expected  if 
tve  should  proceed  in  the  daytime.  Our 
directions  In  dispatch  No.  8  were  to 
bear  in  mind  that  vessels  could  be 
traced  by  their  simoke  for  thirty  or 
forty  miles.  I  believed  that  we  were  so 
far  away  at  that  time  that  the  people 
oil  shore  would  not  know  what  we 
were  doing  other  than  signaling,  even 
if  thev  did  see." 

"The  Ardois  code  is  not  a  secret 
code,   is   it?" 

"Ordlnarilv  it  is  practically  so.  It 
is  a  code  of  letters.  I  don't  believe 
they  could  be  translated  by  foreign 
people." 

"Did    you    \X3":    a    key    in    employing 
then  on  Xhis  occasion?" 
"I   dont'   recall." 

"You  remember  that  you  were  near 
enough  to  the  village  of  Trnidad  to  see 
lights  on  shore  there  that  night,  do 
you   not?" 

"I  only  say  the  loom  of  the  lights  in 
the    clouds    there.       The    lights    them- 
selves might  have  been  seen   from  the 
bridge,    but    I    did    not    see    them." 
"W'hen    you    left    Cieufuegos    where 
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did  you   think  the  Spani.sh   fleec  was? 

"I  did  not,  of  course,  know  exactly 
where  it  was.  If  I  had  I  would  have 
gone  stiaight  for  it.  Ac*cording  to  the 
information  which  came  to  me  I  sup- 
po:-^ed  that  if  it  was  not  at  Santiago  it 
was  somewhere  in  that  vicinity,  but 
my  impression  was  that  it  had  come 
out,  as  this  information  from  the  ad- 
miral had  indicated,  but  just  where  it 
was,  of  course,  I  could  not  decide." 

"Did  you  give  any  special  instruc- 
tions to  your  captains  while  making 
this  passage  from  Cienfuegos  to  Santi- 
ago in  regard  to  looking  out  for  tho 
Spanish  fleet?" 

■  I  did  not  give  any  special  instruc- 
t'ons.     They  had    their  instructions." 

"Referring  to  the  Adula,  which  Capt. 
Cook  said  he  regarded  as  a  suspicious 
craft,  do  you  know  she  was  afterward 
capturtHl  and  condemned  as  a  prize?" 

"I  do  not  know  whether  it  was  the 
same  vessel  or  not.  ~I  never  saw  her 
afterward.  There  r-ertainly  wa.s  noth- 
ing in  the  examination  of  her  that  In- 
dicattni  that  she  was  a  susijicious  ship. 
She  was  duly  certified  by  our  slate 
department  to  enter  the  port  of  Cien- 
fuegos." 

In  answer  to  other  quest'ons.  Ad- 
miral Schley  testified  that  "ihe  state 
department  certificate  was  In  the  form 
of  an  authorization,  signed  \y  Consul 
General  Atkinson. 

Other  questions  and  repll*>3  had  to 
do  with  the  coaling  of  the  T^agle.  and 
the  efforts  to  coal  the  other  ships  of 
the  squadron  about  May  26  and  27  .ind 
the  occasion  for  the  retrograde  move- 
ment. Capt.  Lemly  asked  why  he  had 
steamed  twenty- three  miles  to  the 
westward  on  this  occasion,  and  the 
admiral  showed  from  the  log  he  had 
gone  but  eighteen  miles. 

Moreover,  the  admiral  stated  that  he 
had  been  obliged  to  steam  three  or  four 
knots  further  than  he  would  have  done 
to  overtake  the  Yale,  which  did  not  re- 
spond  to   the  Brooklyn's  signal. 

"In  your  testimony  you  say  you  did 
not  disobey  orders  when  you  started 
westward,  because  you  returned  to 
your  station  without  fiirther  direction. 
Am  I  right?" 

•Yes." 

"Upon  receipt  of  instructions,  did  you 
not,   nevertheless,   leave  your  station?" 

"Yes,  I  did,  for  these  reasons:  1 — 
Because  c^apt.  Sigsbee,  a  scout,  placed 
in  front  of  Santiago  harbor,  informed 
me  that  he  did  not  believe  the  Spanish 
fleet  was  there.  2 — Because  Nunez, 
the  pilot,  told  me  he  did  not  believe 
the  enemy's  fleet  could  enter  the  har- 
bor. 3 — The  order  No.  7,  with  the  ac- 
companying memorandum,  in  Which 
Admiral  Sampson  minimized  the  im- 
portance of  this  squadron  being  there 
and  the  fact  that  tht>  department's 
telegram,  which  reached  me  May  27, 
was  so  ambiguous  in  its  terms.  It  au- 
thorized me  to  coal  at  Gonaives.  Hayti 
or  at  Cape  Cruz.  Gonaives  being  to  the 
eastward  and  knowing  that  Admiral 
Sampson  was  at  Key  Francis,  in  the 
Bahama  channel  to  the  north,  it  oc- 
curred to  me  that  if  the  Spanish 
scjuadron  were  extant  that  the  proper 
strategical  move  was  to  go  to  the 
westward  and  not  the  eastward.  I 
^^as  authorized  in  the  same  telegram 
to  move  as  far  west  as  Cape  Cruz,  pro- 
vided coaling  had  been  found  possible 
there.  I  did  not  go  to  Cape  Cruz  within 
eighty  miles.  I  think.  Now  those  were 
the  influencing  and  the  operating  mo- 
tives. I  felt  that  the  move  west  was 
strategically  the  proper  one.  with  a  de- 
tfrmination  to  coal  as  quli'kly  as  pos- 
sible and  that  the  eflSciency  of  my 
squadron  as  a  unit  was  only  equal  to 
the  efficiency  of  the  coal  supply  of  the 
slowest  one  that  cofnposed  it.  Those 
were  the  motives  which  caused  that 
movement.  The  ambiguity  of  the 
telegram  from  the  department.  I  think, 
is  manifest  almost  at  once,  because  it 
states  first  specifically  that  all  the  de- 
partment's information  indicated  so 
and  so.  That  is  that  the  Spanish  fleet 
was  still  at  Santiago.  It  pointed  out 
a  place  which  at  that  time  was  not  ac- 
cessible and  lastly,  it  looked  to  me  to 
determine  and  report  whether  the 
enemy  was  in  port  or  not.  Those  were 
the   influencing   motives." 

Capt.  Lemly:  "And  you  were  satis- 
fied from  these,  without  taking  any 
steps  whatever  to  ascertain,  if  this  or- 
der or  these  reports  were  correct?" 

"I  ascertained  for  myself  through 
the   medium    that   the  department    had 

placed    there    to    kC'ep    me    Informed.

Those  scouts  represented  very  largely 
the  cavalry  of  the  army  and  if  they 
were  unreliable  thej-  should  not  have 
been  placed  there.  I  must  have  relied 
upon   what    they   said." 

He  again  spoke  of  nhe  dispatch  to  the 
department  Indicatirg  that  the  Span- 
iards were  still  at  Santiago  as  ambigu- 
ous and  .said  that  the  information  that 
there  were  Cubans  five  or  six  miles 
west  of  Santiago  was  erroneous,  for  the 
Cuban  pilot,  Nuntz.  had  informed  him 
to  the  contrary.  He  claimed  that  the 
dispatch  also  was  ambiguous  in  the 
matter  of  coaling  the  Harvard  from 
the    Merrimac. 

"If  you  will  look  at  the  memorandum 
No.  8,  you  will  also  find  that  Admiral 
Sampson  held  to  the  view  that  when 
you  left  Cienfuegos  the  Spanish  squad- 
ron probably  would   leave  Santiago."

ORDER    AFFIRMED. 

Judge    Bunn    Sustained    By 
Supreme  Court. 

St.  Paul,  Oct.  2D.— Judec  Lovely  of  the 
supreme  court  today  affirmed  the  order 
of  Judge  Bunn.  of  the  district  court,  re- 
fusing the  application  for  a  writ  of  ha- 
beas corpus  by  which  It  was  sought  to 
secure  the  release  of  Edward  McNlchols, 
who  Is  wanted  in  Chicago  to  answer  lo 
the    charge    of    robbery.     Judgment    will 

not  be  entered,  however,  until  Daniel  W. 
Lawler,  McNicho's'  attorney,  i-s  given  a 
chance  to  ask  for  a  stay  of  proceedinRS. 
pending-  appltfatlon  to  the  supreme  court 
of  the  United  Slates  for  a  writ  of  error. 


Minneapolis,  Oct.  29. — The  organiza- 
tion committee  of  the  Trades  and  Labor 
council  has  commenced  the  work  of  or- 
ganizing the  street  railway  employes  of 
Minneapolis. 

Plans  for  the  creation  of  the  new 
union  are  in  their  incipiency,  but  it  is 
asserted  that  a  strong  nucleus  hss  been 
formed  and  that  under  ordinary  condi- 
tions the  organization  will  be  a  success. 

Great  secrecy  has  been  maintained  by 
the  members  of  the  committee  in  go- 
ing about  their  work. 

They  expect  the  active  opposition  of 
the  management  of  the  company  as 
soon  as  the  fact  that  an  attempt  is  be- 
ing made  to  organize  the  men  comes  to 
its  attention. 

The  organizers  assert  that  there  are 
a  number  among  the  stieet  railw;<y 
company's  employes  Avho  have  been 
members  of  unions  in  othc"  cities  and 
that  there  is  a  strong  .sentiment  in  fa- 
vor of  organization  among  the  men  who 
never  affiliated  with  any  union. 


Washington,  Oct.  29.— After  the  recess 
Capt:  Lemly  repeated  the  modified 
question  pending  when  the  court  of  In- 
quiry recessed,   as  follows: 

"Did  you  not  accept  the  department's 
order  as  requiring  you  to  return  and 
remain  off  Santiago?" 

"After  coaling,  finding  that  the  suffi- 
ciency of  the  squadron  was  establish- 
ed  nearer   on  a  basis  of   equality  and 

as  we  were  not  a  great  dit.cance  from 
Santiago,  I  returned,  in  vitw  of  the 
suggestion  of  the  department,  to  that 
port,  to  ascertain  defio'tely  v/hether 
the  enemy  was  In  port  before  proceed- 
ing to  the  westward.  Upon  our  retur.T 
we  discovered  the  Spanish  fleet." 

"After  you  stopped  May  26  when  tlie 
Merrimac's  engines  broke  down,  do  you 
remember  whether  you  started  again 
until  4  p.  m.  May  27?" 

"We  attempted  to  get  a  line  aboard 
and  my  impression  is  we  did  not  get 
under  way  until  after  4  o'clock." 

The  witness  was  asked  whether  h\ 
did  not  steer  a  westerly  course  before 
and  after  the  interval  of  slopping  on 
May  26  and  27. 

"No,"  replied  the  admiral-  (iv.ferring 
to  the  Brooklyn's  log).  "It  shows  we 
were  steering  to  the  eastward  up  to 
6  p.  m..  May  26;  from  9  to  11:30  to  the 
westward  and  from  7  to  8.  on  the  17th, 
west-northwest  to  pick  tip  the  Yale  with 
the  Ardois  signals." 

Referring  to  the  signal  or  the  Texas 
May  27,  saying,  "We  can  try,"  in  re- 
sponse to  the  inquiry  whethet-  she  could 
coal.  Admiral  Schley  said  that  the 
Texas  did  make  the  trial  anfd  that  she 
not  only  succeeded  in  coaling,  but  that 
she  succeeded  in  doing  some  injury  to 
herself  and  also  the  Merrimac  in  the 
transaction.  The  damage  was  not 
great,  but  it  indicated  that  there  was 
reason  for  the  doubt  which  Capt. 
Philip's  signal  had  indicated  him  to  be 
In. 

He  also  said  that  th*t  Merrimac  had 
used  her  own  steam  in  going  to  San- 
tiago on  the  trip  after  the  retrograde 
movement.  He  placed  the  Brctoklyn's 
position  on  the  first  arrival  off  San- 
tiago at  20  southward. 

Capt.  Lemiy  then  asked:  "If.  having 
brought  the  flying  squadron  to  the  vi- 
cinity of  Santiago,  and  ha\ing  in  yoor 
possess!  in  a  dispatch  from  the  de- 
partment dated,  Washington.  May  25, 
1898,  which  directed  the  Harvard  to 
picceed  at  once  and  inform  you  and 
also  the  s^enior  officer  present  off  San- 
tiago 'all  department's  information' 
whether  you  did  not  with  this  dispatvh 
in  your  hand^t  signal  Destination  Key 
West'  without  consulting  the  com- 
manding officers  of  the  several  vessels 
composing   your   fleet?" 

"I  did  not  get  that  dispatch  until 
May  27,  although  dated  the  25th  at 
Washingicn,  and  I  did  hoist  the  sig- 
n.Tt  afterward  for  the  reason,  as  I 
stated  a  little  while  ago.  that  the  in- 
fj-mation  In  m^  possession  at  that 
time  from  Capt.  Sigsbee  was  the  posi- 
tive assertion  that  the  Spanish  fleet 
was  not  therr.,  supported  by  the  testi- 
mony of  Nunez,  that  they  could  not  get 
in  on  account  of  certain  difflculties  of 
draught  and  narrowness  of  channel.  I 
d€cidtd  that  I  had  to  act  on  my  own 
responDib'lity.  I  did  not  call  the  com- 
manding officers  on  board,  for  as  I 
stated  in  my  direct  testimony,  I  was 
always  ready  to  assume  the  respon- 
sibility for  any  movenient  that  might 
involve  censure  rather  than  throwing 
myself  back  upon  anybody  else.  That 
was  the  motivt  and  reason  for  this  ac- 
tion." 

In  response  to  an  inquiry,  he  said 
that  he  thought  he  had  confided  to 
Capt.  Cook  his  purpose  in  returning 
to  Key  West,  but  he  could  not  recall 
certainly  that  he  had  done  so. 

"Where  could  you  have  coaled  if  you 
had  gone  to  Key  West?" 

"My  purpose  was  to  coal  at  the  first 
chance  whenever  it  was  possible  to  do 
so.  If  I  had  gone  to  Key  West  I  should 
have  coaled  on  the  outside — Just  outside 
the  lighthouse." 

Asked  about  condition  of  the  coil 
supply  at  3:55  p.  m.  May  27,  when  a  dis- 
patch was  sent  from  him  saying  that 
half  the  squadron  was  out  of  coal,  he 
said  that  evidently  there  was  an  error 
In  that  dispatch,  that  while  the  original 
as  written  read  that  way  he  could  not 
have  dictated  it.  "because,"  he  said, 
"fhat  was  not  trtie." 

In  reply  to  questions  as  to  why  he 
did  not  coal  the  Brooklyn  on  May  27, 
Admiral  Schley  .said  that  It  was  on  ac- 
count of  the  motion  of  the  ship,  adding 
that  she  did  not  need  coal  at  that  time. 
He  ♦ilunteered  the  information  that 
the  great  vessels  constltiitlng  the  fight- 
ing force  of  the  fleet  burned  150  tons 
of  coal  a  day  in  merely  turning  their 
engines  over,  adding,  "X  do  not  wonder 
that  they  were  very  much  concerned 
about  coal." 

He  said  in  reply  to  a  question  as  to 
■why  he  had  telegraphed  that  Admiral 
Sampson  would  relieve  him  when  he 
went  to  coal  that  he  did  not  want  to 
leave  Santiago  unblockaded.  He  also 
stated  that  his  reason  Tor  not  having 
Wise  and  Jewell  come  on  board  the 
Brookivn  was  that  Sigsbee  had  sup- 
posedlv  given  all  the  information  they

Tnere  will  be  so  much 
business  before  the  national  legislature 
that  congressional  prophets  figure  that 
the  usual  recess  between  the  two  ses- 
sions cannot  be  taken  before  lat-^  in 
October,  11K)2.  Some  idea  of  what  con- 
gress will  have  to  do  will  be  fore- 
shadowed in  the  annual  message  which 
President  Roosevelt  will  present  on 
the  first  or  second  sitting  of  congress 
in  December  next.  That  President 
Roosevelt  will  make  some  important 
recommendation.'  is  known  to  be  a  fact. 
It  is  too  early  v  t,  however,  to  make 
anything  like  a  reasonable  guess  what 
those  recommendations  will   be. 

Leaving  aside  what  President  Roose- 
velt may  intimate  that  he  detires  con- 
gress to  do,  there  is  enough  "holdover" 
business  to  keep  congress  in  session 
for  months,  and  then,  in  addition  to 
this,  the  routine  work  and  whatever 
congress  has  t<>  deal  with  will  take 
more  time  at  tl"e  coming  session  than 
at  any  held  in  tie  recent  past. 

It  will  be  recslled  that  the  national 
shipping  subsidy  bill  is  a  measure 
which  took  up  i  good  deal  of  time  at 
the  last  two  .sestslons  of  congress,  and 
will  probably  occupy  as  much  lime,  if 
not  more,  at  th'  coming  se.seion.  This 
is  a  measure,  «s  Is  well  known,  that 
Senator  Hanna  and  other  prominent

The  Nicaraguan  canal  bill  will  take 
up  a  good  deal  of  time  in  committee  and 
in  both  housesi.  but  it  is  uncertain 
whether  it  will  pass  and  receive  the 
signature  of  the  president  at  the  first 
session  of  the  coming  congress.  A  tre- 
mendous fight  ^\lll  be  made  by  the  ad- 
vocates of  this  bill,  and  the  opposition 
will  put  up  as  ftrong  a  contest  as  they 
can  to  pi^vent  its  passage  In  the  senate 
if  they  fail  to  defeat  it  in  the  lower 
house. 

The  Democrats  will  undoubtedly  at- 
tempt to  tinker  the  tariff,  and  this  will 
require  considerable  time,  whether  the 
present  Dlnglej  law  is  finally  amended 
or  not. 

The  Democratic  leaders  will  also  at- 
tempt to  arraign  the  Republican  policy 
in  the  Philipp  nes,  Porto  Rico,  Cuba 
and  Hawaii,  .fust  what  they  will  be 
able  to  accomp  ish  cannot  now  be  fore- 
shadowed, but,  if  they  do  little  else, 
they  will  protably  make  some  cam- 
paign thunder,  to  be  used  In  the  na- 
tional congressional  election  In  1902.

In  view  of  this  fact  there  is  a 
bare  possibility  that  those  members  of 
the  cabinet  at  present  ser\ing  under 
President  Roosevelt  can  be  succeeded 
by  well  qualifed  Southern  Republicans 
during  the  next  two  or  three  months. 
That  President  Roosevelt,  however,  has 
under  consideration  some  Southern  Re- 
publican for  a  cabinet  place  is  known 
to  be  a  fact.  Possibly  J.  Hamoton 
Hoge,  the  present  candidate  for  gov- 
ernor on  the  Republican  ticket  in  Vir- 
ginia, if  defeated  in  November,  may 
come  into  the  cabinet.  This  is  mere 
gossip,  however,  and.  as  before  stated, 
11  may  be  impossible  for  Col.  Roose- 
velt to,  at  present,  choo.se  a  man  from 
the  South  for  a  cabinet  place  who 
would  be  of  an  benefit  to  him  officially

A  n«w  company  is  being  formed  to  tako 
over  the  Flint  Steel.  Caledonia  and  an- 
other property,  all  now  idle,  located  in 
Ontonii^on  uonnty.  The  details  of  the  eon- 
solklailon  have  b<  tn  completed  in  New 
York  and  the  organization  will  Ije  per- 
Ifi-tfd  within  the  next  sixty  days.  The 
new  company  will  have  a  capital  stock 
of  j2.&ii'i.iH»i.  divided  Into  UKi.'HXt  shares  of  a 
par  value  of  $25  each.  Kiphty-llve  thou- 
sand shares  have  been  taken  l')y  Eastern 
capitalists  and  half  of  the  remaining 
15,ij<itj  shares  will  be  taken  liy  lake  people. 
The  main  otllee  nf  the  company  will  lie  in 
New  York.  The  properties  comprise  17o0 
acres  of  mineral  lands,  traversed  by  the 
eeven  parallel  lodes  opened  up  at  the 
Adventure  and  Alass  mine,  and  I2iV)  acres 
of  valuable  timber  lands.  They  were  op- 
erated on  ab<jut  a  half  century  ag-o  by 
different  companies,  nearly  threo-quarters 
of  a  million  dollars  being  expen<led  alto- 
gether.

Long  distance  telephone  connection

some  time,  but  it  has  been  through  the 
Twin  Cities  and  not  by  direct  line.  The 
disadvantages  of  this  were  numerous. 
Communication  with  North  Dakota 
and  Northern  Minnesota  could  only  be 
had  through  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul. 

This  meant  not  only  longer  time  in 
making  connections,  but  greater  tolls, 
and  less  satisfactory  in  every  way. 

It  has,  of  course,  been  far  better  than 
none  at  all,  as  was  the  case  a  few 
years  ago,  and  ihe  jobbing  and  grain 
interests  of  the  city  have  been  greatly 
benefited  by  the  introdiKKion  of  tiie  ser- 
vice. There  has  always  been  the  feel- 
ing, however,  that  Duluth  ought  to  have 
direct  connection,  and  not  dependent 
upon  the  Twin  City  offices  for  their 
connections.  The  Duluth  Telephone 
company  has  shared  this  feeling  and 
has  worked  energetically  for  the  uulld- 
ing  of  the  connecting  line. 

The  direct  service,  while  directly 
beneficial  to  the  Interests  using  the 
lines,  will  add  to  the  prestige  of  the 
city.

Keystone— Law  Croutcr,  Andrew  Miller 
and  rotc-r  Polman,  wnu  died  from  ioul 
air  in  ine  lower  workiuyo  of  llio  Holy 
Terror  mine,  have  oeon  buried  and  there 
is  the  deepest  Kloom  iu  ih.is  Utile  mining 
camp.  The  ileaa  men,  with  two  others, 
were  KoinR  down  the  last  10  feet  of  the 
shatl  that  had  just  been  completed  and 
the  superintendent  had  remarked  tjiat 
the  work  iiud  bien  finished  without  any 
accident.  The  men  were  ioweretl  into 
the  shaft,  but  tor  some  reason  the  air 
conipre:>rfor  slopped  working  and  tiu-y 
met  with  foul  air  and  were  overcome. 
Tbirc  canu"  near  beins  a  general  disaster. 
Mt!i  came  down  into  the  shaft  in  hopes 
of  re.scuing  the  five  miners  who  were 
below  and  many  of  the  rescu.:rs  were 
overcome  and  htul  narrow  escapes.  Teams 
were  pre.-ised  into  service  from  town 
and  the  men  were  brought  to  the  top 
and  taken  quickly  to  their  homes.  School 
wa.><  dl-smis-sed  for  the  afternoon  and 
Rule,  one  of  the  rescuers,  is  threatened 
with  brain  trouble  as  a  result  of  the  pois- 
onous k;'«s<'s.

Saloonkeepers  Ask  Why 

Law  Against  Gambling 

Is  Not  Enforced. 


Certain  saloon  keepers  that  have  been 
prosecuted  for  keeping  open  after  hours 
are  perplexing  themselves  with  a  puzzl- 
ing pertinent  question. 

They  are  anxious  to  know  if  it  is  any 
more  of  an  infraction  of  law  to  sell 
liquor  on  Sunday  than  it  is  to  permit 
a  gambling  house  to  run  in  the  St. 
James  Hotel  building, 

Tliere  have  been  ugly  rumors  about 

this  gambling  house  for  some  time 
past.  Those  that  have  come  under  the 
ban  of  the  recent  saloon  closing  order 
have  said  that  this  particular  gambling 
establishment  has  been  operating  with 
the  knowledge  of  the  authorities. 

This  morning  in  police  court  Nicholas 
Wedger  complained  that  he  got  drunk 
last  night  because  he  lost  $100  in  the 
"St.  James  gambling  room." 

He  was  a  frightful  .sight.  His  face 
looked  as  if  he  had  used  It  In  an  effort 
to  plow  up  Superior  street's  new  vitri- 
fied brick  paving.  It  was  cut,  scratch- 
ed,  bruised  and   bleedlnsr. 

A  court  officer's  sympathy  was 
aroused  by  his  condition  and  dressed 
the  wounds.  After  he  got  the  court 
plaster  on.  Wedger  looked  as  if  he  were 
wearing  football  headgear. 

He  admltteil  that  he  was  something 
of  a  gambler  himself,  but  .said  he  ran 
up  against  a  proposition  that  was  too 
stiff  for  him  in  the  gambling  house  he 
visited  last  night.  Wedger  further  ad- 
mitted that  he  was  particularly  good 
at  the  shell  game. 

He  was  without  money  to  pay  a  fine 
and  not  in  condition  to  do  hard  labor, 
so  instead  of  imposing  the  customary 
sentence  of  ten  days  on  him,  he  was 
ordered  out  of  town  and  given  to  un- 
derstand that  it  would  be  to  his  ad- 
vantage to  keep  away  from  Duluth  as 
long  as  he  was  in  the  gambling  busi- 
ness. 

A  saloon  keeper  recently  arrested  for 
keeping  his  place  open  on  Sunday,  said 
today: 

"I  don't  blame  Acting  Mayor  Crom- 
well for  compelling  a  strict  observance 
of  the  saloon  closing  law,  but  a  gam- 
bling house  permitted  to  run  in  open 
violation  of  the  law  does  ten  times  a.« 
much  damage  as  a  saloon  open  on  Sun- 
day. 

•There  are  comparatively  few  saloon 
men  that  really  want  to  be  open  on  Sun- 
day, but  those  that  do  keep  open  compel 
lho.«e  that  do  not  ti>  violate  the  law  as 
a  matter  of  self-protection.  If  there  was 
unjform  closing— an  order  that  would 
affect  hotels  as  well  as  smaller  saloons— 
the  saloon  men  would  not  kick,  except 
or"  course  with  a  few  that  are  not  satis- 
fied \Nith  anything  but  a  wide-open  policy 
at  all  hours. 

"Now,  there  Is  another  thing  that  1 
desire  to  call  attention  to.  In  the  last 
few  weeks— In  fact,  since  Mayor  Hugo 
has  been  away— women  are  permitted  in 
.saloons  to  a  great  extent.  For  my  part. 
I  don't  think  a  decent  saloon  keeper  gains 
anvthlng  by  having  women  in  his  place. 
Several  tlme.s  lately  this  female  backroom 
policy  has  been  brought  to  my  notice.  I 
tell  you  it's  even  worse  than  gambling. 

"I  have  no  objtcthm  to  the  use  of  my 
talk  in  this  matter,  but  you  understand 
that  if  the  brewery  trust  saw  fit  it  could 
close  me  up.  On  that  account  I  prefer 
that  you  treat  your  source  of  information 
as  confidential." 

The  saloon  men  do  not  blame  Mayor 
Hugo  for  the  existing  condition  of  affairs. 
They  say  that  he  has  orders  out  whicn 
are  not  enforced,  and  are  of  the  opinion 
that  he  would  close  the  gambling  house 
in  the  St.  James  hotel  building  without 
d«5iay.

The  Unity  club  last  night  had  an  In- 
teresting discussion  of  "Anarchy  and 
Its  Prevention,"  during  which  a  diver- 
sity of  opinion  was  brought  forth. 

Prank  E.  Searle  thought  repressive 
legislation  was  the  remedy.  Henry  P. 
Greene  and  A.  L.  Agatin  said  that  an- 
archy had  its  root  in  the  vast  discon- 
of  social  conditions  that  exists, 
that  that  the  only  remedy  that  will 
avail  is  to  correct  the  social  in- 
equalities that  breed  this  discon- 
tent. All  repressive  measures  they 
characterized  as  an  attempt  to  cure  a 
di-sease  by  attacking  a  symptom  rather 
than  the  cause.  Others  agreed  with 
them,  in  fact  nearly  all  the  speakers, 
though  some  saw  in  education  a  cure 
for  the  difficulty. 

Mr.  Searle  said  that  the  assassination 
of  President  McKinley  by  an  avowed 
anarchist,  for  no  reason  except  that, 
as  an  anarchist  he  believed  it  to  be  his 
duty,  has  aroused  a  strong  feeling 
against  anarchists  and  a  universal  de- 
mand for  some  effective  measures  by 
whicli  they  may  be  punished  and  an- 
archy rooted  out.  "Hitherto  we  have 
looked  upon  anarchy  as  directed  against 
the  institutions  of  the  old  world,  and 
we  did  not  dream  that  its  hand  would 
be  raised  against  the  freest  govern- 
ment on  earth.  We  have  had  assassin- 
ation before,  but  none  by  anarchists. 
The  assassinations  of  Lincoln  and  Gar- 
field were  personal,  and  not  against 
the  presidency.  McKinley's  assassin 
said  he  was  sorry  to  hurt  Mt-Kinley; 
his  crime  was  against  the  office.  How 
to  stop  this  tendency  is  a  problem  that 
Is  not  easy  to  solve.  We  all  opp<Jse  the 
gosjjcl  of  anarchy,  and  the  question  be- 
fore the  club  implies  that  It  should  be 
suppressed.  When  I  speak  of  anarchy 
I  mean  the  anarchy  of  assassins,  and 
not  the  Utopian  dream  of  an  ideal  state 
without  government.  We  cannot  pun- 
ish it  as  treason  without  amending  the 
constitution,  which  implies  action  l)y  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  congress  and  ratifi- 
cation by  three-fourths  of  the  state  leg- 
islatures. The  state  laws  seem  compet- 
ent to  reach  them,  as  In  New  York, 
where  Herr  Most  was  sentenced  to  ii 
year's  imprisonment  for  seditious  utter- 
ances in  his  paper.  Punishment  under 
federal  laws  would  be  inore  direct  and 
effective. 

"Civilization  is  an  evolution  from  the 
dark  ages.  Laws  are  for  its  protection 
and  government  is  but  the  administra- 
tion of  those  laws.  Anarchy  aims  a 
blow  at  them.  ('.  n  it  be  said  that  a 
government  so  established  cannot  pro- 
tect itself?  It  seems  to  me  that  ample 
pow'er  exists  under  present  laws. 

"What  remedies  can  be  applied?  I 
should  suggest  the  following:  First,  de- 
fine anarchy  and  provide  for  its  pun- 
ishment; second,  amend  the  immigra- 
tion laws  and  prevent  anarchists  from 
coming  to  this  country:  third,  deport 
all  anarchists  in  this  country  who  are 
not   citizens. 

"To  punish  anarchy  without  infring- 
ing upon  free  speech  and  a  free  press 
is  a  difficult  question.  These  terms 
must  be  liberally  interpreted,  however, 
and  must  not  be  construed  so  as  to 
protect  crime.  I  believe  that  spoken 
and  written  utterances  inciting  to  riot 
and  sedition  can  be  punished.  Papers 
teaching  anarchy  can  be  denied  the 
rights  of  the  mails.  The  government  is 
bound  not  to  interfere  with  religion, 
but  that  did  m^t  prevent  its  moving 
against  the  Mormon  church  and  its 
doctrine  of  polygamy.  Anarchists  are 
mostly  of  foreign  birth,  and  are  prob- 
ably not  citizens.  Herr  Most  was  an 
anarchist  before  he  came  to  the  I'nited 
States.  The  remedies  of  exclusion  and 
exijulsion  have  both  been  upheld  by  the 
courts." 

Henry  F.  Greene  said  the  whole  world  j 
was  shocked  by  the  assassination  of  ■ 
President  McKinley  and  all  are  agreed 
that  It  is  desirable  to  prevent  the  re- 
currence of  such  an  affair.  The  onlv 
question  is  as  to  what  course  should 
be  taken.  Up  to  thirty  or  forty  years 
ago  assassination  had  been  rare  for 
several  centuries.  Beginning  with  the 
assa.ssination  of  Lincoln,  three  presi- 
dents of  the  United  Stats,  a  czar  of 
Russia,  a  king  of  Italy,  a  queen  of 
Austria,  a  president  of  France  and 
a  prime  minister  of  Spain  have  been  as- 
sassinated. All  of  these  except  Lincoln 
and  Garfield  fell  from  tli^  blows  of 
anarchy. 

This  condition  has  a  cause,  and  anar- 
chy is  a  creed  that  Is  the  expression  of 
feeling.  It  rises  in  the  social  discontent 
of  the  past  few  decades.  There  was 
never  more  violent  discontent  at  the 
existing  order  than  now.  It  does  not 
necessarily  imply  the  greatest  hard- 
ship, for  often  tliere  has  been  least  dis- 
content expressed  when  harships  were 
greatest.  Beginning  with  the  invention 
of  machinery  we  have  had  the  spectacle 
of  great  masses  of  people  accumulating 
in  the  cities,  barely  able  to  sustain  life. 
On  the  other  hand  we  have  had  th{> 
spectacle  of  enormous  wealth,  unheard 
of  before.  The  old  idea  of  the  sacred- 
ness  of  property  rights  has  been  anni- 
hilated. There  has  been  a  great  decline 
of  religious  belief,  which  has  had  many 
effects.  A  man's  beliefs  hang  together, 
and  when  his  religious  belief  is  unset- 
tled It  is  liable  to  unsettle  him  alto- 
gether. While  there  is  much  poverty 
and  great  wealth,  we  have  nominally 
in  our  hands  by  the  rise  of  democratic 
institutions  the  power  to  right  wrongs. 
Kducation  has  spread,  and  that  is  a 
poor  thing  to  make  a  poor  man  content- 
ed with  h's  lot.  These  things  have 
jiroduced  a  great  volume  of  discontent, 
which  has  taken  the  form  of  socialism 
and  anarchy.     Many  socialists  are  not

anarchists,    but    some    of    their    utter- 
ances  are   nearly   as   violent. 

"To  that  discontent  anarchy  offers  a 
philosophical  creed.  I  do  not  exactly 
know  the  theories  of  philosophical  an- 
archists. They  would  aboli-h  the  cen- 
tral governmtnt,  bui  whether  they 
would  suspend  local  jiovernment  I  do 
not  know.  The  movement  has  beer, 
shaped  largely  by  the  Ru.ssian  Nihilisis, 
and  their  aim  v.as  the  exterminaaon  of 
the  governing  classes  and  the  aljolition 
of  government.  They  hava  found  sym- 
pathy in  some  schools  of  philosophy. 

'The  writers  of  the  party  have  never 
been  in  favor  of  violence,  or  at  lea.«t  they 
have  disclaimed  it.  Violence  has  come 
from  the  acts  of  follower.s,  though  the 
U-aders  may  have  used  violent  languase. 
Anarchy  is  a  sociological  school,  and  in 
itsflf  is  no  more  criminal  than  free  trade 
or  iiroteotion.  But  it  stirs  up  feelings 
and  some  of  its  language  tends  to  produce 
crime.  The  crimes  are  usually  committed 
by  men  of  low  intelligence,  like  Czolgo.sz. 
A  prominent  feature  of  the  condition  Is 
the  l)itter  feelInK  of  those  who  have  not 
against    those  who   have. 

'As  to  supnresslon  of  anarchy.  I  see 
but  one  means  that  can  be  thoroughly 
successful.  These  social  questions  will 
contlnif  to  be  with  us  until  ">■■  solve 
them  I  believe  in  the  punishment  of 
the  crimes  nf  anarchy,  but  that  only  af- 
fpcts  the  svmptoms.  not  the  disease.  I 
do  not  believe  legislation  of  a  repressive 
nature  will  affect  it.  Tt  does  not  In  Eu- 
rope, where  they  have  stricter  measures 
than    we   dare  a>lopt.        ,       ^,        ^ 

"Tt  would  be  a  difficult  thing  to  make 
a  test  bv  which  we  could  exclude  anar- 
chists We  have  friehtfnl  anomalies  In 
our  social  orsranizatlon  and  we  will  have 
trouble  as  lonpr  as  they  are  there.  T  am 
savinff  nothing  in  vindication  of  crimin- 
als "V\'e  could  protect  oitt  presidents  by 
makine-  them  Ipss  accessible,  and  T  think 
that  will  be  necessary.  M'e  must  face 
the  situation  and  recognize  that  there  Is 
a  danperous  condition  frorn  social  prob- 
lems. Thp  Imnrovprnent  of  those  condi- 
tions Is  necessarv  to  'stop  all  manifesta- 
tions  of   discontent." 

A  L.  Apatln  said  he  had  no  sympathy 
for'anarchv  In  any  /orm  because  it  Is 
not  a  reasonable  phnosophy.  All  reme- 
dies of  the  nature  suggested  by  the  first 
speaker  howcA  er.  are  temporary  only. 
Suppression  is  one  thing;  eradication  is 
another.  Ananchy  has  Its  birthplace  m 
oppres«ed  Europe.  It  is  not  a  new  thing. 
Tt  is  the  result  of  discontent:  a  cry  for 
vengeance  agrainst  social  inequalities. 
Anv  remedy  that  does  not  recognize  the 
cause  is  ineffectual.  The  disease  itself 
mu«t  be  reached.  SugrKestlons  have  been 
made  that  criticism  of  the'  president  be 
stopped,  and  that  the  so-called  yellow 
.iournalism  be  bridled.  There  is  no  evi- 
dence that  the  assassination  of  McKIn- 
lev  was  due  to  anything  that  was  ever 
.said  of  himi  In  fact  the  ass.isRlns  own 
statement  shows  otherwise.  "Where  free- 
dom of  speech  is  most  restricted,  an- 
archy is  most  rampnnt.  The  responsibili- 
ty for  yellow  lournalism.  whose  main  of- 
fense is  against  decency  afifl  not  against 
povernmont;  is  in  the  communities  that 
3\ipi>ort   it  so  handsomely. 

The  heat  of  fei^llnsr  over  the  murder 
of  McTCInley  brousrht  forth  many  ill- 
judged    remarks,    even    from    the   pulpit. 


The  speaker  quoted  the  pulpit  utterances 
of  several  ministers  wlio  urged  instant 
extermination  of  C'zolgos*  and  his  fel- 
lows, and  then  asked  what  could  be  ex- 
pected from  anarchists  when  teachers  of 
the  doctrines  of  tiie  lowly  Nazarene  talked 
that  way.  The  troul)le  is  not  so  much 
the  propaganda  of  anarchy,  but  the  spirit 
of  anarchy  that  is  prevalent  among  the 
privileged   classes. 

Juiige  F.  S.  White  said  that  we  noticed 
anarchy  because  of  the  murder  of  llio 
president,  yet  it  was  but  one  symptom 
of  a  great  disease.  He  sjwke  of  the  con- 
trol of  tlie  Kovernment  by  corruption,  aa 
in  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  of  tlie 
lynchinKS  of  the  South,  of  the  indecent 
papers  supported  by  the  people,  of  tho 
disregard  for  law  everywhere.  iJducatlon 
he  believed  was  the  only  cure. 

Rev.  John  Wilson  said  that  wandering 
frum  God  was  responsible  for  disresjiect 
for  law  and  life.  Anyone  in  Duluth  or 
elsewhere  who  countenances  disregard 
of  law,  whether  on  saloons  or  Kambling 
houses  or  anything  else,  encourages  an- 
archy He  asked  tf  it  wa.'*  civilization 
where  a  mayor  has  the  power  of  saying 
what  4aws  should  be  enforced  and  what 
should  not.  Itespect  tor  law  should  be 
taught  before  an  attempt  is  made  to  cure 
anarchy. 

R.  C.  Mitchell  said  there  was  not  so 
much  need  of  carping;  about  anarchists 
from  over  the  sea  as  there  was  to  look 
after  those  at  home.  He  could  not  bring 
himself  to  the  idea  that  it  is  necessary 
to  look  after  the  little  fellows  and  let 
the  bis  ones  go.  Much  of  the  trouble  is 
the  result  of  the  actions  of  financial  and 
political  potentates  of  this  country.  It 
is  the  big  fellows  that  safely  override  all 
law;    the   little   fellow  gets   caught. 

Rev.  Harry  White  thought  that  the 
matter  was  not  the  province  of  legisla- 
tion, but  education.  Free  speech  and  a 
free  press  must  be  secured  at  all  haz- 
ards. Any  change  would  be  the  thin  edge 
of  a  wedRe  that  would  keep  pushinK  in 
until  freedom  is  gone.  It  is  better  that 
20,000  presidents  die  than  that  freedom 
of    speech    and    press    should    be    lost. 

Mr.  Searle  in  closing  the  argument  re- 
turned to  his  claims  that  repressive  leg- 
lalatlon  !s  mieded.  l!l?ferring  to  the 
claim  that  Czolgosz  was  American  born, 
he  said  that  he  never  attended  the  Am- 
erican public  schools.  He  thought  the 
question  of  equal  taxation,  raised  by  one 
of  the  speakers,  had  nothing  to  do  with 
anarchy. 

Mr.  Greene  said  that  education  would 
not  eradicate  anarchy  unless  existing 
conditions  of  society  are  changed.  It 
helps,  but  there  will  be  violent  discontent 
with  criminal  manifestations  while  con- 
ditions  remain   as   they  are. 

The  annual  election  of  officers  was  held, 
and  I.  J.  Hopkins  was  re-elected  presi- 
dent. Henry  F.  Greene  was  re-elected 
\dce  president,  and  A.  L.  Agatin,  was  re- 
elected secretary  and   treasurer.

Lieut.  Newton  Tells  Some- 
thing o!  the  Filipino 
Character. 

Lieut.  Harry  Newton,  the  West  Supe- 
rior man  who  has  received  a  regular  army 
appointment  for  service  in  connection 
wUh  the  capture  of  A«uinaldo,  has  been 
In  Duluth  for  the  past  few  days  visiting 
among  his  old  friends.  In  the  course  of 
conversation  In  the  Spalding  hotel  lobby, 
with  a  company  of  friends,  Lieut.  New- 
ton by  perscnal  anecdote  threw  some 
light  on  the  character  of  the  Filipino  that 
is  anyihing  but  encouraging  to  those  wuo 
lo(jk  for  their  assimilation.  He  spoke  par- 
ticularly of  the  little  regard  of  the  Fili- 
pino  for  hum  tn   life. 

Lieut.  Ntwton  said  that  a  native  once 
came  to  him  and  declared  that  he  had 
killed  another  man.  When  asked  why  he 
did  so,  he  coc  lly  remarked  that  he  knew 
the  man  was  an  enemy  of  Lieui.  New- 
ton and  wou  d  have  killed  him  had  he 
toe  opportunity.  He  seemed  to  lake  it 
that  he   had   done  his   duty. 

Lieut.  Newton  says  that  there  are  nu- 
merous inslai.ces  of  this  kind  that  have 
come  to  his  kiowledge  in  connection  with 
other  officers  of  the  United  States  army. 
It  seems  to  bi»  usual  for  a  Filipino,  when 
he  wishes  to  put  another  Filipino  out  of 
the  vay  to  do  so  by  any  method  he 
deems  best,  and  then  clear  himself  with 
iiie  authorities  by  declaring  that  he  killed 
--.e  man  beca  jse  he  was  an  enemy  of  the 
official  in  authority.  The  chances  are 
that  the  vict  m  never  liaj  a  murderous 
design  on  the  officiars  life. 

Lieut.  Newton,  carrying  the  Incident 
still  further,  said  that  It  was  but  a  few 
da.i'3  later  when  the  man  w"ho  had 
killed  his,  Newton's  alleged  enemy,  came 
around  for  some  favor,  appearing  confi- 
dent thai  the  officer  was  under  deep  obli- 
gation to  him.  Such  methods,  said  the 
lieutenant,  are  met  with  nearly  all  the 
lime  in  dealing  with  the  people  of  the  far 
off   possessions   of   the   United   States. 

Another  incident  that  Lieut.  Newton 
related  that  lends  to  show  the  little  re- 
gard of  the  i>eople  for  human  life,  oc- 
curred when  he  was  sent  out  with  a  de- 
tachment to  a  little  town  to  catch  and 
punish  some  treacherous  natives  that 
had  murdered  other  natives  friendly  to 
the  United  tJlates.  All  the  i)eop:e  of  the 
town  to  which  the  soldiers  were  sent 
were,  in  a  way,  accessories  to  the  crime 
for  the  Deopt*  knew  of  the  murders  and 
sheltered    the    murderers. 

When  Lieut.  Newton  and  his  men 
reached  the  town  and  took  in  the  situa- 
tion, he  sumnoned  the  alcalde  and  other 
l>rlncli>al  officers  of  the  town  and  threat- 
ened dire  punishment  unless  the  three 
ring  leaders  who  were  notorious  for  Iheir 
crimes,  were  produced  dead  or  alive.  He 
promised  the  officials  of  the  town  a  re- 
ward If  the  men  were  produced  by  a 
certain  time;  alao  guaranteed  that  the 
I  official    regime    of    the    town    would    re- 


main unchanged. 

The  alcalde  was  all  politeness  and  made 
numerous  declaration  of  his  wish  to  do 
as  the  Americans  had  demanded.  He  even 
promisi»d  to  deliver  up  the  ihree  murder- 
ers at  the  ai)pointed  time.  The  time  camo 
and  the  Americans  were  called  to  a  spot 
where  lay  the  bodies  of  three  men.  They 
were  iiointed  out  as  the  remains  of  tlie 
three  men  so  badly  wanted.  Half  of  the 
people  of  the  village  passed  by  the  bodies 
in  procession,  pointed  out  the  three  dead 
men.  and  even  called  them  by  name  de- 
claring solemnly  that  they  were  the  men 
wanted. 

The  Americans  were  satisfied  after  this 
Identification  and  were  about  to  pay  over 
the  money  promised  when  the  inierpreter 
of  the  troops,  whose  relatives  were  among 
tne  friendly  natives  murdered,  came  up 
and  after  looking  at  the  three  bodies, 
quickly  announced  that  they  were  not 
the    men    the    troops    were   after 

An  invesligation  which  followed  showed 
tnat  after  the  American  demand,  ihe  of- 
ficials of  the  town  sent  out  and  had  threa 
unsusiHicNng  and  ignorant  natives  wiio 
were  working  in  the  fields,  killed  and 
brought  in.  Not  only  was  this  foul  deed 
done,  but  the  people  were  told  to  and 
did  identify  the  Iwdies  as  those  of  the 
desperadoes    wanted. 

It  is  with  such  people  and  such  meth- 
ods, says  Lieut.  Newton,  the  American 
authorities  are  continually  called  upoa 
to  deal,  and  it  Is  not  lo  be  wondered  at. 
.sometimes,  that  the  American  soldier, 
after  residing  for  a  length  of  time  where 
he  is  brought  into  contact  with  such. 
people,  gets  an  idea  that  perhaps  th» 
rlHe  and  saber  are  ofien  the  best  civil- 
izers. 


FOUND  DEAD  IN  BED. 


William  Hall,  Who   Formerly 
Worked  at  Buhl. 

William  Hall,  a  laborer,  was  found  dead 
Sunday  morning  in  his  room  in  a  lodgins 
hou.se  at  441  Jackson  street,  St.  Paul.  Ho 
was  35  years  old  and  recently  came  from 
Duluth.  and  previously  worked  at  Buhl. 
He  has  a  sister  living  at  Corbet,  Out.. 
and  a  brother  in  Revelstoke,  B.   C. 

Hall  registered  at  tho  lodging  housa 
Oct.  15  and  was  in  tK>or  health,  appar- 
ently suffering  from  lung  trouble.  Sat- 
urday evening  he  was  very  .sick  and  tha 
proprietor  of  the  place  tried  to  get  a  doc- 
tor, but  says  that  he  was  unsucceaeful. 
Later  in  the  evening  Hall  seemed  to  im- 
prove. 

He  said  to  Peter  Schmidt,  the  night 
watchman.  "Pete,  wake  me  at  4  o'clock 
in  the  morning.  I  am  going  home  tomor- 
row.' He  was  called  .-it  the  time  agreed 
upon  b.v  the  watchman,  but  did  not  get 
up.  At  7  o'clock  one  of  the  lodgers  went 
into  the  room  and  found  Hall  cold  la 
death.

Fight  By 
By    the    Dairy 


The      friends      of 
the     dairymen       of 
the      country      are 
,  .  already       hard      at 

inieresfS.  ^.^^^^  preparing  for 

another  fight  be- 
fore congress  In  the  interests  of  the  dairy. 
Congressman  Tav.-ney  of  this  state  has 
worked  hard  for  the  dairy  people  and  ac- 
cording to  all  rep<irts  will  continue  to  do 
so.  One  of  th»-  preliminary  moves  of  the 
dairy  Interests  Is  to  try  and  persuade  Col. 
Henderson,  who  will  In  all  probability 
again  be  speaker  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, to  appoint  a  new  man  as 
chairman  of  tho  committe  on  agriculture 
In  place  of  J.  W.  Wads  worth,  of  Geiieseo, 
N.  Y.  They  do  this  because  he  is  not  a 
friend  of  the  Orout  bill  to  put  a  prohibi- 
tive tax  on  oleomurgeriue  if  colored  to  re- 
semble butter.  They  feel  that  the  defeat 
of  the  Grout  bill  at  the  last  session  was 
largely  due  to  him,  and  they  say  that  if 
he  Is  again  chairman  their  liiil  will  get 
a  poor  showing.  The  tight  against  Wads- 
worth  is  being  led  by  the  agricultural 
papers  like  the  Rural  New  Yorker,  one  of 
the  oldest  of  such  publications,  the  Coun- 
try Gentleman,  of  Albany,  and  the  Ohio 
Farmer.  Col.  Henderson  Is  sui)posed  to  be 
very  frlen«lly  to  the  dairying  interests,  but 
it  Is  doulitfu!  if  he  will  consider  this  de- 
mand to  displace  Wadsworth.  On  his  re- 
election as  speaker  he  will  be  expected  to 
organize  the  committees  along  conven- 
tional lines.  Any  exception  would  open 
the  way  to  others  and  a  general  overturn- 
ing would  result.  To  displace  Wadsworth 
would  show  a  marked  prejudice  against 
the  oleo  Interests,  which  would  hardly  be- 
come the  speaker.  Representative  Lor- 
Imer  of  Chicago  has  for  years  been  the 
champion  of  the  oleo  interests,  and  led  the 
fight  for  them  at  the  last  session  a.s  chair- 
man of  a  sub-committee  of  the  agricultur- 
al commltteee,  but  has  been  defeated.  Tho 
Chicago  butterlne  makers  will  have  to 
look  around  for  another  man  to  handle 
their  case.  The  fight  promises  to  again  be 
a  warm  one  and  the  dairy  interests  are 
well  prepared  for  the  fray.

THE  END    OF  CZOLGOSZ. 

Leon  F.  Czolgosz,  the  assassin  of 
President  William  McKinley,  has  been 
put  to  death  in  the  electric  chair  at 
the  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  prison.  His  own 
life  has  paid  the  forfeit  for  the  shock- 
ing murder  committed  by  him 
at  Buffalo  but  a  few  weeks 
ago.  In  his  case  the  adminis- 
tration of  justice  has  been  swift  and 
sure.  None  of  the  frequent  delays  of 
the  law  were  permitted  to  hinder  the 
carrying  out  of  the  sentence  imposed 
at  the  close  of  a  fair  and  carefully 
conducted  trial,  where  all  the  rights 
of  the-  accused  were  guarded  and 
where  he  was  assigned  eminent  coun- 
sel to  present  his  defense.  But  in  his 
case  there  could  be  no  defense,  except 
in  name  only.  His  crime  was  com- 
mitted in  the  presence  of  a  multitude 
of  people  and  he  acknowledged  it. 
Eminent  alienists  after  a  careful  ex- 
amination unanimously  decided  that  he 
was  sane,  and  there  was  nothing  more 
to  do  than  observe  the  formalities  of 
the   law. 

From  the  time  of  his  arrest  to  the 
moment  he  suffered  death  by  electro- 
cution, Czolgosz  was  treated  as  an  or- 
dinary murderer.  There  was  no 
chance  for  him  to  satisfy  the  craving 
for  notoriety  that  is  one  of  the  anar- 
chist's chief  desires.  All  attempts  to 
give  hm  notoiiety  were  frowned  upon 
by  the  officials  of  the  law.  Letters 
and  flowers  and  everything  else  that 
would  attract  public  attention  to  him 
or  lead  him  to  believe  that  any  sym- 
pathy was  felt  for  hi.s  awful  deed  were 
carefully  excluded.  The  newspapers 
thioughout  the  country  have  followed 
a  similar  course  and  have  generally 
avoided  the  publication  of  anything 
that  would  increase  the  notoriety  of 
the  murderer.  And  so  he  has  passed 
from  earth  under  the  stern  hand  of 
justice  and  his  name  will  be  speedily 
forgotten. 


WHITEMAN'S  LSTEST. 

Alonzo  J.  Whlteman  has  again 
escaped  going  to  prison  for  a  crime,  to 
the  commission  of  which  he  pleaded 
guilty.  The  prayers  of  his  acre.-f  mother 
and  the  self-sacrifice  of  his  devoted 
sister,  who  made  restitution  of  the 
amount  involved  in  the  swindling 
game  practiced  by  W'hiteman,  were 
potent  enough  to  enlist  the  sympathies 
of  the  judge  of  the  criminal  court  at 
Boston,  before  whom  he  appeared,  and 
he  \yas  released  on  probation. 

His  mother  has  promised  that  he  will 
go  back  with  her  to  the  old  family 
home  at  Dansville  and  live  an  honest 
life  hereafter.  May  the  promise  that 
he  has  made  be  kept,  but  those  who 
are  acquainted  with  his  career,  and 
have  heard  similar  resolves  in  the  past, 
will  not  place  very  strong  faith  in  his 
liitrst  promise.  Yet  he  may  nov/  be 
sincere  in  his  profession  of  reforma- 
tion. He  has  had  a  very  hard  time 
escaping  the  meshes  of  fhe  law  in  re- 
cent years,  and  he  is  lucky  indeed  to 
have  escaped  a  long-term  .■%n fence  to  a 
state  prison.  A  man  of  great  natural 
ability,  with  a  shrewd  bugjness  head,  a 
good  education  and  engaging  manners, 
he  ha.«  a  crooked  streak  in  his  nature 
that  has  frequently  come  to  the  .sur- 
face and  led  him  into  many  forms  of 
fraud.  His  reformation  would  bring 
pleasure  to  many  people  who  enjoyed 
his  friendship  in  former  years,  before 
he  started  on  the  wrong  path. 


AFTER  THE    TRUSTS. 

Strange  as  It  may  seem  to  many  who 
have  characterized  Attorney  General 
Knox  as  a  strict  corporation  lawyer, 
the  head  of  the  legal  department  of  the 
legal  department  of  the  United  Slates 
proposes  to  ask  congress  to  amend  the 
existing  anti-trust  law  so  as  to  give 
the  authorities  more  power  in  enforc- 
ing it,  and  will  then,  it  Is  said,  com- 
mence a  campaign  against  the  trusts. 
Under  existing  circumstances  the  offi- 
cers are  getting  hampered  in  gathering 
evidence  because  of  the  lack  of  a  law 
compelling  the  trust  oflicials  to  give 
information.  If  the  present  Sherman 
law  is  to  be  enforced,  the  attorney  gen- 
eral should  be  given  power  to  cany  It 
out. 

An  amendment  should  be  passed  that 
would  compel  trusts  and  c..; .-potations 
to  submit  their  books  and  records  to 
Inspection  on  demand,  and  also  require 
them  to  respond  to  such  ineiP.iries  re- 
latng  to  their  business  opi.v,"ona  as 
might  be  asked  by  the  attorney  gen- 
eral. It  would  be  necessary  to  make  a 
proviso  that  any  one  furnisiiing  evi- 
dence in  this  manner  should  be  exenipt 
from  prosecution,  in  order  not  to  con- 
flict with  the  constitutional  provision 
that  no  person  shall  be  made  to  give 
evidence  to  convict  himself.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  If  a  measure  of  this  kind 
were  adopted  it  would  greatly  facilitate 
the  department  of  justice  in  carrying 
out  the  law. 

There  Is  no  doubt  that  there  are 
many  trusts  working  under  cover  in 
violation  of  the  law.  It  is  impossible 
to  reach  them  because  of  the  difficulty 
of  getting  evidence.  In  one  of  the  few 
i  cases  in  which  the  government  was 
successful,  involving  violation  oi  the 
anti-trust  law,  the  evidence  that  led 
to  victory  was  discovered  by  the  meiest 
accident.  It  was  that  of  the  Advston 
Pipe  case,  which  was  decided  about  a 
ye:-.r  :  nd  a  hclf  ago.  A  stenogiapher  in 
tho  i^mploy  of  the  trust  was  eii,-<.-.e'-d 
on  the  work  of  drawing  up  th^  agree- 
ments that  bound  the  companies  in  the 
different  parts  of  the  country.  He  pre- 
served copies  of  the  agreements,  and 
was  finally  discharged.  He  then  at- 
tempted to  sell  the  copies  in  his  pos- 
session for  the  purpose  of  embarrassing 


his  former  employers.  In  this  way  the 
papers  fell  lnt6  th*  hands  of  a  United 
States  district  attorney,  an^  it  was 
largely  by  reason  of  them  that  the  suit 
was  won.  Congress  should  give  all 
oflficials  power  to  carry  out  the  laws, 
and  then  Insist  on  theJr  enforcement. 

THE  NEGRO  AND  THE  SOIL. 

It  Is  certainly  a  fact  fraught  with 
much  significance  to  the  future  of  the 
negro  of  the  South  that  Principal 
Booker  T.  Washington  continues  to 
devote  much  attention  to  the  import- 
ance of  Interesting  the  people  of  his 
race  In  agriculture.  He  declares  in  his 
latest  report  as  regards  the  work  at 
Tuskegee: 

"The  salvation  of  my  race  will  largely 
rest  upon  its  ability  and  willingness  to 
secure  and  cultivate  properly  the  soli. 
1  believe  that  everything  possible 
should  be  done  to  enlarge  and  increase 
the  efficiency  of  our  agricultural  de- 
partment. In  this  connection  I  am 
glad  to  add  that  arrangements  have 
been  made  to  reserve  three  acres  of 
land  around  the  new  training  school,  to 
be  used  in  giving  agricultural  tra'nin;; 
to  the  smaller  children.  The  negro  a.g 
a  slave  was  started  on  the  foundation 
of  agriculture,  mechanics  and  household 
arts.  While  I  would  by  no  means  limit 
his  present  education  to  these,  but 
would  in  all  cases  add  academic  and 
religious  training,  I  do  believe  we  shall 
find  it  helpful  for  a  number  of  year,.- 
to  come,  in  our  methods  of  education, 
to  give  great  attention  to  these  funda- 
mental occupations.  In  proportion  as 
one  owns  the  soil  and  has  the  mastery 
of  these  fundamental  occupations,  in 
the  same  proportion  does  he  lay  the 
foundation  for  the  highest  and  mo3t 
complete  development  of  himself  and 
children." 

When  the  negroes  in  the  South  have 
"a  stake  in  the  soil"  of  Dixie  land,  they 
will  progress  along  many  lines  and 
keep  up  the  march  of  advancement 
with  energy  and  zeal.  At  the  same 
time  they  will  be  in  a  more  independ- 
ent position  and  able  to  treat  with  in- 
difference and  deserved  contempt  the 
snobocracy  that  is  the  relic  of  slavery 
days  and  now  shows  its  ears  in  critic- 
Ism  of  the  president  of  the  United 
States  for  entertaining  one  of  the 
ablest  men  in  the  land,  whose  skin  Is  a 
few  shades  darker  than  that  of  others. 

The  Indianapolis  News,  an  independent 
Republican  Journal  of  great  ability  and 
infiuence,  warns  Senator  Fr^-e  that  the  op- 
position to  subsidy  in  the  West  is  almost 
as  strong  among  Republicans  as  among 
Democrats.  The  News  says:  "The  popu- 
larity of  reciprocity,  the  belief  that  the 
tariff  must  come  down,  and  the  favorable 
view  of  the  movement  against  imposing 
tariff  duties  for  the  benefit  of  trusts  are 
all  so  many  Indications  of  the  growth 
of  the  opposition  to  the  policy  or  taxing 
one  set  of  men  for  the  benefit  of  another 
set.  Thus  the  ship  subsidy  proposition  is 
In  direct  antagonism  to  the  prevailing  ten- 
dency of  the  times  in  the  matter  of  taxa- 
tion. Instead  of  more  subsidies  and  dts- 
criminating  taxes,  the  people  want  fewer, 
and  they  are  convinced  that  the  time  has 
come  to  lighten  tax  burdens  rather  than 
to  Increase  them." 


The  Grand  Rapids  Press  notes  that  the 
wave  of  religioue  and  devotional  feeling 
which  swept  over  the  country  in  connec- 
tion with  the  events  of  the  death  and 
burial  of  President  McKinley  is  being  fol- 
lowed by  an  Increased  movement  for  the 
promotion  of  Biblical  study.

to  the  Woods. 


Columbia.  Miss.,  Oct.  23.— The  town  of 
Columbia  and  Its  vicinity  was  thrown 
into  great  excitemenl  yesterday  by  sev- 
eral messengers  from  the  vicinity  of 
Balltown,  La.,  about  tvs-enty-live  miies 
below  here  who  brought  the  news  that  a 
race  riot  had  been  precipitated  between 
the  whites  and  blacks  of  Ihat  section  by 
the  shooting  and  burning  of  the  negro 
Bin  Morris,  who  criminally  assaulted 
and  almost  murdered  M's.  John  Ball  a 
few  days  ago.  Several  runners  brought 
the  news  that  numerous  white  men  were 
killed  and  that  the  negrces  were  arming 
themselves  for  the  fray.  This  informa- 
tion created  Ihe  wildest  excitement  and 
a  number  of  men,  healed  by  Deputy 
Sheriff  Branton  of  this  cjuntv  and  Mar- 
shal T.  T.  Ford,  of  Coljmbia,  all  fully 
armed,    left  for  the  scene   of   the   trouble. 

TeJegrams  were  sent  to  Governor 
Heard,  of  Louisiana,  by  c  tizens  of  Wash- 
inston  parish,  who  were  in  Columbia  in- 
formint;  him  of  the  situation  and  an  al- 
temjii  was  also  made  bj  Chief  Ball,  of 
Marlon  county,  to  reach  Governor  Loii- 
gino,  of  Mississippi.  As  the  wires  w-ere 
down  between  here  and  J  tckson  for  quite 
a  while  nothing  could  be  accomplished 
until   last  eveniitg. 

It  seems  a  lusro  named  Crea  Lott  was 
really  at  bottom  of  the  trouble.  It  wad 
reiiorted  to  the  officers  of  \\'ashlngton 
parish  that  Lott.  who  li^-ed  near  Booth, 
La.,  was  running  a  res'aurant  without 
a  license  ai  a  camp  meeting  at  Live  Oak 
church,  where  a  negro  revival  was  In 
progress.  Th»;  con«tal>les  of  the  district 
gathered  a  posse  and  started  to  investi- 
gate. Lott  was  apprised  of  the  approach 
in  advance  ana  was  ready  for  trouble 
when  It  rc.-iehed  Live  Ojk  church.  The 
po.«se  was  about  Itji)  yards  from  the 
church  house  when  ambushed  and  the 
negroes  opened  fire  from  two  or  ihree 
directions.  The  constable  bade  his  men 
pay  no  attention  to  the  flrinti  as  it  was 
from  a  distance.  He  .sale  all  he  wanted 
to  do  was  to  cai)ture  Lott.  When  the 
restaurant,  where  Loit  had  his  goods, 
was  reached,  the  posse  ^as  fired  on  by 
Lott  and  negroes  who  were  concealed 
behind  the  counters  on  the  inside.  The 
fight  became  general  Ivetween  the  posse 
and  the  restaurant  crowd  and  also  be- 
tween whites  and  negroes  all  over  liie 
grounds. 

At  this  junciure  the  posse  deemed  It 
necessary  to  fire  the  Lott  restaurant,  in 
order  to  dislodge  the  garg.  Lott  rushe<l 
out  when  the  torch  was  ipplled  atid  dis- 
charged a  double  barreled  shotgun  into 
the  crowd  of  whites.  Tweniy-lwo  buck- 
shot took  effect  in  the  side  of  Joe 
Seals,  one  of  ihe  poss(-  from  the  ef- 
fects of  which  he  died.  The  negroes  then 
tried  to  escape  but  others  of  the  posse 
had  their  puns  levelled  and  completelv 
riddled  their  bodies  wit!  bullels.  Lott'a 
head  was  almost  shot  from  his  shoulders. 
He  was  a  shapeless  ma.^s  of  blood  luid 
brain  before  his  body  hit  the  ground. 

During  the  fight  a  negro  preacher  came 
out  of  the  church  armed   with  a  musket 
He   was   shot  and   killed   before  he   could 
use  U. 

After  the  smoke  of  battle  had  cleared 
away  there  were  five  n-'gro  men  dead 
including  ihe  preacher,  three  women,  two 
burnd  beyond  recognition,  who  perished 
in  Lott's  restaurant  and  one  child  who 
was  with  Its  mother  in  the  restaurant 
and    perished    with    her. 

The  fences,  trees,  ehtrch  house  and 
camps  were  thoroughly  riddled  with  bul- 
lets. There  must  have  been  fully  2tHK) 
shots  fired.  It  is  rumored  ihat  since  the 
fight  one  negro  has  been  found  dead  in 
the  4«wainns  and  several  wounded  have 
ai'i>iled  1,'iir  assistance  at  neiph*>orinx 
houses.  The  negroes  took  to  the  woods 
like  scared  rabbits  after  and  during  the 
shooting  and  nearly  no  one  can  be  found 
in  the  neighborhood.  She)-iff  Simmons  of 
Washington  parish,  and  posse  were  on 
the  ground  early  this  morning  and  as- 
sisted in  burying  the  dead  and  taking 
care  of  the   wounded. 

Quiet  prevails  this  morning  according 
to  the  latest  reports  from  Balltown  but 
further   troubla   is   not   at  all   unlikely 

Now  Orleans.  Oct.  ».— Orders  wen-  re- 
ceived In  a  telegram  from  Governor 
Heard  at  6:?>i)  counterman  ling  the  instruc- 
tions to  Gen.  Glynn  to  send  troops  to 
Balltown,  the  scene  of  rhe  alleged  rac- 
war.  A  company  of  the  Louisiana  field 
artillery  and  a  troop  of  cavalry  had  been 
held  In  readiness  all  niyht  to  leave  for 
the  scene  of  the  trouble.  At  davlight 
they  proceeded  to  the  Northwestern  de- 
pot where  a  train  had  been  made  up  to 
take  them  to  Washingtcm  Parish.  Gov- 
ernor Heard's  telegram  Indicate  that  the 
trouble  at  Balltown  Is  over  and  there 
1."  no  necessity  for  the  presence  of  the 
militia.

Washburn  Prisoner  Escaped 
From  a  Moving  Train. 

Ashland,  Wis.,  Oct.  29.— While  being 
taken  to  Waupun  to  serve  a  seven 
years'  sentence  for  forgtry,  James  Gee, 
of  Washburn,  escaped  from  Sheriff 
Lien,  of  Bayfield  county,  and  is  still 
at  large.  The  conductor  of  the  train, 
who  saw  Gee  just  aa  he  was  leaving 
the  coach,  endeavored  to  arouse  the 
sheriff  from  the  sleep  he  had  fallen  in- 
to, but  failed  to  do  so  In  time.  Gee 
made  his  escape  froni  a  moving  Wls- 
con.sin  Central  passenger  train  near 
Marengo  and  fled   to  the  woods. 

WILL  LOSE  FORTUNE 


If  These  Three   Sisters   Get 
Married. 

Bellefontaine,  Ohio,  Oct  29.— The  will 
of  the  late  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Kauffman, 
the  richest  woman  of  the  county,  pre- 
sents a  queer  situation.  Deceased  left 
an  estate  worth  IIOO.OOO  and  six  chil- 
dren. "Two  sons  were  cut  off  with  $500 
each,  and  to  the  three  daughters  and 
the  other  .son  is  left  all  the  rest  of  the 
fortune,  but  the  daughters  can  only 
enjoy  the  property  while  they  remain 
unmarried.  If  any  one  of  them  marries 
her  interest  .shall  vest  and  revert  to  the 
unmarried  sisters. 


Auburn,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  29. — Czolgosz  was 
a  carefully  secluded  prisoner  in  Au- 
burn penitentiary  and  his  confinement 
and  execution  were  devoid  of  sensa- 
tionalism. State  Superintendent  of 
Prisons  Cornelius  V.  Collins  was  deter- 
mined that  the  prisoner,  despite  the 
•  •noimity  of  his  crime,  should  gain  no 
undue  notoriety  and  issued  strict  orders 
for  his  complete  seclusion.  These  orders 
were  carefully  carried  out  and  /rom  the 
time  the  prisoner  entered  the  prison 
until  he  was  brought  to  the  death  chair 
today  he  was  practically  out  of  public 
view. 

During  his  Imprisonment  the  post 
brotfl^ht  more  than  1500  letters,  papers 
and  pat  kages  to  the  prisoner,  but  none 
of  these  was  ever  sent  to  him.  Tiiev 
came  from  the  army  of  letter  writing 
cranks  and  were  of  every  character, 
from  harmless  to  vicious.  The  prison 
officials  felt  that  the  delivery  of  suca 
a  quantity  of  mail  would  not  only  seri- 
ously disturb,  but  would  have  given 
him  false  ideas  as  to  his  importance 
and  prominence.  The  other  convicis 
in  the  death  house  were  not  permitted 
to  talk  to  him.  and  the  guards  who 
kept  the  death  vigil  watched  in  un- 
broken   silence. 

The  seclusion  of  the  prisoner  operated 
both  ways,  for  if  the  world  went  on  in 
ignorance  of  the  life  of  the  prisoner 
from  day  to  day,  the  prisoner  lived  in 
ignorance  of  what  went  forward  in  the 
world  even  as  to  the  question  affecting- 
him.  The  rule  of  silence  as  to  the  pris- 
oner was  broken  that  he  might  have 
opportunity  to  prepare  himself  spirit- 
ually for  his  death. 

The  rule  was  also  broken  in  a  final 
effort  to  secure  a  confession  from  the 
condemned  man.  The  prison  otTlcials 
felt  it  was  their  duty  to  again  seek  to 
ascertain  If  otners  plotted  with  liim  or 
abetted  him  in  the  mur(ierou.«  plan  that 
«  pBii  suiiioo  luapuejuuadng  'JoqojoQ 
ut  XiJeg  -oiBjiua  TB  mo  papatjo  sq 
lengthy  interview  with  him.  Night  was 
chosen  for  the  inquiry  and  at  9  o'clock 
the  superintendent  called  on  Czolgo.sz. 
The  prisoner  was  transferred  to  an- 
other part  of  the  prison  where  there 
was  no  one  to  overhear  the  conversa- 
tion. For  the  first  few  minutes  Czol- 
gosz sat  in  silence  and  the  superintend- 
ent began  to  despair  of  getting  any  in- 
formation. Finally,  just  as  he  was 
about  to  leave,  Czolgosz  answered  one 
of  his  questions.  From  that  time  on  he 
talked  freely,  but  his  utterances  con- 
tained no  enlightnment  as  to  the  cause 
for  his  critne  or  a  possibl.  conspiracy. 
The  most  mportant  statement  he  made 
was  one  in  which  he  absolutely  den'ed 
that  he  had  a  handkerchief  tied  about 
his  hand  or  that  the  pistol  was  conceal- 
ed in  any  other  place  than  his  coat 
pocket.     TThe  superintendent  said: 

"Now.  CzoIkosz.  I  want  you  to  talk 
to  me.  I'm  the  only  one  that  can  do 
you  any  good  and  if  you  tell  me  any- 
thing I  may  help  you  to  get  out  of 
here." 

"I  don't  want  to  get  out  of  here.  They 
would  kill  me  outside,"  was  the  reply. 
•Who'd  kill  you?" 
"Why,    the   people." 
"You  mean  the  men  who  told  you  to 
kill  the  president?"  asked  Mr.   Collins. 
"No,  nobody  told  me  to  kill  he  presi- 
dent;  I  mean  the  people." 

"Who  gave  you  the  money  to  get  to 
Buffalo?" 

"No  one.  A  man  in  Chicago  wanted 
to  see  me,  and  I  went  there  from  Cleve- 
land." 

"Who  was  the  man?" 
"I  don't  remember  his  name." 
"Do  you  remember  where  he  lived?" 
"No,   I  don't  know  the  names  of  the 
streets    there." 

"How  did  you  get  to  Buffalo  from 
Chicago?  Did  this  man  pay  your 
fare?" 

"No.  sir.  I  had  some  money  that  I 
earned  at  painting  and  carpenter 
work." 

"Didn't  this  man  in  Chicago  and 
some  others  tell  you  to  klTT  the  presi- 
dent?"  asked   Mr.    Collins. 

"No,  they  didn't.  I  thought  it  out 
myself."  ,^      ^ 

"Did  you  first  follow  the  president 
to  San  Francisco  to  kill  him?" 

"That's  a  lie,"  responded  the  pris- 
ner.  "I  did  not.  I  did  not  make  up 
my  mind  till  I  had  been  here  a  few 
day.s." 

"You  say  you  worked  for  your 
monev.  Your  father  says  you  ne\-er 
had  any  money,  and  you  would  not 
work." 

"lie's  no  good.  He  married  a  woman 
who  made  me  cook  my  own  food  in  the 
hou.se    after    I    had    bought    it." 

Superintendent  Collins  repeated  the 
question  as  to  who  .sent  him  to  kill  the 
president,  V>ut  to  each  query  he  would 
respond   "Nobody.   I  did   it  myself." 

"You  know  Emma  Goldman  says  you 
are  an  idiot  and  no  good,  and  that  you 
begged  a  quarter  of  her?" 

"I  don't  care  what  she  says.  She 
didn't    tell    me    to    do    this." 

"What  did  you  kill  the  president 
for?" 

•He  wouldn't  give  me  any  work." 
•Did  you  ever  ask  him  for  work?" 
"Yes.  at  Canton  once  and  then      he 
turned  me  down." 

"Did  you  ever  ask  anybody  else  for 
work?" 

•'Yes.    lots." 

•Why  didn't  you  shoot  the  people 
who  refused   you?" 

"They  weren't  like  Mr.  McKinley. 
He  could  have  ftxed  me.' 

"Who  helped  you  tie  up  your  hand 
In   the  handkerchief?" 

"Nobody.  I  never  had  a  handkerchief 
in  my  hand.  Anybody  that  says  so  bea. 
I  had  the  pistol  in  my  coat  pocket  and 
when  I  got  near  the  president  I  pulled 
It  out  and   fired." 

"Why,  they  found  the  handkerchief 
you  had  it  wrapped  in,"  said  the  su- 
perintendent. 

"That  ain't  so,  sir,"  he  earnestly  ans- 
wered. "I  didn't  have  no  handkerchief. 
I  just  had  the  pistol  in  my  pocket." 

Among  the  hundreds  of  letters  re- 
ceived for  Czolgosz  at  the  pri.son  was 
one  mentioning  a  girl  named  Amy.  of 
Chicago.  Mr.  Collins,  thinking  to  sur- 
pilse  him,   said: 

"Your  girl  named  Amy,  of  Chicago, 
Is  coming  to  see  you."

ing  it  into  the  body  at  full  voltage  for 
seven  seconds  and  then  slowly  reduc- 
ing it  for  forty-flve  seconds.  Then  I 
threw  the  full  voltage  on  again  for 
eight  seconds.  Then,  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  Dr.  MacDonald,  I  turned  it 
on  again  for  a  few  seconds.  I  did  nut 
think  there  was  any  necessity  for  the 
third  contact,  and  the  lack  of  resist- 
ance shown  when  it  was  administered, 
proved  that  life  was  extinct.  The 
body  showed  eight  ami)heres  of  resist- 
ance. That  is  a  little  more  than 
would  be  given  by  a  larger  or  stouter 
man,  where  the  cum  nt  could  have 
m.ore  chance  to  percolate.  It  was  as 
successful  an  execution  as  I  have  ever 
operated  at  in  all  my  experience." 

In  his  interview  with  Superintendent 
Collins  last  night,  Czolgosz  made  an- 
other explanation  of  his  visit  to  Chi- 
cago just  before  he  v»ent  to  Buffalo, 
but  later  admitted  that  he  had  lied.  He 
said  that  when  he  reached  Chicago  a 
btjv  whom  he  did  not  know  app-'oichsd 
him  at  the  depot  and  handed  him  a 
packet  of  money.  He  said  the  money 
was  for  use  on  the  Buffalo  trip,  but 
that  he  never  knew  who  sent  it  to  him 
or  the  identity  of  the  lad  who  de- 
livered it.  He  then  explained  that  most 
of  the  meetings  of  anarchists  that  he 
attended  at  Cleveland  were  held  in  sa- 
loons designated  by  an  anarchist 
newspaper.  Halt  an  hour  later, 
when  the  superintendent  called  In  the 
brother  and  brother-in-law  of  the 
prisoner,  he  brought  Up  the  subject 
again  and  said: 

•'How  about  the  money  you  got  at 
Chicago?' 

"What   money?"  -asked   the  prisoner. 

"Why,  the  money  you  told  me  about 
here,  earlier  In  the  evening,"  said  the 
superintendent.         > 

"Did  I  tell  that?:  I  did  not  get  any 
money.      If  I  said  so  it  was  not  true." 

Another  demonstration  of  the  many 
falsehoods  told  by  the  prisoner  was 
furnished  by  Wal^eck  Czolgosz.  He 
positively  assured  Warden  Mead  that 
his  brother,  Leon,  could  read  and  write, 
in  direct  contradiction"  of  the  oft-re- 
peated claim  of  the  prisoner  that  he 
was  illiterate.

THE  CHAMBER 


Of  Death  In  a  Compara- 
tively New  Stone 
Building. 

Auburn,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  29.— The  chamber 
in  which  the  murderer  of  President  Mc- 
Kinley was  executed  was  not  the  same  as 
the  first  electrocution  that  took  ]>lace 
here.  It  is  a  comparatively  new  building, 
strikingly  elaborate  in  c-omparisun  with 
the  old  prison  structures  about  it.  It  is 
built  of  gray  stone  anil  is  situated  about 
half  wav  down  the  t>rison  yard  on  the 
left  hand  or  south  side.  Entrancw  to  it 
is  possible  either  from  the  prison  yard 
or  from  the  main  south  corridor  and 
the  execution  room  proper  may  be  entered 
\\1thout  passing  the  comlemncul  dells. 
From  the  time  of  his  entry  into  the  death 
house  Czolgosz  wa--<  confined  in  the 
cell  nearest  to  the  death  cham- 
ber so  that  when  he  entered  the  execu- 
tion room  this  morning  he  had  only  to 
step  a  few  feet  through  the  stone  arch 
and  aa  the  ureat  oron  door  swung  behind 
him  he  was  beside  the  electric  chair. 
The  execution  room  has  .seals  for  the  wit- 
nesses and  Is  llK'hteO  with  several  win- 
dows   placed   high   in   the   walls.     In    one

the  keyboard  i.s  situaie.l  and  in  which 
Ellectriciaa\  Davis  stood  when  be 
switched  the  current  on. 

Tllie  prelbniiiaries  wvre  exactly  like 
those  of  every  other  execution.  The  wit- 
nesses jrathered  in  the  office  of  the  war- 
den on  the  second  floor  of  the  prison  at 
a  (juarter  of  seven.  At  a  few  minutes 
before  7  the  witnesses  wope  told  to  quick- 
ly follow  the  warden  and  state  superin- 
tendent of  prisons  and  after  walkini? 
through  the  lon^  corridor  took  their 
places  silently  beside  the  death  chair 
in  the  execution  room.  The  iron  door 
leading  to  the  condemned  cells  was  closed 
but  behind  it  the  warden  s  assistants  were 
proparintr  CzoIkosz  for  death.  The  war- 
.fm  waiijt^d  until  the  witn»'*Js©s  were 
seated  and  then  made  the  usual  formal 
declaration  that  those  present  in  the 
room  were  merely  there  as  witnesses  to 
a  leRal  execution  of  a  murderer  and  that 
under  no  circumstances  and  no  matter 
what  the  provocation  no  one  was  to  leave 
his  seat  or  make  any  disturbance.  Elec- 
tri''lan  Davis  then  put  upon  the  arms  of 
the  chair  a  bank  of  incaindescent  lamps 
and  chnrped  the  electrical  wires  passed 
the  curre»it  throu«h  them  so  that  the 
lijrhts  Klowed  out  brightly.  An  assistant 
in  the  meantime  i>ut  the  two  electrodes 
wlii<h  were  lined  with  sponpres  Into  palls 
of  salt  water  so  as  to  get  them  wet  en- 
ousrh  to  t>revent  the  current  from  burn- 
ing the  victim's  flesh.

Czolgosz      Awoke      and 

Left   His  Cot   at 

4:45. 

Auburn,  N.  T..  Oct.  29.— Czolgosz  rested 
exceedingly  well  for  a  man  in  the  shadow 
of  death.  It  was  4:45  o'clock  before  he 
finally  waked  up  and  left  his  cot.  His 
sleep  was  almost  trabroken  throughout 
the  night  and  was  restful  and  refreshing. 

He  did  not  break  his  silence  when  he 
awoke  nor  Old  he  show  any  indication  of 
failing  courage.  SuT>erlntendent  Collins 
and  Warden  Mead  also  arose  at  4:45 
o'clock  and  their  first  Inaulry  was  as  to 
the  prisoner.  They  breakfasted  early  and 
at  once  set  about  to  ixrfect  the  final  de- 
tails   of   the   execution. 

The  prison  wa«  exceedingly  quiet  during 
the  earlier  hours  and  a  few  newwiiaper 
men.  who  watched  in  front  of  the  build- 
ing, were  long  without  company.  A  couple 
of  guards  and  city  policemen  watched 
the  streets  surrounding  the  prison  but 
there  was  nothing  in  the  line  of  duty  for 
them  to  do.  Lights  began  showluK  in 
the  main  prison  at  5  o'clock  and  witiiln 
an  hour  the  entire  household  was  astir 
for  the  new  day.  The  night  had  been 
clear  but  cold  and  the  morning  was 
britrht  Ijut  chilly. 

LITTLE  GRIEF 


Manifested  By  the  Father 

and  Brothers  of 

Czolgosz. 

Cleveland,  Oct.  29.— Next  to  witnesses 
in  the  death  chamber  at  Auburn  prison, 
where  Leon  F.  Czolgosz's  life  was  shocked 
out  of  existence,  there  was  no  more  in- 
terested witnesses  to  the  far-away  vindi- 
cation of  justice  than  a  little  group  of 
men  who  had  gathered  in  the  local  office 
of  the  Associated  Press  to  learn  of  the 
final  act  early  today.  This  group  includ- 
ed the  next  of  kin,  the  neare.st  of  .all 
human  beings  to  the  assassin,  his  father 
and  two  brothers,  and  half  a  dozen  of  his 
former  nelgbbors   in  this  city. 

The  same  seeming  indifference  that  has 
characterized  the  members  of  the  Czol- 
gosz family  was  maintained  to  the  end, 
and  when  the  statement  that  Leon  Czol- 
gosz had  been  put  to  deatli  was  told  to 
the  old  man  In  Polish,  his  fingers  twitched 
nervously  for  a  minute  or  so.  a  suspicion 
of  a  tear  was  seen  to  come  into  his  dark 
eyes,  and  he  made  a  reply  in  Polish  to  a 
friend  who  acted  as  interpreter.  The  old 
man's  statement  was  to  the  effect  that, 
inasmuch  as  it  had  to  be.  It  were  better 
that  It  is  all  over. 

When  told  of  Leon's  regret  that  he  had 
not  seen  his  father,  the  assassin's  parent 
replied  pathetically  that  had  he  been 
asked  to  go  to  Auburn  he  would  have  done 
so,  but  the  news  from  Auburn  was  never 
a.ssurlng.  and  the  father  felt  thfU  he  was 
not  wanted,  hence  he  remained  at  home. 

The  old  man  said  finallv  that  lie  would 
not  have  been  a  witness  to  the  killing  of 
his  son,  for  the  scene  would  have  been 
too  much  for  his  paternal  heart. 

Other  than  a  suspicion  of  a  tear  in  the 
father's  eye.  there  was  no  sign  of  grief 
from  him.  and  the  two  brothers,  both 
younger  than  Leon,  began  to  ask  as  to 
the  probable  palnfulness  of  the  electro- 
cution. The  party  did  not  wait  to  hear 
details  and  soon  left  for  their  homes,  the 
father  of  the  assa.ssln  to  his  dally  work 
In  one  of  the  city's  parks,  the  two  broth- 
ers   to    their   respective   employments.

GROWTH 


Of  the  Territory  Embrac- 
ed In  (he  Louisiana 
Purchase. 

Washington,  Oct.  28.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  approaching  centennial 
celebration  of  the  Louisiana  purchase 
has  suggested  to  the  treasury  depart- 
ment the  Compilation  of  some  data  re- 
pardiiig  the  present  condition  and  pro- 
ductions of  the  territory  included  with- 
in that  purchase.  This  statement, 
which  will  be  published  in  the  October 
number  of  the  Monthly  l^^ummary  of 
Commerce  and  Finance,  .show.s  that  th.> 
land  area  of  the  Louisiana  purchase 
exceed.s  that  of  the  original  thirteen 
states,  being  804,944  square  miies.against 
a  total  area  of  820.944  square  mile.s  in 
the  original  thirteen  states.  The  state.s 
and  territories  v.  hich  have  been  created 
in  whole  or  in  part  from  its  area  num- 
ber fourteen,  and  their  population  in 
1900  wa.s  14.708.616.  against  a  population 
of  less  than  100.000  in  the  territory  at 
the  time  of  its  purchase.  Their  total 
area  Is  nearly  one-thiid  that  of  the  en- 
tire I'nion.  and  their  population  about 
one-fifth  that  of  the  entire  United 
States. 

AGRICULTURAL  PRODITCTS. 

They  produced  in  1890.  164.000.000  bush- 
els of  wheat  and  in  1900  264,000.000  bush- 
els, at  a  value  in  1900  of  $152,000,000,  their 
total  wheat  production  being  over  50 
per  cent  of  that  ot  the  entire  United 
States.  They  produced  603,000,000  bush- 
els of  corn  In  1890  and  1.013,000,000  hush- 
els  In  1900,  with  a  value  In  1900  of  $314.- 
000,000,  their  total  corn  crop  forming  in 
1890  40  per  cent,  and  in  1900  48  per  cent 
of  the  total  corn  crop  of  the  United 
States.  Of  oats  they  produced  in  1900 
311.000.000  bushels,  or  38  per  cent  of  the 
total  product  of  the  country,  with  a 
valuation  of  $71,000,000.  Their  produc- 
tion of  barley  in  ISOO  was  balued  at  over 
$10,000,000,  and  of  rye  over  $2,000,000. 
while  their  production  of  potatoes  in 
1900  amounted  to  over  $25,000,000,  that 
of  hay.  $130,000,000,  and  that  of  cotton 
$50,000,000  in  value. 

The  total  value  of  the  agricultural 
products  of  the  states  formed  from  tlie 
I.,oulsiana  puichase.  including  in  that 
category  simply  wheat,  corn,  oats, 
barley,  rye,  hay,  potatoes  and  cotton, 
was,  in  1890,  $670,000,000,  and  in  1900. 
$755,000,000.  The  wool  product  of  these 
frtates  amounted  to  61.871,357  pounds  in 
1894.  and  in  1900.  to  100,396,982,  or  S5  per 
cent  of  the  total  wool  product  oT  the 
country,  with  an  e.stimated  value  of 
about  $15,000,000.  or  equal  to  the  cost  of 
the  entile  area.  The  value  of  the  farm 
animals  in  those  states  in  1890  was 
$772,000,000,  and  in  1900  $825,000,000.  Add 
to  these  easily  measured  farm  products 
the  estimated  value  of  the  wool,  the 
sugar,  the  dairy  and  poultry  products, 
and  the  proportion  of  the  live  stock 
annuaiTfy  turned  Into  provisions,  and  it 
may  be  safely  estimated  that  ;h:^;r 
agrivultural  products  during  a  single 
yeaJ>  amount  to  100  times  the  original 
cost  of  the  area;  or.  in  other  words, 
that  its  cost  Is  repaid  by  1  per  cent  of 
the  agricultural  productions  of  each 
recurring   year. 

MINERAL  WEALTH. 

The  product  of  the  mines  is  also  vtry 
great.  The  coal  produced  in  thl<;  are;i 
in  1899  amounted  to  22.000.000  tons. 
against  14.000,000  tons  in  1890;  the  Iron 
ore  to  8.491,000  tons  in  1900,  against 
1.269.000  tons  in  1890;  the  silver  product 
of  1899,  $50,300,768  in  coinage  value, 
against  $44,799,998  in  1890,  and  gold, 
$37,712,400  in  1899,  against  $10,650,000  in 
1890. 

BANKING  STATISTICS. 

The  prosperity  shown  by  these  fig- 
ures l.s  further  evidenced  by  the  bank- 
ing institutions  of  the  states  formed 
from  this  territory.  Their  capital  stock 
amounted  in  1900  to  over  $80,000,000; 
their  circulation  to  $36,600,000  in  1900, 
against  $15,644,000  in  1S9;  their  loans 
and  discounts  to  $317,563,000  in  1900, 
against  $269,016,000  in  1890;  and  their 
total  resources.  $1,099,111,000  in  1900, 
the  prosperity  of  this  section  is  in  th.; 
fact  that  individual  deposts  in  na- 
tional hank.«  in  1900  atnounte.1  to  5329,-

The  number  of 
pupils  in  attendance  at  high  schools 
in  1899  was  113,847,  with  4937  teacherS; 
at  normal  schools.  15.843  students,  with 
625  teachers;  and  at  higher  educa- 
tional Institutions.  40,249  students,  with 
8925  teachers.  The  total  figure*,  for 
schols  and  educational  institution.s  in 
the  fourteen  states  formed  from  the 
I.,ouisana  purchase  sow:  Teachers,  in 
1890,  95,365;  In  1899.

BOER  ATTACK 

On  British  Force  Is   Re- 
pulsed After  Severe 
Fighting. 

London.  Oct.  29.— A  dispatch  from 
Lord  Kitchener  dated  Pretoria,  Oct, 
28  says  he  has  received  reports  of 
fighting  Oct.  26  near  Great  Marco 
river,  when  Delarey  and  Kemp  at- 
tacked a  British  force  and  were  only 
repulsed  after  severe  lighting,  leaving 
forty  dead  on  the  field,  including  Com- 
mandant Omstirheisen.  The  Britisli 
lost  twenty-eight  men  killed  and  had 
fifty-five  wounded.  The  Boers  car- 
ried off  eight  British  wagons.  The 
republicans  appear  to  have  paid  spe- 
1  cial  attention  to  the  guns,  as  thirty- 
seven  gunners  and  driver.s  were  killed 
or    wounded. 

Lord  Kitchener  mentions  a  number 
of  minor  affairs  and  says  this  week's 
"bag"  consisted  of  seventy-four  Boers 
killed,  sixteen  wounded  and  3.53  made 
prisoners.  In  addition  forty-five 
Boers  surrendered  and  the  British 
captured  471  rilles.  79,950  rounds  of  am- 
munition, 216  wagons,  530  horses  and 
StiOO  head  of  cattle.

Then  it  was  whispered  that  the 
Wyers  had  acquired  an  almost  abso- 
lute sway  over  the  old  lady's  mind,  and 
that  in  all  ca.'ses  their  will  was  her  will 
in  matters  of  business  as  well  as  in  her 
dealings  with  her  old  friends  and  rela- 
tives.

It  is  alleged  that  the  mind  of  Mrs. 
Renshaw  was  poi.soned  against  her 
relatives  by  the  most  improbable  tales. 
She  was  told,  it  is  alleged,  that  a 
niece  who  once  came  to  visit  her  had 
brought  a  satchel  full  of  poison  in  order 
to  make  away  with  the  entire  house- 
hold: that  her  nephew  had  forged  her 
name  to  a  note:  that  her  friends  wished 
to  have  her  adjudged  insane.  and 
many  other  tales  of  a  like  nature.  Sev- 
eral months  ago  Mrs.  Renshaw  ap- 
pointed Ira  Wyer  her  agent,  and  he  ac- 
quire<l  absolute  control  of  her  property. 
Not  long  ago.  however,  he  attempted  to 
dispose  of  a  house  and  lot.  which  Mrs. 
Renshaw    strongly   objected    to. 

She  accordingly  deposed  Wyer  and 
appointed  Theodore  K.  Funck  in  his 
stead.  At  this  time  her  will  was  given 
into  his  keeping.  A  few  days  later  she 
reinstated  Wyer  in  authority,  and  he 
made  a  demand  on  Funck  for  the  will. 
This  was  refused,  and  a  personal  alter- 
cation nearly  took  place.  This  reached 
the  ears  of  Mrs.  Renshaw's  relatives, 
and  a  petition  to  have  a  gruardlan  ap- 
pointed was  filed  in  the  probate  court. 
This  was  signed  by  Samuel  Reed,  vice 
president  of  the  National  bank:  Wil- 
liam Ross  and  Squire  Henry  Hall. 

TIi«  granting  of  the  petition  was  des- 
perately fought,  the  testimony  bring- 
ing out  the  state  of  affairs  recited 
above.  The  petitioners,  who  were  au- 
thorized to  confer  with  Mrs.  Renshaw 
over  the  choice  of  a  guardian,  were 
refused  admission  to  her  home  by 
the  Wyers.  This  rushed  matters  to 
a  head,  and  Theodore  K.  Funck  re- 
ceived the  appointment  of  guardian. 
The  Wyers  packed  up  their  goo^ls  and 
left  Mrs.  Renshaw  to  care  for  herself, 
and  it  was  thought  that  the  matter 
was   settled. 

Now.  however,  a  motion  for  appeal 
to  the  common  pleas  court  has  been 
filed,  and  the  matter  is  again  to  be 
opened  up.  The  fight  In  the  common 
pleas  court  will  be  far  more  bitter 
than  that  bffore  the  probate  judge, 
and  the  testimony  will  undoubtedly  be 
of  a  very  sensational  nature,  as  Mrs. 
Renshaw's  relatives  ate  d'^termined 
to  fight  the  case  to  the  end  and  fathom 
every  circumstance  connected  with  the 
case.

Oct.  29.— Misses  Bet- 
tie  H.  and  Lalla  M.  Rogerson.  two  of 
the  best  known  young  ladies  in  Peters- 
burg, are  ill  at  their  home  in  this  city, 
ha\ingr  bean  stricken  within  half  an 
hour  of  each  other.  They  are  sisters, 
and  Miss  Lalla  has  been  unconscious 
since  she  was  stricken.  Her  rlg*t  side 
Is  affected,  while  her  sister  is  paralvzed 
on  the  left  side.  At  the  time  they 
were  stricken  they  were  in  bed  in  sep- 
arate apartments.  It  is  thought  prob- 
able that  their  affliction  was  brought 
on  by  the  excitement  Incident  to  the 
reunion  of  the  Confederate  Vsterana 
here  this  week. 


Washinston,  Oct  29.— Land  Commis- 
sioner Hermann  has  received  the  annual 
report  of  the  surveyor  general  of  Min- 
nesota. Concerning  the  present  unsur- 
veyed  lands  In  the  state,  Mr.  Warner 
says  there  are  thirty-flve  full  lownships 
and  twelve  fractional  townships  that 
have  not  been  surveyed.  It  is  estimated 
that  eight  townships  can  be  surveyed  and 
ai>i)rovcJ  during  the  current  year  from 
the  $5uCK)  assigned  lo  Minnesota  for  that 
puri>03«. 

Mr.  Warner  estimates  that  at  least 
$3u,u00  will  be  require-i  to  complete  llie 
surveys  of  all  public  lands  in  Minnesota 
remaining  unsurveyed  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  years  endlnsr  June  3<3,  1902.  He 
further  asks  for  $4000  for  salaries  of 
draughtsmen  an<j  clerks  in  the  office  at 
St.   Paul  for  ihe  oming   year. 

In  order  to  c<:)mplete  the  surveys  to  the 
beat  aJvantage,  economically  and  expt- 
ditiously,  Mr.  Warner  recommends  that 
the  restrictions  re<iuirlng  applications 
from  actual  settlers  for  surveys  should 
be  suspended,  so  far  as  the  sXate  of  Min- 
nesota is  concerned,  and  the  surveyor 
general  should  be  authorized  to  award 
contracts  for  contiguous  townships,  and 
thus  avoid  leaving  isolated  tracts  unsur- 
ve3-ed,    which    often    leads    to   confusion. 

In  addiiion  to  ihe  thlrty-flve  unsur- 
veyed townships  in  Minnesota,  there  is  a 
co'isiderab'.e  area  of  valuable  land,  sit- 
uated near  the  northwest  angle  of  the 
Lake  of  the  Woods,  and  which  has  bo- 
come  a  part  of  the  Chippewa  reserva- 
tion under  recent  decisions.  Congress 
will  have  to  make  some  provision  relative 
to  ihls  tract  at  the  next  session,  for 
there  are  several  thrifty  townsites  al- 
ready located  upon  it  Mr.  Warner  rec- 
ommends that  the  sum  of  $iiu00  be  made 
available  for  surveying   this   tract,    which

Th-i  method 
t[uiiiu>v(i  by  the  perpetrators  is  unique 
it  ltd  similar  to  the  "sweating"  of  gold 
<  I'iiii,.  When  lightened  the  coins,  re- 
i.iiniiig  tht-ir  original  appearance,  are 
;i«iiin  i>lHced  in  circulation,  requiring 
:i  ti.<lti<Ml  eye  and  an  experienced  touch 
to  deleft  that  they  have  been  tamper- 
ed with.  Alter  a  bit  o:  the  wear  and 
tear  money  undergoes,  the  coins  wiiich 
ha\e  Ik  en  operated  upon  reveal  their 
lightii  ys  at  once,  and,  as  a  result,  are 
reHis'  'i  acceptance.    It  is  not  permls.s- 


ible  for  the  government  to  redeem  the 
coins  at  their  face  value  and,  of  course, 
their  intrinsic  worth  is  much  less  than 
the  amount  for  which  they  have  pass- 
ed. Electro  platers,  who  make  a  spe- 
cialty of  silverware,  use  bar  silver  for 
their  purpose.  In  place  of  the  crude 
metal,  it  is  explained,  several  smaller 
firms  have  utilized  silver  coins  of  the 
half  and  dollar  denomination,  and  have 
obtained  from  them  a  deposit  of  silver 
upon  the  article  which  Is  being  platen 
and  have  used  the  money  again  at  its 
face  value.  By  this  operation  they  gain 
the  cost  of  the  silver  usad  in  plating, 
and  as  coin  metal  is  practically  pure, 
they  are  able  to  put  a  finer  and  more 
expensive  finish  upon  goods  than  if 
honest  methods  were  employed  with 
bar  metal.

Spain,  where  her  father,"  who  is  now 
blind,  has  resided  8in;.e  his  expulsion 
fr<im    the   capital. 


Her  brothers  are  consuls  for  Colom- 
bia in  Trinidad  and  Curacoa  and  it  is 
said  Ko  have  been  because  of  a  desire 
to  hold  them  in  check  that  President 
Castro  refused  to  permit  her  deport- 
ation.

Minister  of  Justice   Has 
Heard  About  Build- 
ing of  Canal. 


Says  England  Must  Pro- 
tect the  Interests  of 
the  Dominion. 


Contends  That  Neutrality 

of  Canal  Must   Be 

Guaranteed. 


New  York,  Oct.  30.— David  Mills,  min- 
ister of  justice  for  Canada,  has  an  im- 
portant article  in  the  November  num- 
ber of  the  Empire  Kevitw,  says  the 
Tribune's  London  correspondent.  In  it 
the  Monroe  doctrine  and  the  inter- 
oceanic  canal  conditions  under  whicli 
the  Monroe  doctrine  was  proclaimed, 
and  the  Clayton-Bulwer  treaty  nego- 
tiated, are  described  in  detail,  and  the 
conclusions  are  drawn  that  United 
States  government  is  assuming  sov- 
ereignty over  both  North  and  South 
America,  that  it  is  striving  to  restrict 
eoaality  respecting  the  canal,  and  that 

her  interests  must  not  be  Siicrlficed  by 
the  I'nited  Kingdom  for  any  considera- 
tion. Mr.  Mills  contends  that  the  neu- 
trality of  the  canal  must  be  guaranteed 
as  provided  for  by  the  Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty  and  that  the  United  Kingdom 
must  not  yield  to  the  demands  of  what 
he  described  as  an  ambitious  and  not 
over-scrupulous  state  to  erect  fortifi- 
cations upon  the  borders  of  a  water- 
way and  to  take  possession  of  it. 

The  real  object  of  this  article,  con- 
tinues the  Tribune's  correspondent,  is 
disclosed  In  the  last  seven  lines,  in 
which  reference  is  made  to  tht>  fact 
that  the  United  Slates  has  taken  pos- 
session of  Dyea  and  Skagway,  and  has 
refused  to  submit  the  matter  to  arbi- 
tration. Mr.  Mills  does  not  say  so,  but 
clearly  he  thinks,  says  the  Tribune's 
correspondent,  that  he  foreiiarn  office 
ought  to  obtain  a  quid  pro  «iuo  in  Alas- 
ka on  the  Canadian  frontier  for  the 
abrogation  or  revision  of  the  canal 
treaty.

Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Oct.  20.— Sixteen  bish- 
ops of  the  Methoditt  Episcopal  church 
met  here  today  in  their  biennial  session, 
which  -will  continue  for  a  week.  Among 
the  absentees  are  Moore,  in  China;  Hart- 
sell,  in  Africa;  Warren,  in  India,  and 
Vincent,  in  Europe,  At  this  conference 
the  bishops  will  be.  assigned  as  presiding 
officers  of  the  annual  conferences  next 
j-e,ir,  and  the  tfen^.'ral  condition  of  the 
church  will  be  consllercd.  Meetings  of 
various  auxiliary  organizations  of  the 
church  will  be  held  during  the  week  that 
the  delegates  are  here.  Owing  to  the 
death  of  Bishop  Xindc  of  Detroit,  several 
may  change  location,  the  selection  lieing 
in  the  order  of  senicTritv.  The  biennial 
sessions  are  executive.  The  forenoon  was 
occupied  in  receptions,  greetings  and 
addresses. 

The  union  of  the  Methodists,  North 
and  South,  will  be  considered.  The  pre- 
liminary stops  looking  toward  thla  end 
have  been  taken  in  Oklahoma  territory 
where  the  N()rih  and  South  Methodists 
ha\c  united  in  building  a  Methodlsi 
college.

For  Pittsburg  Polytechnic 

Institute  Are  Ready 

For  Carnegie. 

New  York.  Oct.  oO.— Plans  and  esti- 
mates for  a  Pittsburg  polytechnic  in- 
stitute are  being  prepared  at  the  re- 
quest of  Andrew  Carnegie,  which  call 
for  an  outlay  of  from  $5.«XI0.000  to  $8,- 
000.000  for  buildings  and  an  endowment 
fund  of  $25,000,000  more  for  mainten- 
ance, says  the  Herald.  When  Mr.  Car- 
negie reaches  Pltsburg,  the  comlttee, 
which  has  for  several  months  been 
busily  engaged,  wi'l  make  a  report  to 
him.  Judge  Josiah  Cohen,  of  the  Or- 
phans court  of  Pittsburg,  who  is  a 
member  of  the  committee  appointed  at 
the  re(|uest  of  Mr.  Carnegie,  is  in  this 
city.  In  an  interview  he  admitted  that 
the  committee  had  made  considerable 
progress  in  preparign  his  report  for  Mr. 
Carnegie. 

■'It  is  proposed,"  said  Judge  Cohen, 
"to  found  in  IMttsburg  an  ingfiiution 
for  the  training  and  education  ot  aji- 
prentices  and  students  in  all  trades. 
Such  an  institution  will  require  at  least 
six  acres  of  lands.  The  grounds  will  be 
given  by  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  in  all 
probability.  The  proximity  of  so  many 
industrial  establishments  to  Pittsburg, 
as  well  as  the  fact  that  there  are  .so 
many  manufacturing  plants  in  the  cily 
itself,  makes  Pittsburg  pre-eminently 
an  appropriate  place  for  a  great  poiy- 
teehnic  institution  of  this  character."

LEMLY  HAS  FINISHED 

Frivolous  and  Tiresome  Questioning  of 
Admiral  Schley  Is  at  an  End. 

Admiral  Schley  Was  Grow= 
ing  Sarcastic. 

The  End  of  the  Inquiry  Is 
Near  at  Hand. 


Washington,  Oct.  30.— At  2:36  p.  m. 
Judge  Advocate  Lemly  announced  that 
he  had  no  further  questions  to  ask  Ad- 
miral Schley.  Mr.  Rayner  stated  he 
had  not  a  single  question  to  ask.  Ad- 
miral Dewey  announced  that  the  court 
had  some   to   ask. 


W'ashington,  Oct.  SO.— W^ith  the 
opening  of  the  Schley  court  of  inquiry 
today.  Admiral  Schley  began  the  fifth 
day  of  his  testimony  and  the  third  day 
of  his  cross-examination.  The  pros- 
pects then  was  that  he  would  continue 
on  the  stand  throughout  the  day.  Judge 
Advocate  Lemly  still  had  a  long  list  of 
typewritten  questions  before  him,  and 
the  difterent  members  of  the  court  have 
been  industriously  preparing  questions 
to  be  presented  to  the  admiral  for  his 
consideration  when  his  examination  by 
counsel  Is  concluded.  The  testimony 
began  today  where  It  left  off  yester- 
day, taking  up  different  phases  of  the 
blockade  of  Santiago  and  passing  from 
that  <iuestlon  Into  the  reconnoissance 
of  May  31,  when  the  Spanish  cruiser 
Colon  was  bombarded.  The  battle  of 
July  3  was  left  for  the  last  subject 
to  be  considered. 

The  first  question  Capt.  Lemly  asked 
was  whether  the  Iowa  was  with  the 
flying  squadron  at  Hampton  roads 
when  he  gave  verbal  orders  as  to  at- 
tacking the  enemy's  fleet.  Admiral 
Schley  replied  that  she  was  not.  In 
response  to  questions  he  said  that  he 
first  fell  in  with  the  Iowa  off  Cienfue- 
gos.  Capt.  Evans  was  then  ill  and 
Commander  Rodgers  was  in  command. 
He  did  not  recollect  whether  he  had 
communicated  the  verbal  orders  to  the 
latter.  He  first  saw  Capt.  Evans  on 
May  29.  He  was  then  questioned  as  to 
his  conversation  with  Capt.  Folger, 
when  the  latter  suggested  a  circular 
blockade  such  as  existed  at  Wei  Hel 
W^ei.  Witness  said  he  thought  the 
fleet  was  larger  than  his  at  Wei  Hei 
W^ei  and  that  there  were  flanking  ves- 
els  In  that  fleet.  He  was  asked 
whether  he  did  not  consider  a  circular 
blockade  with  the  vessels  pointing  in 
a.s  mobile  as  the  other  form  in  that  the 
ships  could  move  either  way  by  turn- 
with  the  same  helm. 

The  admiral  replied  that  he  thought 
a  circular  blocade  where  all  the  ves- 
sels charged  to  the  center  would  pro- 
duce confusion  and  inevitably  lead  to 
a  different  arrangement  according  as 
the  enemy  moved  east  or  west.  "The 
outcome,"  he  said,  "could  only  be  more 
or  less  confusion  such  as  did  actually 
occur  later." 

The  admirals  attention  was  called  to 
Capt.  Folger's  statement  that  the  latter 
had  advised  him  to  go  in  closer  at 
Santiago,  and  his  own  statement  in 
chief  that  on  the  next  day  Capt.  Folger 
had  signalled  him  that  they  were 
within  range  of  the  batteries.  The  ad- 
miral, in  reply,  changed  the  date  of  the 
signal  to  a  day  later.  He  read  F<d- 
ger's  signal.  "I  think  the  forts  may 
open  at  this  range."  He  said  when 
Folger  made  this  signal  the  squadion 
was  In  practically  the  same  position  as 
on  the  day  Fidger  testified  he  had 
asked  the  admiral  to  go  in  closer. 
Witness's  attention  was  then  called  to 
his  statement  that  neither  at  Cien- 
fuegos  nor  Santiago  had  any  vessel  en- 
tered or  departed,  and  he  wis  asked 
how  he  knew  this.  He  replied  that  he 
only  knew  it  because  he  never  heard  of 
any  ship  getting  in.  On  the  North 
Cuba  blockade,  when  a  Frenchman 
succeeded  in  getting  through  the 
blockading  line  into  Havana,  the  fact 
had  been  widely  advertised  as  a  great 
accomplishment.  His  conclusiim,  there- 
fore, was  that  none  had  entered.-o 

Coming  to  the  reconnoissance  of  May 
31,  when  the  Spanish  ship  Colon  was 
bombarded  as  it  lay  in  the  harbor  at 
Santiago.  Capt.  Lemly  asked  Admiral 
Schley  when  he  first  received  notice 
that  the  commander-in-chief  would  be 
at  Santiago.  Witness  replied  that  the 
notice  had  come  in  the  dispatch 
brought  by  Capt.  Colon,  which  was 
dated  May  29.  This  telegram  was,  he 
said,  not  received  until  May  31.  Pos- 
sibly, too,  the  New  Orleans  might  have 
brought  information  of  the  coming  of 
Admiral  Sampson. 

"Why  did  you  wait  two  days  after 
the  discovery  of  the  presence  of  the 
fleet  in  the  harbor  before  undertaking 
your   reconnoissance?" 

"For  the  reason  I  used  those  two 
days  for  coaling  the  vessels." 

Relating  the  occurrences  of  the  bom- 


bardment, he  ssid  he  recalled  that 
Capt.  Higginson  had  asked  after  he 
(Schley)  went  aboard  the  Massachu- 
setts that  the  bombardment  be  post- 
poned until  after  dinner,  that  he 
warned  some  people  to  get  off  the  tur- 
rets, and  that  Li^ut.  Commander  Potts 
had  given  notice  that  they  were  on  the 
range.  He  did  not  recall,  he  said,  the 
signal  not  to  go  in  closer,  but  it  was 
possible  that  such  a  signal  had  been 
sent  and  It  had  not  been  recorded.  It 
i  might  be  that  It  was  with  this  signal 
as  with  other  signals  which  had  i;ot 
been  recorded,  because  the  writing  of 
them  was  alwa:.'s  deferred  until  the 
next  day. 

"No  man."  he  said,  "except  the  press 
correspondents,  ^vho  brave  all  dangers, 
can  always  have  paper  and  pencil  at 
hand  while  a  bai  tie  is  in  progress,  and 
as  a  consequence  there  is  a  failure  to 
record  many  occurrences  that  should  be 
recorded." 

Here  followed  in  examination  of  the 
various  signals  from  the  Mas.sacha- 
setts,  on  the  day  of  the  bombardment, 
which  the  admiral  verified.  At  the 
same  time  he  remarked  that  he  thought 
there  were  other   signals  unrecorded. 

Admiral  Schle.v  said  he  had  orden  d 
the  ranee  at  7000  yards  for  that  day. 
but  he  had  not  s  ipiiosed  the  Colon  was 
so  far  up  the  hiirbor. 

"Of  course,"  :ie  said,  "I  left  the 
measurement  of  the  range  to  the  ex- 
ecutive officer." 

"Does  your  letter  to  the  senate,  dated 
Feb.  18.  1S99,  plead  the  pri-cautionary 
order  of  the  dejiartment  for  not  de- 
stroying the  Colon?" 

"I  should  rathtr  think  that  is  the  in- 
ference." 

The  admiral  tlien,  at  the  request  of 
the  judge  advocate,  read  what  he  wrote 
to  the  senate.  The  letter  contained  the 
precautionary  order  of  the  department 
at  the  opening  of  the  war.  He  aga'n 
explained  as  he  had  done  before  that 
whtn  he  wrcte  his  communication  to 
the  senate,  he  did  not  have  all  the 
records  before  him.  He  omitted  to  men- 
tion in  that  communication,  he  said. 
Admiral  Sampscns  caution  at  Key 
West.  He  had  prepared  the  report 
largely  from  memory.  In  further  sup- 
port of  his  i>osiiion  the  witness  read 
the  departments  instruction  of  July  13 
si>ecifically  warning  the  commander-in- 
chief  against  rlskihg  armored  vessels 
to  the  fire  of  land  batteries.  He  was 
cross-questioned  closely  as  to  all  the 
orders  bearing  vpon  this  subject.  He 
said  he  never  had  seen  until  he  saw 
them  in  the  report,  the  orders  of  April 
6  and  April  28,  modifying  to  some  ex- 
tent the  original  order.  But  he  had 
been  advised  of  their  purport. 

"In  vour  report  of  June  1  to  the  de- 
partment concerrdng  the  reconnoissance 
you  did  not  mention  any  purpose  to 
sink  or  destroy  'he  Colon?" 

"I  did  not." 

"But  In  your  •:elegrai)hlc  report  you 
did  say  that  your  purpose  was  to  de- 
stroy  the   Colon?" 

"Incidently,  yes." 

The  judge  advocate  then  a,sked  wit- 
ness to  tell  exa<  tly  what  his  purpose 
was  on  that  occasion  and  what  instruc- 
tions he  had  given.  Replying  that  he 
had  testified  fully  on  this  subject  be- 
fore, he  then  said  that  the  signals 
made  indicated  the  purpose.  The  sig- 
nal instructed  the  ships  to  use  their 
heavy  guns  aga  nst  the  Colon.  The 
New  Orleans,  wi-  h  her  lighter  battery, 
was  directed  to  fire  at  the  shore  bat- 
teries. The  instruction  was  to  go  in 
to  7000  yards,  and  he  thought,  until 
several  days  later,  that  the  ships  had 
gone  in  to  that  distance.  "I  directed 
the  ships  to  follow  the  flag,  to  operate 
against  the  Colon  and  fire  at  the  forts 
to  develop  tliem,  and  I  think  the  recon- 


noissance, so  far  as  it-went,  was  emi- 
nently successful.  The  batteries  .vera 
deseloped.  With  a  squadron  of  oniy 
five  or  six  shli)s.  I  believed  that  oniy 
the  strongest  military  necessity  would 
have  justified  me  in  risking  the  loss  of 
a  vessel  that  might  have  reduced  our 
.squadron  to  a  numerical  inferiority 
with  the  enemy.  If  one  or  two  of  our 
shijis  had  been  crippled  the  enemy 
might  have  come  out  and  eirgatrcd  us 
with  disastrous  results.  The  develop- 
ment of  the  facts  as  to  the  batieiieS 
and  ships  was,  in  my  opinion,  suliicient. 
The  enemy's  ships  could  not  gel  away, 
and  they  did  not  get  away." 

The  admiral  was  then  asked  whether 
he  had  Informed  Ensign  Macey,  Capt. 
Cook  and  Correspondent  Graham  that 
the  affair  of  May  31  was  to  be  a  recon- 
noissance? He  thoug'ht  he  had  in  a 
general  way,  and  he  thought  he  could 
be  fairly  said  to  have  informed  the 
captains  in  the  signals  hoisted. 

"Did  you  signal  to  the  commandin!? 
officers  that  it  was  to  be  a  reconnois- 
sance?" 

"No,  I  think  not.  I  think  I  signalle.i 
them  we  should  go  in  and  fire  our  large 
guns." 

"Did  the  affair  develop,  without  ques- 
tion, the  presence  of  the  enemy  in  the 
harbor?" 

"I  thought  so,  because  of  the  lar.ga 
shells  fired  at  us,  and  also  because  a 
number  of  vessels  were  seen." 

Referring  again  to  the  alleged  signal 
not  to  go  In  closer.  Admiral  Schley  said 
he  did  not  consider  it  probable  that  if 
sent  it  was  sent  because  any  vessel  had 
shown  a  disposition  to  go  in.  _^ 

"No  one  was  more  anxious  than  I 
was  to  go  in  on  that  dax,"  he  said. 

Capt.  Lemly  asked  why  the  mouth 
of  Santiago  harbor  had  not  been  en- 
filaded and  all  the  ships  used  on  May 
31? 

Witness  replied  that  he  had  not  dona 
so  simidy  because  the  battei-ies  would 
have  been  safe,  while  the  ships  ut-cd 
thus  would  have  been  placed  ir.  grcati^r 
ranger.  "This,"  he  added,  "Is  like  many 
arrangements  which  we  mi.ght  make 
that  we  do  not  make.  The  question  of 
coaling  Was  so  important,  and  had 
been  so  strongly  urged  by  the  com- 
mander-in-chief, I  felt  that  we  shoirid 
lose  no  chance  of  putting  the  ships  in 
the  f  ghest  condition  of  efllcency." 

"Why  did  you  not  steam  more  slowly 
as  you  passed  the  mouth  of  the  har- 
bor?" 

Witness  replied  in  a  deliberate  man- 
ner: "Well,  that  is  a  technical  error 
that  might,  have  been  remedied  if  soma 
one  else  had  been  in  command.  Pos- 
sibly the  firing  would  have  been  mure 
effective  If  we  had  gone  in  clo.-;er,  but 
If  we  had  and  had  steamed  mor<? 
slowly,  there  would  have  been  no  gain, 
as  the  range  would  have  been  nar- 
rowed. It  was  a  case  of  tweedle-dea 
on  the  one  hand  and  of  tweedle-dura 
on  the  other." 

Capt.  Lemly,  at  this  point,  passed  to 
the  battle  of  July  3,  stopping  to  n.'-k 
one  or  two  incidental  quf-sti  m.^  about 
the  circumstances  of  the  evening  of, 
July  2.  On  July  2,  when  the  suspicious 
movements  were  seen  in  the  harbor  at 
Santiago,  witness  said  he  talked  with 
Capt.  Cook  about  the  advisaliility  of 
coupling  up  the  engines.  It  was  de- 
cided not  to  do  so.  He  supposed  the 
ship  was  always  ready  for  a  sortie. 
Admiral  Schley's  attention  was  called 
to  Capt.  Cook's  testimony  that  on  the 
night  of  July  2  he  turned  in  with  no 
intimation  that  the  fleet  would  come 
out.  Witness  said  that  Capt.  Cook's 
statement  was  not  In  any  sense  in- 
consistent with  his  own.  He  had  no 
Intimation  that  the  fleet  would  coni=* 
out.  The  cross-examiatlon  of  Admir  tl 
Schley  on  the  battle  of  Santiago  began

NEW  LINE  TO  DULUTH 

Surveyors  Laying  Out  Route  For  Wis- 
consin   Central  From  Pren= 

tice  to  Duluth. 


Milwaukee,  Oct.  3.— The  Sentinel 
says:  Surveyors  are  engaged  in  run- 
ning lines  from  Prentice,  in  Price 
county,  and  thence  to  Superior  and 
Duluth,  at  the  head  of  Lake  Superior, 
and  the  belief  is  general  that  this  Is 
the   initial    move   on    the   part   of     the 

Wisconsin  Central  Railway  company 
to  reach  out  for  direct  communication 
with  the  two  cities  named,  break  the 
North-Western's  monopoly  In  the  terri- 
tory and  enrich  towns  along  the  line. 

The  distance  from  Prentice,  which  5s 
on  the  main  line  of  the  Central  road, 
to  Ashland,  is  about  seventy  miles,  and 
from  Hayward  to  Duluth  and  Superior, 
about  fifty  miles.  The  interlying  coun- 
try is  among  the  richest  lands  in  point 
of  possibilities  in  the  state.  It  abound.^ 
I  in  hardwood  and  hemloc'n  timber,  wiih 
a  liberal  amount  of  pine,  althougli  the 
latter  had  been  considered  thinned  out 


by  lumbering  operations  before  the  ad- 
vent of  railroads,  having  been  cut  and 
floated  down  the  Chippewa  and  its  tri- 
butaries to  the  mills  at  Chippewa  Falls, 
Eau  Claire  and  other  ixiints. 

In  Douglas  county,  through  which  the 
proposed  line  will  run,  there  are  out- 
cropplngs  of  cop  per- bearing  rock  in  all 
parts  of  the  county,  and  there  is  a 
pro.spect  that  ricti  mines  will  at  no  dis- 
tant day  be  developed  there.  It  is  in 
direct  line  with  the  rich  copper-bear- 
ing deposits  in  the  Michigan  penin- 
sula. 

The  great  wealth  of  the  country,  ho7.-- 
ever,  at  present  is  in  the  timber.  The 
pine  which  has  l>een  cut  in  this  region, 
and  which  has  made  for  tunes  for  the 
lumbermen  in  the  past,  is  but  .a  sm;-.ll 
part  of  the  available  timber  in  the  rec- 
tlon,  which  needs  only  a  r.'ihopC  to 
make  the  lumber  available  for  the  ma:' 
ket.     In  addition  to  this,   the   lands   in 


the  counties  of  Price,  Sawyer  and  thai 
southern  part  of  Douglas  are  excellent 
for  agricultural  purposes,  among  tha 
best  in  the  state,  in  fact. 

At    present    the     WL^consin      Centrafi 
railway  has  no  line  of  its  own  leadlnsft 
into  Superior  and  Duluth.    W'hen  it  wasi 
operating  in  connection  with  the  North-i 
em  Pacific,  the  latter  had  a  line  from 
Superior    to   Ashland,    but     when     tha. 
Northern  Pacific  went  into  the  hand^j 
of    a    receiver    during    the    panic,    tha 
lease    of    the    Wisconsin    Central    com-« 
pany  by  the  Northern  Pacific  was  ari'^ 
nulled. 

The  new  route  proposed  will  shorten 
the  route  operated  under  the  lease  at 
least  one- third.  The  manaeement  ofr 
the  Central  company  has  long  desired 
to  attain  a  direct  line  to  Superior  and' 
Duluth.  and  there  is  every  reason  to 
be"evc  th.-:t  the  survey  is  btinj  niadai 
with  that  end  in  view.  ■•

One  of  the  prettiest  fights  for  the 
mayoralty  nomination  in  this  city  is 
now  on. 

Frank  Crassweller.  who  came  out 
last  Saturday  for  the  Democratic  nomi- 
nation, is  showing  great  strength,  while 
Henry  Truelsen  is  making  a  more  des- 
perate and  determined  fight  than  he 
has  ever  made  before.  In  past  cam- 
paigns he  has  won  out  over  great  oppo- 
sition and  on  long  odds.  Dr.  Murray  is 
working  energetically  also  and  claim.s 
more  strength  than  either. 

Beriah  Magoffin,  another  Democratic 
possibility,  who  has  been  mentioned 
with  favor,  does  not  appear  in  the  run- 
ning at  present. 

The  contest  between  T.  W.  Hugo  and 
Capt.  Stevens  for  the  Republican  nomi- 
nation does  not  seem  to  attract  much 
inteiest.  Even  when  the  Republicans 
in  the  federal  building  brought  out  Dr. 
J.  J.  Eklund's  name,  interest  was  lack- 
ing in  the  Republican  camp. 

Mr.  Truelsen  is  simply  making  the 
campaign  of  his  life.  When  seen  to- 
day hc'^kid: 

"I  find  that  I  still  have  the  peopl'- 
with  me.  If  outward  appearances  are 
to  be  considered  I  think  1  shall  be  the 
next  mayor  of  Duluth." 

The  candidates  for  aldermen  have 
begun  to  show  up  at  a  lively  rate.  Out 
in  the  First  ward  the  Democrats  have 
not  yet  selected  a  man  to  run  against 
J.  K.  Persons. 

In  the  Second  ward  it  looks  like  a 
fight  between  Theodore  Krumsieg  for 
the  i;>emocrats  and  A.  A.  Fider  for  the 
Republicans. 

Thomas  Trevili'>n.  who  has  been  al- 
derman from  the  Fourth  ward  long  be- 
fore that  ward  was  In  existence,  will  be 
the  Republican  nominee  again  this 
year.  The  Democrats  are  talking  of 
Duncan  McNee  as  good  aldermank" 
timi>or.  ' 

In  the  Third  Acting  Mayor  Cromwell 
is  considered  a's  good  as  nominated  by 
the  Republicans.  Joseph  Mannheim 
will  probably  be  the  Democratic  candi- 
date. 

In  the  Fifth  war>1  Victor  Johnson  is 
concetfed  the  Republican  nomination. 
The  Democrats  are  considering  a  trio 
of  strong  men— John  H.  Crowley,  E.  R. 
Rubenaek  and  John  Flood. 

The  four-cornered  aldermanic  fight  in 
the  Sixth  seoms  to  be  working  around  to 
the  elimination  of  one  candidate.  In- 
stead of  running  Independent  A.  Thnren, 
it  Is  sail!,  may  try  for  the  Republican 
nomination  against  Eric  Olson.  This 
would  bar  him  from  running  imlependent. 
Mr.  Thoren  is  prominvntly  identified  with 
the  Scandinavian  Temperance  iiiuon.  J. 
J.  Callahan  seems  to  have  the  Democratic 
nomination  well  in  hand  and  be  will  un- 
doubtedly poll  a  strong  vote  from  the  Re- 
imblican  side.  Few  men  have  a  belter 
standing  In  the  West  End  than  he. 

In  the  Seventh  more  interest  seems  to 
center  in  Capt.  Stevi^ns  candidacy  for 
mayor  than  in  the  aldermanic  situation. 
Mr.  Sht  sgren,  the  talked-of  Democratic 
eanrlldate  is  out  of  the  race  voluntarilv. 
Joe  Xylander,  member  of  the  D(>mocratlr 
city  committee  from  tlie  Seventh,  will 
probably  be  put  up  against  AMerman 
Haven,  who  Is  sure  to  get  the  Republican 
nomination.

The  term  will  begin  next  Wednesday 
mornin,g  with  the  call  of  the  calendar  and 
the  charging  of  the  grand  jury.  Default 
divorce  cases  will  be  taken  up  Tliur.sday 
and  the  trial  of  jurj'  ca.ses  will  follow 
Monday.

Prisoners. 

London,  Oct.  30. — Lord  Kitchener,  in 
a  dispatch  from  Pretoria,  dated  Tues- 
day, Oct.  29,  says  Col.  Byng  surprised 
a  Boer  command  Oct.  25  and  captured 

twenty-two    prisoners.    Including    Field 
Cornets  Spanneberg  and  Onisthulsen. 

Col.  Fortescue,  the  dispatch  adds,  had 
a  day  long  running  fight  with  Muller's 
Boer  command  Oct.  27  northwards  of 
Balmoral.  He  killed  four  Boers  and 
captured  fifty-four  prisoners,  thirty-six 
wagons  and  much  stock. 


SHE  DIED  HAPPY. 


Lied  That  His  Wife  Might  Die 
Content. 

New  York,  Oct.  30.— Simply  a  broken 
heart  killed  my  wife.  As  she  lay  dying 
in  my  arms,  I  lied  to  her;  told  her 
that  I  had  been  exonerated  and  was 
entirely  cleared.  So  she  died  happy." 
As  he  spoke,  Joseph  Goldman,  gazing 
on  the  face  of  his  dead  wife  in  the 
darkened  parlor  of  his  home,  63  Bain- 
bridge  street,  Brooklyn,  collapsed.  He 
was  assisted  to  his  room  and  a  hurry 
call  was  sent  for  Dr.  Alterio,  a  few 
doors  away.  Dr.  Alterio  said  he  feared 
Goldman  was  not  well  enough  to  attend 
the  funeral  of  his  wife. 

The  shock  of  knowing  that  her  hus- 
band, ostensibly  a  commission  mer- 
chant at  415  Broadway,  was  arrested 
charged  with  being  in  control  of  a  bur- 
glarious gang,  anti  her  unwearied,  des- 
perate and  finally  successful  efforts  to 
secure  a  $10,000  bondsman  for  him  are 
believed  to  ^have  caused  Mrs.  Goldman's 
death.  She  worked  frantically  to  clear 
her  husband,  and  died  believing  she 
had  done  so.  "Heart  disease"  Is  the 
cause  assigned  for  it  by  Dr.  A'terlo. 

Goldman  prote.'^ted  his  innof^ence,  but 
was  arrested,  and  bail  .was  demanded 
In  $10,000.  His  wife  tried  to  raise  this 
among  her  relatives.  It  was  a  large 
amount  for  people  who  di.^  not  .share 
her  conviction  and  her  faith.  Mrs. 
Goldman  never  faltered.  Imt  the  strain 
cau.sed  her  to  fall  ill.  As  her  hu.'-b:ind 
watched  by  her  bedside  she  sudd.-nly 
.shook  off  the  delirium  and  raised  her- 
self on  her  elbow  to  a.^k: 

"Dear  Joe.  how  has  the  case  gone?" 

Folding  her  in  his  arms,  Galdman 
said: 

"It's  all  right,  dear  wife;  I  have  been 
proved  innocent   and  dischargtvl." 

"I  knew  it,"  gasped  the  wifa.  and 
died.

New  Y'ork,  Oct.  28  —(Special  to  The 
Herald.) — This  is  the  most  interesting 
.season  of  the  year  in  New  York.  The 
shoi>.s  are  putting-  <orth  their  most  at- 
tractive wares,  the  streets  are 
crowded,  incoming  steameis  bring 
foj-eign  traveler.s  and  railroads  carry 
i.oany  people  to  and  from  this  great 
American  city,  making  in  all  a  stir, 
and  bustle,  and  change  which  is  char- 
acteristic of  New  York.  The  air  is 
crisp  with  that  salt  tang  which  brings 
the  glow  and  color  t<.  the  cheek  and  sets 
the  blood  dancing. 

October  verges  toward  November, 
and  one  by  one  the  houses  on  Upper 
Fifth  avenue  are  opened,  and  the  look 
of  life  about  them  is  in   pleasing  con- 

tr:ist  to  the  barred  ind  shuttjrcd  bar- 
racks of  a  month  ago.  The  walk 
down  the  avenue  from  Central  park  is 
I'hvays  an  interesting  one,  and  is  es- 
Iieially  exhilaiating  in  the  autumn, 
for  the  ring  of  horses'  hoofs  on  the 
i  s]5halt,  he  clang  of  the  automobile 
bell,  and  the  joyous  look  in  the  faces 
ol  most  of  the  pedestrians  tempts  one 
to  believe  that  life  is  a  happy  prog- 
ress, with  not  a  care  to  disturb  it.  Only 
the  mind  carries  the  thought  that 
but  a  few  short  blocks  avv."ay  one  can 
go  into  another  world;  one  whore  there 
is  squalor  and  want  and  a  liideous 
struggle    for    exi.ster.ce. 

Thes*  sharp  contrasts  weigh  upon 
one  sometimes,  and  the  longing  for 
life  away  from  towr'rs  of  brick  and 
stone  and  the  artifieiality  of  existence 
frets  until  it  becomes  too  strong  to  be 
conquered.  All  about  this  "tight  little 
island'"  of  Manhattan,  there  aie  Inter- 
esting and  i  iluring  places  to  tempt 
one  to  investigate,  l)Ut  a  little  journey 
in  the  world  suggested  itself,  and 
aiiy:ed  with  "Cardigan"  as  a  com- 
panion, I  sailed  forth  one  morning  a 
few  days  ago,  and  like  Dicken.s"  Mr. 
Wemick,  to  whom  things  always  "hap- 
pened" I  said:  "Here's  a  tiain.  Let's 
get  on."  It  "happened"  to  be  the 
Empire  state  expres*,  the  fastest  train 
in  the  country,  and  I  swept  out  from 
the  great  citv  with  a  roar  and  clang, 
to  where  "a  blaze  of  scarlet,  a  quiver 
of  green"  shone  on  the  wooded  slopes 
of  that  "living  river."  which  reminds 
one  of  Stevenson's  \.lsh  in  his  dedica- 
tion to  "Underwoods." 
For  days  I  had  dreamed  of  the  river 
and  the  slopes  of  green  and  gold  and 
scarlet  which  I  knew  autumn  had 
touched  with  her  bm5h.  I  pictured 
the  October  lights  shining  through  a 
vapor  wiiich  dawn  had  left  on  the 
morning.  I  knew  just  how  the  red- 
biown  s-?dgf s  looket  in  the  pools,  and 
hf)W  flocks  of  birds  w'ere  flying  over 
Just  as  tTiev  did  a  '  entury  ago.  And 
so  I  found  it,  sweet  md  fresh  and  sug- 
gestive as  the  Hud -on  always  is.  I 
ha\e*always  wondered  why  Walt  Whit- 
man spoke  of  it  fis  "the  masculine 
Hudson."  It  has  always  seemed  to  me 
to  have  feminine  qualities;  it  woqs  one 
with  its  seiluctive  chirm:  it  is  so 
sugestive,  so  full  of  omance.  so  sweet- 
ly beautiful,  with  none  of  the  rugged 
grandeur  of  the  St.  Lawrence  or  the 
Fra.ser  river  of  British  Columbia,  or 
yet  the  majesty  o'  the  Columbia, 
Missouri  or  the  MisFi.ssippi. 

I  have  seen  it  with  the  glow  of  July's 
midsimimer  sun  up"n  it;  in  the  pale 
moo*'ight,  when  Mf  y  was  singing  a 
song  of  spring;  anc  again  when  Oc- 
tober weeps  a  requiem  over  it.  It  is 
always  the  same,  exi'ii^itely  beautiful, 
thrilling  in  its  sugge*tiveness,  arousing 
one's  love  of  count -y  and  patriotism 
with  its  associations  and  memories. 

Motley  wrote,  in  one  of  those  charm- 
Ine  letters  to  his  mother,  all  of  h1«  im- 
pressions of  the  Rhine,  its  wealth  of 
legend  and  story,  and  added,  sorrow- 
fully: "How  diffen-nt  from  our  own 
beautiful,  but  deaf  and  dumb  views." 


Lut  then  Motley  wrote  when  our  coun- 
try was  young,  before  we  had  put  our 
s'ory  into  form,  and  tried  to  leid  the 
future  by  our  past;  before  we  had 
learned  to  ai>preclate  our  inheritance 
t;om  aboriginal  man,  the  legend  and 
M.ory  of  the  Indian;  before  we  felt  the 
glory  of  conquering  a  continent;  before 
Parkman  ga\  e  us  the  history  of  the 
French  regime,  or  John  Fiskc  popular- 
ized our  national  history  and  gave  us 
the  maleiial  for  a  magniil'  .  lit  ep:c,  (,l 
taught  us  that  the  sto'-v  of  America  is 
the  romance  of  the  world. 

F^very  hill  and  valley  along  the  Hud- 
son tells  of  the  growth  of  a  nation; 
every  loot  of  its  way  is  rich  in  in:»  his- 
tory of  a  glorious  and  victorious 
struggle  for  liberty. 

"Cardigan,  "  Ilobert  M.  Chan\ber's 
last  book,  lay  untouched  in  my  la;^*.  1 
wafi  reading  sermons  in  stones,  li  <jks 
in  the  running  brooks.  Not  until  I 
:>a^sed  Albany  did  I  open  its  page.?  to 
travel  witj}  Michael  and  Silver  Heels 
through  the  beautiful  Mohawk  valley. 
V.  here  the  two  shining  lails  of  steel 
that  inaiked  our  roadw.iy  run  i>v=ii-  an 
Indian  trail  which  was  once  the  rail- 
way of  the  Six  Nations.  The  Indian 
trail,  as  the  shortest  and  most  s.irvlce- 
ab!e  route  between  two  points,  ii.is 
.sc-ved  the  railroads  of  our  counirv  in 
fine  fashion.  Many  of  these  high vv ays 
VI'  today's  travel  follow  ihe  ro»c  wheie 
the  rrd  man  led  centuries  ago.  It  is  a,l- 
exceedingly  plcturescjuo.  if  me  sti;ps  to 
!■  ink  of  the  peculiar  o'^ndini:  .»f  .«av- 
ag-  and  civlllEOd  life,  whtih  is  part  of 
th;^  story  of  America.  «iPf  from  tl\e 
main  road,  .a  short  distance,  is  Johns- 
town, between  Schenectady  and  Her- 
kimer, and  there  the  old  stone  house 
which  Cardigan  glorifies  still  stands. 
The  eastern  door  of  the  "Ivong  Hou.se" 
of  the  Six  Natiims  was  at  Albany,  the 
western  at  Huffalo.  now  only  a  fc-v 
hours  apart;  in  the  times  of  the  itd 
man,  many  a  long  day  lay  between 
them.

But.  pri- 
mitive as  it  v.-as.  It  served.  A  soldier's 
blue  coat,  a  man's  white  shirt  and  a 
woman's  retl  flannel  ptticoat,  fashioned 
into  a  flag,  served  as  a  vent  for  pa- 
triotism. Surely  one  might  look  upon 
this  as  significnntly  symbolic  of  wo- 
mans'  part  in  American  alTair.-=.  She 
has   always    taken    her   place   In    every 

ln;port:t:-it  event  in  America.  "Car- 
oigan"  Is  the  best  thing  Mr.  Chambers 
has  put  forth.  It  Is  drdlght  fully 
■wriftco.  and  T  read  it  with  all  the 
flavor  of  mmancp  clinging  to  It.  Here 
I  was  slipping  through  Cardigan's 
country,  the  October  lights  falling  as 
the  dusk  of  evening  crept  down  over 
the  river."?  and  lake's  of  beautiful  Cen- 
tral Ncv-  York.  Every  throb  of  the 
engine  every  turn  of  the  wheals 
s-eniPd  to  say:  "Onward,  faster,  fur- 
ther   I    carry    you    over    what    was    a 

wilderness  tiniamed  an  1  untrodilen, 
only  a   few  short   years  ago." 

Historical  novels  are  turned  out 
now  with  SM.  h  machine-like  rapidity, 
that  the  trained  reader  rejects  one 
at  once,  but  "Cardigan"  is  somefhinff 
more  than  a  story,  for  its  author  has 
cauL'ht  the  ticnd  of  the  times,  which 
!s  distinctly  toward  "nattire  writing," 
if  one  m.ay  .so  phrase  it.  Indeed  the 
critics  ore  beginning  to  complain  of 
the  glorification  of  nature.  Th's  turn- 
ing to  It  in  writing  is  deeply  slgnl- 
tbant.

They  called  at  the  Bakel  stronghold, 
4r>44  London  road,  and  about  the  first 
thing  thev  lid  was  to  ;^tr!;<e  a  snatj  m 
Mr.  Baker.  He  informed  them  thnt 
the  "orphanage"  was  a  private  busi- 
ness and  not  open  10  investigation. 

When  asked  why  he  and  Jiis  wife  so- 
liiited  and  accepted  contribnrion.-  from 
the    public    if    they    did    not    want 
public    to    know    their   business,    he 
plied: 

"Any  person  would  be  a  fool  not  to 
take  money  any  place  he  could  find 
it." 

From  a  woman  who  semed  to  be,  pre- 
siding "angel"  in  the  absence  of  Mrs. 
Faker,  it  was  learned  that  ihore  were 
five  orphans  in   the  institution. 

Mr.  Baker  confirmed  this  .'tatement. 
and  said  further  that  three  or  four  of 
the  orphans,  he  did  not  know  just  how- 
many,  were  attending  school. 

When  Rev.  Savage  plea.santly  in- 
quired how  long  the  orphans  had  been 
in  the  institution.  Mr.  Baker  curtly 
answered  that  it  was  none  of  his  busi- 
ness.

Northern     Pacific's     Annual 
Order  For  Equipment. 

St.  Paul,  Oct.  30.— The  Northern  Pa- 
cific has  decided  upon  its  annual  order 
for  new   eciuipment.  • 

The  order  will  be  for  fifty  giant  loco- 
motives, ten  first  cla.ss  sleepers,  ten 
tourist  sleepers,  twenty  first  class 
coaches,  four  dining  cars,  2000  box  cars, 
1000  fiat  cars,  300  ballast  cars  and 
thirty  cabooses. 

The  entire  order  will  be  about  the 
heaviest  ever  placed  by  any  Western 
railroad  at  one  time. 

No  figures  are  obtainable,  as  some 
of  the  manufacturing  companies  have 
to  be  heard  from,  but  the  aggregate 
cost,  with  other  equipment  now  being 
built  In  the  company's  shops,  -will 
run   into   the   millions. 

There  is  not  another  railroad  system 
in  the  country,  as  far  as  known,  that 
has  been  spending  as  much  money  for 
equipment  as  the  Northern  Pacific. 

The  cost  of  the  company  s  equipment  at 
the  period  of  reorganization  five  years  ago 
was  considerablv   less   than  $i;i,OCio,(«iO. 

As  it  now  stands  in  the  company's  books 
it  is  valued  at  $2^>.111.S7T,  while  that 
Ic^ised  to  the  Manitoba  government,  with 
the  lines  in  that  province,  was  placed  at

Witness  stated  that  he  had  desir?d 
to  set  Hodgson  right  as  well  as  him- 
self, but  he  had  done  nothing  in  that 
direction  because  the.  department  order- 
ed an  investigation.  At  2:36  p.  m.  Lieut. 
Lemly  concluded  his  cross-examination 
Avhich  had  been  begun  at  the  beginning 
of  the  morning  sessbm  of  Monday.  Capt. 
Lemly  said:  "I  have  no  further  ques- 
tions." 

He  turned  to  Mr.  Rayner,  who  said: 
"We   have    not   a    single   question." 

"The  court  has  a  tew,"  said  Admiral 
Dewey. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  cross-exam- 
ination there  was  placed  in  evidence 
the  telegram  sent  by  Admiral  Schley 
to  the  department,  July  10.  saying  in 
substance  that  he  did  not  desire  to  as- 
sume entire  credit  for  the  victory  of 
July  3  and  that  the  victory  belong  to 
the  fleet  under  the  command  of  Ad- 
miral Sampson.  In  reply  to  a  question 
from  Capt.  Parker  witness  said  he  had 
taken  this  dispatch  to  Admiral  Samp- 
son "who  stated  that  he  was  very  glad 
that  I  had  sent  it  and  thought  it  was 
very  generous." 
"Who  was  generous?" 
"T.  of  course." 

The  first  of  the  court's  questions  re- 
ferred to  the  blockade  of  Cienfuegos 
and   was  as  follows: 

"Whi'e  off   Cienfuegos  could   you   see 

the  shore  to  the  westward  so  distinctly 

as  to  form  an  idea  of  the  feasibility  of 

making  of  a  landing  there?" 

Witness  replied  to  this  In  the  aftirm- 


atlve  and  in  answer  to  the  next  ques- 
tion, said  he  had  seen  no  fishermen 
or  fishltjg  boats  on  shore  with  whom 
he    could    have   communiclated. 

Also  replying  to  a  question  of  the 
court  he  said  he  could  not  recollect  at  all 
the  conversation  between  himself  and 
Lieut.  Hood  to  which  the  latter  had 
testified. 

"Had  Admiral  Cervera's  fleet  left 
Santiago  and  gone  to  the  westward  at 
the  same  time  that  you  left  Cien- 
fuegos could  it  not  have  passed  be- 
tween your  fleet  and  shore  without 
being   seen    by   you?" 

"At.  night  it  might  possibly  have 
done  80,  but  I  think  not  in  the  day- 
time." 

"Why  on  May  26  did  you  make  your 
stopping  point  twenty  miles  south  of 
Santiago,  instead  of  the  mouth  of  the 
harbor?" 

"I  laid  my  course  for  that  point, 
thinking  that  if  the  Spanish  fleet 
should  leave  Santiago  It  would  go 
southward  and  that  point  would  give 
me  a  wider  horizon  for  observing  its 
movements." 

"Was  it  not  possible  to  begin  youi- 
blockade  of  Santiago  May  26  and 
maintain  it  for  a  few  days  and  still 
have  coal  enough  left  to  enable  you  to 
reach  Key  West?" 

"Yes,  if  I  had  known,  as  I  knew  eub- 
setiuently,  that  the  Spanish  fleet  was 
there." 

"Was  not  the  situation  at  Santiago 
May  26  such  as  to  warrant  you  in  tak- 
ing considerable  risk  in  coaling  the 
ships  of  your  squadron?  ' 

"I  think  that  the  risks  would  have 
been  very  great,  too  great  in  my  Judg- 
ment. We  ndght  have  lost  a  collier." 

"Did  not  Capt.  Cotton  inform  you 
that  the  Harvard  had  coaled  at  Mole 
St.  Nicholas  and  that  one  large  ship 
at  a  time  could  coal  there  in  ordinary 
weather?" 

""I    do    not    recall    that.    His    informer 
tion    to    me    referred    mainly    to    small 
vessels   as   I    recollect   it." 

""Nothing  about  coaling  the  Har- 
vard?" 

"No,    I   think   not." 

""Did  the  report  of  the  Merrimac's 
injuries  lead  you  to  believe  she  was 
helplessly  disabled?" 

"Practically  so.  her  valves  were 
broken." 

'"What  was  your  object  in  seeking  to 
develop    the    batteries    at    Santiago?' 

"I  desired  to  know  what  was  in  front 
of  us  in  viev,-  of  the  possibiliiy  of  our 
being  obliged   to  force  the  entrance." 

"Did  you  not  risk  the  loss  of  a  ship 
May  31?" 

"I  thought  such  a  possibility  remote 
in  view  of  :he  range  given  " 

"How    did    you    know    the    p'evailing 
winds    at    Cape   Crusz   were   west    and 
southwest?" 
"From  the  pilot." 

"You  stated  that  the  movement  west- 
ward was  based  upon  military  prin- 
ciples. Why,  then,  did  you  go  back  to 
Santiago?" 

"For  the  reason  I  have  stated.  After 
the  coal  supply  was  equalized,  as  we 
were  not  far  away  we  would  not  lose 
much  time  in  going  back  and  deter- 
mining definitely  whether  the  enemy 
was  in  port." 

"If  the  scouts  were  independent,  why 
did  you  worry  about  their  coal  sup- 
ply?" 

"'As  senior  officer  when  they  joined 
me  I  was,  of  course,  responsible." 

Asked  why  he  considered  the  depart- 
ments order  of  May  2."j  ambiguous,  he 
gave  in  substance  the  same  reply  he 
had  given  to  the  direct  question  at  the 
morning  session. 

""Why  did  the  Brooklyn  1-ave  Key 
West  short  of  coal?" 

"Because  of  the  order  of  tl.e  com- 
mander-in-chief." 

"Was  there  any  shortage  of  coal  at 
Key  West?" 
"Not  to  my  knowledge." 
"As  you  were  firdered  to  Cienfuegos, 
was  it  not  yf)ur  duty  to  communicate 
direct  with  the  senior  officer  before 
leaving  there?" 

"If  he  had  important  information  I 
think  it  was  his  duty  to  communicate 
it  to  me." 

"Did  the  flying  squadron  ever  steam 
in  at  Cienfuegos  between  8  p.  m.  and  4 


a.    m.?' 

"'We  tried  to  keep  farther  In  at  night 
than    in   the  day." 

'"What  effort  did  you  make  at  or  near 
Cienfuegos  before  the  arrival  of  the 
Adula  to  discover  whether  or  not  Cer- 
vera's  fleet   was   in  that   port?" 

"I  did  not  n:ske  any  berause  I  was 
led  to  infer  that  the  coast  was  occu- 
pied. McCalla  in  his  cable  cutting  ex- 
pedition had  lost  quite  a  number  of 
men  and  I  supposed  that  the  coast  was 
occupied," 

"Did  any  of  your  light  vessels  scout 
between  the  flying  squadron  and  the 
south  coast  of  Cuba  v^ith  a  view  of 
discovering  the  Spanish  squadron  in 
the  event  of  its  having  left  Santiago 
from  Cienfuegos?" 

"No." 

'"Did  you  consider  Capt.  Sigsbee's  re- 
port that  he  had  not  seen  the  Spanish 
souadron  and  the  pilot,  Nunez's'  state- 
ment that  the  Spanish  ships  were  too 
large  to  enter  the  harbor  at  Santiago, 
proof  that  the  information  given  to  you 
by  Capt.  McCalla  on  May  4,  that  the 
Spanish  force  under  Cervera  had  been 
reported  authoritatively  in  Santiago  on 
May  19  and  that  they  were  still  report- 
ed there  on  the  afternoon  of  May  21, 
was  erroneous?" 

"I  do  not  recollect  that  he  gave  me 
that  information." 

"If  you  were  governed  In  making 
the  retrograde  .movement  by  the  mo- 
tives you  have  stated,  why  did  you 
send  to  the  department  the  dispatch 
of  May  27,  1898,  which  you  gave  to  Capt. 
Cotton  to  send  in  cipher  from  Kings- 
ton?" 

"That  is  a  very  difficult  question  to 
answer." 

Admiral  Ramsey:  "You  gave  four  mo- 
tives for  the  retrograde  movement.  These 
mollves  do  not  api>ear  clear  to  me.

Statement  By  City    Attorney 
Funkley  of  Blackduck. 

The  Herald  has  received  a  lengthy 
letter  from  Henry  Funkey,  city  attor- 
ney at  Blackduck,  Minn.,  with  refer- 
ence to  a  news  article  published  on 
Oct.  17,  stating  that  Frank  Ghelin.  con- 
testee  in  a  contest  case,  has  petitioned 
the  local  land  otTice  reciuesting  that  the 
contest  be  dismissed,  basing  the  re- 
quest on  an  affidavit  setting  forth, 
among  other  things,  that  United  States 
Commissioner  Brown,  one  Oberg  and 
Funkey  had  combined  for  the  pur- 
pose of  doing  settlers  out  of  their 
homesteads;  that  Commissioner  Brown 
has  failed  to  return  the  papers  and  evi- 
dence to  the  land  otllce,  and  that 
settlers  cannot  obtain  a  fair  trial  be- 
fore him. 

Mr.  Funkey  seems  to  think  that  The 
Herald  should  not  have  i)ublished  the 
statements  contained  in  the  affldavit, 
but  he  Is  evidently  not  aware  that  the 
contents  of  all  such  papers  filed  In  the 
land  office  here  are  always  published. 
"When  the  answers  are  filed,  their  con- 
tents are  also  published.  Mr.  Funkey 
says  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
intimation  that  Brown,  Oberg  and 
himself  are  "to  be  prosecuted  on  ac- 
count of  said  alleged  corruption"  and 
he  believes  the  sensational  ^harges 
were  made  for  the  purpose  of  having 
the  case  dismissed.  He  concludes  as 
follows: 

'The  facts  In  the  matter  of  this 
contest  case  are  as  follows:  William 
Harkins,  a  man  of  moderate  means, 
vvho  has  resided  here  for  several  years, 
undertook  to  contest  the  claim  of 
Frank  Ghelin.  who  lives  in  Minne- 
apolis. No  defense  was  expected,  as  it 
seemed  a  clear  case  that  Ghelin  had 
not  (omplied  with  the  law  as  regards 
residence  and  cultivation.  On  the  day 
of  the  hearing  before  Commissioner 
I^rown  Ghelin  appeared  with  his  attor-' 
ney  and  several  well  known  business 
men  from  Minneapolis.  The  hearing 
laste<l  several  days.  Ghelin  did  not 
put  any  witnesses  on  the  stand  to  show 
that  he  had  complied  with  the  law,  but 
hi.';  attorney  kept  up  a  continuous 
course  of  frivolous  cross-examination 
of  the  plaintiff's  witnesses,  which  was 
evidently  intended  to  and  did  swell 
the  written  record  to  such  proportions 
that  Haikins  could  not  raise  the  money 
with  which  to  have  it  transcribed  and 
forwarded  to  the  land  office.  ITpon 
the  exi)iration  of  the  limit  of  time 
the  commissioner  made  his  report  to 
the  foregoing  fact,  and  the  Harkins 
contest  was  dropped."

Large  and  sincere  apologies  are  due 
Ed.

Mr.  McCall  did  not  umpire  the  Min- 
neapolis-Duluth  game.  It  was  a  case 
of  mistaken  identity.  A  person 
named  Walker  had  represented  himself 
as  McCall  and  when  Walker  was 
chosen  to  umpire  the  high  school 
men  naturally  thought  it  was  the  as- 
sistant coach  of  the  Minneapolis 
eleV'  n. 

While  this  misiake  is  to  be  regretted 
it  does  not  mateiirlly  chanp';  the 
status  of  Duluths  protest.  The  charges 
that  were  made  against  McCall  are 
strengthened    against    Walker. 

There  are  other  things  that  appear 
rather  strange.  According  to  Coach 
Park.  Capt.  McCarthy,  of  the  Minne- 
apolis team,  told  him  on  the  grounds 
that  the  team  had  brought  no  official 
and  suggested  the  man  who  turns  out 
to  have  been  Walker.  And  yet,  on 
the  register  of  the  St.  Louis  hotel  ap- 
pears the  name  "Ed.  McCall"  with 
"official"  after  it.  All  of  the  Duluth 
men  who  saw  this  expected  McCall  to 
be  an  official  in  the  game.  Coach  Park 
did  not  know  of  this,  however. 

Another  perplexing  incident  is  this: 
After  the  opening  of  the  game  Satur- 
day afternoon,  a  high  school  student 
walked  up  to  a  young  Minneapolis 
man  named  McGorry,  who  had  been  on 
the  board  of  trade  with  Capt.  Mc- 
Carthy all  morning  doing  the  betting 
on  the  Minneapolis  team,  and  asked 
him  who  the  man  umpiring  was.  He 
received  the  response  that  it  was  Ed. 
McCall. 

It  is  said  that  Mr.  Walker  had  money 
bet  on  the  game.  He  was  here  two 
weeks  and  became  acquainted  with 
Duluth's  signals  and  formations, 
watched  nearly  every  practice  of  the 
Duluth  eleven  for  more  than  a  week. 
Walker  is  said  to  have  gone  to  Minne- 
apolis and  given  out  the  information 
which  he  obtained  through  the  courtesy 
of  Coach  Park. 

At  Walker's  boarding  house,  318 
West  Second  street,  he  gave  tips  to 
bet  on  Minneapolis  just  before  he  dis- 
appeared   last    Thursday. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Central 
high  scnool  has  cancelled  its  game  with 
South  Side  high  it  will  leave  one  open 
date  on  the  schedule  and  Duluth  men 
are  anxious  for  another  game  with  an 
entirely    disinterested    official. 

Football  spying  is  regarded  as  a 
detriment  to  hone.st  sport  and  If  the 
local  people  give  the  inter-.scholastic 
association  proof  that  there  was  spying 
by  Walker  prior  to  last  Saturday's 
game,  they  will  probably  throw  out  the 
game. 

Just  to  show  how  spying  is  regarded 
in  athletic  circles,  there  was  an  inci- 
dent at  Minneapolis  last  week  that  is 
now  being  talked  of  in  athletic  circles.

has  retuU..a.  The  fact  that  it  thrives 
especlaiiy  w.U  in  semi-arid  regions  makes 
it  particularly  acceptable  to  the  states 
tliat  now  have  vast  strelches  of  barren 
•territory.  This  wheat  differs  radically 
Irom  the  ordinary  bread  wheats,  and  in 
the  tiuld  looks  more  like  barley  than 
■whoat.  The  heads  are  Hat,  compre-ssed 
iind  bearded:  tfie  chaff  is  usually  golden 
jellow,  but  sometimes  black.  The  grains 
•ire  larifo,  hard  and  clear.  The  grain  is 
much  harder  than  that  of  ihe  hardest 
bread  wheals,  and  in  the  best  varieties 
contains  an  untisual  amount  of  nitrogen 
and  a  oorr-jfcpondlngly  small  amount  of 
Btaroh.  It  is  the  quantity  and  uualUy  of 
t:lutea  that  make  them  valuable  for 
inaiiufacturu  into  macaroni.  The  growing 
wl»*fct  iu  hardy,  and  resists  drouth  and 
th«  attacks  of  leaf  rust  and  smuts  to  an 
extraordinary  detjroe.  On  th«  other  hand 
It  will  not  withstand  hard  winters,  and 
Ib  uauaJly  grown  aa  spring  wheat.  This 
faot  w!!l  not  be  a  strong  objection,  for  it 
■wlli  behave  very  differcnily  from  the 'Or- 
dinary BvriUK  wheats  grown  In  Kansas 
•  nd  Nebraska.  The  department  of  agri- 
culture has  been  making  experiments 
Rrhich  show   that   tills  wheat    will  do   well 


in  th«  semi-arid  districts  west  of  the 
Mississippi.  In  all  trials  thus  far  made 
the  results  were  l)etter  In  all  re8pe<;ts 
than  those  obtained  with  standard  a  a- 
rlellus  of  wheat.  At  the  South  Dakota 
eKi>erln>ental  station  the  macaroni  wheat 
yielded  aboui  thirty  bushels  per  acre 
when  other  varieties  made  but  two  lo 
eight  bushels  per  acre.  In  North  Dakota 
the  yields  have  been  several  bushels  per 
acre  better  than  the  best  bred  Fife  and 
blue  stem  wheats.  There  Is  undoubtedly 
a  splendid  field  in  the  West  for  Ihe  grow- 
ing of  this  new  variety  of  wheat  and  It 
will   prove   to   be   a  valuable    industry. 


AN    EXTRA    SESSION. 

Conflicting  reports  come  from  St. 
Paul  as  to  the  intentions  of  Governor 
Van  Sant  in  regard  to  calling  an  extra 
.session  of  the  legislature  to  considtr 
the  report  of  the  tax  coniinission.  On'! 
rumor  is  that  the  governor  has  always 
intended  to  call  an  extra  session  and 
will  stick  to  that  program,  while  an- 
othei-  story,  from  apparently  reliable 
sources,  represents  him  as  in  a  state  of 
doubt  and  undecided  as  to  what  course 
to  jiursue.  Inasmuch  as  the  regular 
session  of  the  legislature  last  wintei* 
was  .shortened  on  the  understand'ng 
that  an  extra  session  would  be  held 
this  winter — to  which  understanding  tho 
governor  was  in  party— he  can  hardly 
refuse  now  to  call  it,  without  assigning 
very  strong  reasons  for  changing  his 
attitude.  Nearly  the  only  people  op- 
posed to  an  extra  session  are  thosr; 
allied  with  the  corporations  that  are 
likely  to  be  affected  by  the  legislation 
recommended  by  the  tax  commission. 

From  the  latter  source  there  has  late- 
ly come  the  suggestion  that  an  extra 
session  may  result  in  foolish  legisla- 
tion that  will  ruin  the  chatice;?  of  the 
Republican  party  in  the  next  ekrction. 
This  idea  has  been  put  forth  with  ihe 
idea  of  lining  up  the  poiltloans  in  the 
Republican  party  against  the  extra  ses- 
sion plan.  That  it  will  have  any  effect 
on  the  governor  may  well  be  doubted. 
Despite  the  contrary  rumors.  The  Her- 
ald believes  that  he  will  call  an  extra 
session.  .  Hy  refusing  to  do  so  he  wouid 
commit   political   suicide. 

To  decline  to  call  an  extra  session  for 
the  reason  that  the  legislature  cannot 
be  trusted  to  stick  to  tax  legislation  and 
other  urgent  matters  \vould  be  a  con- 
fession of  Republican  incompetency. 
There  is  a  large  Republican  majority 
in  the  legislature,  and  surely  its  mem- 
bers can  be  trusted  to  perform  its  plain 
duty.  If  it  cannot  be  trusted  to  do 
this,  "upon  what  ground,"  as  the  Min- 
neapolis Journal  well  asks,  "will  it 
claim  the  confidence  of  the  people  in 
the  next  campaign?" 


THE  CASE  or  CRIDLER. 

News  dispatches  from  Washington 
yesterday  announced  that  Third  As- 
sistant Secretary  of  State  Thomas  W. 
Cridler  had  accepted  the  position  of 
European  agent  for  the  St.  Louis  ex- 
position and  will  resign  his  office  in 
the  state  department  to  accept  th» 
same.  According  to  inside  informa- 
tion from  the  capital,  Mr.  Crldler'a 
lesignation  was  forced.  The  story  is 
to  Ihe  effect  that  President  Roosevelt 
desired  a  change  in  the  office  and,  of 
course,  the  change  was  made.  It  is 
practically  the  first  change  in  the  gov- 
ernment strvice  gince  Mr.  Roosevelt 
assumed  the  presidency,  and  it  has 
nearly  thrown  sonie  cf  the  federal  of- 
ficeholders into  a  panic  and  to  wonder- 
ing w}iat  will  come  next. 

Mr.  Ciiiiler  has  been  in  the  govern- 
ment ijeivice  for  the  past  twenty-six 
yeais  fnd  has  worked  his  way  up  to 
the  post  of  lUMiHtant  secretary  from  a 
%'AtQ  clerkship.  His  long  connection 
with  the  ?tate  department  gave  to  him 
a  very  wide  knowledge  of  its  afftilra, 
and  senators  freciuently  consulted  him 
in  regard  to  pending  matters.  He  has 
m.iny  friends  and  they  worked  hard 
to  keep  him  in  his  position.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  president  has  rea-sons 
of  his  own  for  desiring  a  change  in  the 
office  of  third  assistant  secretary  of 
state  and  it  is  more  than  likely  that 
these  reasons  may  become  public  prop- 
erty later  on,  as  it  is  intimated  that 
Mr.  RooseA-elt  is  not  any  too  well 
pleased  witli  the  vigorous  character  of 
the  fight  that  has  been  made  in  Crld- 
ler's  behalf.  When  it  became  evi- 
dent to  Mr.  Cridlers  senatorial  friends 
that  should  he  remain  In  the  state  de- 
partment hit-  relations  with  the  White 
House  could  under  no  circumstances 
be  cordial,  they  agreed  with  him  that 
the  best  thing  for  him  to  do  would  lie 
to  resign.  So  he  resigned  and  the 
position  with  the  St.  Louis  exposition 
was  found  for  him,  which  will  pay  him 
better  than  the  secretaryship,  while 
it  lasts. 


TO  PSTROL  THE    BORDER. 

It  is  announced  that  a  determined  ef- 
fort is  to  be  made  to  shut  off  unde.'^ir- 
able  immigation  which  comes  across 
the  Canadian  border  and  a  rigid  patrol 
of  the  Northwest  will  be  enforced.  The 
agreement  which  was  made  by  the 
treasury  officials  with  the  Candian  rail- 
roads did  not  prove  entirely  satisfac- 
tory. It  has  been  decided  to  rely  on  no 
such  arrangement  in  future.  Every  im- 
migrant who  coines  to  a  Canadian  port 
and  starts  for  the  United  States  bor- 
der will  be  carefully  watched.  The  mo- 
ment he  enters  the  territory  of  this 
country  representatives  of  the  immi- 
gration bureau  will  take  him  in  charge 
and  deport  him.  In  some  of  the  cases, 
where  there  is  a  mutual  agreement  be- 
tween Canadian  intere-sts  and  the 
United  States,  the  immigrant  may  be 
allowed  to  enter  Candian  territor.v  and 
remain  In  this  continent.  In  other 
cases  where  it  is  found  that  the  immi- 
grant is  thoroughly  vicious,  deporta- 
tion will  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the 
I'nited  States,  and  from  some  port  In 
this  country.  The  law  has  been  care- 
fully canvassed  as  to  the  authority  of 
the  treasury  officials  to  do  this,  and  it 
has  been  determined  that  the  decision 
is  entirely  within  the  meaning  and  In- 
tent of  the  law.  and  funds  at  the  com- 
mand of  the  immigration  bureau  can 
be  used  for  the  purpose.

'*OUR    FOOLISH    VIRGINS.** 

Under  this  title  Eliot  Gregory  con- 
tributes to  the  November  Century  an 
astonishingly  bold  statement  of  the 
habits  and  tendencies  of  the  modern 
New  York  unmarried  woman  that  -crfll 
be  read  with  mingled  feelings.  He 
shows  that  the  average  New  York  mi.ss 
leads  an  aimless  and  unprofitable 
career  as  social  butterfly  or  matinee 
girl,  or  perhaps  she  runs  to  the  athletic, 
and  is  a  champion  In  some  line  of  vio- 
lent exertion  that  comes  under  the  head 
of  sport.  So  says  Mr.  Gregory,  and  he 
specifically  refers  to  the  New  York  girl. 
He  makes  no  mention  whatever  of  Du- 
luth, and  it  is,  therefore,  safe  to  pre- 
sent something  of  his  case  to  a  Duluth 
public,  knowing  that  it  will  be  under- 
stood that  it  is  New  York  women  that 
are  under  discussion.  Doubtless  there 
are  no  Duluth  girls  that  "strum  the 
piano  while  mama  cooks  the  dinner," 
which  is  a  comfortable  thought,  for,  to 
quote  the  Century  writer,  "criticising 
dainty  maids  is  too  much  like  impaling 
butterflies  or  dissecting  singing  birds" 
to  be  attempted  at  close  range. 

Even  allowing  for  perhaps  a  bit  of 
facetious  hyperbole,  the  tale  is  not  a 
cheerful  one.  Miss  New  York — not  Miss 
Duluth,  be  it  under.stojjd— flits  away  hir 
days  in  avoidance  of  household  duties, 
in  free  perambulations  of  streets 
that  American  chivalry  makes  safe 
thoroughfares  for  her.  in  overwhelm- 
ing surfeited  matinee  idols  with  tender 
missives,  in  pursuing  the  fascinations 
of  games  where  a  stake  adds  zest  to 
the  enjoyment,  in  training  herself  to 
gain  and  hold  athletic  renown.  And  all 
this  is  permitted  because,  forsooth,  she 
has  grasped  the  family  helm  and  is 
steering  the  bark  on  to — the  author 
says  the  odds  are  in  favor  of  shipwreck. 
Her  adoring  parents  are  content  to  re- 
tire to  the  cabin  and  twiddle  their 
thumbs  in  admiration  of  their  offspiing. 

All  this  is  the  reaction.  In  former 
days  Miss  New  York  or  Miss  Any- 
Other-Town  had  her  place — a  narrow 
one.  It  must  be  admitted— and  kept  it. 
She  has  broken  away,  and  her  momen- 
tum has  perhaps  carried  her  too  far  to 
the  opposite  extreme.  Not  all  young 
women  have  been  carried  so  far.  Let 
us  hope  that  the  author's  experiences 
have  been  unfortunate,  and  that  the 
proportion  he  criticises  is  not  so  large 
as  his  article  might  imply.  The  average 
young  woman  knows  what  is  best  as 
well  as  the  next  one,  perhaps,  and  bet- 
ter sense  and  better  judgment  will  no 
doubt  prevail  in  the  end.  In  the  mean- 
time there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
writer  has  much  of  truth  in  his  argu- 
ments, and  that  the  tendencies  he  men- 
tions are  only  too  frequent  and  only  too 
strongly  pronounced.  That  better  sense 
and  better  judgment  cannot  come  too 
quickly,  for,  with  Mr.  Gregory,  all  man- 
kind will  unite  in  de.sirlng  to  see  the 
American  girl  "not  a  disheveled  sports- 
woman, weather-beaten  and  ill-kept; 
not  an  adventurous  navigator,  square 
of  jaw  and  unchangeable  of  face;  not  a 
hou.sehold  tyrant,  versed  before  her 
time  in  the  sinister  lore  of  the  world; 
not  a  tramp  saint  or  an  Idle  goddess, 

but  a  gentle,  home-loving  maid: 
"Standing  with  reluctant  feet 
Where  the  brook  and  river  meet, 
Womanhood  and  childhood  fleet." 


In  June.  189y,  then  Governor  Roosevelt 
was  in  Liis  Vegas,  N.  M.,  attendinK  tne 
Rough  Riders'  reunion,  and  made  a 
speech  In  which  he  said:  "If  New^  Mexico 
wants  to  be  a  state,  you  can  count  me  in, 
and  I  will  go  to  Washington  to  speak 
for  you  or  do  anything  you  wish."  Ho 
had  no  thought  of  being  in  Washington 
as  president  of  the  United  States  In  1901, 
or  perhaps  he  would  not  have  spoken  so 
freely,  but  the  New  Mexicans  are  re- 
minding him  of  his  promise,  and  expect 
that  he  will  be  better  than  his  word.

Minneapolis  J<^na4k(Kep.):  Haa  the 
Republican  party  of  TVliniiesoLa  conll- 
dtnce  enough  In  itself  to  hold  an  extra 
session  of  the   legislature? 

Reduced  to  Its  last  analysis  that  is  the 
size  of  the  question  of  an  extra  session, 
now  so  much  discnssed  thr<)Uih>it  the 
Slate.  Thf-  last  legi.slaiure  conunlttel  to 
a  special  coinimis.sion  the  worK  oi  prepar- 
ing a  new  system  of  taxation  for  this 
state.  This  duly  was  tardllv  done,  ^uch 
a  commission  ouglit  lo  have  been  ji^ovid- 
eo  for  years  ago.  After  creating  the 
commission,  and  after  the  selection  py 
the  governor  o:  three  men  eminently 
•  juallfled  for  the  work  In  hand,  the  leg- 
si;*  lure  cut  i^hcrt  the  regular  session  by 
eleven  days  on  the  theory,  and  with  the 
understanding  that  an  extra  sossio'.i  wouid 
be  calk-d  in  February  to  receive  and  act 
upon  the  repor*   of  the  tax  commission. 

The  last  session.  In  spite  of  no  little 
oi>osition,  resulted  in  a  great  deal  of  use- 
ful and  wise  legislation.  And  among  the 
most  comm.endalory  acts  was  the  creation 
of  this  tax  revision  commission.  The 
work  of  the  leglshiture  was  only  begun, 
however,  when  the  commission  was  cre- 
ated. It  can  Old;,  be  completed  when  the 
report  of  the  commission  is  disposed  of. 
Furthermore,  i:  Is  highly  desirable  that 
the  report  of  this  commission  be  taken  up 
entirel.v  indepencenl  of  any  other  in- 
terest or  consideration  so  that  the  legis- 
lature may  .i;lve  its  undivided  attention 
to  th=s  miticrtant  business.  This  can  be 
d')n>>  at  an  extra  session.  It  cannot  be 
done  at  a  regular  session. 

And  yet.  with  so  plain. a  duty  before  It, 
and  with  an  implied  pledge  to  the  peo- 
ple tliai  this  well-undertaken  task  would 
be  well-completed,  thero  Is  decided  op- 
position to  an  extra  session.  'The  most 
frequent  objection  raised  is  that  if  the 
legislature  meets  In  extra  se.sslon  It  may 
do  something  that  it  ought  not  to  do  and 
spoil  all  the  good  effect  for  political  pur- 
pose.**  of  the  work  of  the  regular  session. 

Of  cour.se.  it  may.  The  legislature  may 
come  together  and  enact  a  great  deal  of 
vicious  legislation,  so  much  so  as  to  ruin 
the  chances  of  the  Republican  party  in 
the  next  election  absolutely.  But  what 
basis  Is  there  for  such  an  assumption"? 
Is  the  legislature  no  longer  to  be  trusted, 
and  is  the  Republican  party  in  danger  of 
betraying  the  Interests  of  the  people  of 
the  slate?  If  that  be  true.  If  that  con- 
fe.'sioM  is  to  bo  nwde.  If  that  reason  is 
to  oe  a?'--!8r;ed  .against  an  extra  session, 
wiiat  mrre  tfteclive  weapon  could  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  opposi- 
tion for  the  next  campaign?  If  the  Re-

Gentry  and  May  Steele.  The  boy's 
name  is  Homer  Steele.  Mrs.  Gentry 
is  said  to  be  a  divorced  woman.  She 
is  about  25  years  old.  May  Steel»  is 
about  18. 

The  authorities  believe  the  trio  are 
members  of  an  organized  gang  which 
has  been  working  during  the  past  few 
months  in  Nodaway,  Andrew,  Gentry, 
De  Kaib,  Buchanan,  Holt  and  Atchl- 
scm  countieji,  in  Missouri,  and  in  Page 
and   Taylor  counties,    in   Iowa. 

They  say  many  of  the  articles  found 
in  the  Steele  house  fit  the  descriptions 
of  articles  stolen  from  homes  in  these 
counties. 

The  women  refuse  to  discuss  their 
case.  Whenever  anyone  approaches 
them  they  draw  heavy  veils  over  their 
faces  and  maintain  a  careful  silence. 
The  boy  has  made  a  partial  confes- 
.sion. 

The  three  were  arrested  last  Sunday 
night  after  a  watch  kept  for  them  for 
twenty-four  hours. 

The  discovery  of  the  goods  in  the 
Steele  home  came  about  through  a 
combination  between  Samuel  Vander- 
hoef,  of  this  city,  and  William  Key, 
who  lives  near  here.  Mr.  Vander- 
hoefs  horse  and  buggy  were  stolen 
from  the  street  here  about  three  weeks 
ago. 

Key's  house  was  entered  Saturday 
night,  Oct.  5,  and  carpets,  bedspreads, 
table  linon,  silverware,  dre.sses  and 
caned    fruit    were    carried    off. 

Key  and  Vanderhoef  suspected  they 
were  victims  of  the  same  thieves  and 
united    in    the   search. 

Saturday  Key  saw  Vanderhoef's 
buggy  in  the  yard  back  of  the  Steele 
house. 

The  marshal  of  Graham  was  notified 
of  the  discovery  and  went  to  the  Steele 
house.      There  was  no  one  there. 

A  search  of  thf  place  revealed  several 
of  the  articles  stolen  from  the  Key 
home. 

Sheriff  Ellis  was  sent  for  at  once.  He 
swore  in  John  Wallace,  Charles  Knarr 
and  Claude  Campbell  as  deputies  and 
drove  to  Graham  immediately. 

The  Steele  place  was  still  deserted. 
The   officers   did   nothing   during   the 
day,  except  keep  a  close  watch  on  the 
place  to  see  that  no  one  entered  it. 

After  dark  they  stationed  patrols 
up  and  down  the  road  and  around  the 
house.  A  man  was  also  .sent  to  Mait- 
land  to  watch  at  the  home  of  Mrs. 
Steele,  the  mother  of  the  two  women 
and   the   boy. 

All  day  Sunday  the  patrols  paced 
their  beats.  Finally,  just  after  dark, 
two  men  drove  into  the  town  in  a 
buggy  and  announced  that  two  wo- 
men and  a  boy  were  coming  slowly 
down  the  road  about  a  mile  out  with 
a  wagon  load  of  cordwood. 

Neighbors  of  the  Steele  sisters  did 
not  believe  at  first  that  It  could  be 
they.  Friday  night,  when  last  seen 
about  Graham,  they  were  driving  away 
in    a   buggy. 

Then  the  neighbors  recalled  how  once 
before  they  had  known  the  sisters  to 
go  away  in  one  rig  and  come  back  in 
another. 

Deimty  Knarr,  accompanied  by 
Mayor  Ducker,  of  Graham,  walked  out 
to  meet  the  wagon.  The  two  women 
and  the  boy  proved  to  be  Mrs.  Gentry, 
May  Steele  and  their  brother.  Ho- 
mer. 

Deputy  Sheriff  Knarr  placed  them 
under  arre-st,  and  a  minute  later  the 
other    officers    came   up. 

They  all  climbed  on  top  of  the  cord- 
wood  and  drove  to  the  Steele  house. 

As  soon  as  the  people  in  the  town 
learned  that  the  trio  had  been  arrested 
they  hurried  out  to  the  house  and  de- 
manded entrance  to  see  what  else  they 
could  find  inside.  Many  persons 
whose  homes  had  been  entered  were 
among  the  crowd. 

The  officers  kopt  them  outside,  how- 
ever,  while  they  searched  the  house. 

In  every  room  they  discovered  ar- 
ticles which  they  believed  to  be  stolen. 
They  found  coats  and  trousers,  with 
the  cost  marks  on  them;  women's 
jackets,  overcoat.^  and  more  than  200 
quart.^  of  canned  fruit  and  plum  btitter. 
In  the  meantime  the  crowd  outside 
turned  its  attention  to  the  wagon  on 
which  the  sisters  and  brother  had  just 
returned  home. 

It  looked  like  a  wagon  load  of  cord- 
wood.  The  wood,  however,  was  Just 
a  veneer.  It  was  thrown  off,  and  be- 
neath it  were  wheat,  corn,  oats  and 
clothing. 

The  women  refused  to  say  where  they 
secured  the  stuff.  The  boy  declared 
they  had  bought  it  in  Rochester,  where 
thf-y   had   V)een   to  visit   an  uncle. 

Sheriff  Enis  and  others  who  have 
been  working  on  the  case  believe  the 
Steele  house  Is  only  one  rendezvous 
and  storehouse  of  a  gang  of  thieves. 

They  believe  that  others  are  located 
In  other  parts  of  the  county  and  in 
neighboring    counties. 

The  Steele  family  lived  until  April 
near  Wilcox.  They  moved  to  Graham 
at  that  time.  They  h.ave  never  tried 
to  cultivate  the  acquaintance  of  their 
neighbors. 

-An  older  brother.  Pavid  Steele,  ar- 
rived in  Graham  last  Monday  in  ig- 
norance of  the  arrest  of  his  sisters  and 
brother.  He  was  also  locked  up  as  an 
accomplice,  but  and  the  younger  boy 
insist  that  he  was  In  North  Dakota  all 
summer.

Nashville,  Tenn.,  Oct.  30.— One  of  the 
most  sensational  bank  scandal  cases  in 
the  history  of  Tennessee  is  on  trial  In 
the  United  States  court  here,  W.  W. 
L^-a,  the  defaulting  First  National  bank 
bookkeeper,  and  thirteen  of  the  leadin,;; 
merchants  of  the  city  being  charged 
with  conspiracy  to  defraud  the  insti- 
tution. Among  the  merchants  under 
indictment  are  Connor  &  Brady,  whole- 
sale grocers;  Fish  &  Wiehl,  clothiers, 
and  W.  J.  Cummings,  broker. 

According  to  the  story  of  Lea  ho  has 
been  a  victim  of  circumstances.  The 
story  discloses  that  the  accounts  of  14 
Nashville  concerns  were  overdrawn  to 
the  extent  of  $91,000  when  he  disappear- 
ed from  the  city.  Of  this  amount  every 
cent  has  been  recovered,  it  is  said,  from 
the  parties  owing  the  overdraft  with 
the  exception  of  Connor  &  Brady, 
wholesale  grocers,  who  made  an  assign- 
ment. The  assets  of  this  firm  and  the 
bonds  of  the  surety  company  protected 
the  bank. 

The  story  of  the  trouble  as  related 
by  Lea  indicate  that  the  dov.nfall  of 
the  bookkeei'cr  is  due  to  the  alleged 
propensity  of  certain  Nashville  mer- 
chants, his  personal  friends,  to  over- 
draw their  accounts.  In  the  drst  place 
a  Nashville  firm  drew  upon  their  ac- 
count until  it  was  overdrawn  to  a  con- 
siderable amount.  Lea  appealed  to  the 
firm  to  make 'a  deposit  sufficient 
cover  the  amount,  but  in  return 
tained  only  promi.«e3. 
along  and  the  amount 
good. 

Other  acounts  became  overdrawn,  it 
is  said,  by  thirteen  other  re.sponsible 
firms,  and  still  the  bookkeeper,  accord- 
ing to  his  story,  tried  to  prevail  upon 
the  patrons  of  the  institution  to  cover 
the  drafts.  He  invariably  met  with 
the  same  excuse— that  they  would 
make  a  deposit  in  a  few  days.  The 
amounts  finally  reached  snrh  an  aggre- 
gate that  he  feared  making  a  report 
to  the  cashier.  F.  O.  Watts.  He  knew 
that  when  the  otTicers  of  the  b.ank 
ascertained  that  'he  had  allowed  the  ac- 
counts to  become  overdrawn  he  would 
be  removed  from  the  position  he  had 
held  for  eighteen  years. 

Lea  had  a  small  amount  of  money  of 
his  own.  and  concluded,  if  possible,  to 
make  good  the  overdrafts  and  obtain 
the  money  for  himself  whenever  they 
would  pay.  He  speculated  in  stocks 
and  lost.  Lea  states  that  he  became 
desperate  and  speculated  in  higli  fig- 
ures and  lost  money  until  he  became 
hopelessly   involved- 

Lea  reluctantly  went  away  on  a  va- 
cation July  15.  and  v.ent  to  St.  Louis. 
In  his  absence  his  books  were  over- 
hauled, and  the  alleged  overdrafts  were 
discovered.  In  the  meantime  Lea  was 
traveling  about  the  country. 

Early  Saturday  morning,  Dec.  1,  a 
••■•  ■  —.pi  '•:^.=  leceived  hv  the  local 
agent  of  the  surety  company  that  Lea 
would  arrive  that  evening.  He  was 
met  at  the  depot  by  federal  officers  and 
arrested  on  charges  of  making  false 
entries  on  the  bank  books  and  for  con- 
spiring with  Brady  to  defraud  the 
bank. 

Prior  to  his  arrest  Lea  was  one  of 
the  most  trusted  men  in  th-^  bank,  hav- 
ing handled  the  books  over  eighteen 
years.

Minn.,  Oct.  30.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— Levi  Brouiilette  was 
found  dead  in  his  bed  by  his  wife,  at 
3  o'clock  yesterday  morning.  Brouiilette 
was  employed  as  a  teamster  at  the 
Neil  sawmill.  After  his  labor  of  yes- 
terday he  entertained  visitors  at  his 
home  till  10:30  in  the  evening,  he  and 
his  wife  retiring  shortly  after  that 
hour.

cloud  on  the  title  of  mcuh  i>roperty.

Maj.  Campbell  has  been  authorized 
by  the  secretary  of  the  interior  and  tiie 
Indian  commissioner  to  give  the  Grand 
Portage  Indian-s  permi.-ssion  to  cut  the 
Bpruce  and  co<lar  of  their  allotments. 
This  will  be  somewhat  of  a  new  de- 
parture, icr  it  will  give  the  Indians  an 
opportunii.N  in  transact  some  business 
for  thenisol\ <'.''.  as  they  will  sell  the 
tinil>er  and  dispose  of  the  proceeds  as 
they  See  fir.  The  government,  says 
Maj.  Camplull,  will  keep  an  eye  on  the 
Inillans  u>  ste  that  they  are  not  taken 
advantagf  of  in  any  way.  They  are 
not  to  sell  the  sianding  timber,  but 
cut  it  and  sell  for  delivery  on  the  shore. 
Those  Indians  that  are  too  old  to  cut 
their  timber  may  sell  it  standing  to 
some  other  Indian  to  cut  up,  but  th^v 
cannot  sell  it  to  a  white  man.  This  is 
in  the  way  of  an  experiment  to  see  if 
the  Indians  have  any  business  instinct 
imd  will  know  how  to  get  good  returns 
from  their  propt^rtics.

IN  DEMAND. 


Stumpage  Is  Selling  Well 

and  Prices   Are 

Stiff. 

Dealers  in  pine  lands  report  a  good 
demand  for  stumpage  and  are  holding 
prices  at  a  stiff  figure.  There  have 
been  a  number  of  transactions  of  im- 
portance this  month  as  well  as  numer- 
ous smaller  .sales,  running  all  the  way 
from  ;i,000,000  to  6,000.000  feet.  Lumber- 
men consider  the  figures  asked  as  very 
high,  but  in  most  of  the  cases  where 
there  is  an  inquiry  the  prospective  pur- 
chaser is  in  a  position  where  he  must 
have  the  timber  and  to  get  it  he  must 
pay   the   price  asked. 

"There  have  been  several  sales  of  late 
on  the  basis  of  $7.50  per  thousand  feet 
for  standing  pine.  It  is  understood 
that  the  Alger-Smith  Interests  have 
this  month  closed  up  a  deal  whereby 
the  company  will  secure  at  least  7.5,000,- 
000  feet  more  of  stumpage,  the  timber 
t<i  be  cut  hero.  Negotiations  are  still 
under  way  for  standing  pine  on  the 
north  shore  in  which  a  Michigan  lum- 
berman is  much  interested  in  securing.

ARE  HEAVY 

Flax  Coming  In  at  Rate 

of  Three  Hundred 

Cars  a  Day. 


Movement    Expected    to 

Continue  at  That  Pace 

Through  November. 


Grain  Man  Sees  Possible 

Change  In  Custom  of 

Marketing  Crop. 


Flax  receipts  at  Duluth  are  now  aver- 
aginu  3U0  cars  a  day  or  more.  Grain  re- 
ceivers look  for  She  movement  to  keep 
up  at  that  rate  during  all  of  the  coming 
month  if  not  longer.  The  Northwest 
crop  of  flax  promises  to  astonish  the  ttax 
de:i.lers  of  the  country  if  the  predictions 
of  those  here  who  cUdm  to  be  yosted  on 
Ihe   situation  are  realized. 

The  receints  of  wheat  are  now  running 

considerably  under  those  of  tlax,  aggre- 
gating but  little  more  than  200  cars  a  day. 
The  faxmers  of  the  ^^■est  are  threshuig 
tnelr  tlax  as  fast  as  they  can  and  are 
rushhig  It  to  market  in  preference  to 
wheat.  The  preseni  prices  of  flax  are  al- 
lurinK  and  they  are  afraid  they  will  not 
hold  under  the  large  receipts  that  are 
bound  to  continue  for  some  lime.  WhcaL 
Is  therefore  being  left  in  stack  and  Hax 
is  receiving  the'  attention  of  a'.l  farmer* 
There  will  undoubtedly  be  a  large  amount 
of   wheat    threshing   done    in   December. 

The  receipts  of  wheat  whtjn  compared 
with  those  of  other  years  when  the  crop 
WHS  about  the  same  as  that  of  this  year 
look  very  small  and  this  Is  causing  much 
comment,  but  receipts  of  all  grains  are 
larger  ihan  those  who  watch  only  the 
wheat  ligures  would  susi>ect.  From  i>JO 
to  600  cars  are  coming  in  daily.  That  is  a 
pretty  fair  movement  although  not  near- 
ly so  larse  as  has  been  u.'^ual  In  the  past 
when  the  crop  was  as  large  as  this  year. 

A  grain  man,  in  referring  to  this  small- 
er movement,  advances  the  belief  ihat 
Jhe  day  for  a  sudden  rushing  of  the 
Northwestern  crop  to  market  is  past. 
Formerly  it  has  been  the  custom  In  the 
Northwest  tu  at  once  rush  the  crop  to 
markei      immediately  when      it      was 

threshed.  The  farmers  needed  the  money 
and  many  of  them  had  no  place  to  store 
their  grain.  Now  they  are  In  different 
circum.«tances.  Several  years  of  fair  crops 
at  good  prices  have  put  the  Northwestern 
farmers  in  good  tinancial  condition, 
many  more  of  them  have  granaries,  and 
they  are  not  compelled  to  gel  their 
wheat   to   the  elevators. 

This  grain  man  believes  that  the  fu- 
ture will  see  a  steadier  movement  to  the 
Duluth  market.  Instead  of  a  tremendous 
ru.Mh  for  Ihree  or  four  months,  and  then 
light  receiiits  throughout  the  balance  of 
the  year,  he  looks  for  the  extension  of 
the  movement  over  a  much  longer  period. 
The  railroads,  he  thinks,  are  anxious  to 
see  thii,  too,  and  will  do  all  thev  can  to 
encourage  it.  The  rush  of  former  years 
has  comiie'.led  the  roads  to  pul  all  the 
cars  Dosslble  into  the  grain  trade,  to  the 
frequent  neglect  and  inconvenience  of 
other  shippers. 

The  movement  has  frequently  been 
larger  than  it  is  now  and  vet  the  rail- 
roads have  been  frequently  refusing 
cars,  complaining  Jhat  they  were  short 
of  them.  In  this,  corroboration  is  found 
for  this  idea,  the  railroads  determining  to 
take  care  of  the  general  business  and 
force  the  grain  movement  to  extend  itself 
over  a   longer  jjeriod. 


Prices  Bid    at  Auction  of   the 
Famous  Kaigh  Collection. 

B^iston.  Get.  30. — At  the  continued  sale 

of  the  Haigh   collection     of     coins  the 

principal  item  was  a  collection  of 
United  States  copper  cents  represent- 
ing the  dates  from  1793  to  1S57,  inclu- 
sive, and  containing  133  specimens,  all 
different.  The  bidding  on  this  lot  start- 
ed at  $5  and  increased  until  Mr.  Collins, 
a  Boston  collector,  bid  $200,  and  the  set 
was  knocked  down  to  him. 

The  1793  cent  sold  for  $8.  The  half 
cents  brought  even  higher  prices,  proofs 
of  1840  and  184S  going  for  $20  each  and 
a  proof  of  1849  selling  for  $24.  A  dealer 
bought  a  gold  dollar  uncirculated  for 
$-'6.75  and  a  collector  purchased  a  gold 
dollar  of  1875  for  $50.  An  octagonal  $50 
gold  piece,  minted  at  San  Francisco  in 
1S52  went  to  a  New  York  dealer  for  $96. 
The  Miners'  bank  $10  gold  piece  went 
for  $48  and  the  Mormon  $5  piece  of  1843 
for  $15.50. 


ROLLING  IN. 

Money  to  Pay  Taxes  Flow- 
ing Into  Treasurer's 
Office. 

If  the  office  of  the  county  treasurer 
were  a  private  'business  enterprise,  and 
business  was  as  good  all  the  year  around 
as  It  has  been  during  the  past  few  davs. 
the  business  would  be  a  gold  mine,  and 
the  pro[irietor  would  be  retiring  in  a  few 
years  and  looking  over  price  lists  of  steam 
yachts. 

For  County  Treasurer  Whipple,  who  sits 
at  the  receipt  of  custom  at  the  court 
house,  is  having  his  office  inundated  with 
various  evidences  of  money,  running  from 
pennies  to  checks,  postal  orders  and  bank 
notes,  in  p.aynient  of  the  "second  half 
taxes,  '  which  must  be  paid  before  to- 
morrow night.  If  thoy  are  not  paid  then 
a  penalty  of  10  per  cent  goes  on  anci 
early  next  year  the  lands  will  be  sold  to 
satisfy    the    county's    claim    for    taxes 

It  is  surprising  how  few  people  know 
when  taxes  come  due.  and  would  probably 
let  them  go  and  suffer  a  penalty  or  per- 
haps a  mix-up  with  tax  title  investors 
were  It  not  for  the  advertisements  that 
It  has  become  the  custom  to  place  in  the 
daily  papers  notifying  the  people  that  the 
time  for  payment  is  at  hand  and  that  a 
Penalty  will  go  on  if  they  do  not  pav  up 
immediately.  For  instance,  last  Friday 
Ihe  Herald  publisher!  an  advertisement 
calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  tomor- 
row will  be  the  last  day.  The  next  dav 
was  Saturday,  usually  a  quiet  day  in  the 
county  offices.  Not  so  that  d'av,  for 
from  early  morning  until  late  in  the  af- 
ternoon the  office  was  crowded  with  peo- 
ple to  pay  taxes,  who  had  -seen  the  ad- 
vertisement and  who  had  come  up  to  pay 
at    the    first    opportunity. 

"Many  of  those  who  come  in  to  pay 
taxes  say  that  they  were  impelled  to  do 
so  by  the  advertisements."  said  County 
Treasurer  AVhipple.  and  Deputy  Treasurer 
\\illiamson.  who  presides  over  the  cash 
window,  substantiated  that  statement. 
They  say  that  hundreds  of  peoplp  do  not 
kno*-  when  taxes  are  due  an.l  when  thev 
have  to  be  paid  to  avoid  the  penalties 
and  the  only  way  of  Informing  them'  is 
the  advertisements  that  are  placed  in  the 
darly  papers. 

The  rush  is  very  strong  for  this  period 
T  sually  the  November  settlement  Is  not 
a  large  one.  as  it  practically  Includes 
only  the  Second  half  taxes,  wUh  a  few 
fud  payments  with  i>enalties  where  the 
parties  neglected  to  pav  up  in  May  and

This  vear  it 
will  be  larger  than  usual,  and  the  pay- 
ments of  1900  taxes  will  be  closer  to  com- 
pleteness than  ever  before.

Stay  of  Sentence  Granted 

the      Anarchist 

Leader. 

New  York,  Oct.  30.— Justice  MacLean, 
in  the  supreme  court  yesterday  granted  a 
certificate  of  rea.sonal>;e  doubt  in  tlie 
case  of  John  Most,  editor  of  the  Freiheit, 
an  anarchist  paper,  in  order  to  stay  his! 
sentence  of  twelve  months"  imprisonment 
for  the  publication  of  an  article  entitled 
"Murder  vs.  Murder,"  which  apitcared  on 
the  day  of  President  McKinley's  assas- 
sinatiun. 

Justice  Macl.iean  says  the  only  proof 
to  sui)j)ort  the  judg^ment  is  that  Most 
purloined  an  article,  expressing  certain 
sentiments,  written  by  another,  half  a 
century  ago,  and  published  it  as  his  own, 
"in  a  paper  professedly  of  some  circula- 
tion but  which  circulation  is  shuwn  by 
the  sale  of  but  a  single  copy,  that  pur- 
cha.sed  by  the  police,  probably  for  the 
purpose    of    i)ro!=ecution.'' 

Me  further  .says  that  it  may  be  doubted 
reasonably  whether  the  judgment  even 
with  thai  supi)')rt,  should  stand,  as  pla- 
giarism is  not  criminal  ofEense  under 
the   laws  of   the   United   States. 

"It  is  not  shown,"  says  Justice  Mac- 
l.iean, "that  the  defendant's  expi'ossion 
of  l)orrowed  sentiment  has  worked  in- 
jury to  any  individual  liy  falsifying  any 
fact,  or  10  the  public  peace  or  health, 
or  that  his  acts  were  attended  with  cir- 
cumstances likely  t(}  disturb  or  endanger 
the    public   iieace   or    health." 

The  justice  .says  also  the  contention 
that  ihe  publication  has  openly  outraged 
public  decency  rests  solely  upon  the  lan- 
guage of  the  article  itself,  and  that  the 
indecency  repressed  by  the  law  related 
rather  to  action  and  words  which  nature 
and  propriety  require  to  be  conceded  and 
suppressexl  and  to  publish  displays,  sale 
and  exhibiiion   of   evil   bfK>ks   or   prints. 

"The  indecorum  of  this  pilfered  arti- 
cle. '  says  Justice  MacLean,  "is  another 
sort.  It  prates  of  humanity,  immorality 
ami  morality,  rea.son  and  conscience, 
but  carries  no  suggestion  of  the  obscene." 

The  utterances,  Jusilce  MacLean  savs, 
do  not  come  wiihin  the  meaning  of  ihe 
section  of  the  code  under  which  Most 
was  prosecuted.

Muncie,  Ind.,  ("ct.  30.— Daniel  B.

TAKEN  TO    SPAIN. 


Body  of  Vice  Admiral  Villamil 
Removed  From  Havana. 

Havana,  Oct.  30.— The  body  of  the  Span- 
ish vice  admiral,  Villamil,  commander  of 
the  Spanish  torpedo  flotilla,  who  was 
killed  at  the  battle  of  Santiago,  was 
.transferred  yesterday  to  tri,e  sieamer 
Montserrat,  to  be  taken  to  Spain.  The 
ceremony  of  transfer  was  in  charge  of 
Captain  of  the  Port  Young,  represenliiig 
the  United  States  navy.  A  salute  of  nine 
guns  was  fired  ai  Morro  Castle.  Vice 
Admiral  Villamil  was  wounded  on  board 
tlie  destroytr  Pluton  and  was  taken 
ashore  by  Spanish  sailors,  dying  shortly 
after.  Ills  b.)dy  was  left  in  a' sitting  pos- 
turt;  In  a  chair  in  a  cave  about  four 
miles  west  of  the  entrance  to  Santiago 
harbor,  and  it  remained  there  about 
cichi  months  before  it  was  discovered, 
when  it  was  transferred  to  the  Santiago 
arsenal. 


Swindled  People  Openly 

and  Has   Escaped 

the  Police. 

Newark,  N.  J.,  Oct.  30.— For  two  weeks 
a  clever  girl  swindler  has  been  at  work 
in  Newark  with  profitable  results  to  her- 
self,  and  although   her  transactions  have 

been  brazenly  open,  the  local  police  seem 
to  be  unable  to  get  on  her  track. 

The  swindler  is  described  by  her  numer- 
ous victims  as  l>elng  not  more  than  18 
years  old,  girlish  in  apjiearance  an<l  man- 
ner and  strikingly  pretty.  Her  scheme  is 
not  original,  but  she  is  said  to  possess 
such  an  innocent  appearance,  coupled 
with  an  ingenious  story,  that  she  has 
readily  deceived  a  number  ot  woll-kncwn 
persons  and  prominent  business  houses. 

The  first  trace  of  the  girl  was  after  she 
visited  the  home  of  Mrs.  H.  E.  Reidy  in 
High  street.

Win   Be   the     Reception   Ac- 
corded  Thomas  O'Donnell. 

New  York,  Oct.  30.— The  New  York 
branches  of  the  (iaelic  League  of 
America  are  preparing  an  enthusia.stic 
velcome  to  Thomi..s  O'Donnell,  the 
Irish-speaking  member  of  the  Irish 
delegation  which  is  on  its  way  to 
America.  The  reception  will  take  the 
form  of  a  banquet  to  be  held  at 
Shanley's  on  Wednesday  evening,  Nov. 
6,  which  promises  to  be  one  of  the  most 
unique  and  characteristically  Gaelic 
events  which  have  ever  been  held  in 
New  York.  The  menu  will  be  entirely 
in  Gaelic,  the  majority  of  the  addres.ses 
(and  songs  in  that  tongue  and  the 
music  will,  of  cour=e,   be  wholly  Irish. 

The  reception  is  *3eing  organized  for 
Mr.  O'Donnell  solely'  in  recognition  of 
his  devotion  to  and  recognition  on  be- 
half of  the  Irish  language  movement 
and  will  have  no  p£  rty  or  political  sig- 
nificance, as  the  Gaelic  men  count 
within  their  ranks  adherents  of  differ- 
ent policies  so  far  as  politics  are  con- 
cerned, all  of  whoni  work  harmonious- 
ly in   the  Gaelic  ciiu.se. 

Thomas  O'Donnell.  at  present  mem- 
ber of  parliament  for  West  Kerry,  Is 
a  young  man  of  but  28  years  of  age, 
who  was  born  in  an  Irish-speaking  dis- 
trict, was  educated  entirely  through 
the  medium  of  Iris.!,  and  is  an  accom- 
plished scholar  and  linguist.  He  is  the 
first  puVjlic  man  frr  some  generations 
of  the  able,  aggressive.  Irish-speaking 
type,  and  is  looked  forward  to  by  many 
as  one  of  the  comins?  leaders  of  his  race 
against  Anglicism  in  all  its  fortn.s— 
poMtical,  lineruistic,  intellectual  and 
social.

The  recommendation  for  durability  is 
not  extended  to  the  baby  variety  of 
this  fur,  which  is  as  perishable  as  ex- 
pensive, bald  spots  appearing  with  the  i 
least  u.se  and  the  delicate  skin  tearing  \ 
frequently.  However,  neither  this  frag- 
ility, nor  the  humane  prejudice  against 
its  employment  alters  the  market  value 
of  baby  lamb.  It  continues  to  hold  a 
very  aristocratic  place  in  the  world  of 
furs  and  if  one  may  judge  from  the 
silky  revers  and  the  cuffs  made  of  it, 
the  blouses,  jackets,  vests,  rombined 
with  ermine  there  is  nothing  smarter. 

Speaking   of    this   royal    fur,    a    mad- 
ness seems  to  have  come  upon  the  world 
in  regard  to  it.     Not  In  forty  years  has 
ermine  been  so  much  worn  as  it  will  be 
this    winter,    and      though    It    is    most 
commonly   used   as  a  trimming,    whole 
ermine   coats   are   seen,    some   of   them 
long  enough  to  cover  a  trailing  evening 
dre.ss,  and  finished  at  the  bottom  with 
two  wide  circular  flounces.     There  are 
also  jaunty  blouses   for  other   evening 
wear.    To  go  with  these  are  big  ermine 
muffs   that   sell   for  $35.     Dainty   little 
tippets  with  white  fox  tails — mere  nar- 
row   bands    that,    crossing    the    throat, 
hug  that  member  tightly — often  charm- 
ing ))ossibilities  for  cloth  or  silk  even- 
ing cloaks.    This  is  the  one  restriction  of 
ermine,    that,    exeept    an    embelishmont 
for    something    else,    it    is    confined    to 
evening  wear.    For  day  use  it  is  thought 
too  delitate  for  entire  garments,  except 
for  children,   in     which     case     nothing 
could  be  more  elegant.    The  ermine  sets 
—muff  and  tippet— seen  for  little  maids 
of    all    ages    are    exactly    like    those    of 
the  grown-ups.     Even   the  huge   muffs 
may  be  carried  by  mis.sle.  but   the  size 
j  of  the  tippet  must  conform  to  her  own 
1  proportions.    The  same  rule  holds  good

with  her  mamma,  for  to  wear  a  neck 
fixing  too  big  for  you  nowadays  is  truly 
to  hide  your  light  under  a  bushel. 
Let  me  (|uote  the  furrier: 
"Have  you  noticed  that  the  smaller 
the  woman  the  bigger  she  wants  her 
boa?  It  is  all  I  can  do  to  convince 
them  to  the  contrary,  and  the  big  muffs 
also  make  small  women  look  ridiculous. 
The  heavy  bundling  wraps  are  magni- 
ficent on  tall,  fine  women;  but  on  little 
ones,   oh,    my  I" 

There  is  the  thing  in  a  nutshell— vou 
must  be  big  to  wear  around  your  neck 
the  great  animals  .seen  in  the  shops. 
For  the  undersized  the  furriers  politely 
show  children's  designs,  or  demonstraie 
with  great  art  how  the  too  big  things 
may  be  cut  down  without  damage  to 
style.  Remember  this  when  you  buy 
your  furs. 

A  royal  cloak  of  ermine  lined  with 
sable,  in  this  shop,  was  a  sublimer  ser- 
mon on  the  divine  privileges  of  big 
women.  This  regal  wrap,  which  was 
made  long  enough  to  sweep  over  the 
train  of  an  evening  di-ess.  was  of  a 
dazzling  splendor  and  you  felt  it  par-ex- 
cellence the  very  queen  of  wraps.  The 
model  was  the  loose  back  cloack  used 
for  all  long  fur  wraps,  but  to  .see  two 
graceful  skirt  flounces  shaped  in  so 
clumsy  a  material  gave  you  a  new  sen- 
sation. The  wide  sleeves  are  flowing, 
the  surved  collar  very  high  at  the  back, 
the  rich  brown  of  the  lining  emerging 
at  the  front  to  turn  back  in  heavy  re- 
vers. 

It  was  .sublime,  as  I  say,  the  very 
queen  of  cloaks.  And  its  price — a  little 
matter  of  SSOOO.  But  you  must  expect 
that  sort  of  thing  when  you  gaze  on 
Russian  sable,  for.  of  course,  the  lining 
was  the  very  cream  of  this  cloak. 

Silver  fox  is  a  i-arity  almost  equally 
precious,  and  one  who  likes  sable  is  al- 
ways in  the  fashion.  It  is  much  be- 
hind the  brown  fur  in  becomingness, 
however,  and  because  of  its  grizzled 
look  is  generally  considered  the  privi- 
lege of  elderly  women. 

Stylish  furs  more  in  keeping  with  or- 
dinary means  are  gray  and  black  Ivnx 
and  sable  fox,  a  brown  Alaskan  fur 
that  quite  successfully  imitates  Rus- 
sian sable.  Sinee  brown  is  more  fash- 
ionable than  anything  else,  and  the 
reddish  tone  of  this  glistening  pelt  is 
singularly  becoming,  sable  fo.x  will 
probably  be  the  popular  fur  of  the  sea- 
son. In  addition  to  Its  other  virtues, 
as  furs  go,  it  is  very  cheap,  $50  pur- 
chasing quite  a  stunning  boa,  or 
"stoles,"  they  ai-e  more  properly  called 
—and  muff.  The  black  and  blue-gray 
lynx  sets  sell  for  the  same  price. 

Besides  the  furs  here  mentioned  there 
are,  of  course,  many  others  in  the  mar- 
ket,   seal,    mink,    chlnrhilla.    black    and 
brown    bear,    etc..    to    say    nothing    of 
numberless  tin>'  animals  of  no  distinct 
family.     These  boar  such  a  painful  re- 
semblance   to    our    old    friends.    Tabby 
and    Tom,    that   it    is   no   wonder   their 
origin   is   shrouded   in   a   discreet  mys- 
tery.    One  little  shoulder  cape  seen  was 
literally  hung  with  these  small  beasts 
a  little  more  foxy  in  type,  but  equally  j 
as  piteous.    Another  pereine  of  sealskin  ■

Washington  Bureau. 

Washington,  Oct.  30.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— A  corespondent  of  the  Balti- 
more Sun  says,  in  a  recent  dispatch  to 
that  paper,  that  some  of  the  most  ac- 
tive .Southern  Democratic  leaders  have 
begun  to  look  around  for  an  available 
candidate  for  the  presidency  in  whose 
Interests  to  concentrate  their  efforts. 
Two  men  whose  names  are  being  can- 
vassed more  seriously  than  any 
others  are  Rear  Admiral  W,  S.  Schley 
and  former  United  States  Senator  Ar- 
thur Pue  Gorman. 

Senator  Bailey,  of  Texas,  confirms  a 
statement  previously  given  currency 
that  he  is  in  favor  of  the  nomination 
of  Mr.  Gorman.  Mr.  Bailey  said  that 
he  wanted  to  see  Mr.  Gorman  nomin- 
ated for  the  presidency  by  the  Demo- 
cratic party;  that  he  regarded  him  as 
a  man  whose  nomination  would  re- 
quire no  apology  or  explanation,  and 
that  he  believed  the  nomination  would 
be  the  strongest  that  could  be  made. 

Representative  Livingston,  of  Geor- 
gia, is  another  Southern  man  who 
npenly  advocates  at  this  time  the  nom- 
ination of  Mr.  Gorman.  Mr.  Gorman, 
would  in  his  opinion,  be  supported  in 
the  next  Democratic  national  conven- 
tion by  Georgia,  Alabama,  Kentucky. 
Tennessee  and  Texas.  He  thought  Mr. 
' Gorman  would  have  the  support  of 
North  Carolina  and  probably  other 
Southern  states. 

Senator  Carmack,  of  Tennessee,  does 
not  agree  with  Mr.  Livingston  as  to  the 
sentiment  of  the  Tennes.«^.^e  Democrats 
with  reference  to  Mr.  Gorman.  He 
says,  that,  apparently,  the  Democrats 
of  that  state  have  not  settled  on  any 
man  as  most  available  for  the  nomin- 
ation and  that  he  does  not  believe 
that  the  state  will  support  the  candid- 
acy of  Mr.  Gorman,  though  the  Demo- 
crats would  like  to  see  him  In  the 
senate. 

Ex-Senator  Butler,  of  North  Caro- 
lina, who  was  at  the  head  of  the  Popu- 
list organization  supporting  Mr.  Bryan 
in  1896  and  1900,  expressed  the  opinion 
recently  that  Admiral  Schley  would 
secure  more  votes  than  any  other  man 
whom  the  Democrats  could  nominate 
for  the  presidency.  He  said  that  he 
thought  the  nomination  of  Schley 
would  not  only  guarantee  the  sup- 
port of  the  ticket  by  all  elements  of 
the  Democratic  party,  bringing  about 
comjili-te  harmony  within  that  party, 
but  that  Admiral  Schley  would  receive 
a  larger  vote  from  people  not  Demo- 
crats, and  would  stand  a  better  chance

f'haffee  has  made,  and  which  he  has  re- 
ported to  the  department.  Gen.  Chaffee 
says  that  the  whole  j>eople  of  the  Phil- 
ippines are  engageiJHn  \Taglng  war  upon 
the  United  States.  The  few  Filipinos 
who  are  friendly  to  the  irnlted  States  are 
those  holding  offices,  and  the  officers  wh.r 
discussed  the  situation  a  few  days  ago 
said  that  loyalty  wlU  continue  only  so 
long  as  the  natives  have  the  opportunity 
of  drawing  American  dollars.  The  Fili- 
pinos have  established  thedr  bravery  by 
attacking  wlih  holos  American  troojis 
whose  gallantry  is  unquestion  and  wiiose 
aollity  to  shoot  straight  has  been  shown 
by  tha  thousands  of  casualties  suffered 
by   the  natives.

PRIZE  rOR  INVENTORS. 

Left  In  Legacies  to  Stimulate 
New  Efforts. 

If  Dumont,  the  young  man  who  has 
just  Invented  a  steerable  airship,  were 
a  Briton  he  would  be  entitled  to  a 
prize  of  $60,000,  beside  his  own  profit. 
He  would  have  won  the  "Melton 
Pavne"  award,  and  a  committee  would 
now  be  settling  up  the  conditions  prior 
to  handing  him  the  money,  says  An- 
swers. 

W'hen  Melton  Payne,  the  famous  am- 
ateur aeronaut,  died  he  left  a  legacy 
of  $60,000  in  trust  for  tire  first  Briton 
who  should  invent  a  practicable  navi- 
gable airship.  The  prize  has  been  tried 
for  unsuccessfully  by  over  a  dozen 
men,  and  a  good  ma.iy  thousands 
spent  In  the  process.  The  nearest  to 
success  was  Capt.  Gretrne's  attempt, 
which  ended,  however,  in  the  serious 
accident  to  the  inventor  at  Exeter, 
when  he  and  his  machine  collapsed. 

A  committee  of  experts  Is  to  be 
chosen  to  decide  on  the  genuineness  of 
any  airship,  and  it  Is  said  that,  strictly, 
the  machine  has  to  be  heavier  than  air 
and  not  floated  by  a  gas  balloon,  and, 
if  that  is  so,  even  Dumont's  vessel 
would  be  barred.  There  will  be  a  good 
many  tumbles  before  that  $60,000  is 
won. 

There  is  $15,000  a  year  for  life,  and 
the  residue  to  your  heirs  waiting  for 
you  if  you  are  anything  of  a  peace- 
maker. That  is  the  price  offered  by  an 
eminent  Swede— Edmond  Nelllssen— to 
any  one  who  shall  be  instrumental  In 
pei-suading  the  powers  to  give  up  war 
for  good  and  all,  an*  do  away  with 
armaments  of  every  kind.  It  will  take 
a  great  orator  with  ver^'  strong  and 
original  views  to  bring  this  off,  and, 
according  to  rules,  he  must  persuade  ] 
Ru.ssiaj  Great  Britain,  France.  Ger- 
many, Austria  and  Italy  to  do  away 
with  all  soldier  and  sailor  men,  ex<;epc 
the  bodyguards  of  the  courts.  Noth- 
ing Is  put  in  about  the  other  nations, 
who  would  presumably  follow  suit. 

A  good  m•^ny  men  hid  a  try  for  tlu' 
result,  the  one  nearest  the  mirk  being 
a  famous  London  journalist.  But  they 
didn't  succeed,  and  it  looks  as  if  thit 
$15,000  would  look  for  a  claimant  for  a 
very  long  time,  which  is  held  in  trust, 
is  all  in  British  government  bonds. 
When  Mr.  Nelllssen  dies  the  money  is 
to  remain  in  trust  till  .somebody  wins 
it,  no  matter  how  long  hence. 

There  is  a  certain  $jO0  a  year,  out- 
side all  personal  profits,  standing  ready 
for  the  man  who  finds  a  genuine  cure 
for  consumption.  This  is  the  gift  of 
the  late  Sir  John  Bonn,  the  famous 
phv.siclan  and  scentist.  The  Bean 
award  amounts  to  SlTfi.OOO  in  govern- 
m«n  stock.  He  left  this  legacy  in  trust 
"to  be  awarded  to  any  British  subject 
who  may  discover  a  cure  that  is  con- 
sidered genuine  by  a  committee  of  the 
college  of  physicians  and  the  British 
medical  council.  The  interest  amounts 
to  $5000  per  annum,  and  there  are  al- 
ways plenty  of  "starters"  working  at 
the  great  problem,  and  a  good  many 
foitunes  have  been  spent  in  the  pur- 
.sult. 

The  cure,  according  to  rules  laid 
do.wn  by  the  will,  must  be  able  to  heal 
seventeen  cases  out  of  twenty,  all  in 
the  "second  stage"  of  the  malady.  This 
is  about  t!»e  best  bequest  there  is.  for 
the  great  doctor  calculated  that,  out  of 
the  80,000  people  that  die  of  consump- 
tion every  year  in  Britain  alone,  at 
least  68,000  would  be  saved.  Beside 
that  $175,000,  it  has  been  hinted  more 
than  once  in  high  places  that  the  man 
V  ho  can  stamp  out  consumption  will 
get  a  baronotcy  at  lea.s'.,  if  not  a  peer- 
age. For  saving  68Wt  lives  a  year  he 
ought  to  get  a  dukedom. 

A  British  prize,  open  to  all  the  world, 
and  "no  favors."  is  the  $25,000  offered 
by  "Henry  Scudamore,  the  famous 
mountaineer,  for  the  ascent  of  Mount 
Everest,  tne  highest  -.vountain  in  the 
world.  Mr.  Scudamore  died  two  years 
ago,  but  the  $25,000  Is  still  open  to  be 
climbed  for— balloons  barred— by  any 
man  of  any  nation. 

Everest,  which  is  20,000  feet  hlgl".,  or 
nearly  as  tall  as  two  Mount  Blancs 
piled  one  on  top  of  the  other,  has  killed 
.seven  would-be  climbers  during  the 
last  twenty  years,  and  has  baffled 
many  scores  more.  That  expert  moun- 
taineer, Mr.  Whyinper,  has  made  t^he 
best  record,  though  not  necessarily  for 
the  $25,000:  but  the  summit  has  never 
been  reached  by  mortal  man.  and  it  is 
doubtful  if  any  human  being  could  live 
for  half  an  hour  at  such  an  altitude, 
even  if  ht  got  there.  But  every  now 
and  then  somebody  has  a  try.  seldom 
getting  much  more  than  half  way  up, 
however.  The  ascent,  if  successful, 
would  cost  about  $1000  and  take  a  week. 
Although  there  is  a  cash  prize  for  a 
practical  submarine  boat,  it  is  not  such 
a  large  one— $5000 — but  it  is  intended 
to  help  an  inventor,  without  much 
money  of  his  own.  to  get  his  invention 
patented  and  exploited.  Mr.  Grah;.c*i 
Shaw  dedicated  this  prize  for  all  time, 
ten  years  ago. 

The  rules  are  that  the  submarine 
must  be  able  to  stay  uiuler  the  water 
at  least  two  hour?  without  rising,  must 
travel  seven  knots  an  hour,  and  be  able 
to  carry  and  discharge  torpedoes.  It 
must  also  accommodate  at  least  three 
m.en.  must  be  independent  of  any  other 
vessel,  and  steam  as  a  motive  power  is 
barred.  The  prize  is  restricted  to  Brit- 
ish subjects.  There  have  been  three  or 
four  attempts  at  a  really  sound  sub- 
marine, but  none  have  come  off  in  this 
country,  and  the  boat  that  wins  the 
prize  must  not  be,  in  the  opinion  of 
experts,  a  copy  of  any  foreign  innova- 
tion. 

One  of  the  oddest  awai-ds  ever  offered 
and  which  is  likely  to  stay  an  offer  for 
a  good  many  years  yet,  is  the  $15,000 
offered  by  the  late  Muray  Price,  the 
well  known  writer  on  "Sociology."  He 
left  $15,000  in  cash  to  be  awarded  to 
any  man  who  should  be  instrumental  in 
bringing  about  the  abolition  of  the 
game  law.s,  whch  were  Mr.  Price's  pet 
bugbear. 

He  also  left  a  perfect  library  of  man- 
uscripts and  information  on  the  sub- 
ject, which  are  at  the  .service  of  any- 
one who  likes  to  try  for  the  prize  and 
start  the  agitation.  This  is  the  will  .so 
strongly  fought  In  the  probate  court  by 
Price's  heirs,  who  thought  they  could 
find  better  uses  to  put  the  money  to, 
but  the  will  was  upheld  and  the  $13,- 
000  is  at  the  disposition  of  any  ener- 
getic gentleman  who  can  prevail  on 
parliament  to  quash   the  game  laws. 

But  among  humanitarian  awards — 
and  there  are  plenty  of  them— the  $2.5,- 
000  dedicated  by  Mrs.  Vaughan  Prlt- 
chard  is  about  the  best.  That  sum 
will  be  paid  over  by  the  trustees  to  any 
man  or  woman  who  Invents  a  substi- 
tute for  the  bit  in  a  hor.se's  equipment 
in  place  of  the  present  v.ariety. 

Hundreds  of  people  have  made 
"shots"  at  this  prize,  but  they  have  not 
been  able  to  get  their  ideas  taken  up, 
and  it  Is  said  there  is  absolutely  no 
other  way  of  controlling  a  horse.  It  l'^ 
a  rule  that  the  substitute  must  not 
enter  the  beast's  movrth  In  any  way, 
and  must  not  be  spiked  or  studded. 

In  parts  of  Italy  the  horse  wears  a 
sort  of  bar  across  their  noses  insteal 
of  a  bit,  but  though  a  few  samples 
have  been  seen  in  Britain,  the  oil  bit 
holds  Its  own  and  that  $25,000  Is  still 
■walling.

Whaleback  Rockefeller  Breaks 
Down  Fifteen  Miles  Out. 

The  whaleback  steamer  Franklin 
Rockefeller,  of  the  Pittsburg  Steamship 
company,  had  a  break-down  fifteen  milts 
down  the  lake  this  miming  and  was 
towed  back  to  port  by  the  tug  Superior. 
The  Rockefeller  left  at  6  o'clock  this 
morning  l<jaded  with  ere.  and  about  7 
o'clock,  when  she  was  Ifteert  miles  down 
the  lake,  her  intirm-'dia.te  crank  idn 
broke,  totally  dlsablinjj  her  engine.  Sig- 
nals of  distress  were  hoisted,  and  they 
were  seen  from  the  pumping  station  at 
Lakewood,  from  which  the  vessel  was 
distant  about  four  mile>.  Word  was  sent 
in  by  telephone,  atul  the  tug  Suix-rior 
was  dispatched  to  the  helple^is  vessel.  The 
Sufierlor  returned  with  her  tow  at  2  o'clock 
this  afternoon.  Repair*  will  take  two  or 
three  days.  Had  the  iceident  happened 
in  bad  weather  the  Invulnerability  of  the 
whaleback  tyiu-  of  vtssels  might  have 
been   severely  tested.

Exonerates  Minneapolis 

From  Unfair  Play. 

T.  F.  Mc(?arthy.  who  has  be<en  a 
resident  of  Duluth  for  about  three 
months,  and  is  employed  in  the  office 
of  McCarthy  Bros.,  in  the  Board  of 
Trade  building,  is  a  <ousin  of  Capt. 
McCarthy,  of  the  Minneapolis  CentraJ 
high  school  football  team  and  has  him- 
self played  on  the  team. 

He  insists  that  the  charges  that  the 
Minneapolis  team  won  the  game  of 
last  Saturday  by  foul  methods  are 
wrong. 

"To  prove  that  there  was  no  de- 
sign in  the  selection  of  Mr.  Walker  as 
one  of  the  oflicials  of  the  game,  I  will 
say  that  ('apt.  McCarthy  asked  me  on 
the  morning  of  the  game  to  act  as  an 
official  on  behalf  of  Minneapolis.  I  de- 
clined for  the  reason  that  I  had  not 
posted  up  on  this  year's  rules  and  did 
not  feel  competent  to  act.  ' 

"I  am  well  acquainted  with  Mr. 
Walker  and  know  that  he  did  not  ex- 
pect to  be  an  official  until  after  he  ar- 
rived at  the  grounds.  I  do  rtox  believe 
that  he  furnished  the  Minneapolis 
team  with  any  inside  information  nor 
do  1  believe  that  the  Minneapolis  men 
would  wish  to  have  any  one  do  such

Mr.  Mci^'aithy  also  believes  that  Du- 
luth was  fairly  treated  throughout  the 
game  and  says  he  ought  to  know  as 
he  was  one  of  the  timekeepers  and  cluso 
to  the  play. 


NOVEMBER  WEATHER. 


Figures  Shown  By  Records  of 
Local  Bureau. 

There  is  not  a  great  deal  of  dotibt 
about  the  sort  of  weather  that  may  be 
exijected  during  November,  but  it  heips 
8ome  to  look  o\er  the  aver.ages  to  see 
what  the  month  h;vs  been  in  the  oast. 
The  local  weather  office  has  issued  data 
covering  ob.servations  for  thirty  years, 
and  it  is  shown  therein  that'  the  nor- 
mal temperature  for  the  month  is  29 
degrees. 

"The  warmest  November  in  thirty 
years  was  that  of  1899,  when  the  aver- 
age was  41  degrees,  and  the  coldest 
was  in  1880,  when  the  average  was  20 
degrees.  The  highest  temperature  was 
65  degrees  Nov.  1,  1887,  and  the  lowest 
29  degrees  below  zero  Nov.  29,  1875. 
There  is  not  usually  a  great  deal  of 
precipitation,  the  average  for  the  month 
being  1.61  inches.  It  averages  eleven 
days  with  .01  of  an  Inch  or  more,  how- 
ever, and  in  1881  there  were  2.92  inches. 
The  least  in  any  November  was  .54  of  an 
Inch  in  1900.  The  gr<  atest  amount  of 
prceiiiitation  j-ecorded  in  any  twenty- 
four  consecutive  hours  was  1.15  inches, 
Nov.  22,  1886. 

Clear  days  in  the  month  nvei-.age  only 
seven,  partly  cloii'iy  d;iys  ten  an<l 
cloudy  days  thirteen.  Th-?  prevailing 
winds  are  not  froin  the  northeast,  ;m 
might  be  imagined,  but  from  the  south- 
west. The  highest  velndty  was  56  miles 
from  the  northwest  Nov.  21,  1898.

HISTORY   OF  A    LOST   BARGE. 

The  barge  Montgomery,  recently 
wrecked  on  Lake  Superior,  was  originally 
a  steamer.  She  came  out  in  1856.  having 
been  built  at  Newport,  now  Marine  City, 
for  Eber  B.  ^Vard.  She  plied  between 
Sarnia  and  Chicago.  In  the  package 
freight  business,  until*  1878,  when  she 
burned  at  the  I'ort  Edward  dock,  left 
her  moorings  and  flouted  down  the  river. 
Capt.  C.vrrs  Sinclair  (not  the  general 
manager  of  the  Great  Lakes  owing  com- 
pany) went  after  her  with  the  tug  Cru- 
sader, and  succeedel  in  saving  what 
was  left  of  her.  The  hulk  was  afterwards 
taken  to  Pork  Huron  and  transformed 
into  a  lumber  barge.  In  1898  she  was  sunk 
in  collision  with  on*  of  ...e  Aiinnesota 
Iron  pomp.ajiv's  ste.imers  In  x^ake  St. 
Clair.  She  was  raised  and  repaired,  and 
again  entered  the  lumber  trade.

Some,  in  fact  all.  the 
pros}>eetors  now  at  work  think  thai  a 
Vein  of  gold  and  copper  enualed  only  by 
the  Klondike  and  Cape  Nome  finds  ex- 
ist in  these  mountains.  If  they  can  but 
find  it.  1  met  a  man  in  Park  City  who 
told  me  he  was  offered  fTS,"*)"!  for  his  min- 
eral claim  in  the  Saddle  Mountain  dis- 
trict. He  was  well  known  in  the  camp, 
and  it  was  claimed  that  he  had  taken  a 
half  of  that  amount  out  in  pay  dirt.  I 
doubted  his  word,  and  asked  him  to  show 
me  the  mine.  He  refused.  Why  I  could 
not  learn,  but  there  seems  to  be  an  air 
of  mystery  and  secrecy  surrounding  the 
whole  affair.  Having  iieen  pursued  30 
long  l->y  ofTioers,  the  miners  are  still  war>' 
of  .strangers,  is  the  reason  the  best-in- 
formed offer. 

It  was  not  until  Aug.  6  that  any  one 
was  legally  allowed  to  prospect  for  gold 
in  the.se  mountains,  but  even  prior  to  that 
time  about  201XI  claims  had  been  staked. 
Some  were  worked  for  year.s  bark,  and, 
as  before  stated,  not  all  without  bring- 
ing good  fortune  to  tiie  prospectors.

E.  M.  Tucker,  of  Gran- 
ite, who  owns  a  smelter,  is  doing  a  rush- 
ing buslnes.s  in  his  line.  Mineral  claim 
attorneys  are  coming  into  Mountain  View 
every  day.  and  hardly  a  store  is  without 
a  sign  reading  something  like  this;  "Min- 
ing Claims  Located.  Tuwnsite  Companies 
Managed." 

Seven  or  eight  townsite  companies  have 
be- a  laid  out  and  town  lots  sold.  The 
town  of  Wildnnan  has  a  postoffice.  Park 
Ciiy  has  petitioned  for  one.  and  Mineral 
City  is  srra}  int  together  300  voters 
it  can  do  likewise. 

Orn!ilre  is  the  typical  Dawsfin  City  of 
the  Wi'-hila  gold  excitement.  It  is  on  the 
branch  line  of  tlie  Rock  T.iland  railway, 
and  can  he  reai.-hed  from  the  main  line 
of  that  road  by  stopping  off  at  Chickaslia, 
I.  T.  The  trail  from  Granite  to  the  moun- 
tains is  worn  dfe:j.  Flvery  Saturday  night 
th.?  miners  str.ip  their  gold  dust,  or 
T.hatever  else  they  have  found  the  past 
week,  into  a  batr,  hit  the  trail  for  Oron- 
ite  or  some  otiier  mining  camo.  and  one 
can  see  a  true  r^'presentation  of  wild  life 
until  they  go  back  into  the  hills  again.

Nothing  In  Four    Years 

But   Weighs   Two 

Hundred. 

New  York.  Oct.  30.— Although  Peter 
Keenan,  employed  in  the  City  lodginsr 
house,  at  Twenty-third  street  and  First 
avenue,  has  not  eaten  for  over  four 
years,  he  weighs  210  pounds  and  enjoys 
life  except  for  the  fact  that  his  sense 
of  ta.ste  ha.s  entirely  disappeared. 

Like  Police  Commissioner  Murphy,  he 
feeds  himself  though  a  silver  tube;  but, 
unlike  Commissioner  Murphy,  he  has 
the  appetite  of  more  than  a  normal  man 
and  is  able  to  do  the  work  of  two 
strong  men.  Police  Comml.ssioner 
Murphy  weighs  a  little  more  than 
eighty  pounds. 

Keenan    is    from    Youngstown,    Ohio, 
is  37  years  old,  and  his  present  condi- 
tion  is   due   to   an   attack     of   typhoid 
fever  five  years  ago.     During  his  con- 
valescence the  physicians  kept  him  on 
a  milk  diet.    He  was  all  but  well  when 
the  doctors  decided  to  put  him  on  solid 
\  food,   and   then     discovered     that     his 
larynx  had  been  entirely  closed.  He  was 
almost    unconscious    as    the    result    of 
starvation   when   he   reached    this   city 
and  was  taken  to  St.  Vincent's  hospi- 
tal.   There  he  placed  himself  under  the 
care    of    Prof.    Dennis,    who    kept    him 
alive  by  injections  of  milk  until  he  had 
gained  sufficient  strength  to  stand  an 
operation.     His   larynx   was   examined, 
and  the  doctors  concluded  that  an  at- 
tempt   to    operate    on    It    would    result 
fatally.     Their  only  alternative  was  to 
follow  the  example  s^t  by  the  doctors 
who  operated  upon  Commissioner  Mur- 
phy several  years  before — that  of  plac- 
ing in  his  mouth  a  silver  tube  throush 
which   food   could   be   taken. 

His  recovery  was  slow,  but  in  time 
he  regained  his  old  time  strength  and 
flesh,  and  according  to  Sup-rintendent 
York,  of  the  City  lodging  house,  he 
takes  more  food  than  any  two  men  In 
the  place. 

Keenan  smokes,  and  though  he  can- 
not taste  the  tobacco  he  takes  delight 
in  seeing  the  smoke  curling  from  his 
lips  as  muclt  as  a  healthy  man  does. 
Strange  to  say  hi.s  family,  who  feared 
so  much  for  his  health  five  years  ago, 
have  all  died  since.

In  =ome  households  this  meat  Is  the 
stand-bv;  but  this  Is  generally  the  case 
only  when  the  housewife  is  so  far  re- 
moved from  the  market  she  caiuiot.  at 
short  notice,   obtain  fresh  meat. 

In  some  households  the  appearance  01 
cold  boiled  or  fried  ham  indicates  a  de- 
iileted  larder.  Ham  is  not  a  cheap  meat, 
as  many  seem  to  imagine.  Neither  is  It 
easily  digested  on  account  of  its  close, 
dry  fiber  and  large  amount  of  fat.  All 
fat  meals  contain  proportionately  less 
water  and  with  the  greater  amount  of 
waste',  as  in  ham,  are  more  liable  to  clog 
the  system  unless  sufficient  water  is  taken 
in    to   eliminate   this   waste. 

AS  A  FOKCK  PKuOrClDR. 
Ham  is  a  force  producer,  as  are  all  fat 
meats,  wiiile  a  pound  of  boiled  ham  will 
not  set  tree  ihrougli  digestion  and  oxida- 
tion within  the  body  the  same  amount  of 
force  as  a  pound  of  beef  fat,  it  givos 
about  the  same  proportion  available  for 
external  work. 

Ham  is  a  meat  better  suited  for  those 
eneaged  in  out-door  and  manual  labor 
thin  ihe  mercrant,  clerk  or  literary 
worker.  Mith  this  class  it  should  be 
only  an  occasional  indulgence  in  the  form 
of  an  appetizer  and  accompanied  with 
such  other  foods  as  will  aid  in  its  com- 
plete dierestion. 

The  principal  danger  to  the  average 
individual,  in  eating  pork  and  ham  es- 
pecially lies  in  the  fact  that  it  is  a  meat 
too  liable  to  be  infected  with  the  most 
loathsome  disease  germs.  Thorough 
cooking  will  destroy  these,  no  doubt,  but 
ham,  which  ia  st-ldom  if  ever  too  well 
done,  is  gemerally  the  meat  selected  for 
a  hurried  meal,  "becau.st?  so  easily  and 
quickly  (?)  cooked."  While  most  in- 
formed persons  condemn  the  hog  from 
their  knowledge  of  the  dangers  which 
lurk  in  his  anatomy,  environment  has 
something  to  do  with  the  quality  and 
wiii)usonieness  of  the  meat.  This  is  a 
point  which  is  well  to  be  considered  by 
those  who  relish  pork  and  will  indulge  in 
spi;"  of  risks  and  admonitions. 

The  Southern  hog  that  is  allowed  the 
fre<dom  of  forest  and  brake,  lives  on 
roots  and  nuts  principaljy  and  is  com- 
paratively a  clean  .and  healthy  animal 
and  his  meat  more  dige.tiible  and  sweeter 
in  flavor,  with  fat  and  lean  more  evenly 
distributed. 

THE  H^VM  FAIR. 
Thi.=  is  not,  as  one  miarht  suppose,  held 
in  Limerick  or  Cork.  l;*Iand.  or  even  in 
an  Englisli  shire,  but  in  Paris,  the  home 
of  culinary  artists,'  who  excel  in  dainty 
an!  more  etherial  creations  than  "boiled 
ham."  But  if  in  Paris  in  the  spring,  go 
to  the  Boulevard  Richard  Lenoir,  if  you 
are  a  lover  of  ham  and  j)ork.  and  you 
will  find  the  "Ham  Fair"  in  all  its  glory 
and  the  air  lilled  with  the  sweet  brown 
odor  of  bacon.  Not  only  do  you  find  dif- 
ferent districts  of  Fratice  reitresented  by 
some  i)articular  kind  of  sausage,  pork 
cakes  or  cured  pork  but  Switzenand  and 
Italy  send   choice  products. 

COOK  SHOP  HAM. 
One  of  the  catering  features  of  London 
has  been  introduced  very  successfully  in 
this  country.  This  is  the  bake  shop  ham, 
ready  cooked  and  sold  entire  or  sliced 
and  by  the  pound  like  bacon.  The  latter 
is  a  very  extravagant  way  to  buy  it;  for 
those  who  desire  the  lean  part  must  pay 
for  Iho  waste  of  fat  that  must  be 
trimmed  off.  The  American  cook  .<»hop 
hfim  is  not  to  be  comi>ared  to  that  ob- 
tained in  Ixindon  shops.  Our  method  is 
i<iit  htirried  and  careless  and  Instead  of 
the  tender,  juicy  meat,  as  dainty  as  beef 
tongue,  we  have  a  hard,  dry  and  half 
cooked    moat. 

LONDON  BOILED  HAM. 
With  a  stiff,  di-y  brush  clean  off  every 
particle  of  mold  or  dust  from  ihe  ham: 
put  to  soak  in  cold  water  for  half  an 
hour  and  then  wash  it  thoroughly.  Take 
a  .sharp-pointed  knife  and  trim  off  the 
ha*^3  surface  from  the  butt  of  the  ham; 
then  cover  with  cold  water  and  place 
over  a  very  slow  flre  (the  Enprlish  use  a 
coi^i>er  boiler).  The  w-ater  must  heat 
very  slowly  to  boiling  ]>oint.  The  mo- 
ment this  jioint  is  reached  the  fire  is 
raked  away  and  leaving  the  boiler  closely 
covered,  the  ham  is  allowed  to  cool  in 
the  llciuor.  This  makes  tlie  meat  tender 
and  juicy  and  there  is  no  loss  of  weight. 
It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  ham  is 
placed  over  an  open  fire  in  a  very  large 
copper  boiler  which  heats  slowly  but  re- 
tains the  heat  a  much  greater  length  of 
time  than  vessels  made  of  other  metai; 
thus  the  ham  has  sufficient  It-ntfth  of 
Jlme  to  cook  thoroughly  while  heating 
to  the  boiling  point  and  after  the  lire  is 
removed.  Our  mode  of  cooking  obliges  us 
to  keep  the  ham  at  gentle  simmering 
point  after  ihe  boilnlng  has  been  reacheii, 
in  orer  to  have  the  ham  well  done  and 
tender.  • 

Allow  at  least  twenty  minutes  for  every 
pound,  never  less.  Give  a  li-pound  ham 
four  hours,  and  it  Is  safe  to  allow  a  little 
over,  unless  you  find  the  meat  leaving 
the  bone.  A  small  h.im  requires  a  little 
more  time  in  proportion. 

YORKSHIRE   BOILED  HAM. 

After     the     ham     has     been     cooked    as 
above,  if  it  is  to  be  served  cold,  cover  it 
wiih    buttereci    paper   and    put    in    a   mod- 
erately  hot  oven  and   bake  one  hour. 
ROAST  HAM. 

Brush  the  ham,  and  soak  for  twelve 
hours  in  cold  water;  then  place  in  a  deep 
earthenware  iian  and  soak  for  twenty- 
four  hours  in  white  wine  or  rather  sharp 
aDDle  cider.  Add  to  the  wine  or  cider  a 
small  bunch  of  i>arsley  and  thyme  and 
lialf  dozen  bay  leaves.  Cover  very  close- 
ly so  the  air  will  not  get  to  the  ham. 
When  soaked,  put  in  a  pan  and  roasi 
in  not  too  hot  an  oven.  Allow  twenty 
minutes  to  each  pound.  Baste  frequently 
with  the  liquor  in  which  it  was  soaked 
and  use  same,  strained,  for  making  a 
clear,  brown  sauce.  Serve  with  a  Ijorder 
of   sjdnacli   or   greens. 

FRIED    HAM    FOR    BRE.\KFAST. 

Slice  the  ham  the  nisht  before;  trim 
neatly,  leaving  a  narrow  border  of  fat. 
Cover  each  slice  with  a  cup  of  cold  water 
in  which  a  tablespoon ful  of  sugar  has 
been  dissolved.  This  aoftens  and  fresh- 
ens the  meat  and  gives  it  a  tine  flavor. 
Wipe  the  slices  dry  before  putting  them 
into   the    frying   pan. 

CROUTONS  OF  HAM. 

Chop  cold  boiled  ham  very  tine,  season 
with  chives,  cayenne,  minced  parsley  and 
a  Utt:e  melled  butter  to  njoisten.  To 
each  cun  of  ham  add  yolks  of  two  eggs, 
beaten  Biiijhtly.  Silr  over  the  fire  until 
heated  but  do  not  cook  the  eggs  too 
much.  Spread  on  sli«-es  of  fried  bread, 
which  have  been  diiJiped  in  beaten  egg 
and  milk  to   moisten. 

HAM    ON   TOAST. 

Chop  the  ham  and  season  same  as 
above  with  the  aduiiion  of  a  litlle  made 
mustard  catsup  or  table  sauce  Moisten 
the  toast  in  a  little  hot  cider,  lay  on 
heated  dish  and  cover  with  the  ham  mix- 
ture. 

JAMBON  A  LA  CREME 

These  are  .served  at  luncheons  or  sup- 
Dears.  Cut  ver>-  thin,  even  slices  of  lean 
ooaked  ham;  roll  thero  fnto  cyllndctr 
shape  and  fasten  the  edges  together  with 
gelatine.  When  they  will  keep  their 
shape,  stand  them  on  end  and  fill  with 
whipped  cream  and  a  jroo.I.  stiflf  chicken 
or  cider  jelly;  flavor  the  former  with  cel- 
ery seed. 

Garnish  with  lettucp  leaves  or  cress, 
cubes   of  jelly  and    olives.

perfectly  clean  and  heated  before  filling.

If  necessary,  wrap  each  jar 
in  newspaper  or  brown  paper  bag  to  ex- 
clude the  light.  The  vegetables  must  h& 
fr''>.'ih  gatberod  and  well  wa.-*hed. 

String  beans  for  canning  should  be  ten- 
der and   young.        String  them,    cut   into 
pieces    about    half    an    inch    long.      Pack 
the  cans  as  full  as  possible,  shaking  them 
down.     Then   fill   with  water  and  see  that 
there  are  no  air  bubbles  and   that  every 
crevice   l>etween   the  beans  is   full.     Have 
jar  overflowing  with  water.     Then  put  on 
the   covers   and   screw  down  tight  enough 
so  the   water  in   steamer  cannot  get  into 
the  jar.     Take  a  large  boiler,  wash-boiler 
is  just    the   thing,    put   a   wooden   rack   In 
the    bottom    or    a    layer   of   clean    hay   or 
straw;     set    the     jars     on    this    and    far 
enough  apart  so  they  will  not  touch  one 
another.       Pour   in   enough    c<dd   or   luke- 
warm water  tf'  cumplett'ly  cover  the  jars, 
place    over    the   fire   and    bring   slowly   to 
b  liling  point  and  keep  going  steadily  for 
four  hours.     Remove   the  boiler  from   the 
flre   and   allow   jars   to   cool  gradually    in 
the  water.

Then   cut   the  corn 
from    the  cob   and    with    the   back  of  the 
knife    scrape   out    all    the    pulp    from   the 
cob.     Pack  the  corn  down  closely  into  the 
jars  with  a  s]>oon  or  polato  masher,  until 
the  jtdce  overflows,  for  the  cans  must  be 
full  even  after  the  corn  shrinks  from  the 
cooking.      Put  on  the  covers  and  proceed 
same  a*  with  the  beans. 

CANNED  PEL\S. 
Select  fresh  ynimg  and  tender  peas. 
Shell  and  pack  them  same  as  the  beans 
and  corn,  shaking  down  to  make  them 
compact  as  possible.

"We  were  heading  west  by  north," 
he  replied.  "The  first  helm  was  to 
port." 

"Capt.  Cook  gave  the  order?" 
"Yes." 

"You  regard  that  turn  as  very  im- 
portant.  do  you  not?" 

"I  think  It  was  the  movement  that 
decided  the  events  of  that  day." 

The  admiral  said  in  response  to  ques- 
tions that  he  had  not  mentioned  the 
loop  in  his  report  of  the  battle.  It  was 
an  Incident  of  the  battle  which  he  had 
no  Idea  would  ever  come  into  contro- 
versy. Capt.  Cook  had  given  the  or- 
der without  his  orders  except  under 
general  instructif>ns  to  close  in  .and 
keep  somewhere  about  1000  yards  away, 
outside  of  the  broadside  torpedo  range. 
When  the  time  came  for  the  turn  Capt. 
Cook's  conception  of  the  movement  co- 
incided with  his  own.  Although  Capt. 
Cook  gave  the  order,  he  would  have 
done  so  in  a  moment  had  the  captain 
of  the  Brooklyn  failed  to  do  so. 

"Do  you  assume  full  responsibility 
for  the  turn?" 

"Absolutely.  If  I  did  not  give  the  or- 
der I  approved  of  it,  '  replied  the  ad- 
miral. 

Asked  where  he  had  heretofore,  before 
the  beginning  of  this  inquiry,  men- 
tioned that  he  had  during  the  battle 
given  the  signal,  "Follow  the  flag." 
Admiral  Schley  replied: 

"I  think  I  have  kept  my  mouth  pretty 
close  on  all  the..je  subjects  and  do  nf>t 
recall  sjieaking  of  this  incident.  I  dis- 
tinctly recollect  giving  the  signal,  and 
that  It  was  Hying  for  twenty  min- 
utes," 

"Did  the  Brooklyn  stand  in  and  at- 
tempt to  sink  the  Spanish  fleet  in  the 
channel?  ' 

"I  started  In  at  first  to  help  the 
other  ve.=se!s  and  to  have  them  help. 
I  felt  if  we  could  st(.p  the  Spaniards 
the  battleships  could  go  in  and  sink 
them.  I  never  had  any  ide.i  that  they 
would  get  away." 

Continuin.a  he  snid  in  repl.v  to  ques- 
tions ho  e.^^tln-.ated  that  the  Brooklyn 
had  gone  in  to  within  fro  ma  mile  and  a 
mile  and  a  half  of  the  mouth  of  the 
harbor,  and  was  within  rang"  of  the 
shore  b.'\tteries.  He  thought  that  for 
from  twelve  to  fourteen  minutes  the 
flagshii)  had  been  within  a  rtnge  of 
less  than  liOOO  yards. 

"They  looked  very  close."  he  said. 
"When  the  Sjianish  ships  succeeded 
in  getting  out  of  the  harbor  without 
being  simk,  in  accordance  with  ordeis, 
what  alternative  was  there  but  to 
chase  them?" 

"There  was  no  alternative — no  other 
source  open,  but  much  depended  upon 
the  character  of  the  chase.  Wlt^^her  It 
was  made  in  the  proper  way  and  was 
effective  was  one  thing,  while  a  poorly 
conducted  and  ineffective  blockade 
would  have  been  another  thing." 
Witness  taid  in  reiily  to  questions  that 
while  .>^e\  t-ral  of  the  vessels  had  failed 
to  join  in  the  chase,  le.iving  the  work, 
after  the  sinking  of  the  Teresa  an<l  the 
Oquendo  to  the  Brooklyn  and  the  Ore- 
gon, this  was  because  they  could  not 
follow  at  the  pace  .set  by  the  Span- 
iards. 

At  this  point  Capt.  T„emly  introduced 
the  following  paragraph  from  Admiral 
Schley 3'  repoi  t  of  the  battle,  dated  at 
Guantanamo.  .luly  :it>,  1S9S: 

Since  reacliing  this  place  and  holding 
corf\-eYsation  with  several  of  the  cap- 
tains, viz.,  Capt.  Kulato,  of  the  Vis- 
caya,  and  the  second  in  command  of 
the  Coion,  Commander  Contreras.  I 
have  learned  that  the  Spanish  adtnir- 
al's  scheme  was  to  cocentrate  all  fire 
for  a  while  on  the  Biooklyn  and  the 
Vlscaya  to  ram  her,  in  hopes  that  if 
they  could  destroy  her,  the  chance 
of  escape  would  be  increased,  as  it  was 
supposed  she  was  the  swiftest  ship  of 
our  sfiuadron.  This  explains  the 
heavy  tire  mentioned  and  the  Vis- 
caya's  action  in  the  earlier  movements 
of  the  fight.  The  execution  of  this 
purpose  was  promptly  defeated  by  the 
fact  that  all  the  ships  of  the  lleet  ad- 
vanced into  clo.«ie  range  and  opened  an 
irresistably  furifius  and  terrific  fire  up- 
on the  enemy's  rteei  as  it  was  coming 
out   of  tl'.o   harbor. 

Admiral  Schlfy  Identified  this  para- 
graph as  a  part  of  his  report. 

W  Itness  said  that  before  the  helm  of 
the  Brooklyn  was  swung  hard  aport  in 
order  to  make  the  loop,  the  helm  was 
put  alternately  to  port  and  to  star- 
board In  order  to  meet  the  movements 
of  the  enemy's  ships. 

"It  was  hard,'  'he  said,  "at  that  time 
to  ."?ay  whether  they  meant  to  go  be- 
tween the  Texas  and  the  Brooklyn  or 
the   other   way." 

"You  stated  in  your  examination  in 
chief,  I  believe,  that  on  making  the 
turn  yoy  did  not  see  the  starboard  side 
Ci  tho  Texas?" 

"I  did  say  so  absolutely." 
'Admiral  Schley,  In  response  to  a 
Question,  said  he  never  heard  of  the 
Texas  incident  until  six  months  after 
tne  battle.  He  had  been  under  tho  im- 
pression until  later  that  the  starboard 
engine  of  tho  Brooklyn  was  backed  to

facilitate  the  turn.  He  recollected  dis- 
tinctly that  he  warned  Capt.  Cook,  as 
the  enemy  approached,  that  they  were 
going  to  ram  him.  He  was  closely 
questioned  as  to  the  order  which  went 
below  "To  stand  by  to  ram."  In  an- 
swer to  a  question  he  said  he  supposed 
the  captain  had  given  the  order.  He 
was  not  certain.  His  attention  was 
called  to  a  letter  of  June  13.  1900,  writ- 
ten from  the  South  Atlantic  station,  in 
which  the  admiral  was  quoted  as  say- 
ing that  the  turn  was  made  to  avoid 
the  last  attempt  of  the  Viscaya  to  ram, 
but  as  the  letter  could  not  be  produced 
at  the  time  he  was  not  (luestioned 
about  it.  His  attention  was  next  called 
to  his  letter  to  the  senate,  in  which  he 
said  the  turn  was  made  to  avoid 
blanketing  the  fire  of  his  own  ships 
and  also  to  his  statement  in  examin- 
ation in  chief,  that  he  had  not  turned 
to  port  because  to  do  so  would  have 
brought  the  ship  into  dangerous  prox- 
imity to  the  enemy's  vessels  and  ex- 
posed her  to  possible  torpedo  attack 
or  ramming. 

"Now."   said  Capt.   I..emly,   "here  ap- 
pears   to    be    three    reasons    why    you 
made    the    turn.       Why    did    you    make 
that    turn?" 

"As  I  already  stated  In  my  direct  tes- 
timony, there  Is  another,  very  much 
more  important,  which  you  have  not 
asked,  and  that  was  the  .ship  might 
continue  in  the  action  and  beat  the 
enemj-  as  we  did.  That  was  the  con- 
trolling  one   of  all." 

"Have  you  stated  that?" 
"1  never  stated  that  because  I 
thought  it  was  evident.  I  never  stated 
it  for  three  or  four  reasons.  Tliere  are 
several  others  reasons  we  could,  i)er- 
haps,  conjure  up  about  it.  I  have  them 
in  mind.  I  have  stated  In  relation  to 
the  senate  document  that  the  matter 
was  prepared  very  hurriedly  and  here 
I  have  stated  the  general  purposes  or 
at  least  what  the  movement  was  in- 
tended to  accomplish." 

"Did  you  have  each  of  these  rarious 
reasons  in  mind  at  that  time?" 
"Probably  all  of  them  and  others." 
The  judge  advocate  then  took  up  Ad- 
miral Schley's  report  of  the  battle, 
made  to  the  department,  date  Guan- 
tanamo Bay.  July  6,  1898,  and  lie  was 
questioned  concerning  the  statements 
made  therein,  attention  being  called  to 
the  statement  that  after  the  V'iscava 
had  struck  her  colors  the  signal  was 
made  to  cease  firing,  and  then  the  fol- 
lowing sentence:  "The  Oregon.  ha\-iug 
proved  vastly  faster  than  the  other  bat- 
tleshi7>s,  she  and  the  Brooklyn,  to- 
gether with  the  Texas  and  aii'ither  ves- 
sel, which  proved  to  be  your  flagship, 
continued  westward  in  pursuit  of  tlie 
Colon,  which  had  run  close  in  shore, 
evidently  seeking  some  good  spot  to 
beach  if  she  should  fail  to  elude  her 
pursuers." 

"You  wrote  that?"  asked  Capt.  Lemly, 
"Yes,"   replied   Admiral   Schley,    "and 
I   can  explain   the   whole   thing   if   you 
will   permit   me  to." 

Capt.  Lemly:  "I  have  no  objection  to 
your  preliminary  report  unless  it  comes 
under  the  rule  that  It  was  not  sent." 

Admiral  Schley:  "It  was  sent  and 
was    returned." 

Capt.  Lemly:  "I  think  I  have  a  right 
to  continue  now  and  not  have  them 
insert  other  evidence  at  this  time."

Paris,  Oct.  31.— The  officials 
French  foreign  office  confirm 
port  that  a  division  of  the 
Mediterranean  fleet,  compo.sed  of  throe 
battleships  and  two  cruisers,  under  the 
command  of  Admiral  Caillard,  has  pro- 
ceeded from  Toulon  to  the  Levant,  to 
make  a  naval  demonstration  against 
Turkey. 

A  foreign  official  in  communicating 
the  foregoing  to  the  correspondent  htre 
of  the  Associated   Press,   said: 

"The  squadron  sailed  with  sealed  or- 
ders and  proceeds  first  to  a  Greek  port, 
the  island  of  Syria,  I  think,  where  the 
admiral  will  receive  definite  instruc- 
tions as  to  carrying  out  his  sealed  or- 
ders. I  am  not  at  liberty  to  say  'vhat 
the  sealed  orders  are,  but  the  seizure 
of  the  customs  at  Smyrna  probably 
would  be  a  very  effective  way  of  con- 
vincing the  sultan  that  France's  pati- 
ence is  exhausted,  and  that  we  have 
decided  to  enforce  an  immediate  execu- 
tion of  the  Turkish  goveinment's  en- 
gagements. We,  however,  are  veiy 
hopeful  that  the  sultan  will  noi  compel 
us  to  go  to  that  extreme."

Constantinople.  Oct.  31.— The  Turkish 
government  is  already  preparing  to  re- 
sist the  anticipated  demand  of  the 
United  States  for  repayment  of  the  ran- 
som necessary  to  secure  the  release  of 
Mi.ss  Ellen  M.  Stone,  the  abducted  Am- 
erican missionary.  The  note  repudiates 
all  responsibility  for  the  kidnaping  of 
Miss  Stone  and  maintains  that  the 
United  States  has  no  claim  against 
Turkey  and  therefore  the  latter  is  jus- 
tified in  refusing  to  recoup  the  United 
States  for  the  money  expended  in  her 
rescue.

Chicago,  Oct.  31.— Rather  than  have  any 
shame  cast  upon  the  name  of  her  hus- 
band and  children,  a  woman  went  to  the 
house  of  correction  yesterday  afternoon, 
and  her  two  little  ones,  a  boy  of  4  and  a 
girl  of  o,  are  at  the  Harrison  street 
annex  awaiting  the  actlen  of  the  Humane 
Society   in   their  case. 

"1  would  rather  serve  a  life  sentence 
at  any  place  of  Incnrceration  in  the 
world,"  she  told  Justice  Prindlville  yes- 
terday afternoon  when  he  went  to  the 
iiarrison  street  police  station  for  the 
purpose  of  having  the  little  ones  cared 
tor  in  some  way,  "than  to  let  the  world 
know    of   my    shame."

They  visited  several  other  ranches 
and  it  is  reitorieJ  that  they  killed  other 
ranthers.  Almost  every  day  during  the 
ym^l  week  raids  have  been  made  and 
the  ram  hcs  along  the  river  are  almost 
deserted. 


Hodgenville.  Ky.,  Oct.  31.— A  mob  of 
fifty  or  seventy-five  determined  citi- 
zens came  down  upon  this  town  about 
2  o'clock  this  morning  .and  took  fron. 
the  jail  Silas  Esters,  a  negro,  charged 
with  forcing  Granville  Ward,  a  14- 
year-old  boy,  of  Upton,  to  commit  a 
crime  and  strung  him  to  the  court 
house    steps. 

So  quickly  and  systematically  did 
the  mob  go  about  its  work,  that  the 
citizens  of  the  town  were  in  ignorance 
of  the  existence  of  the  mob  until  the 
negro  was  in  its  clutches.  Te  citizens 
composing  the  lynching  party  ap- 
proached the  jail  and  upon  their  de- 
mand the  keys  were  surrendered  to 
them.  The  cell  in  which  the  negro 
was  confined  was  entered  and  the  noose 


was  adjusted  about  his  neck. 

He  was  dragged  down  the  jail  steps 
and  out  into  the  street.  He  managed 
to  slip  the  noose  from  his  neck  and 
made  a  break  for  liberty.  The  mob 
crazed  with  anger,  made  after  the 
negro,  howling  and  firing  at  him  with 
guns  and  pistols.  The  negro  fell  when 
about  100  yards  from  the  jail  house, 
riddled  with  bullets. 

The  noose  was  again  placed  about 
his  neck  and  he  was  dragged  to  the 
court  house  and  swung  to  the  topmost 
steps. 

The  mob  was  formed  in  the  neigh- 
borhood to  the  crime.  When  the 
work  of  lynching  the  negro  had  been 
accomplished  the  members  of  the  mob 
Quickly  dispersed  and  went  to  their 
homes.

New  York,  Oct.  31.— An  ^ng  the  passen- 
gers who  sail  thi*  morning  on  the 
Deutschland  for  HambtJrg  is  Count  Otto 
von  Moltke,  a  nei>hew  ot  the  great  Ger- 
man fi«Id  marshal,  Couixl  von  Moltke. 
Count  von  Moltke  has  b;-en  in  this  coun- 
try since  Oct.  4,  liaving  heen  appointed  a 
commissioner  by  the  Prussian  parliament 
of  whieh  he  Is  a  member  to  study  Amer- 
ican transportation  methods.  In  an  inter- 
view he  said: 

"It  is  a  matter  of  dlsanpolntment  that 
I  am  obliged  to  return  to  Germany  ov 
soon,  but  your  ellmate  is  too  severe  for 
me  and  my  physician  has  ordered  me  to 
go  home  at  once  on  .-iccount  of  lung 
trouble.  I  have  been  long  enough,  how- 
ever, to  gain  many  valuable  suggestions. 
I  have  visited  the  Pan-Awerlcaii  exposi- 
tion and  Chicago— the  latier  place  to 
make  a  hurried  study  of  the  stock  yards. 
While  in  this  city  I  have  been  the  guest 
of  Senator  Depew  and  Samuel  Car- 
l>enter,  of  the  Pennpvlvania  railroad. 
From  them  I  have  acquired  considerable 
valuiible  matter.  I  also  gained  much  in- 
formation at  the  American  railway  exhi- 
billon   at    Madl.^on    Square   aOrden. 

"1  am  eiectrlH^d  with  Ihe  progress  you 
Amerieans  have  made  In  the  methods  of 
transportation.  It  is  impossible  for  anyone 
in  Kurope  to  understand  this  without  see- 
ing It.

PLANT  FOR  PORT  RICHMOND 


Sr.n  Francisco,  Oct.  31.— The  Chronicle 
says  that  plans  are  now  completed  for 
the  establishment  of  a  large  plant  by  the 
Standard  Oil  company  at  Port  Richmond 
in    the   near   future.    The   plant    will    con- 


sist of  a  refinery  to  which  oil  will  be  piped 
from  the  Kerne  river  district.

INDIAN  SCHOOL  ORDER. 


Secretary   Hitchcock  Says   It 
Will  Be  Revoked. 

Washington, Oct.  31.— Secretary  Hitch- 
cock gave  assurances  to  Archbishops 
Ireland,  of  St.  Paul,  and  Riordan,  of 
Fan  Francisco,  that  he  would  revoke  the 
Indian  .school  order  of  Former  Com- 
jni.ssioner  of  Indian  Affairs  Browning, 
vhich  held  that  Indian  children  must  be 
Bent  as  far  as  practicable  to  the  regu- 
lar agency  and  government  Indian 
echools  and  that  after  the  government 
lnstltutioni»  ha^  been  supplied  as  far 
as  practicable  ine  Indian  chiluren  might 
be  sent  to  the  sectarian  schools.  The 
Browning  order,  which  elicited  consid- 
erable comment  at  the  time,  was  re- 
cently suspended  and  the  archbishops 
called  yesterday  to  ask  that  :t  be  en- 
tirely revoked,  instead  of  suspended. 
The  secretary  agreed  to  this  modifica- 
tion. 


PAPILLOMATIUS  GROWTHS 


New  York,  Oct.  31.— The  London  cor- 
respondent of  the  Tribune  cables  the 
following  concerning  the  health  of  King 
Edward:  "With  a  full  sense  of  its  re- 
sponsibility in  the  matter,  the  Medical 
Press  and  Circular  prints  some  alarm- 
ing details  on  the  subject  of  the  king's 
health.  It  is  stated  that  papillomatlus 
growths  have  on  three  occasions  beer 
removed  from  the  king's  left  vocal 
chord  and  that  an  immediate  operation 


of  another  nature  since  has  been  ren- 
dered necessary. 

"Under  these  circumstances,"  says 
the  Press,"  it  seems  right  and  proper 
that  the  natural  anxiety  should  be  at 
once  met  with  a  clear  announcement 
as  to  the  truth  or  otherwise  of  these 
distressing  reports." 

Oct.  31.— The  Lancet  today  says 
it  has  otficial  authority  to  announce  that 
the  recent  rumors  regarding  the  health 
of  King  Edward  are  entirely  without 
truth  or  foundiUion.  The  Lancet  further 
savs  the  king  is  in  gooil  health  and  has 
undergone  no  operation  whatever.

TVashington,  Oct.  31.— When  the 
Schley  court  of  inquiry  opened  today, 
Capt.  T.  S.  Borden  was  called  as  the 
first  witness  of  the  day,  and  as  the 
last  witness  who  is  to  testify  in  Ad- 
miral Schley's  behalf.  It  had  been  ex- 
pected that  Admiral  Barker  would  be 
called,  but  it  has  latterly  been  decided 
that  his  testimony,  if  given,  would  not 
be  material  and  it  is  not  now  expected 
that  he  will  testify.  Capt.  Borden  is 
an  officer  in  the  marine  corps  and 
served  on  the  Brooklyn  during  the 
Cuban  war.  His  testimony  was,  there- 
fore, largely  corroborative  of  the  evi- 
dence which  has  heretofore  been  given 
by  others  who  were  on  the  Brooklyn. 

The  remainder  of  the  day,  it  was  ex- 
pected, when  court  opened,  would  be 
taken  up  with  the  hearing  of  witnesses 
called  by  the  navy  department,  for  the 
purpose  of  impeaching  certain  parts  of 
the  testimony  given  in  support  of  Ad- 
miral Schley.  Included  in  the  list 
for  this  purpose  is  Capt.  Charles  D. 
Sigsbee,  of  the  St.  Paul;  Capt.  Francis 
E.  Chadwick,  of  Admiral  Sampson's 
flagship,  the  New  York;  Sylvester  Sco- 
vil,  who  was  a  newspaper  correspond- 
ent in  Cuban  waters  during  the  cam- 
paign; Maj.  T.  N.  Wood,  who  served 
on  the  Massachusetts  as  mat  ine  officer; 
Lieutenant  Commander  Potts  and 
Lieut.  Grant,  who  were  also  on  the 
Ma.ssachusetts,  and  Capt.  Joseph  G. 
Eaton,   who  was  on   the  Resolute. 

Capt.  Sigsbee  has  been  called  for  the 
purpose  of  rebutting  the  testimony  as 
to  his  message  to  the  Somers  N. 
Smith  press  boat,  and  also  his  conver- 
sation on  the  Brooklyn,  to  which  wit- 
nesses have  testified  that  he  told  Com- 
modore Schley  the  Spaniards  were  not 
in  Santiago.  Mr.  Scovil  also  was 
summoned  for  the  purpose  of  rebutting 
testimony  as  to  Capt.  Sigsbee's  mess- 
age to  the  press  boat  Somers  N.  Smith. 
Capt.  Chadwick  was  called  to  testify 
concerning  the  conference  between  Ad- 
miral Sampson  and  Commodore 
Schley  on  May  19.  Maj.  Wood,  Com- 
mander Potts  and  Lieut.  Grant  were 
expected  to  testify  relative  to  the 
ward  room  conversation  on  the  Mas- 
sachusetts on  May  31,  in  which  Lieut. 
Sears  is  alleged  to  have  spoken  of  the 
difficulty  of  getting  Admiral  Sohley  to 
embark  on  the  reconnoissance  in  the 
harbor  at  Santiago,  which  took  place 
on  that  day.  The  counsel  for  Ad- 
miral Schley  were  prepared  to  make 
technical  objections  to  most  of  this 
testimony,  and  the  day  began  with  the 
prospect  that  much  of  the  time  would 
be  occupied  in  discussing  points  at  is- 
sue between  counsel  on  both  sides.  Ad- 
miral Schley  probably  will  not  return 
to  the  stand  for  the  correction  of  his 
testimony  for  two  or  three  days. 

Capt.  Borden  said  he  had  been  junior 
marine  officer  on  the  Brooklyn  and  he 
stated  that  the  distance  of  the  block- 
ading line  from  the  entrance  to  the 
harbor  at  Santiago  was  not  to  exceed 
four  and  a  half  miles.  He  said  he  had 
seen  picket  boats  at  night  during  Com- 
modore Schley's  command  there.  The 
vessels  had  steamed  about  four  and 
a  half  miles  back  and  forth  at  night. 

Speaking  of  the  events  of  the  battle 
of  July  3,  he  said  the  lowest  range 
given  was  1100  yards  and  that  this  was 
given  just  before  the  turn,  while  the 
maximum  range  was  2500  yards.  He 
had  clearly  ob.served  the  Brooklyn's 
loop  and  speaking  of  this  he  said: 

"In  the  course  of  the  turn  I  fired 
guns  on  either  side,  starboard  and 
port.  Smoke  was  very  thick  at  that 
time  and  during  the  turn  I  saw  no 
vessels  at  all,  although  I  had  a  plain 
view  out  of  the  stern  ports.  I  judge 
1.  could  see  about  500  yards  distant." 
In  reply  to  questions  from  Mr.  Ray- 
ner. he  said  he  had  seen  Commodore 
Schley  three  times  during  the  battle 
and  that  his  bearing  was  "everything 
that  the  officers  and  crew  could  have 
expected."  Witness  then  related  other 
incidents   of   the   battle,    saying: 

"The  most  vivid  feature  of  the  battle 
in  my  recollection  occurred  just  after 
the  Brooklyn  had  made  her  turn.  I  had 
relieved  the  gun  captain  in  charge  of 
the  starboard  six-pounder  gun  and  I 
fired  at  three  ships  inside  of  three 
minutes  by  a  slight  change  in  train. 

"At  that  time  I  could  see  no  other 
American  ship." 

On  cross-examination  the  fact  was 
brought  out  that  during  the  turn  Capt. 
Borden  had  been  in  charge  of  the  guns 
In  the  stern  of  the  ship,  and  had  not 
been  able  to  see  ahead. 

Capt.  Borden  was  then  excused,  and 
as  he  left  the  stand  Mr.  Rayner  sa;d  he 
would  have  no  more  witnesses  to  call. 
He  said: 

"May  It  please  the  court  ^-f-  have 
closed  our  case." 

This  statement  was  made  at  11:15  a. 
m.  and  the  statement  was  made  in  such 
quiet  tones  that  It  Is  doubtful  whether 
its  purport  was  understood  by  half 
those  present. 

Capt.  Parker  then  asked  to  have  put 
:n  evidence  a  number  of  documents,  in- 
cluding the  report  of  the  battle  of  July 
3  Admiral  Schlev  made  from  Monti- 
video,  June  13.  1900.  This  report  never 
has  been  printed.  Following  is  an  ex- 
tract from  it: 

"In  my  judgment,  from  an  unob- 
structed view  of  the  entire  field  of  ac- 
tion during  the  combat,  the  Vlscaya 
was  not  more  than  1000  yards  distant. 
My  flag  lieutenant,  standing  at  my 
elbow,  reminded  me  that  the  distance 
between  fhe  leaders  of  the  Spanish 
squadron  and  ourselves  was  approach- 
ing our  tactical  diameter.  The  stadl- 
meter  at  this  instant  Indicated  900 
yards.  The  Brooklyn  then  swung  to 
starboard  to  meet  what  proved  to  be 
the  last  of  the  attempts  to  ram  the 
Brooklyn,  for  the  Viscaya  then  turned 
square  to  starboard  and  followed  the 
Maria  Teresa  until  the  latter's  destruc- 
tion. These  facts  admit  of  no  contra- 
diction, for  they  are  based  upon  the 
independent  judgment  and  observation 
of  two  or  more  persons,  and  upon  the 


sta<llmeter    in    the    tiands    of   a    person 
skilled  in  its  use. 

Ten  minutes  were  consumed  in  pre- 
senting this  report,  which  was  admit- 
ted. 

Lieut.  Grant  was  then  called  as  the 
first  witness  for  rebuttal. 

Witness  was  interrogated  only  con- 
cerning the  event  of  May  31  when 
Commodore  Schley  went  aboard  the 
Massachusetts  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing a  reconnaissan  .e  and  bombarding 
the  Colon,  especially  to  the  conversa- 
tion in  which  Lieut.  Sears,  flag  lieut- 
enant of  the  Brooklyn  who  accompan- 
ied Commodore  Schley  on  this  occasion 
in  which  the  lieutenant  was  represent- 
ed as  urging  that  no  obstacles  be  put  in 
the  way  of  letting  the  bombardment  go 
on,  becau.se,  as  he  was  represented  to 
have  said,  it  had  been  difficult  enough 
to  get  the  commodore  up  to  the  point 
of  undertaking  it. 

In  reply  to  questions,  Lieut.  Grant 
said  he  had  seen  L  eut.  Sears  on  board 
the  Massachusetts  <lurlng  the  bombard- 
ment of  May  31.  and  that  he  first  saw 
him  on  the  quarterdeck  about  11  o'clcok 
of  that  day. 

"I  had  been  below."  continued  wit- 
ness, "to  get  the  powder  division  ready 
for  action.  Between  11  and  12  o'clock  I 
went  with  Lieut.  5*ears  Into  the  navi- 
gator's room  while  he  was  washing  his 
hands  previous  to  jroing  in  to  breakfast 
In  the  ward  room,  and  I  had  a  conver- 
sation with  him  in  that  room  and 
afterward  at  the  ward  room  table.*' 

At  the  conversation  'he  thought  about 


sixteen  were     present,     practically  th« 
entire  mess. 

"I  want  you  to  state  what  the  con- 
versation was  in  the  state  room  of  the 
navigator. 

At  this  point  the  testimony  was 
brought  to  a  sudden  stop  by  an  em- 
phatic remark  by  Mr.  Rayner:  "I  ob- 
ject." 

Addressing  the  court,  Mr.  Rayner 
made  a  vigorous  speech  charging  that 
the  conversation  in  the  ward  room  of 
the  Massachu.setts  was  immaterial  to 
the  case;  that  as  it  was  irrelevent  to 
the  issue,  and  as  Admiral  Schley  was 
not  present,  the  conversation  was 
clearly  inadmissible.  If  this  talk  could 
be  permitted  any  remark  made  by 
Lieut.  Sears  at  any  other  place  could 
be  introduced.  Mr.  Rayner  quoted  sev- 
eral authorities  in  support  of  his  con- 
tention. 

Mr.  Hanna  contended  that  the  testi- 
mony was  material,  and,  therefore, 
under  Mr.  Rayner's  own  authorities, 
admissible. 

Following  Mr.  Hanna,  Capt.  Lemly 
quoted  the  remak  which  Xaeut.  Sears 
is  alleged  to  have  made  as  follows: 

"For  God's  sake  don't  discourage  him 
^meaning  Commodore  Schley),  it  is  all 
that  we  have  been  able  to  do  to  work 
him  up  to  this." 

Cnpt.  Parker  followed  with  a  brief 
speech  in  support  of  Mr.  Rayner's  con- 
tention. "If,"  he  said,  "commanding 
oflRcers  are  to  be  judged  by  all  the  fool- 
ish and  ridiculous  things  young  officers

Apparently  In  Good  Faith,  Bringing  Their 

Rifles  and  Cannon. 


Washington,  Oct.  31.— An  important 
cablegram  was  received  at  the  war  de- 
partment this  afternoon  from  Gen. 
Chaffee.     It  follows  in  part: 

Manila,  Oct.  31.— Adjutant  General, 
Washington:  The  following  from  Brig. 
Gen.  Hughes: 

"Insurrecto  forc<?s,  Cebu  island,  have 
come  in,  laid  down  arms  in  good  faith 
in  obedience  to  demand  of  people     for 


peace;  150  rifles.  S  brass  pieces,  60  ofH- 
cers,  470  men.  Affairs  not  yet  satisfac- 
tory at  Bohol  island;  may  move  addi- 
tional troops  there  to  force  settlemen*." 
"This  settles  for  the  present,  at  least, 
disturbance  heretofore  existing  in 
Cebu.  Future  disorder  in  that  island 
will  be  made  by  deliberate  action  of  t^e 
Inhabitants,  as  peace  may  be  easily 
preserved  if  people  are  disposed  to  do 
so.  Shall  advise  Hughes  to  waste  no 
time  but  move  on  Bohol  immediately.

CLEANED  OUT  THE  SAFE 


Six   Burglars   Dynamite   the  Vault   of   the 
of  Matlock,  la.  and  Secure  About  Two 
Thousand  Dollars.

St.  Paul,  Oct.  ;!1.— A  Matlock,  Iowa, 
special  to  the  Dii'patch  says:  Between 
I  and  2  o'clock  this  morning,  the  bank 
of  Matlock  was  burglarized  and  about 
$2000  secured,  $300  of  which  was  silver, 
here  were  six  men  in  the  gang,  heavily 
armed.  Four  st  itioned  themselves  so 
as  to  guard  all  points,  while  a  couple 
went  inside.  They  made  free  use  of 
dynamite,  three  heavy  shots  being 
fired,  waking  a  good  many  people.  The 
safe  and  vault  are  a  total  wreck.  The 


building  is  badly  wrecked  and  th* 
he.ating  stove  was  demolished.  All  the 
glass  in  the  windows  was  broken  out 
and  some  pieces  of  the  safe  a  foot 
square  were  blown  through  the  sides 
of  the  building  and  out  Into  the  street 
thirty  yards.  An  old  man  sleeping  in 
an  adjoining  building  was  compelled 
to  go  back  to  bed  and  kee-^  still.  The 
robbers  were  not  masked.  There  is  ab- 
solutely no  clue  and  no  effort  was 
made  to  follow  the  robbers  because  all 
were  so  heavily  armed.  The  total  losa 
in  money  and  damage  to  the  safe  and 
building  is  over  $4000. 


PURE  FOOD  FOR  NEW  JERSEY. 


New  York,  Oct.  31.— What  is  said  to 
be  the  strictest  pure  food  law  in  the 
United  States  v^Ul  go  into  effect  ih 
New  Jersey  tomo  row.  Its  enforcement 
has  been  entrusted  to  the  New  Jersey 
state  board  of  liealth.  Under  it  the 
office  of  state  diiry  commissioner  is 
abolished  and  his  duties  will  come 
under  those  of  the  chief  food  inspector. 


There  will  be  a  large  number  of  dep- 
uties scattered  all  over  the  state. 
Everything  that  can  come  into  use  for 
human  consumption  as  food  or  dink  is 
included  under  the  law.  The  inspection 
will  even  take  in  canned  goods.  It  does 
not  matter  whether  these  or  anything 
else  is  manufactured  or  put  up  outside 
the  state  or  in  it,  they  are  liable  to 
come  under  the  ban  of  the  law  if  t'ho 
analysis  to  be  made  from  time  to  tim* 
shows  them  to  be  unfit  for  human  food.

Paris,  Oct.  31.— The  officials  of  the 
French  foreign  office  confirm  the  re- 
port that  a  division  of  the  French 
Mediterranean  fleet,  composed  of  three 
battleships  and  two  cruisers,  under  the 
command  of  Admiral  Caillard,  has  pro- 
ceeded from  Toulon  to  the  Levant,  to 
make  a  naval  demonstration  against 
Turkey. 

A  foreign  official  in  communioating 
the  foregoing  to  the  corre.spondent  htre 
of  the   Associated   Press,   said: 

'•The  s<iuadron  sailed  with  sealed  or- 
ders and  proceeds  first  to  a  Greek  port, 
the  Island  of  Syria,  I  think,  where  the 
admiral  will  receive  definite  instruc- 
tions as  to  carrying  out  his  sealed  or- 
ders. I  am  not  at  liberty  to  say  nhat 
the  sealed  orders  are,  but  the  seizure 
of  the  customs  at  Smyrna  probably 
would  be  a  very  effective  way  of  con- 
vincing the  sultan  that  P'rn.nce's  pati- 
ence is  exhausted,  and  that  we  have 
decided  to  enforce  an  immediate  execu- 
tion of  the  Turkish  government's  ta- 
gagements.  We,  however,  are  veiy 
hopeful  that  the  sultan  will  no;  compel 
us  to  go  to  that  extreme."

Constantinople.  Oct.  31.— The  Turkish 
government  is  already  preparing  to  re- 
sist the  anticipated  demand  of  tha 
I'nited  States  for  repayment  of  the  ran- 
som necessary  to  secure  the  release  of 
Miss  Ellen  M.  Stone,  the  abducted  Am- 
erican missionary.  The  note  repudiates 
all  responsibility  for  the  kidnaping  of 
Miss  Stone  and  maintains  that  the 
United  States  has  no  claim  against 
Turkey  and  therefore  the  latter  is  jus- 
tified in  refusing  to  recouyj  the  United 
States  for  the  money  expended  in  her 
rescue. 

A  high  Turkish  official  this  niorning 
informed  a  representative  of  t^e  Asso- 
ciated Press  that  the  Turkish  resist- 
ance of  any  claims  would  be  based  upon 
the  contentions: 

First— That  Miss  Stone,  although 
warned  of  the  dangers  of  the  road,  per- 
sisted in  traveling. 

Second — That  she  did  not  notify  the 
authorities  of  her  intention,  in  order  to 
obtain  an  escort,  which  precaution 
even  the  foreign  consuls  a'.way.^  take 
when  traveling  in  such  outlying,  inse- 
cure districts  of  the  empire,  an.l. 

Third— That  the  brigands  who  kid- 
naped Miss  Stone  and  her  companion 
were  Bulgarians,  that  the  coup  was 
planned  in  Bulgaria  and  that  sanctu- 
ary   was   found    in    Bulgarian   t^-.'iitiry.

Chicago,  Oct.  31.— Rathfr  than  have  any 
shame  cast  upon  the  name  of  her  hus- 
band and  children,  a  woman  went  to  the 
house  of  correction  yesterday  afternoon, 
and  her  two  little  ones,  a  boy  of  4  and  a 
girl  of  5,  are  at  the  Harrison  street 
annex  awaiting  the  action  ol  the  Humane 
society  in  their  case. 

"I  would  rather  serve  a  life  sentence 
at  any  place  of  incarceration  in  the 
world,"  she  told  Justice  I^rindiville  yes- 
terday afternoon  wiien  he  went  to  the 
Harrison  street  police  station  fur  the 
purpose  of  having  the  Utile  ones  cared 
tor  in  sonic  way,  "than  to  let  the  world 
kn.iw   of   my    shame."

Hodgenville,  Ky.,  Oct.  31.— A  mob  of 
fifty  or  seventy-five  determined  citi- 
zens came  down  upon  this  town  about 
2  o'clock  this  morning  and  took  fron. 
the  jail  Silas  Esters,  a  negro,  charged 
with  forcing  Granville  W^ard,  a  14- 
year-old  boy,  of  Upton,  to  commit  a 
Clime  and  strung  him  to  the  court 
house    steps. 

So  quickly  ami  systematically  did 
the  mob  go  about  Its  work,  that  the 
citizens  of  the  town  were  in  ignorance 
of  the  existence  of  the  mob  until  the 
negro  was  in  its  clutches.  Te  citizens 
composing  the  lynching  party  ap- 
proached the  jail  and  upon  their  de- 
mand the  keys  were  surrendered  to 
them.  The  cell  in  which  the  negro 
was  confined  was  entered  and  the  noose 


was  adjusted  about  his  neck. 

He  was  dragged  down  the  jail  steps 
and  out  into  the  street.  He  managed 
to  slip  the  noose  from  his  neck  and 
made  a  brejtk  for  liberty.  The  mob 
crazed  with  anger,  made  after  the 
negro,  howling  and  firing  at  him  with 
guns  and  pistols.  The  negro  fell  when 
about  100  yards  from  the  jail  house, 
riddled  with  bullets. 

The  noose  was  again  placed  about 
his  neck  and  he  was  dragged  to  the 
court  house  and  swung  to  the  topmost 
steps. 

The  mob  was  formed  in  the  neigh- 
borhood to  the  crime.  When  the 
work  of  lynching  the  negro  had  been 
accomplished  the  members  of  the  mob 
quickly  dispersed  and  went  to  their 
homes.

Washington,  Oct.  31.— "When  the 
Schley  court  of  inquiry  opened  today, 
Capt.  T.  S.  Borden  was  called  as  the 
first  witness  of  the  day,  and  as  the 
last  witness  who  is  to  testify  in  Ad- 
miral Schley's  behalL  It  had  been  ex- 
pected that  Admiral  Barker  would  be 
called,  but  it  has  latterly  been  decided 
that  his  testimony,  if  given,  would  not 
be  mateiial  and  It  is  not  now  expected 
that  he  will  testify.  Capt.  Borden  is 
an  otficer  in  the  marine  corps  and 
served  on  the  Brooklyn  during  the 
Cuban  war.  His  testimony  was.  there- 
foie,  largely  corroborative  of  the  evi- 
dence which  has  heretofore  been  given 
by  others  who  were  on  the  Brooklyn. 

The  remainder  of  the  day,  it  was  ex- 
pected, when  court  opened,  would  be 
taken  up  with  the  hearing  of  witnesses 
called  by  the  navy  department,  for  the 
purpose  of  impeaching  certain  parts  of 
the  testimony  given  in  support  of  Ad- 
miral Schley.  Included  in  the  list 
for  this  purpose  is  Capt.  Charles  D.

Capt.  Sigsbee  has  been  called  for  the 
jiurpose  of  rebutting  the  testimony  as 
to  his  message  to  the  Somers  N.

Grant  were 
expected  to  testify  relative  to  the 
ward  room  conversation  on  the  Mas- 
sachusetts on  May  31,  in  which  Lieut. 
Sep.rs  is  alleged  to  have  spoken  of  the 
dlfliculty  of  getting  Admiral  Schley  to 
embark  on  the  reconnoissance  in  the 
harljor  at  Santiago,  which  took  place 
on  that  day.  The  counsel  for  Ad- 
miral Schley  were  prepared  to  make 
technical  objections  to  most  of  this 
testimony,  and  the  day  began  with  the 
prospect  that  much  of  the  time  would 
be  occupied  in  discussing  points  at  is- 
sue between  counsel  on  both  sides.

The 
vessels  had  steamed  about  four  and 
a  half  miles  back  and  forth  at  night. 

Speaking  of  the  events  of  the  battle 
of  July  3.  he  said  the  lowest  range 
given  was  1100  yards  and  that  this  was 
given  just  before  the  turn,  while  the 
maximum  range  was  2500  yards.  He 
had  clearly  observed  the  Brooklyn's 
loop  and  speaking  of  this  he  said: 

"In  the  course  of  the  turn  I  fired 
guns  on  either  side,  starboard  and 
port.  Smoke  was  very  thick  at  that 
time  and  during  the  turn  I  saw  no 
vessels  at  all,  although  I  had  a  plain 
view  out  of  the  stern  ports.  I  judge 
I  could  see  about  500  yards  distant." 
In  reply  to  questions  from  Mr.  Ray- 
ner. he  said  he  had  .seen  Commodore 
Schley  three  times  during  the  battle 
and  that  his  bearing  was  "everything 
that  the  offlcers  and  crew  could  have 
expected."  Witness  then  related  other 
incidents   of   the   battle,    saying: 

"The  most  vivid  feature  of  the  battle 
in  my  recollection  occurred  just  after 
the  Brooklyn  had  made  her  turn.  I  had 
relieved  the  gun  captain  in  charge  of 
the  starboard  six-pounder  gun  and  I 
fired  at  three  ships  inside  of  three 
minutes  by  a  slight  change  In  train. 

"At  that  time  I  could  see  no  other 
American   ship." 

On  cross-examination  the  fact  v.'as 
brought  out  that  during  the  turn  Capt. 
Borden  had  been  in  charge  of  the  guns 
In  the  stern  of  the  ship,  and  had  not 
been  able  to  see  ahead. 

Capt.  Borden  was  then  excused,  and 
as  he  left  the  stand  Mr.  Rayner  sa'd  he 
would  have  no  more  witnesses  to  call. 
He  said: 

"May  It  please  the  court  v.-f-  have 
closed  our  case." 

Tnis  statement  was  made  at  11:1.'!  a. 
m.  and  the  statement  was  made  in  such 
OtMel  tones  that  It  is  doubtful  whether 
its  purport  was  understood  by  half 
those  present. 

Capt.  Parker  then  asked  to  have  put 
fn  evidence  a  number  of  documents,  in- 
cluding the  report  of  the  battle  of  July 
3  Admiral  Schlev  made  from  Monti- 
video.  June  13.  1900.  This  report  never 
has  been  printed.  Following  is  an  ex- 
tract from  it: 

"In  my  Judgment,  from  an  unob- 
structed view  of  the  entire  field  of  ac- 
tion during  the  combat,  the  Viscaya 
was  not  more  than  1000  yards  distant. 
My  flag  lieutenant,  standing  at  my 
elbow,  reminded  me  that  the  distance 
between  the  leaders  of  the  Spanish 
squadron  and  ourselves  was  approach- 
ing our  tactical  diameter.  The  stadi- 
meter  at  this  instant  Indicated  900 
yards.  The  Brooklyn  then  swung  to 
starboard  to  meet  what  proved  to  be 
the  last  of  the  attempts  to  ram  the 
Brooklyn,  for  the  Viscaya  then  turned 
square  to   starboard   and   followed     the

statjimeter   in    the   hands   of   a 
skilled  in  its  use. 

Ten  minutes  were  consumed  in  pre- 
senting this  report,  which  was  admit- 
ted. 

Lieut.  Grant  was  then  called  as  the 
first  witness  for  rebuttal. 

Witness  was  interrogated  only  con- 
cerning the  event  of  May  31  when 
Comtnodore  Schley  went  aboard  the 
Massachusetts  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing a  reconnaissance  and  bombarding 
the  Colon,  especially  to  the  conversa- 
tion In  which  Lieut.  Sears,  flag  lieut- 
enant of  the  Brooklyn  who  accompan- 
ied Commodore  ScMey  on  this  occasion 
in  which  the  lieutenant  was  represent- 
ed as  urging  that  n  »  obstacles  be  put  in 
the  way  of  letting  the  bombardment  go 
on.  becau.se,  as  he  was  represented  to 
have  said,  it  had  teen  difTicult  enough 
to  get  the  commocore  up  to  the  point 
of  undertaking  it. 

In  reply  to  questions.  Lieut.  Gran*^ 
said  he  had  seen  Lieut.  Sears  on  board 
the  Massachusetts  luring  the  bombard- 
ment of  May  31.  and  that  he  first  saw- 
him  on  the  quarterdeck  about  11  o'clcok 
of  that  day. 

"I  had  been  below."  continued  wit- 
ne«;s.  "to  get  the  piwder  division  ready 
for  action.  Between  11  and  1'-  o'clock  I 
went  with  Lieut.  :?lears  Into  the  navi- 
gator's room  while  he  was  washing  his 
hands  pievious  to  going  in  to  breakfast 
in  the  ward  room,  and  I  had  a  conver- 
sation with  him  in  that  room  and 
after^vavd  at  the  ward  room  table." 

At  the  conversation  he  thought  about 


sixteen  were     pre.sent,     practically  th« 
entire  mess. 

"I  want  you  to  state  what  the  con- 
ver.sation  was  in  the  state  room  of  th© 
navigator. 

At  this  point  the  testimony  was 
brought  to  a  sudden  stop  by  an  em- 
phatic remark  by  Mr.  Rayner:  "I  ob- 
ject." 

Addressing  the  court,  Mr.  Rayner 
made  a  vigorous  speech  charging  that 
the  conversation  in  the  ward  room  of 
the  Massachusetts  was  immaterial  to 
the  case;  that  as  It  was  irrelevent  to 
the  issue,  and  as  Admiral  S(  hley  was 
not  jiresent,  the  conversation  was 
clearly  inadmissible.  If  this  talk  could 
be  permitted  any  remark  made  by 
Lieut.  Sears  at  any  other  place  could 
be  introduced.  Mr.  Rayner  quoted  sev- 
eral authorities  in  support  of  his  con- 
tention. 

Mr.  Hanna  contended  that  the  testi- 
mony was  material,  and,  therefoit, 
under  Mr.  Rayner's  own  authorities, 
admissible. 

Following  Mr.  Hanna,  Capt.  Lemly 
quoted  the  remak  which  iaeut.  Sears 
is  alleged  to  have  made  as  follows; 

"For  God's  sake  don't  discourage  him

Washington,  Oct.  31. — An  important 
cablegram  was  received  at  the  war  de- 
partment this  afternoon  from  Gen. 
Chaffee.     It  follows  in  part: 

Manila,  Oct.  31 —Adjutant  General, 
Washington:  The  following  from  Brig. 
Gen.  Hughes: 

"Insurrecto  forces,  Cebu  Island,  have 
come  in,  laid  down  arms  in  good  faith 
jxi  obedience  to  demand  of  people     for 


peace;  150  rifles.  S  brass  pieces,  60  ofH- 
cers.  470  men.  Affairs  not  yet  .satisfac- 
tory at  Bohol  island:  may  move  addi- 
tional troops  there  to  force  se*tlemen*." 
"This  settles  for  the  pi-esent,  at  least, 
disturbance  heretofore  existing  In 
Cebu.  Future  disorder  in  that  island 
will  be  made  by  deliberate  action  of  the 
inhabitants,  as  peace  may  be  easily 
preserved  if  people  are  disposed  to  da 
so.  Shall  advise  Hughes  to  waste  n»> 
time  but  move  on  Bohol  iinmedlately.

St.  Paul.  Oct.  31.— A  Matlock.  Iowa, 
special  to  the  Dispatch  says:  Between 
1  and  2  o'clock  this  morning,  the  bank 
of  Matlock  was  burglarized  and  about 
$2000  secured,  $30rt  of  which  was  silver, 
here  were  six  men  in  the  gang,  heavily 
armed.  Four  stationed  themselves  so 
as  to  guard  all  points,  while  a  couple 
went  inside.  Th-y  made  free  use  of 
dynamite,  three  heavy  shots  being 
fired,  waking  a  rood  nmny  people.  The 
safe  and  vault  are  a  total  wreck.  The 


building  is  badly  wrecked  and  th© 
he.ating  stove  was  demolished.  All  the 
glass  in  the  windows  was  broken  out 
and  some  pieces  of  the  safe  a  foot 
square  were  blown  through  the  sides 
of  the  building  and  out  Into  the  street 
thirty  yards.  An  old  man  sleeping  In 
an  adjoining  l>uilding  was  compelled 
to  go  back  to  bed  and  kee-«  still.  The 
robbers  were  not  masked.  Theie  is  ab- 
solutely no  clue  and  no  effort  was 
made  to  follow  the  robbers  because  all 
were  so  heavily  armed.  The  total  loss 
in  money  and  damage  to  the  safe  and 
building  is  over  $4000. 


PURE  FOOD  FOR  NEW  JERSEY. 


New  Tork.  Oct.  31.— What  is  said  to 
be  the  strictest  pure  food  law  In  the 
United  States  v.ill  go  into  effect  ih 
New  Jersey  tomorrow.  Its  enforcement 
has  been  entrusted  to  the  New  Jersey 
state  board  of  health.  Under  It  the 
office  of  state  dairy  commissioner  is 
abolished  and  his  duties  will  come 
under  those  of  the  chief  food  inspector. 


There  will  be  a  large  number  of  dep- 
uties scattered  all  over  the  state. 
Everything  that  can  come  into  use  for 
human  consumption  as  food  or  dink  is 
included  under  the  law.  The  inspection 
will  even  take  in  canned  goods.  It  does 
not  matter  whether  these  or  anything 
else  is  manufactured  or  put  up  outside 
the  state  or  in  it,  they  are  liable  to 
come  under  the  ban  of  the  law  if  tho 
analysis  to  be  made  from  time  to  tlma 
shows  them  to  be  unfit  for  human  food.

Duluth  needs  cold  storage  facilities. 

This  city  is  rai)idly  becoming  the  dis- 
tributing point  for  seven  northern  and 
rapidly  growing  states.  Its  progress  in 
this  direction  is  handicapped  for  want 
of  cold  storage  facilities. 

A  man  prominently  identified  with 
the  cold  storage  business  says  that  the 
building  of  a  mammoth  storage  plant 
here  would  be  the  best  investment  that 
he  knows  of. 

Hf  citt-s  the  fact  that  last  winter  a 
Duluth  house  stored  apples  and  other 
perishables  for  the  wholesales  houses 
of  Helena  and   other   Montana  citie.s. 

At  present  the  cold  storage  houses 
are  doing  a  big  business  in  perishable 
merchandise  for  the  iron  range  towns, 
the  Michigan  copper  country  towns, 
and  the  merchants  of  Northern  Wiscon- 
sin. Western  Minnesota,  North  Dakota, 
South  Dakota,  Wyoming  and  even 
Idaho. 

The  Duluth  cold  storage  houses  at 
present  are  said  to  be  the  best  In  the 
Northwest,  but  they  are  not  adequate. 
The  growing  of  the  country  east,  west 
and  north  of  Duluth  indicates  that  this 
city  is  going  to  have  a  future,  at  least 
similar  to  that  of  Chicago — it  is  to 
achieve  much  of  its  growth  and  pros- 
perity as  a  distributing  point.

The  court  then  retired  to  consider  the 
point  raised.  The  members  of  court 
were  in  c(jnsultailon  for  fifteen  min- 
utes, and  when  they  returned  Admiral 
Dewey  announced  the  court's  decision, 
as  fo>low8: 

'"'^'  objection  as  made  is  sustained 
by  the  court."  •»<•». 

Witness  was  then  excused  and,  after 
a  brief  cojisultiition  between  <^apt. 
Lemly  and  Mr.  Hanna,  Capt.  Sigsbee 
was  recalled. 

When  he  '.had  taken  his  .seat.  Mr. 
Hanna  stated  that  the  witness  had 
been  recalled  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  such  fatts  as  he  might  be  pos- 
sessed of  that  the  court  or  counsel 
might  want  to  elicit  from  him. 

"This  statement  brought  Mr.  Rayner 
to  his  feet  with  the  question:  "You 
are  calling  ('apt.  Sigsbee  in  rebuttal,  of 
Capt.  Lemiy:  "I  don't  call  it  rebuttal; 
we  called  Capt.  Sigsbee  because  ne  is 
wanted  to  testify," 

Apparently  Mr.  Rayner  was  sur- 
pri.sed.  He  said:  "Have  we  the  right, 
after  we  have  closed  the  case,  to  re- 
call witnessips  except  in  rebuttal?  That 
would  lead  to  an  interminable  case. 
The  rule  of  law  Is  you  can  rebut  any- 
thing new  that  T^•e  have  brought  out, 
but  you  cannot  call  witnesses  to  sus- 
th,in  former  statements  they  have 
made.  There  is  no  objection  to  a  wit- 
ne.'^s  In  rebuttal." 

Capt.  Lemly:  "Counsel  is  wrong 
when  he  says  I  closed  the  case.  I  did 
not  close  it.  I  simply  said,  'We  rest 
here,  and  I  propose  to  call  further  wit- 
nesses hereafter.'  I  am  only  going  to 
call  such  witnesses  as  the  court  thinks 
necessary  in  order  to  have  the  facts 
before  It." 

He  contended  that  this  Is  ar  inquiry 
and  not  a  prosecution,  and  th.at  the 
usual  rules  of  opening  and  closing  and 
of  rebuttal  and  surrebuttal  followed  in 
ordinary  courts  of  law  were  not  to  be 
followed  in  this  case. 

The  controversy  betwepn  counsel  con- 
tinued for  aomo  time.  Mr.  Hanna  said 
Mr.  Rayner  had  promised  to  be  liberal 
in  rebutting.  Replying,  Mr.  Rayner  said 
that  his  promise  had  only  api>lied  to  re- 
butting testimony  proper.  Mr.  Hanna 
thf>n  spoke  of  the  treatment  of  the  case, 
taking  exception  to  the  characti-rizalion 
of  his  and  Capt.  Lemly's  conduct  as  a 
"prosecution." 

Replying.  Mr.  Rayner  said  that  he  had 
never  spoken  of  the  Inquiry  as  a  prosecu- 
tion, but  said  that  ho  had  referred  to  it 
as  a  "trial."  and  had  so  considered  it. 
He  also  refused  to  concede  that  any  spe- 
cial gener(}sity  had  been  displayed  In  the 
case.

A  feature 
of  the  calendar  is  the  large  proportion 
of  jury  cases.  Among  the  sixty-six  new 
cases  forty-one  are  for  trial  by  jury 
and  of  the  twenty-five  cases  for  trial 
by  the  court  without  a  jury  fourteen 
are  divorce  cases. 

There  are  twenty-one  divorce  cases, 
six  continued  from  last  term  and  fif- 
teen new  ones,  and  one  of  the  new  ones 
presents  issues  that  make  it  a  subject 
for  a  jury  trial. 

On  the  criminal  side  there  are  not  so 
many  cases,  but  they  .are  more  import- 
ant than  usual.  There  are  a  number 
of  continued  cases,  including  that 
against  Robert  H.  Harris,  which  is  for 
trial,  and  there  are  nine  prisoners  in 
the  county  jail  awaiting  action  of  the 
grand  jury,  besides  some  that  are  out 
on  bail. 

Out  of  the  nine  men  In  jail,  three  are 
murder  cases,  though  Indictments  for 
murder  may  not  result  in  all  of  them. 
Patrick  Rivers,  John  Nlkkala  and  Burt 
Brooker  are  each  accused  of  taking  the 
life  of  a  human  being,  but  Brooker's 
charge  Is  only  manslaughter  so  far. 
The  other  two  are  charged  with  mur- 
der.

TO  RESIGN. 


Minneapolis.  Oct.  31.— The  Times  this 
morning  says:  Justie  L.  W.  Collins  of 
the  state  supreme  court  is  being 
groomed  by  Minneapolis  Republicans 
as  an  anti-administration  candidate 
for  governor. 

The  prediction  of  the  Times  some 
weeks  ago  that  Governor  Van  Sant 
would  not  be  renominated  without  op- 
position s  in  a  fair  way  of  fulfillment. 

While  Judge  Collins  is  not  now  an 
active  candidate,  it  is  said  he  would 
take  the  nomination  away  from  Van 
Sant  if  fate  plays  the  cards  of  politics 
to   suit   him. 

It  is  also  claimed  Judge  Collins  would 
not  grieve  sorely  for  the  defeat  of  Van 
Hant,  even  if  some  other  man  is  chosen 
for  the  task  of  leading  the  Kepublican 
force.".  For  strained  relations  exist  be- 
tween the  governor  and  the  judge. 

Some  active  work  in  l>eUalf  o£  Judge 
Collins  has  been  done  in  Hennepin 
county  during  the  past  few  weeks.

Washington,  Oct.  31.— When  the  court 
of  inquiry  reconvened  after  recess, 
Admiral  Dewey  announced  the  deci- 
sion of  the  court  on  the  question  of  re- 
butting testimony,  hobilng  tliat  wit- 
nesses may  be  called  at  any  time,  or 
recalled  for  the  purpose  of  making 
corrections  or  former  testimony  or  ad- 
ditions. They  cannot,  however,  re- 
iteiate  former  evidence. 

The  language  of  the  court  was  as 
follows: 

"The  court  has  considered  the  mat- 
ter which  was  before  it  at  the  time  of 
the  recess  and  decides  as  follows:  Ad- 
miral Schley  requested  the  department 
to  take  such  action  as  may  bring  under 
discussion  and  review  of  his  brothers 
in  arms  certain  criticisms  made  upon 
him.  This  request  indicated  that  he 
desired  the  department  to  order  a  court 
of  inquiry  to  investigate  the  portions 
of  his  naval  career  to  which  such  criti- 
cisms  referred. 

"in  tjursuance  of  this  request  the  de- 
partment ordered  a  court  of  inquiry  to 
thoroughly  inquire  into  all  the  circum- 
stances bearing  upon  the  subject  of 
the  investigation,  directed  tlie  atten- 
tion of  the  court  to  .certain  important 
points  and  ordered  the  court  to  report 
all  the  pertinent  facts  which  it  m:iy 
deem  established.  The  court  is  there- 
fore required  to  examine  utl  witnesses: 
who  may  have  any  khowiedso  of  the 
matters  brought  to  its  attentlo.i  and 
it  is  not  bound  by  any  techaical  laws 
regarding  evidence  or  proco<Klure  and 
to  this  end  witnesses  may  be  called  at 
any  time  or  they  may  be  recalled  to 
make  corrections  or  additions  in  the  na- 
ture of  corrections  to  their  testimony;

He 
said  also  ...at  he  tiaa  been  present  when 
Commodore  Schley  had  later  sent  the 
Eagle  away  to  Port  Antonio  and  had 
heard  Commander  Southerland  ask  to  be 
allowed  to  coal   from  the  Merrimac. 

When  Mr.  Roys  was  excused  Nells 
Anderson,  who  was  quartermaster  on  the 
Brooklyn  during  the  battle  of  July  3  and 
who  was  tatlonej  at  the  wheel  In  the  con- 
ning tower,  was  called.  He  said  that 
Commodore  Schley  gave  the  order  "Helm 
hard  aport." 

Mr.  Anderson  was  succeeded  by  Capt. 
Joseph  G.  Eaton,  who  was  In  command  of 
the  Resolute  during  the  Santiago  cam- 
paign. His  testimony  related  mainly 
to  the  cha.-^e  of  the  Austrian  ship  Maria 
Teresa  In  the  belief  that  she  was  a  Span- 
ish vessel  on  July  3  immediately  after  the 
close  of  the  battle  off  Santiago.  He  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  at  the  beginning 
of  the  flght  of  July  3  the  fire  of  the  In- 
diana had  l»een  more  effective  than  that 
of  others  of  the  American  vessels. 

Capt.  F.  E.  Chadwlck  of  the  New  York 
was  next  called  tu  testify  concerning  the 
precautionary  orders  given  by  the  de- 
partment concerning  the  bombardment  of 
shore  i)atterle.=.  He  recognized  and  Iden- 
tHied  the  various  dispatches  on  this  sub- 
ject, stating  the  dates  on  which  they 
were  received.  He  said  the  orders  were 
not  communicated  to  Commodore  Schley. 
Mr.  Rayner  questioned  Capt.  Chadwlck 
at  some  length  concerning  the  details  of 
the  conversation  between  Admiral  Samp- 
son and  Schley  at  Key  West  on  May  18, 
but  witness  insisted  that  he  had  given  In 
his  previous  testimony  (In  which  he  had 
said  that  Commodore  Schley  had  pro- 
fessed absolute  loyalty  to  Admiral  Samp- 
son) the  only  actual  detail  of  the  con- 
versation v.-hlch  he  could  recall.  He  was 
sure,  he  .said,  that  If  anything  had  been 
said  on  that  subject  he  would  recall  the 
fact. 

At  3:55  p.  m.  Capt.  Chadwlck  was  ex- 
cused and  the  court  adjourned  for  the 
day.

ANNUAL  SHOW 


DUCK  HUNTERS  GOING  OUT. 

Expect  Better  Shooting  From 
This   On. 

Many  of  the  local  sportsmen  are  get- 
ting their  artillery  cleaned  to  go  out 
after  ducks  the  last  of  this  week  and 
the  first  part  of  next  week.  The  wea- 
ther   conditions    are   considered    better 

for  duck  hunting  within  the  next  four 
or  five  days  than  at  any  time  this  fall. 
The  sportsmen  base  their  claim  on  the 
fact  that  cold  weather  is  being  experi- 
enced in  the  Canadian  lake  regions, 
the  mercury  ranging  from  10  to  20  de- 
grees above  zero.  It  is  claimed  that 
at  this  temperature  thin  ice  will  begin 
to  form  on  the  northwestern  Canadian 
lakes  and  the  ducks  and  geese  will  be 
driven  into  Northern  Minnesota.  Up 
to  the  present  time  there  have  been 
few  if  any  of  the  northern  ducks  found 
in  the  Minnesota  lakes,  but  the  sports- 
men figure  that  the  cold  snap  will  just 
about  cause  the  vanguard  to  wing  for 
the  Minnesota  bodies  of  water  by  Sun- 
day or  Monday.

Washington  Bureau. 

Washington,  Oct.  31.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Shortly  after  the  essembl- 
ing  of  the  fifty-seventh  session  of  con- 
gress, the  Republican  members  wjU 
hold  the  usual  caucus  to  elect  a  .speak- 
er and  to  reorganize  the  personn-^l  of 
the  house  officers  and  employes.  The 
Den-ocri(«  wlil  also  cacus  to  pro-Tic- 
ai'y  vot'^  for  a  Democratic  spcalxtr, 
though,  of  course,  he  will  not  wield  the 
gavel,  the  Republicans  having  .such  a 
big  majority  that  this  is  Impossible. 

The  Republicans  at  their  caucus  will, 
without  doubt,  elect  David  B.  Hender- 
.son,  of  Iowa,  .speaker.  It  is  impossible 
just  at  present  to  forecast  whether 
MaJ.  McDowell,  of  Pennsylvania,  will 
be  elected  chief  clerk.  The  indications 
at  present,  however,  point  10  his  selec- 
tion again  for  this  position.  The  re- 
maining appointive  'Officers  will  be 
chosen  at  the  Republitran  caucus,  but 
while  the  present  officials  are  candi- 
dates to  succeed  themselves,  it  is  en- 
tirely doubtful  whether  all  of  them 
will  be  retained.  It  is  not  probable  that 
they  will  be. 

The  Democratic  caucu.s,  it  is  now  be- 
lieved, will  unanimously  select  Repre- 
sentative James  D.  Richardson,  of  Ten- 
nessee, as  their  candhlate  for  the 
speakership.  This  will  make  him  the 
leader  of  the  Democratic  side  of  the 
chamber.  At  the  last  se.ssion  of  con- 
gress he  displayed  remarkable  abilit.v 
in  conducting  the  legislative  fight  on 
behalf  of  the  Demot.rats,  was  a  popu- 
lar floor  leader,  and  this  will  make  him 
the  leading  candidate  for  the  place  this 
fall  at  least,  even  if  he  is  not  chosen 
unanimously,  as  his  friends  now  believe 
he  will   be. 

Should  the  Democrats  carry  the  house 
In  1902  and  Mr.  Richardson  be  again 
re-elected  from  his  present  congress- 
ional district,  he  will  probably  be  the 
choice  of  his  colleagues  for  speaker. 
The  chances  are  that  if  Mr.  Richard.son 
is  the  caucus  nominee  for  speaker  at 
the  coming  session  of  congress,  Claud 
A.  Swanson,  from  the  Fifth  congress- 
ional district  of  Virginia,  will  be  his 
lieutenant  in  all  legislative  contests 
with  the  Republican  majority.  In  the 
event  that  the  lower  house  of  the  fifty- 
eighth  congress  is  Democratic  and  Mr. 
Richard.son  la  elected  speaker,  Mr. 
Swanson.  if  again  returned  to  congress 
from  the  Fifth  district,  will  be  the 
floor  leader  on  the  Democratic  side  of 
the  chamber.

Settlement. 


Paris,  Oct.  31.— A  foreign  official  in 
speaking  of  sending  French  warships 
to  Turky  said:  Our  squadron  will  not 
reach  the  Greek  port  before  Sunday. 
The  Turkish  government  has  thus  still 
three  days'  grace,  and  we  trust,  in 
the  meantime,  to  receive  complete  sat- 
isfaction. We  have  acted  very  cansid- 
eiately  toward  Turkey,  hoping,  up  to 
the  last  moment,  that  she  would  carry 
out  her  engagements,  and  it  is  only 
now  when  we  find  that  there  is  no  seri- 
ous indication  of  her  doing  so,  that  we 
have  reluctantly  resolved  to  put 
stronger  pressure  to  bear,  in  the  shape 
of  a  naval  demonstration.  It  is  now 
two  months  since  the  French  amljassa- 
dor,  M.  Constans,  left  Constantinople. 
His  departure  failed  to  produce  the 
desired  effect.

"The  internal  situation  In  the  Turk- 
ish empire  deterred  us  for  sometime 
from  taking  drastic  meastires  to  en- 
force our  demands.  But  the  dignity 
of  France  could  not  permit  the  pres- 
ent state  of  affairs  to  be  prolonged  in- 
definitely. We  sincerely  hope  the  sul- 
tan will  fully  appreciate  the  fact  that 
we  cannot  any  longer  be  trifled  with,

Judge  Powell  Objects  to 

Mandate  of  the  Water 

Department. 

Judge  Roger  S.  Pi^ell  and  the  city 
water  department  are  involved  in  a  little 
dispute  as  to  whether  Judge  Powell  must 
continue  to  measure  the  water  he  ust^MS 
with  a  meter,  or  whether  he  may  get  a 
flat  rate,  as  others  in  the  city  do.  He  had 
a  meter  and  wants  a  flat  rate,  and  the 
department  ■will  not  give  it  to  him.  So  he 
refused   to    pay,     and       the       department 

threatened  to  shut  off  the  water.  It  would 
have  done  so  if  Judge  Powell  had  not 
brought  the  matter  into  the  district  court 
.and  secured  a  temporary  injunction  re- 
straining the  department  from  cutting  off 
the  water  from  the  aouble  house  at  2014 
Kast  Superior  street  in  which  he  lives. 

Not  long  ago  the  meter  in  the  house  got 
out  of  order,  and  it  was  taken  out  to  be 
repaired.  Judce  Powell  then  wanted  to 
keep  it  out  and  get  a  flat  rate,  believing  it 
would  be  cheaper,  and  that  as  bO  per  cent 
of  the  houses  in  the  city  have  a  flat  rate 
he  ought  to  have  one  also.  The  depart- 
ment insisted  on  the  matter,  however,  so 
Judge  Powell  is  testing  the  case  in  the 
courts.  The  issue  is  a  new  one  to  the 
court,  and  it  will  be  watched  with  inter- 
est by  many  yho  are  interested  in  its  out- 
come. 

The  principal  feature  of  the  alleged  dis- 
crimination is  on  watering  lawns.  Judge 
Powell  clulms  that  the  department  has  a 
fl.'it  rate  of  1  cent  a  square  yard  per  sea- 
son for  watering  lawns,  while  a  man  with 
a  meter  has  meter  rates.  A  fairly  liberal 
sprinkling  basis  means  that  the  meter 
will  produce  a  cost  three  times  as  great 
as  the  flat  rate,  he  claims. 

It  is  also  claimed  that  the  board  has  no 
right  to  make  an  arbitrary  discrimination 
as  to  who  shall  have  a  flat  rate  and  who 
shall  have  meter  rates.  There  must  be 
some  reason  for  It. 


Talk  Winter  Service. 

A  meeting  of  the  residents  of  Park 
Point  was  held  Tuesday  night  to  discuss 
the  hopes  of  a  winter  schedule  of  cars 
on  the  Park  Point  line,  which  the  many 
People  who  are  forced  to  live  down  there 
because  of  the  lack  of  houses  up  town 
are  anxious  to  secure.

"Duluth  offers  a  better  chance  to  in- 
vestors than  Seattle  by  all  means,"  said 
Mr.  Wright.  "They  have  had  an  active 
n=fi'  •••s.oie  iiiarkel  there  for  several 
yi-i.rs,  i.iul  pKces  have  advanced  so  '^ar 
:hat  it  U'.kj  to  consf.rvaiive  men  ts 
though  it  li.ad  gone  a.  out  far  enough, 
and  as  tiiojfjr  there  was  not  much  left 
in  it  for  the  investor  who  buys  with 
the  hope  of  selling  at  a  profit.  Duluth, 
on  the  other  hand,  while  there  has  been 
some  increase,  is  yet  far  from  the  top, 
and  offers  an  excellent  opening  for  buy- 
ers of  real  estate.  I  have  been  interest- 
ed in  Duluth  for  fourteen  years.  I 
came  in  during  the  boom,  and  my  faith 
in  the  city  and  in  my  investments  here 
is  just  as  firm  today  as  it  ever  was. 
There  has  been  no  time  since  the  Loom 
when  matters  were  looking  as  well  in 
Duluth  as  they  are  today.  I  spent  a 
little  while  here  during  the  summer, 
and  the  best  thing  I  noted  was  that  it 
was  the  first  time  I  had  visited  here  in 
years  when  I  found  nobody  v.  ith  a  faint 
heart.

vast  trade  of  Alaska  and  the  O-ie.it, 
and  it  will  hold  a  large  part  of  it.  Port- 
land is  rpilet.  and  Tacoma  is  very  dull, 
though  the  latter  is  getting"  much 
wheat  trade  Portland  is  wealthy,  con- 
servative and  goes  slow,  so  it  lost  the 
trade  that  Seattle  has  taken."

Not  to  Be  Destroyed. 

Several  gamblers  pleaded  guilty  in 
municipal  court  over  In  Superior  yes- 
terday and  were  fined,  the  total  amount- 
ing to  about  $15t>.  The  court  decided  that 
the  gambling  appliances  captured  by  the 
sheriff's  force  should  not  be  destroyed, 
but  released.  The  argument  of  the  attor- 
ney employed  by  the  gamblers  was  that 
the  law  relating  to  confiscation  and  de- 
struction of  gambling  tool.s  Is  unconstitu- 
tional. The  decision  was  in  line  with 
other  decisions  that  have  been  given  in 
circuit  and   in  sur>erior  courts.

Sleeps  In  Swinging  Chair 

at  Top  of  Church 

Steeple. 

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  Oct.  3L— Thomas  Eaton 
took  a  nap  and  lost  his  position.  Had 
he  lost  his  position  a  few  moments  sooner 
he  would  be  dead.  Eaton  was  eiij^aged  In 
plastering  the  crevices  In  the  stone  tower 
of  Trinity  church,  on  Sixth  avenue.  He 
was   suspended    in   a   swinging   chair    120 

feei  above  the  sidewalk.  The  soft.  Indian 
summer  wind  swung  the  chair  back  and 
forth.  Eaton  looked  down,  saw  the  boss 
was  not  watching  and  fell  asleep. 

How  long  his  nap  lasted  no  one  knows. 
A  small  boy  on  the  sidewalk  tlnaliy  dis- 
covered that  the  man  waa  not  making 
progress  with  his  work.  The  contractor 
was  notified,  and  a  crowd  began  to  ga- 
ther. Tbe  chair  was  swinging  out  from 
the  steeple  in  the  wind  and  Eaton's  head 
was  rolling  back. 

His  fellow-workmen  were  summoned 
and  a  rescuing  party  ascended  the  spire. 
One  man  crept  out  a  little  window  thirty 
feet  l>elow  the  sleeper,  whose  snores  were 
audible  to  the  men  waiting  inside  the 
tower,  expecting  each  minute  to  see  him 
roll  out  of  his  bed  to  the  sidewalk  below. 

The  other  workman  crept  up  the  steeple, 
using  the  metal  ornaments  a«  foot  rests, 
and  reached  Eaton.  A  rope  wos  thrown 
to  him  and  he  lied  the  sleep»-r  securely 
to  his  chair   and  .again   desoeniled. 

Eaton,  still  snoring  peacefully,  was 
lowered  to  the  ground.  The  crowd  gath- 
ered around  him.  The  foreman  shook 
him.  He  awoke.  rubbed  his  eyes. 
stretched,  and  then  was  discharged  for 
sltreping  on  duty.

A  STABLE  REPUBLIC. 

Not  long  ago  an  American  of  some 
prominence  in  a  business  way,  return- 
ing from  a  European  trip,  expresseu 
the  opinion  that  a  political  revolution 
'•n  France  is  not  an  improbability,  and 
that  if  another  Napoieon  made  his  ap- 
pearance the  French  people  would  fol- 
low him  and  convert  the  republic  into 
an  empire.  No  reasons  were  given 
why  he  had  reached  this  opiiion.  ,ludg- 
ing  from  the  surface  indications  there 
is  but  a  slender  basis  for  the  view  thus 
expressed.  Everything  goes  to  show 
that  the  French  republic  is  a  stable  in- 
stitution, and  the  gentleman  who 
reached  the  conclusion  referred  to 
above  was  probably  reading  while 
abroad  Europe's  monarchical  press, 
which'  is  always  endeavoring  to  cast 
discredit  on  the  French  republic.  As* 
one  evidence  of  the  country's  political 
balance,  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  the 
ministry  of  Waldeck-Rousseau  has 
now  exceeded  all  its  predecessors  in 
longevity.  Meline's  cabinet,  formed  in 
1896,  lasted  over  two  years  and  three 
months.  The  ministry  of  Waldeck- 
Rousseau  has  broken  all  these  records, 
and  there  is  a  chance  that  it  will  live 
many  months  longer.  At  least  there 
are  no  formidable  obstacles  to  it  in 
sight. 

On  Sept.  4,  1901,  the  fhird  French  re- 
public was  thirty-one  years  of  ago.  No 
other  political  regime  since  the  over- 
throw of  the  Bourbons  in  1792  has  e.'er 
closely  approaclied  the  present  one  in 
longevity.  The  monarchy  of  the  citizen 
king,  Louis  Philippe,  1830-48,  lasted 
about  eighteen  years.  So  did  the  sec- 
ond enmpire.  Napoleon  IJI's.  which  was 
overthrown  in  the  Franco-German  war, 
in  1870,  and  which  was  succeeded  by 
the  present  republic.  Twelve  years  w-as 
the  age  of  the  first  republic  and  ten 
years  that  of  the  first  empire.  The 
regime  of  the  restored  Bourbons,  which 
had  Louis  XVIII  and  Charles  X  for 
monarchs,  and  which  went  down  in  the 
revolution  of  July,  in  1830.  lasted  six- 
teen years.  The  second  French  repub- 
lic, the  one-  which  its  president,  Louis 
ti>  St.  Pan?. :::;::::;    7*     >*'apoleon.  betrayed,  had  a  duration  of 

only  four  years. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  France  is 
gaining  in  political  stability  and 
strength.  The  present  republic  has 
lasted  almost  twice  as  long  as  any  of 
the  other  forms  of  government  which 
France  has  had  In  more  than  100  years. 
The  present  ministry  has  outlasted  all 
its  predecessors  since  the  foundation  of 
the  republic.  These  are  signs  that  the 
French  ])eople  are  reasonably  well  sat- 
isfied with  their  government- better 
satisfied  with  it  than  they  have  been 
with  any  other  form  of  government 
since  the  overthrow  and  execution  of 
Louis  XVI,  more  than  a  century  ago.

THE  TARIFF  AND   TRUSTS. 

It  is  being  whispered  about  that 
reciprocity  is  doomed  as  far  as  the 
next  congress  Is  concerned,  and  that 
tariff  and  currency  legislation  will 
h.ive  little  if  any  place  at  the  coming 
session.  Senator  Aldrich,  the  high 
priest  of  the  extreme  protectionists, 
has  been  conferring  with  President 
Roosevelt  and  it  is  claimed  that  the 
latter  has  about  reached  the  conclu- 
sion that  to  meddie  with  those  im- 
portant matters  would  do  more  harm 
than  good.  According  to  dispatches 
from  Washington  Senator  Aldrich  has 
not  changed  his  views  any  on  these 
questions,  but  no  one  expected  he 
would.  The  senator  holds:  (1)  That 
there  should  be  no  change  in  the  cur- 
rency laws  at  the  coming  session  of 
congress,  the  Indianapolis  committee 
and  all  other  currency  reformers  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding;  (2)  that 
there  should  be  no  tinkering  with  the 
tariff  through  the  medium  of  the  pro- 
posed Babcock  bill,  the  negotiations  of 
reciprocity  treaties  or  otherwise,  and 
(3)  that  there  should  be  as  little  gen- 
eral legislation  as  po.ssible,  as,  in  his 
opinion,  to  meet  the  continued  com- 
mercial prosperity,  demands  now  a 
recognition  of  the  old  adage,  "Let  well 
enough  alone.  ' 

it  is  furtlier  stated  that  the  pe.iding 
tieaties,  some  of  which  are  on  the 
senate  calendar,  others  having  been 
referred  back  to  the  committee  on  for- 
eign affairs,  will  never  come  to  a  vote, 
if  for  no  other  reason  than  they  have 
ilied  by  the  lapse  of  the  time  during 
which  they  should  have  been  ratified 
by  the  senate.  The  time  allowed  by 
the  Dingley  tariff  law,  under  which  the 
treaties  were  negotiated,  has  been 
twice  extended,  and  if  it  .shall  not  have 
entirely  lapsed  hy  the  time  the  senate 
is  ready  to  consider  the  treaties  it  will 
not  be  lengthened. 

Judging  by  what  the  Influential  sena- 
tors and  representatives  who  have  been 
in  consultation  with  the  president  dur- 
ing the  present  month  have  said  to  him, 
it  is  probable  that  his  first  message  to 
congress  will  be  less  radical  than  has 
been^ generally  .supposed.  It  will  not 
recommend  changes  in  the  currency 
laws.  It  will  not  recommend  the  rati- 
fication of  the  pending-  reciprocity 
treaties,  and  it  will  not  recommend 
specific  changes  of  any  kind  in  the 
present  tariff  laws.  It  will  be  a  brief 
message  and   a  conservative   one. 

It  is  reasonably  safe  to  say  that  the 
most  pointed  recommendations  will  be 
on  the  subject  of  legislation  to  deal 
with  the  growing  power  of  industrial 
combinations  or  trusts,  although  on 
this  subject  Mr.  Roosevelt's  recom- 
mendations will  not  be  radical,  but 
rather  on  the  line  of  calling  the  atten- 
.  tion  of  congress  to  the  Importance  of 
dealing  with  the  subject  in  some  way 
of  its  own  that  will  be  effective,  if  such 
a  way  can  be  fovind. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  see  how  the 
members  of  the  Republican  party  like 
Babcock  and  others  who  are  strongly 
in  favor  of  tariff  revision  in  some  form, 


EARL  RUSSELL'S   CASE. 

Quite  a  little  tempest  has  been  raised 
by  the  order  of  Assistant  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  Taylor  directing  that  Earl 
Russell  shall  be  admitted  to  this  coun- 
try In  case  he  comes  over.  This  action 
by  Mr.  Taylor  does  not  meet  with  the 
approval  of  the  immigration  officials, 
and  there  is  a  fine  row  on  at  the  trea- 
sury department  over  the  matter,  with 
the  chances  in  favor  of  Secretary  (lage 
stepping  In  to  settle  it.  It  is  held  by 
the  immigration  officials  that  the  Brit- 
ish earl  had  been  convicted  of  bigamy 
by  a  court  of  the  house  of  lords,  that 
he  had  served  three  months'  imprison- 
ment in  Holloway  jail,  and  that  as  a 
felon  he  was  clearly  excluded  from  ad- 
mission to  this  country  by  the  federal 
laws.  And  the  officers  In  the  various 
cities  were  so  advised. 

Assistant  Secretarj'  Taylor  was  sur- 
prised at  this  action  and  after  consult- 
ing the  department's  solicitor  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  facts  in  the 
earl's  bigamy  case  would  not  have  se- 
cured his  conviction  in  the  United 
States,  although  they  clearly  convicted 
him  according  to  the  laws  of  England. 
It  was  accordingly  held  that  the  earl 
had  not  committed  an  offense  against 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  and 
should  be  admitted  unless  some  other 
charge  should  be  brought  against  him. 
and  so  the  order  was  sent  out  counter- 
manding the  first  order  of  the  immigra- 
tion officials.  When  this  action  was 
communicated  to  the  officers  in  the  im- 
migration bureau  there  was  intense 
surprise  there,  for  every  one  from  Mr. 
Powderly  down  was  of  the  opinion  that, 
as  the  earl  had  served  sentence  as  a 
felon,  he  was  clearly  a  convict  in  the 
eyes  of  the  law.  whether  it  be  Ameri- 
can or  British  law. 

Secretary  Gage  recently  took  a  view 
just  opposite  to  that  of  Mr.  Taylor  in 
this  instance,  in  a  case  having  much 
the  same  features.  Two  Irishmen, 
Fitzharrls  and  Mullet,  presented  them- 
selves for  admission  at  the  New  York 
immigration  office.  They  had  served 
sentences  in  jail  for  being  accessories 
to  the  murder  of  Lord  Frederick  Cav- 
endish and  Mr.  Burke,  about  twenty 
years  ago,  and  the  board  of  special  in- 
quiry refused  to  admit  them.  The  mat- 
ter was  taken  to  the  secretary  of  the 
treasury,  and  counsel  for  the  two  men 
offered  to  present  evidence  to  prove 
that  the  two  men  had  been  impropely 
convicted.  Secretary  Gage  promptly 
declined  to  take  the  position  of  review- 
ing the  action  of  the  British  courts, 
merely  standing  on  the  record,  and  ap- 
proving the  action-  of  the  board  of 
special  Inquiry  in  barring  the  men  as 
convicts.  It  is  said  that  the  earl's  case 
offers  a  parallel  to  this,  and  that  Mr. 
Taylor  has  gone  behind  the  records  in 
finding  an  excuse  for  admitting  him. 
It  would  certainly  seem  that  what  was 
considered  good  law  for  the  two  Irish- 
men should  be  good  law  for  the  earl.

It  is  claimed 
that  these  figures  show  that  real  steady 
progress  is  being  made  and  that  there  is 
no  ground  for  the  continued  attacks  be- 
ing made  In  the  British  press  upon  the 
Eovernment.  However,  this  showing  does 
not  appear  to  have  silenced  the  complaints 
of  delay  in  terminating  the  war,  and  the 
latest  report  is  that  Lord  Roberts  is  pro- 
posing to  return  to  South  Africa  and 
take  the  command  himself,  suf)erseding 
Kitchener.

New  York,  Oct.  31.— In  1894  Herman 
Behlen,  a  Columbia  university  gradu- 
ate, now  a  practicing  architect,  mar- 
ried Miss  Ann  There.sa  Lang,  who  is 
well  known  as  a  pianist  in  Wheeling, 
W.  v.,  wheres  he  then  resided.  The

•she  could  no  longer  tolerate  her  hus- 
band's conduct   and   left   him. 

One  month  later  Mr.  Hummel,  of  the 
firm  of  Howe  &  Hummel,  drew  up  ar- 
ticles of  separation  which  provided 
that  the  boy,  the  couple's  only  ofT- 
spring,  should  remain  in  the  custody 
of  the  mother,  and  that  the  husband 
should  pay  weekly  alimony  for  the  sup- 
port of  his  wife  and  his  child.  It  was 
provided,  furthermore,  that  Mr.  Beh- 
len was  to  see  his  son  once  a  week. 

After  this  agreement  had  been  en- 
tered ihto  Mrs.  Behlen  took  up  her 
residence  at  No.  112  East  Eighty-flrsx 
street,  while  her  husband  continued  to 
Ive  with  his  mother  on  .  East  One 
Hundred  and  Eighteenth  street,  where 
the  boy  was  taken  once  a  week. 

Last  Saturday  Miss  Fanny  Behlen, 
a  sister  of  the  husband,  called  for  the 
little  fellow,  as  was  her  custom.  With- 
in a  few  moments  after  she  had  left 
the  house  with  the  boy  Miss  Behlen 
returned  alone,  and  in  reply  to  Mrs. 
Behlen's  questions  thrust  into  the  lat- 
ter's  hands  a  summons  in  a  suit  filed 
by  her  husband,  in  which  absolute  di- 
vorce is  asked,  coupled  with  the  cus- 
tody of  the   child. 

Having  bei?n  awarded  the  care  of 
the  child  by  the  articles  of  sepaiation 
and  having  provided  for  its  welfare 
for  the  last  two  years,  Mrs.  Behlen, 
through  Mr.  Levy,  had  no  difficulty  in 
olitalning  a  habeas  corpus  writ  from 
Judge  Bischoff  requiring  the  grand- 
mother to  produce  the  child  in  court 
and  there  show  cause  why  it  should 
not  be  returned   to  its  mother. 

Vrs.  Behlen  Is  described  as  a  very 
pretty  woman  about  28  years  old.  Her 
husband,  in  his  action  for  divorce, 
names  no  le.ss  than  four  co-respond- 
ents, mentioning  the  time  and  place  of 
each  of  the  alleged  misdeeds.  The  reply 
which  Mr.  Levy  Is  now  preparing  de- 
nies the,  charges  in  toto,  and  makes 
counter-charges  of  etreme  cruelty  and 
neglect.

France    Sends    Mediter- 
ranean  Squadron  to 
Interview  Porte. 

Paris.  Oct.  31.— "The  entire  Trench 
Mediterranean  squadron  l-»ft  ycslr»rday 
afternoon."  says  the  Toulon  correspon- 
dent of  the  Figaro.

Admiral  Caillard's  orders 
are  that,  *f  complete  satisfaction  is  not 
immediately  given  by  the  Ottoman 
government  to  all  claims  of  France,  he 
shall  seize  the  custom  house  of  the  port 
nearest  his  squadron. 

"It  is  believed  his  destination  is  the 
Island  of  Mitylene  or  Sal.>nik.-i.  The 
island  commands  th.>  entrance  to  the 
Dardanelles  and  the  Gulf  of  Smyrna." 

Several  morning  paners  confirm  the 
Figaro's  Toulon  advices.  lUimors  to 
the  same  effect  were  cu^rf-nt  in  Paris 
late  last  evening,  but  the  foreign  oflice 
professed  to  know  nothing  about  the 
n;atter. 


MANY  FAMILIES 

Rendered  Homeless  By   Fire 
In  Chicago. 

Chicago.  Oct.  31.— Seventy-five  fam- 
ilies lost  their  homes  and  $250,000  of 
property  was  destroyed  in  a  fire  last 
night  that  started  in  Peter.son  &  Co.'s 
picture  frame  factory,  at  Union  street 
and  Austin  avenue.  Fanned  by  a  strong 
wind,  the  flames  got  beyond  control

There  were  many  rumors  of  lives 
lost,  but  It  is  believed  a'l  people  living 
in  the  burned  buildings  escaped.

Marion,  Ind.,  Oct.  31.— John  McMahon, 
aged  20,  son  of  a  prominent  and  w^ealthy 
wholesale  grocer  of  Elwood,  Ind.,  and  a 
young  lady,  18  years  of  age,  who  gavo 
the  name  of  Ruth  Vandine,  and  is  said 
to  be  from  Zanesville,  Ohio,  were  ar- 
rested in  Matthews  and  placed  in  jail 
here  Monday  morning.  The  young  lady 
was  in  male  attire.  The  couple  were 
attempting  to  elude  the  officers  and  the 
father  of  the  young  man,  and  were  to 
have    been    married    here. 

The  young  lady  went  to  Elwood  from 
Ohio  to  visit  friends.  McMahon  met  her 
and  became  infatuated.  He  asked  her 
to  marry  him  and  she  consented.  Mc- 
Mahon went  to  his  father  and  told  him 
of  the  engagement,  but  the  father  ob- 
jected because  his  son  was  a  Catholic 
and  the  girl  a  Protestant.  The  young 
man  was  employed  as  a  shipping  clerk 
in  a  glass  factory  at  Elwood. 

He  resigned  his  position,  went  to 
Matthews  and  secured  a  similar  position 
there.  He  then  wrote  to  the  young  lady 
to  join  him  and  secured  the  a.ssistance 
of  a  gentleman  friend  to  disguse  the 
young  lady  and  asisist  her  to  leave  El- 
wood v-iihout  his  father  knowing  of  her 
departure.

In  discues- 
Ing  the  matter  recently,  said:  "With 
this  vexed  question  the  Indiana  lawyers 
and  courts  are  as  much  to  biame  as  the 
law.  The  same  solemnity  should  pre- 
vail in  the  trial  of  a  divorce  case  as  in 
any  other  case.  Too  often  attorneys 
ask  the  court  to  grant  them  only  a  few 
minutes  in  which  to  hear  a  divorce 
suit.  An  attorney  should  be  made  to 
earn  $100  in  every  divorce  suit  that  he 
takes.  It  is  the  five-dollar  lawyers  that 
make  Indiana  divorces  a  cheap  commo- 
dity and  so  frequent." 


SUSPECTED  OF  MURDER. 


Miss  Toppan,  a  Nurse  Taken 
to  Barnstable. 

Nassau,  N.  H.,  Oct.  31.— Mrs.  Jane 
Toppa,  a  trained  nurse,  suspected  of 
having  murdered  Mrs.  Mary  Gibbs  at 
Bourne,  Mass.,  last  August,  has  been 
arrested  and  taken  to  Massachusetts. 
Mrs.  Gibbs  died  under  suspicious  cir- 
cumstances. 


Barnstable,  Mass.,  Oct.  31.— Miss  Jana 
Toppa,  who  was  arrested  at  Amherst, 
N.  H.,  yesterday  on  suspicion  of  Ixeingp 
connected,  with  the  alleged  murder  of 
Mrs.  Mary  Gibbs,  of  Cataumet,  waa 
brought  here  yesterday  afternoon.  She 
was  taken  to  the  local  jail,  and  will  b« 
arraigned  today. 

Mrs.  Gibbs'  husband,  Capt.  Irving  F. 
Gibbs,  who  is  captain  of  the  coasting 
schooner  Golden  Ball,  was  away  on 
that  vesel  at  the  time  of  his  wife's 
death.  In  learning  of  It  at  a  coast  port, 
he  immediately  returned  home,  and, 
although  there  had  been  up  to  that 
time  no  suspicion  of  foul  play,  the 
captain  believed  that  there  should  be 
an  investigation,  and  placed  ttie  matter 
in  the  hands  of  District  Attorney 
Holmes. 

The  bodies  of  Mrs.  Gordon  and  Mrs. 
Gibbs  were  exhumed,  and  the  stomachs 
were  sent  to  Professor  Wood  of  Har- 
vard and,  as  a  result  of  his  examina- 
tion. Miss  Toppa  was  arrested  on  sus- 
picion of  having  poisoned  the  four 
members  of  the  Gibbs  family. 

The  police  assert  that  they  have  suf- 
ficient evidence  to  convict  Miss  Toppa, 
although  they  w^ill  not  disclose  any  of 
it.

Will  Probably   Referee   Case 
For  Supreme  Court. 

Columbus,  Ohio,  Oct.  31.— The  su- 
preme court  win  soon  wrestle  with  the 
question  whether  or  not  fish  become  the 
property  of  a  fisherman  as  soon  as  he 
gets  them  in  his  net,  or  not  until  they 
are  removed  from  the  net.  Fish  in  the 
water,  of  course,  belong  to  no  one. 

Henry  Shaw  and  John  Thomas,  of 
Lake  county,  lifted  a  fisherman's  net 
and  took  out  his  fish.  In  the  conse- 
quent suit  the  court  dismissed  the  com- 
plaint on  the  ground  that  fish  which 
have  not  been  taken  from  the  water 
are  no  one's  property  and  cannot  be  the 
subject  of  larceny.  The  Lake  county 
prosecutor  has  asked  leave  of  tlie  su- 
preme court  to  file  exceptions,  on  the 
ground  that  the  fish,  being  in  the  net, 
are  the  property  of  the  owner  of  the 
net.

There  la  still  a  belief  In  a  rally  In  event 
of  a  settlement  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
controversy,  bu-t  uncertainly  a.s  lo  when 
this  announcement  will  come  is  begin- 
ning to  exert  a  dami>ening  Influence.  It 
to  regarded  as  slEniflcent  thai  when 
stocks  aro  bid  up  they  come  out  more 
freely  than  for  a  long  time  past.  More- 
over it  is  more  difficult  lo  bid  up  in- 
dividual slocks  for  effect  ur^n  the  gen- 
eral llist  than  at  any  lime  In  monlhs. 
The  truth  of  this  proposition  is  denoted 
by  the  manipulation  of  Reading  in  which 
an  upward  movement  started  by  a  prom- 
inent operator  met  thousand  of  shares  of 
stocks  before  it  had  gone  a  couple  of 
points.  The  inference  drawn  by  a  careful 
ob.servation  is  that  with  few  exceptions 
the  Commission  houses  are  overloaded. 
As  itfkis  is  true  also  of  the  most  sub- 
lantial  interests  In  Wall  street  the  ques- 
tion arises  who  will  buy  tlie  slocks  when 
an  attempt  is  made  lo  market  them  on 
good  news  which  ihejr  holders  are  wall- 
ing for.  Certainly  the  public  shows  no 
Indication  of  coming.  In  its  absence  it  is 
feaied  the  pools  and  big  Interests  will 
try  sooner  or  later  lo  unload  on  one  an- 
other ajid  that  this  will  lead  lo  a  de- 
cline. It  is  dn  undoubted  fact  ihitt  large 
number  of  most  active  houses  on  the 
Slock  exchange  have  heavily  increased 
their  ilabllllles  during  the  past  three 
weeks.  Evidence  of  this  is  furni>-hed  by 
admissions  made  by  brokers  themselves. 
One  of  the  largest  brokers  in  the  street 
aid  Xo  the  wriier,  commenting  upon  ihe 
speculative  situation: 

"The  trouble  with  the  market  is  that 
too  many  people  are  loadiid  up  and  are 
waiting  and  hoping  lor  something  to 
happen  that  will  give  them  a  chance 
to  get  out.  For  my  own  pan  I  am  bor- 
lowing  more  money  today  than  1  have 
for  months.  It  is  the  same  with  others 
and  smaller  houses." 

Another  broker  said  his  firm  had  in- 
creased indebtedness  since  Sept.  2S  $2.- 
frOO.iXtO.  The  increase  in  borrowing  of 
these  two  houses  alone  possibly  amounts 
to  $7,o<JO,i.iOO.  It  is  estimaied  that  active 
housf-s  of  the  street  have  increased  llieir 
borrowings  at  least  $70,Ooo,<jO<j.  That 
means  an  overbought  market  the  shrewd- 
est traders  declare  and  ultimaaely  a 
sharp  decline.

ANCESTRAL   NAME 

Is  Legally  Resumed  By  Ernest 
Seton-Thompson. 

New  York.  Oct.  31.— The  author  and 
naturalist  who  was  known  as  Eirnest 
Seton- Thompson  when  he  traveled  West 
on  a  lecture  tour  several  days  ago  has 
changed  his  name  until  his  own  wild 
animals  would  not  know  him. 

He  Is  now  Ernest  Thompson  Seton, 
with  no  hyphen. 

This  transformation  was  accomplished 
by  an  api>eal  to  the  special  term  of  the 
supreme  court,  when  Justice  BlschoflC 
granted  the  petition.  The  writer  who 
might  liave  beer  expected  to  be  sati.-^fled 
with  the  name  he  ha.1  made  so  well 
known,  said  In  his  petition  that  the  fami- 
ly name  had  always  been  Seton  until  his 
ancestor,  after  the  unsuccessful  Jacobite 
rebellion  of  1745  In  Scotlaivd.  assumed 
the  name  of  Thomipson  33  a  disguise  To 
this  the  writer  added  tbat  he  found 
Thompson  such  a  common  nara^e  that  It 
would  .=ave  him  much  Inconvenlertce  If 
he  wero  allowed  to  resume  the  ancestral 
"Seton."  So  he  will  be  known  by  that 
niL.TXi»  In   the  future.

At  the  custom  house  It  is  thought  that 
the  foreign  valuation  of  the  pearls  will 
Ije  fixed  at  £7t>JU  or  $:i5,WMJ.  and  the  tax 
on  the  necklace  would  tnereiore  be  $21,000, 
or  CO  per  cent  of  the  valuation.  J'hls  is 
the  size  of  tax  on  the  list  of  the  customs 
officials. 

i>ut  on  the  other  hand  wealthv  Mr. 
Black  has  declared  that  he  went  to  Mr. 
Bldwell.  collector  of  the  port,  and  that 
the  necklace  was  appraised  at  $40,000  and 
that  he  nald  $24,000  dutv  on  it.

Oct.  31.— As  Henri  Four- 

nier,  the  French  cliaffeur,  was  crossing 

the  tracks  of  the  Long  I.sland  railroad 

near    Westbury    in    an    ajtomobile    iu 

which  five  other  men  were  seated,  the 

machine  came  into  collision  with  a  lo- 
comotive and  disastrous  results  follow- 
ed. All  six  men  \\  ere  hurt  and  the  ma- 
chine demolished.

N.  B.  Fullerton.  special  agent  of  the 
passenger  department  of  the  Long 
Island  railroad;  badly  cut  about  the 
head  and  face  and  comoound  fractuie 
of  one  leg. 

A.  G.  Batchelder,  of  the  New  York 
Journal,  and  who  is  chairman  of  the 
National  Cyclists'  association  board  of 
control:   broken  leg  and  other  Injur'es. 

H.  Gerrie,  New  Y'ork  Herald,  broken 
shoulder  and  leg. 

Arthur  Lewis,  of  this  city;  cut  on 
face  and  hand,  and  ankle  sprained. 

Henry  J.  Everal,  of  this  city;  bruises 
and  cuts  and  leg  sprained. 

Henri   Fourner,    foot   sprained. 

Mr.  Fournier  said  that  the  party  -^^-as 
on  its  way  home  to  New  Y'ork  when 
the  accident  occurred,  having  been  out 
all  day  in  company  with  William  K. 
Vanderbilt,  Jr..  in  his  machine  looking 
for  a  good  road  on  which  it  was  Four- 
nier's  intention  to  try  for  the  mile  rec- 
ord today. 

"I  had  just  reached  the  crossing," 
said  he,  "and  the  front  -wheels  of  my 
machine  were  just  touching  the  rail 
when  the  engine  loomed  up  and  I  real- 
ized that  an  accident  was  inevitable. 
Not  having  time  to  reverse  the  power 
I  gave  the  handle  a  quick  turn  which 
moved  the  front  wheels  to  the  right  and 
then  the  crash  came.  The  locomotive 
struck  the  machine  two  or  three  inches 
behind  the  left  front  wheel,  throwing 
it  around  so  that  the  rear  of  the  ma- 
chine -was  brought  against  the  locomo- 
tive. The  first  thing  I  remember  Is 
somebody  calling  and  asking  me  if  I 
was  dead.  I  think  I  was  unconscious 
for  about  a  minute.  The  machine  was 
demolished.  It  was  not  one  of  my  rac- 
ing machine.  It  was  only  of  ten  horse 
power,  very  heavy  and  was  built  to  hold 
six  persons." 

There  was  no  flagman  at  the  cross- 
ing, which  is  hidden  by  buildings,  but 
an  automatic  bell  is  supposed  to  ring 
on  the  approach  of  a  train.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  party  say  it  did  not  ring. 
The  railroad  people  claim  otherwise. 
Fournier,  who  was  handling  the  lever, 
and  Everal,  were  thrown  about  fifty 
feet.  Fullerton  and  Batchelder  were 
hurled  150  feet,  while  Lewis  and  Gerrie 
•were  mixed  up  with  the  wreckage  of 
the   machine. 

Foxhall  Keene,  VT.  K.  Vanderbilt,  Jr., 
and  a  party  of  ladies,  who  were  start- 
ing for  the  Meadowbrook  hunt,  saw  the 
accident  and  gave  aid  to  the  Injured 
until  a  number  of  physicians  arrived. 

Fournier  and  liis  companions  were 
taken  In  a  special  car  to  the  Nassau 
hospital  at  Mineola.  L.  I.  Later,  Four- 
nier, Everal  and  Lewis  were  broueht 
to  their  homea  la  this  citjr.  Fullerton, 


Bachelder  and  Ctorrie  are  still  at  the 
hospital  and  the  surgeons  say  Fuller- 
ton,  though  much  more  seriously  hurt 
than  the  others,  will  recover.

To  Be    Advised    In   the 

Use  of  Alcoholic 

Beverages. 

New  York,  Oct.  31.— A  dispatch  to  the 
London  Times  and  the  New  York  Times 
from  Berlin  says  the  society  for  com- 
battingr  the  abuse  of  spirituous  liquors 
has  begun  a  conference  at  Breslau. 
Baron  Von  Diergardt  said  at  the  con- 
ference that  he  believed  that  alcohol 
would  one  day  be  universally  regarded 
as  an  enemy  of  civilization,  but  at  pres- 
ent It  was  only  possible  to  recommend 
moderation  in  Its  use.  It  was  estimated 
that  the  average  German  consumed  the 
equivalent  of  five  glasss  of  spirits  a 
day.
